WEDNESDAY,  JUNE  12,  1901. 

The  members  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  elected  in 
pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  Febru- 
ary 16, 1901,  assembled  in  the  Capitol,  in  the  City  of  Rich- 
mond, at  12  o'clock  M.,  on  Wednesday,  the  12th  day  of  June, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1901,  and  in  the  one  hundred  and 
twenty-fifth  year  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  John  W.  Daniel, 
of  Campbell,  on  whose  motion  Mr.  William  B.  Pettit,  of  Flu- 
vanna, was  unanimously  elected  temporary  Chairman  of  the 
Convention.  Mr.  Pettit  took  the  chair  and  addressed  the  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  D.  Flood,  of  Appomattox,  Mr.  Joseph 
Button,  of  the  county  of  Appomattox,  Clerk  of  the  State 
Senate,  was  elected  temporary  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Braxton,  of  Augusta,  Mr.  William 
Wilson,  of  Henrico,  was  elected  temporary  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Mr.  Joseph  T.  Lawless,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  ap- 
peared before  the  Convention  and  presented  the  following  certi- 
fied list  of  the  members-elect  of  the  Convention.

Resolved,  That  the  Convention,  without  undertaking  to  de- 
cide whether  the  members  of  this  body  are  oflBcers  or  not,  deem 
it  prudent  that  the  oath  required  by  section  5  of  article  3  of  the 
present  Constituion  be  taken  and  subscribed  to  by  the  delegates 
tathis  Convention.  Which,  after  debate  thereon,  was  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Braxton,  of  Augusta,  laid  on  th^  t^abje-^ayeg  56 ; 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Thom  the  vote  was  recorded  as  follows :

Mr.  HuNTON,  of  Fauquier,  moved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of 
a  permanent  President  which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  MooRB,  of  Fairfax,  nominated  Mr.  John  Goode,  of  the 
county  of  Bedford,  as  follows : 

Mr,  Chairman  and  Oentlemen  of  the  Convention  : 

The  very  brief  but  very  brilliant  list  of  those  who  have  pre- 
sided over  our  Constitutional  Conventions,  can  by  no  possibility- 
lose  anything  in  distinction  when  we  add  to  it  the  name  of  the 
gentleman  I  now  present,  the  honorable  member  from  the 
county  of  Bedford,  Mr.  John  Goodb. 

So  far  as  the  record  shows,  it  was  not  considered  necessary 
at  the  time  of  their  selection  to  speak  in  detail  of  the  men  who 
have  preceded  him  in  this  high  station — such  men  as  Edmund 
Pendleton,  Philip  Barbour  and  John  Y.  Mason.  It  is  equally 
unnecessary  to-day  to  speak  in  detail  of  Mr.  Goods. 

His  career  has  run  through  a  period  of  half  a  century.  The 
country  knows  him,  the  State  knows  him,  and  both  esteem 
him.  They  both  give  him  their  entire  confidence.  He  has 
been  much  in  the  public  service,  and  whether  discharging  offi- 
cial duties  in  Richmond  or  at  Washington,  the  elevation  of  his 
character,  the  conservatism,  strength  and  cultivation  of  his  in- 
tellect, his  gifts  as  an  orator,  and  his  perfect  fidelity,  have  won 
for  him  continually  increasing  respect  and  admiration. 

So  far  as  his  devotion  to  Virginia  is  concerned — the  Virginia 
to  which  at  this  time  we  are  turning  in  our  thoughts  with  pecu- 
liar love  and  affection — it  has  been  complete  and  absolute.  He 
cherishes  all  of  her  memories.  He  is  imbued,  as  few  men  now 
are,  with  the  splendid  spirit  of  her  past.  He  preserves  to  him- 
self, and  he  aims  to  preserve  for  all  the  people,  the  great  les- 
sons of  her  history  and  her  traditions.  As  for  her  present,  he 
understands  it — the  problems  that  painfully  press  for  solution, 
and  the  difficulties  that  surround  their  consideration.     Though 
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far  advanced  beyond  the  time  to  which  enthusiasm  and  hope 
seem  especially  to  belong,  full  of  courage  he  looks  forward  now 
to  her  future  with  faith  in  the  destiny  of  the  Commonwealth 
which  he  has  served  in  days  gone  by,  and  which  he  is  to  serve 
again. 

Mr.  Goodb's  is  a  familiar  presence  in  this  historic  hall.  Here 
in  the  springtime  of  his  life,  he  sat  as  a  member  of  the  Gren- 
eral  Assembly.  Here,  when  his  powers  had  matured  he  stood 
with  the  statesmen  of  Virginia  and  the  South,  dealing  with 
mighty  issues  which  devolved  upon  the  Secession  Convention 
and  the  Confederate  Congress.  And  now  he  comes  here  again, 
in  the  evening  of  his  days,  to  contribute  what  may  be  his  last 
public  labors,  to  the  great  work  which  the  sovereign  people  of 
this  Commonwealth  have  decreed.  Unchallenged  and  unsur- 
passed in  experience  and  patriotism,  in  wisdom  and  in  modera- 
tion, Mr.  Chairman,  I  respectfully  nominate  him  for  the  presi- 
dency of  this  Convention. 

Mr.  Daniel,  of  Campbell,  seconded  the  nomination  in  the 
following  words : 

Mr.  Chairman: 

I  shall  detain  the  Convention  but  a  moment  and  shall  add 
but  a  word  to  what  has  been  so  admirably  and  eloquently  said 
by  the  member  from  Fairfax.  There  is  no  man  in  our  Com- 
monwealth who  is  better  or  more  favorably  known  throughout 
its  limits  than  the  distinguished  gentleman  whom  he  has  put 
in  nomination.  With  ripe  wisdom,  and  an  enthusiasm  for 
what  is  right,  honorable  and  just  (which  enthusiasm  he  has 
borne  throughout  his  life) ,  we  may  well  say  of  him  that  he  has 
sounded  a  clear  note  over  all  of  the  battlefields  of  patriotism 
and  of  true  Democracy  in  the  Old  Dominion,  and  that  he  has 
not  only  preached,  but  he  has  acted  up  to  the  true  JeflFersonian 
test  of  office-holding,  in  giving  to  his  fellow  statesman  and 
countrymen  the  example  of  a  life  which  has  been  honest,  just 
and  capable  in  all  of  its  undertakings. 

Possessing  the  universal  confidence  of  this  Convention,  it 
affords  me  great  pleasure  to  second  his  nomination ;  and  pos- 
sessing the  confidence  of  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  I 
know  they  will  welcome  the  fact  that  we  have  made  the  Hon. 
John  Goods  the  President  of  this  body. 

Mr.  iQooDB  being  declared  elected  President  took  the  chair 
and  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention  : 

I  beg  leave  to  tender  to  you  my  sincere  and  heartfelt  thanks 
for  tixe  distinguished  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me  ;  to  be- 
speak your  kind  forbearance  towards  my  shortcomings  while  I 
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shall  occupy  the  chair,  and  to  invoke  your  generous  support  in 
the  discharge  of  the  responsible  duties  to  which  you  have  called 
me  with  such  flattering  unanimity. 

It  is  indeed  a  high  distinction  to  be  chosen  as  the  presiding 
officer  of  this  body  of  Virginians,  clothed  temporarily  with  the 
sovereignity  of  the  State,  and  commissioned  by  her  people  to 
execute  the  most  important  trust  that  could  possibly  be  con- 
fided to  their  representatives. 

In  obedience  to  the  voice  of  our  constituents  we  have  come 
from  all  sections  of  the  State  to  take  counsel  together,  to  inter- 
change opinions  and  to  determine  questions  of  the  most  momen- 
tous magnitude  which  vitally  affect  the  peace,  welfare,  and 
happiness  af  all  our  people. 

It  is  no  easy  task  to  frame  the  organic  law  of  a  great  Com- 
monwealth like  ours.  It  is  a  task  to  be  approached  in  the  fear 
of  Grod,  with  sole  reference  to  the  public  good  and  with  un- 
affected diffidence  as  to  our  capacity  to  measure  up  fidly  to  all 
the  requirements  of  the  occasion. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  greatest  of  all  builders  are  the 
builders  of  States.     The  time  has  been  when  Virginians  were 
recognized  as  master  builders  in  the  work  of  framing  Constitu- 
tions.    They  promulgated  the  first  written  Constitution  for  a 
free  and  independent  Commonwealth  ever  known  to  mankind. 
The  convention  which  framed  that  Constitution  met  in  the  old 
Colonial  Capital  at  Williamsburg  on  the  6th  day  of  May,  1776. 
It  was  composed  of  men  whose  names  have  been  linked  with 
immortality — men  who  will  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance  by 
their  admiring  countrymen  as  long  as  liberty  shall  have  a  votary 
upon  earth.     It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  '*  Declaration 
of  Rights"  drawn  by  George  Mason  and  adopted  by  that  con- 
vention is  the  most  complete  summary  of  the  rights  of  man  and 
the  principled  of  free  government  that  has  ever  been  furnished 
to  the  world.     The  Constitution  of  Virginia  adopted  on  the 
29th  of  June,  1776,  continued  in  operation  more  than  half  a 
century.     On  the  5th  day  of  October,  1829,  another  convention 
of  intellectual  giants  assembled  in  the  city  of  Richmond  and 
adopted  an  amended  Constitution  on  the  14th  of  January,  1830. 
That  Convention  has  never  been  surpassed  in  any  age  or  any 
country  in  learning,  wisdom,  ability  and  patriotism.     In  Octo- 
ber,  1850,  the   third   Constitutional   Convention  of   Virginia 
assembled  in  this  city  and  adopted  an  amended  Constitution  on 
the  31st  day  of  July,   1851.     It  was  composed  of  able  and 
patriotic  men,  though  not  so  distinguished,  perhaps,  as  their 
predecessors  of  1776  and  1829.     During  the  dark  days  of  recon- 
struction, and  before  the  passions  engendered  by  the  war  had 
cooled,  another  Convention  assembled  in  this  city  in  December, 
;1867,  and  adopted  the  Constitution  under  which  we  now  live. 
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That  Conyenlion  was  composed,  in  great  part,  of  aliens  to  the 
Commonwealth  and  newly  emancipated  slaves.  Virginians  to 
the  "manor  born/'  who  owned  the  property,  paid  the  taxes  and 
represented  the  virtue  and  intelligence  of  the  State,  were  placed 
mider  the  ban  of  proscription  and  excluded  from  its  halls.  The 
Constitution  framed  by  that  Convention  was  adopted  by  the 
people  of  Virginia  under  duress  and  constraint  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  the  re-admission  of  the  State  into  the  Union  audits 
representation  in  Congress.  It  is  not  only  obnoxious,  as  a 
mi^^r  of  sentiment,  on  account  of  the  circumstances  attending 
its  formation  and  adoption,  but  the  government  established  by 
it  is,  in  many  respects,  unsuited  to  existing  conditions  and  un- 
necessarily expensive.  After  submitting  patiently  for  more 
than  thirty  years,  the  people  of  Virginia  have  called  this  Con- 
vention, and  they  will  be  grievously  disappointed  if  we  shall 
fail  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  our  State,  county  and  city  gov- 
ernments. That  reduction  can  be  accomplished  by  a  thorough 
reform  of  our  entire  judiciary  system  and  the  abolition  of  all 
ofBces  that  may  be  dispensed  with  without  detriment  to  the 
public  service  and  with  due  regard  to  honest  and  efficient  ad- 
ministration. The  ordinary  expenses  of  government  must  be 
met.  The  unfortunate  insane,  deaf,  dumb  and  blind  must  be 
provided  for.  We  are  bound  by  every  consideration  of  duty  and 
of  honor  to  take  care  of  our  disabled  Confederate  veterans  and 
smooth,  as  far  as  possible,  their  pathway  to  the  grave.  The 
time  is  not  distant  when  the  State  will  be  required  by  law 
to  pay  a  higher  rate  of  interest  on  her  public  indebtedness. 
Under  these  circumstances,  it  becomes  absolutely  indispensable 
to  reduce  expenses  if  we  would  escape  from  additional  burdens 
of  taxation. 

Another  subject  of  transcendent  interest  and  importance 
which  will  engage  our  attention  is  that  of  suffrage.  The  right 
of  suffrage  is  not  a  natural  right.  It  is  a  social  right  and  must 
necessarily  be  regulated  by  society.  Virginia  can  regulate  it 
within  her  own  borders  according  to  her  sovereign  will  and 
pleasure,  provided  that  in  so  doing  she  does  not  violate  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.  That  Constitution  does  not 
confer  the  right  of  suffrage  upon  any  citizen  or  class  of  citizens, 
but  it  prevents  the  State  or  the  United  States  from  giving  pref- 
erence to  one  citizen  over  another  '*  on  account  of  race,  color, 
or  previous  condition  of  servitude.'^  Before  the  adoption  of 
the  fifteenth  amendment  that  could  have  been  done.  Now  it 
cannot  be.  The  white  people  of  Virginia  have  no  animosity  or 
prejudice  whatever  towards  the  colored  race.  On  the  contrary, 
they  entertain  for  the  members  of  that  race  the  most  kindly 
feelings  and  desire  to  help  them  in  every  legitimate  way,  but 
they  believe  that  the  dominant  party  in  Congress  not  only  com- 
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mitted  a  stupendous  blunder,  but  a  great  crime  against  civili- 
zation and  Christianity  when  they  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  the  ad- 
vice of  their  wisest  leaders  and  required  Virginia  and  the  other 
Southern  States  under  the  rule  of  the  bayonet  to  submit  to 
universal  negro  suffrage.  The  negro  had  just  emerged  from  a 
state  of  slavery.  He  h^  no  education.  He  had  no  experience 
in  the  duties  of  citizenship.  He  had  no  capacity  to  participate 
in  the  functions  of  government.  The  omniscient  Ruler  of  the 
universe  for  some  wise  purpose  made  him  inferior  to  the  white 
man  and  ever  since  the  dawn  of  history,  as  the  pictured  monu- 
ments of  Egypt  attest,  he  had  occupied  a  subordinate  position. 
In  the  language  of  a  great  Virginian  on  another  occasion : 
*'  During  the  long  revolving  cycle  o(  intervening  time,  he  had 
founded  no  empire,  built  no  towered  city,  invented  no  art,  dis- 
coyered  no  truth,  bequeathed  no  everlasting  possession  to  the 
future,  through  law-giver,  hero,  bard  or  benefactor  of  man- 
kind." Under  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  period  of  re- 
construction, the  bestowal  of  universal  suffrage  upon  the  negro 
was  a  grievous  wrong  to  both  races.  It  would  have  been  far 
better  for  the  negro,  as  well  as  the  white  man,  that  intelligence 
should  be  permitted  to  govern.  When  the  era  of  good  feeling 
between  the  sections  shall  be  entirely  restored  and  all  the  hates 
growing  out  of  the  unhappy  fratricidal  strife  **  shall  be  forever 
in  the  deep  bosom  of  the  ocean  buried,''  it  may  be  that  our 
Northern  fellow  citizens  for  the  good  of  our  common  country 
and  the  elevation  of  American  citizenship  may  consent  to  the 
repeal  of  the  fifteenth  amendment.  That  would  be  ''aeon- 
summation  devoutly  to  be  wished,''  but  until  that  auspicious 
day  shall  come,  we  must  adapt  ourselves  to  the  conditions  in 
which  we  are  placed.  The  fifteenth  amendment  provides  that 
*'  the  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall 
not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  State 
on  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude." 
It  is  a  part  of  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  and  as  such  we  are 
bound  in  honor  and  in  good  faith  to  observe  and  obey  it.  Sub- 
ject to  the  limitations  referred  to,  this  Convention  undoubtedly 
has  the  power  to  provide  for  the  restriction  of  suffrage  as  it  may 
deem  most  wise  and  expedient.  How  is  this  diflScult  problem 
to  be  solved  ?  It  is  not  my  province  to  suggest  at  this  time 
what  your  action  should  be.  That  will  be  determined  by  your 
own  superior  wisdom  after  calm  reflection  and  full  deliberation. 
I  beg  leave,  however,  to  call  your  attention  briefly  to  the  pro- 
visions on  this  subject  which  have  been  incorporated  into  the 
Constitutions  recently  adopted  by  some  of  our  sister  states  of 
the  South.  The  new  Constitution  of  Mississippi  adopted  in 
November,  1890,  which,  with  some  modifications,  has  been 
adopted  by  South  Carolina,  confers  the  right  of  suffrage  upon 
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all  the  sane  male  inhabitants  of  the  State,  who  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  have  resided  in  the  State  two 
years,  and  one  year  in  the  district,  city,  or  town  where  they 
offer  to  vote,  who  have  never  been  convicted  of  certain  infamous 
offenses,  and  who,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  of  the 
year  in  which  they  oflfer  to  vote,  have  paid  all  the  taxes  legally 
required  of  them,  and  which  they  had  an  opportunity  to  pay 
for  the  two  preceding  years,  and  who  shall  have  been  duly  reg- 
istered as  voters  as  required  by  the  Constitution.  It  requires 
also  a  poll-tax  of  $2.00  to  be  paid  to  the  State,  and  authorizes 
the  counties  to  impose  an  additional  poll-tax  of  not  more  than 
$1.00;  the  whole  of  the  poll-tax  in  both  cases,  to  be  devoted 
exclusively  to  the  common  schools.  It  also  provides  that  on 
and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1892,  every  elector  shall  in 
addition  to  the  foregoing  qualifications,  be  able  to  read  any 
section  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  or  he  shall  be  able  to 
understand  the  same  when  read  to  him  or  give  a  reasonable 
interpretation  thereof.  The  validity  of  that  Constitution  has 
been  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in 
the  case  of  Williams  vs.  Mississippi,  reported  in  Vol.  170  of  the 
Supreme  Court's  reports.  The  court  held  unanimously  that 
by  its  terms  it  did  not  conflict  with  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth 
amendments  of  the  Federal  Constitution.  According  to  the 
testimony  of  men  who  enjoy  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the 
entire  country,  this  plan  has  been  found  to  be  eminently  satis- 
factory in  Mississippi  and  South  Carolina.  Under  its  opera- 
tion those  two  States  have  rapidly  advanced  in  all  the  elements 
of  material  prosperity  ;  there  is  less  complaint  of  corruption  in 
politics  and  the  condition  of  the  colored  race  is  better  than  it 
has  been  since  their  enfranchisement  in  the  days  of  reconstruc- 
tion. The  new  Constitution  of  Louisiana  disfranchises  all  citi- 
zens of  that  State  who  are  unable  to  read  and  write  except  the 
owners  of  $300.00  of  taxable  property,  upon  which  the  taxes 
have  been  paid,  and  those  who  were  entitled  to  vote  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  1867,  under  the  laws  of  any  State  of  the 
United  States,  in  which  they  then  resided,  and  any  son  or 
grandson  of  such  persons  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Constitution.  In  the  summer  of  1900  the  people  of 
North  Carolina,  by  an  overwhelming  majority,  adopted  an 
amendment  to  their  State  Constitution  which  prevents  any 
citizen  from  voting  who  is  unable  to  read  and  write,  but  excepts 
from  the  operation  of  that  clause  all  those  who  were  entitled  to 
vote  in  any  State  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1867,  or  at  any 
time  prior  thereto,  or  who  are  descended  from  any  such  voters. 
The  Louisiana  and  North  Carolina  plan  has  been  strongly  en- 
dorsed by  many  wise  and  patriotic  statesmen,  but  it  has  not  yet 
been  subjected  to  the  test  of  judicial  scrutiny,  and  learned  law- 
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yers  differ  as  to  its  validity  under  the  limitations  of  the  Federal 
Constitution.  The  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  one  of 
the  most  progressive  and  prosperous  of  all  the  Southern  States, 
provides  that  every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  who  shal]  have  resided  in  that  State  one  year 
next  preceding  the  election,  and  shall  have  resided  six  months 
in  the  county  in  which  he  offers  to  vote,  and  shall  have  paid  all 
taxes  which  may  have  been  required  of  him,  and  which  he 
may  have  had  an  opportunity  to  pay  except  for  the  year  of  the 
election,  shall  be  deemed  an  elector. 

In  addition  to  the  plans  referred  to,  it  has  been  recommended 
by  some  whose  opinions  are  entitled  to  the  greatest  respect  that 
the  best  solution  of  the  problem  would  'be  the  insertion  of  a 
suffrage  clause  in  the  new  Constitution  requiring  the  payment 
of  a  capitation  tax  as  a  prerequisite,  the  payment  of  all  other 
taxes  and  prescribing  an  educational  or  property  qualification 
with  an  exception  in  favor  of  those  and  the  descendants  of 
those  who  have  rendered  military  service  to  the  State  or  country 
in  time  of  war.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  this  Convention 
will  be  content  to  copy  in  every  particular  the  work  of  any 
other  body.  We  are  here  as  Virginians  to  frame  a  Constitution 
for  Virginia.  She  has  been  accustomed  heretofore  to  lead  and 
not  to  follow,  but  I  have  thought  that  it  might  not  be  altogether 
inappropriate  to  call  attention  to  the  experience  of  our  sister 
States  of  the  South  which  have  been  confronted  with  similar 
conditions.  Permit  me  to  express  the  earnest  hope  that  as  the 
beneficent  result  of  any  suffrage  plan  you  may  adopt,  politics 
in  this  State  will  be  so  purified  that  in  all  the  years  to  come  her 
escutcheon  shall  never  be  stained  by  any  act  of  fraud,  bribery, 
false  registration,  false  counting,  or  any  debauching  and  de- 
moralizing methods  in  the  conduct  of  elections.  The  safety 
and  perpetuity  of  our  free  institutions  depend  upon  the  purity 
and  inviolability  of  the  ballot. 

In  addition  to  the  subjects  to  which  I  have  adverted,  there 
are  others  of  great  interest  and  importance,  such  as  the  adop- 
tion of  a  wise  and  equitable  system  of  taxation  and  the  correc- 
tion of  unequal  and  unjust  assessment  of  property,  both  real 
and  personal ;  the  regulation  of  the  Trusts  as  far  as  it  can  be 
done  under  the  limitations  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  so  as  to 
protect  our  people,  if  possible,  from  the  encroachment  of  cor- 
porate greed  and  corporate  power ;  and  the  adoption  of  a  liberal 
system  of  public  instruction  so  that  all  the  children  of  the  Com- 
monwealth may  receive  the  benefits  and  blessings  of  a  common 
school  education,  and  so  as  to  secure  larger  appropriations  for 
the  schools  and  longer  school  terms. 

In  this,  the  opening  year  of  the  twentieth  century,  as  we 
look  down  the  far-reaching  slope  of  the  century  that  has  passed. 
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we  haye  abandant  reasons  to  render  thanksgiving  to  the  Omnipo- 
tent Ruler  that  thus  far  ''He  hath  led  us  on,  and  thus  far  His 
power  hath  preserved  our  ways."  Invoking  His  guidance  and 
blessings  upon  our  work,  mindful  of  the  proud  traditions  of  the 
Commonwealth,  but  looking  to  the  future  rather  than  to  the 
past,  animated  by  a  spirit  of  fairness  and  justice  to  all  classes 
and  to  all  interests,  let  us  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  task  of  fram- 
ing a  Constitution  for  Virginia  that  will  be  suited  to  her  present 
conditions  and  worthy  of  her  ancient  renown — a  Constitution 
that  will  establish  justice,  insure  domestic  tranquility,  and  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  all  her  people — a  Constitution  that  will  at- 
tract to  her  borders  immigration  and  capital  to  assist  in  develop- 
ing her  untold  treasures  of  soil  and  mine,  and  forest  and  river — 
a  Constitution  under  which  she  may  move  forward  through  the 
coming  years  over  the  bright  track  of  progress  upon  a  new 
career  of  prosperity  and  glory. 

The  President  announced  that  the  next  business  in  order  was 
the  election  of  a  Secretary. 

Mr.  Watson,  of  Nottoway,  nominated  Mr.  Joseph  Button 
who  was  unimously  elected  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Jambs  W.  Gordon,  of  Richmond  city,  offered  the  fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  appoint  three  committees  of 
twelve  members  each,  composed,  respectively,  of  one  member 
from  each  Congressional  district,  and  two  from  the  body  at 
large,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Rules,  the 
Committee  on  Plan  of  Procedure,  and  the  Committee  on  Re- 
port of  Proceedings.  In  announcing  these  committees,  the 
President  shall  designate  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meet- 
ings ;  and  the  committees  shall  elect  their  own  chairman. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  shall  report  to  the  body  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Plan  of  Procedure  shall  report  to  the  body 
a  system  of  procedure  for  the  Convention,  in  its  work  of  re- 
vising the  Constitution. 

The  Committee  on  Report  of  Proceedings  shall  submit  to  the 
body  a  plan  for  reporting  and  printing  the  proceedings  of  the 
Convention,  and  of  preserving  them  in  permanent  form,  to- 
gether with  bids  and  estimates  for  such  work  as  they  may 
recommend. 

— to  which  Mr.  Lindsay,  of  Albemarle,  offered  the  following 
amendment : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  appoint  a  Committee  on  Rules, 
of  eleven  members,  of  which  the  President  shall  be  chairman, 
and  a  member  selected  from  each  of  the  Congressional  districts, 
to  report  the  number  of  subordinate  oflBcers,  manner  of  their 
selection,  and  their  duties,  the  various  standing  committees, 
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the  order  of  busineaa,  and  the  rules  for  the  government  of 
this  Convention. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Andbrson,  of  Rockbridge,  proposed  the  following 
substitute  for  a  whole  : 

Be  it  resolved,  That  a  committee  of  twenty-two  to  be  known 
as  the  '*  Committee  on  Organization,"  to  consist  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention  from  each  Congressional  district  and 
two  appointed  at  large,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  Convention,  to  consider  and  report : 

I. 

The  committees  to  be  appointed ;  the  manner  of  their  selec- 
tion ;  the  number  of  members  composing  the  same ;  and  the 
jurisdiction  of  said  committees,  respectively. 

II. 

What  oflBcers  and  employees  are  required  for  the  proper  con- 
duct of  the  business  of  the  Convention,  and  what,  generally, 
shall  be  their  duties,  what  their  compensation,  and  how  they 
shall  be  chosen  or  appointed. 

III. 

As  to  the  best  arrangements  and  plans  and  provisions  for 
printing,  and  also  for  reporting  the  proceedings,  ordinances, 
and  transactions  of  the  Convention. 

IV. 

The  rules  of  procedure  to  be  adopted  for  the  government  of 
the  Convention. 

Said  committee  is  authorized  to  employ  such  clerical  assist- 
ance as  it  may  find  necessary,  and  to  make  its  report,  or  reports, 
to  the  Convention,  from  time  to  time,  until  its  work  shall  have 
been  completed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Marshall,  of  Craig,  the  resolutions, 
amendment,  and  substitute,  were  passed  by  until  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Thornton,  of  Prince  William,  moved  that  a  committee 
of  five  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to  wait  upon  the  Governor 
and  invite  him  to  address  the  Convention  when  it  convenes  to- 
morrow, which  was  agreed  to.  Whereupon  the  President  ap- 
pointed the  following  committee:  Messrs.  J.  B.  T.  Thornton, 
of  Prince  William ;  Cartbr  Glass,  of  Lynchburg ;  William 
E.  Cambron,  of  Petersburg;  D.  Tucker  Brooks,  of  Norfolk 
city,  and  J.  B.  Richmond,  of  Scott.

Mr.  Aters,  of  Wise,  proposed  the  following  resolution  which 
was  adopted : 

Eesolved,  That  when  this  Convention  adjourns  to-day  it  shall 
adjourn  to  meet  at  12  o'clock  M.,  to-morrow,  and  each  day 
thereafter  until  otherwise  ordered. 

Mr.  QuARLSB,  of  Augusta,  offered  the  following  resolution 
which  was  agreed  to : 

'  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  directed 
to  wait  upon  the  clergymen  of  this  city  and  request  them  to 
arrange  among  themselves  so  that  one  of  them  shall  open  the 
sessions  of  the  Convention  each  morning  with  prayer. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Marshall,  of  Craig,  the  Convention  ad- 
journed. 


THURSDAY,  JUNE  13,  1901. 

The  Convention  assembled  at  12  o'clock  M.  Prayer  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Calisch. 

The  journal  of  yesterday's  proceedings  was  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

Mr.  Campbell,  of  Amherst,  moved  to  proceed  to  elect  a 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  first  and  second  door-keepers. 

For  the  position  of  Sergeant-at-Arms,  Mr.  Egqleston,  of 
Charlotte,  nominated  Mr.  F.  B.  Watkins,  of  Charlotte ;  Mr. 
Summers,  of  Washington,  nominated  Mr.  Thos.  W.  Cawley, 
of  Washington. 

Mr.  Watkins  having  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast, 
was  declared  duly  elected  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

The  President  announced  that  the  next  business  in  order  was 
the  election  of  first  and  second  door-keepers. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ayers,  Mr.  A.  0.  Sullivan,  of  Mont- 
gomery, was  unanimously  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jones,  of  King  and  Queen,  Mr.  P.  E. 
Lipscomb,  of  King  and  Queen,  was  unanimously  elected  second 
door-keeper. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Braxton,  Mr.  W.  A.  Anderson,  of  Rock- 
bridge, was  elected  President  pro  tern  of  the  Convention. 

The  committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Governor  and 
invite  him  to  address  the  Convention,  appeared  with  his  Ex- 
cellency, J.  Hoge  Tyler,  Governor  of  Virginia,  who  addressed 
the  Convention  as  follows  : 
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Mr.  President  and  Oentlemen  of  the  Convention : 

The  honor  you  have  done  me  in  inviting  me  before  this  Con- 
vention is  deeply  appreciated.  I  know  you  have  assembled 
here  amid  the  clustering  memories  of  this  old  Capital  at  the 
command  of  your  patriotic  hearts  to  do  for  old  Virginia  the 
service  of  loyal  sons. 

A  century  of  happy  and  prosperous  existence  has  demon- 
strated the  truth,  the  power  and  the  blessings  of  our  Constitu- 
tional government.  You  can  congratulate  yourselves  and  the 
State  that  the  work  you  are  called  to  do  is  not  in  the  nature  of 
an  experiment.  Our  great  Anglo-Saxon  race,  through  centuries 
of  racial  development,  has  evolved  the  fundamental  principles 
of  self-government,  and  has  laid  deep  and  wide  and  strong  the 
everlasting  foundations  of  all  social  and  political  rights,  and  on 
such  a  foundation  the  builders  of  our  republic  erected  here  a 
structure  symmetrical,  ornate  and  fitly  joined  together.  As 
the  years  go  over  our  heads  some  defects  are  revealed,  some 
weak  places  are  detected,  some  unequal  strains  upon  the  struct- 
ure are  discovered,  and  you  are  called  together,  the  same  lib- 
erty-loving sons  of  our  same  old  liberty-loving  sires,  to  overhaul 
the  structure,  not  to  tear  it  down  ;  to  repair,  not  to  lay  waste  ; 
to  renew  and  adjust,  not  to  plan  anew. 

This,  gentlemen,  is  important  and  particular  work.  When 
the  bill  authorizing  the  formation  of  this  body  was  presented 
for  my  approval  as  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  I  gave  it 
long  and  serious  consideration.  As  I  aflSxed  my  name  to  the 
bill  one  of  our  clever  city  reporters  heard  from  my  lips  the  old 
ejaculation,  *'God  save  the  Commonwealth."  Knowing  the 
danger  of  carelessness  and  negligence  at  such  an  important 
epoch  in  our  affairs,  and  knowing  the  reluctance  that  has  been 
evinced  among  good  men  in  the  past  few  years  to  take  part  in 
political  affairs,  I  was  afraid  for  the  Commonwealth,  of  the 
hands  into  which  this  work  might  fall.  It  is  impossible  to  sep- 
arate the  personal  equation  from  such  momentous  services,  but 
when  I  look  into  the  faces  of  this  noble  body  of  Virginians  I 
feel  that  my  prayerful  expression  when  signing  the  bill  has  been 
answered  and  that  the  Commonwealth  is  in  safe  and  wise  hands. 

In  my  last  message  to  the  General  Assembly,  in  discussing 
the  question  of  Constitutional  reform,  I  presented  my  views  in 
the  following  language : 

''Virginians  can  surely  lay  claim  to  being  makers  of  Consti- 
tutions, and  in  these  weighty  matters  able  to  give  the  world  a 
product  of  enduring  strength  and  simplicity.  The  present  un- 
suited  Constitution,  foisted  upon  a  conquered  people  at  the 
conclusion  of  our  civil  war,  by  an  alien  government,  is  ex- 
pensive and  cumbersome.     It  should  be  amended  and  rewritten. 
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We  should  meet  the  question  courageously,  like  Virginians 
should,  and  meet  it  for  all  times.  There  are  several  plans  open 
for  your  consideration  :  One  to  submit  a  call  for  a  Constitu- 
tional Convention  to  the  people ;  another  to  amend  the  present 
one  through  separate  legislative  enactments ;  or  you  might 
select  a  joint  committee  from  the  members  of  the  two  houses  of 
the  General  Assembly,  as  I  had  the  honor  to  recommend  to  the 
)£»t  Legislature,  or  appoint  such  a  committee  from  the  citizens 
at  large y  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  formulate  such 
changes  in  the  present  Constitution  that  would  redound  to  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number. 

**We  would  deserve  well,  not  only  of  our  present  generation, 
but  succeeding  generations,  if  we  met  this  weighty  question  in 
a  spirit  of  fairness,  of  economy  and  intelligent  adjustment  of 
the  various  parts  of  civil  government,  and  evolve  a  written  in- 
strument that  will  save  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  the 
taxpayers  of  the  State,  and  give  us  a  simple  and  more  direct 
and  successful  plan  of  government." 

In  my  inaugural  address  on  the  1st  of  January,  1898, 1  said, 
"I  do  not  understand  that  the  complaint  of  the  people  is  so  much 
at  the  amount  of  salaries  paid  as  against  the  number  of  officers 
the  present  unsuited  Constitution  allows  to  be  imposed  upon 
them.  We  have  become  an  office-ridden  people.  In  many  in- 
stances the  amount  of  salary  is  only  sufficient  to  invite  a 
scramble  for  the  office,  while  the  pay  is  not  enough  to  furnish 
even  a  scanty  support.  The  official  has  to  find  some  other 
means  to  supplement  his  income,  and  his  other  occupation 
usually  receives  about  all  his  time — the  State  and  counties 
getting  but  little  for  the  money  expended.'' 

I  bring  these  previous  utterances  before  you  to  show  the  ear- 
nestness of  my  spirit  in  the  work  that  has  been  committed  to 
your  hands. 

It  is  not  my  province  to  make  suggestions  as  to  how  best  to 
make  needed  changes  in  our  organic  law.  I  am  sur^  the  wis- 
dom of  this  Convention  will  devise  the  best  things  for  the  peo- 
ple who  have  confided  their  interests  into  its  keeping.  Social 
and  political  problems  are  confronting  you.  As  one  of  your 
fellow  citizens,  I  can  only  beg  of  you  to  search  your  hearts  and 
bring  to  the  oppressive  responsibility  of  your  weighty  duties  a 
patriotic  love  of  your  State  and  an  earnest  desire  to  give  to 
every  citizen  the  highest  incentive  and  opportunity  to  improve 
himself  and  to  be  of  benefit  to  the  community  in  which  he 
lives. 

While  not  forgetting  the  lofty  traditions  and  sacred  memories 

of  our  noble  past,  I  beg  of  you  to  turn  your  faces  to  the  future 

and  become  leaders  in  deed  and  in  truth  of  the  best  political 

thought  of  our  new  century.     Let  no  old  mildewed  predjudice 
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encumber  your  labors — ^regulate  and  adjust  the  affairs  of  this 
Commonwealth  to  the  future  progress  of  our  country  and  of  the 
world.     Give  nice  and  delicate  adjustment  to  the  scales  of  jus- 
tice between  man  and  man,  so  that  it  can  be  the  proud  boast  of 
Virginians  everywhere  that  in  their  dear  old  State  the  humblest 
citizen  has  an  equal  opportunity  before  the  law.     I  am  sure 
you  will  not  neglect  the  proper  theories  of  government,  and 
that  you  will  display  a  wise  discrimination  in  constructing  the 
legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  departments  of  our  State 
Constitution,  but  while  not  neglectful  of  these  things,  I  feel 
that  we  live  in  an  intensely  practical  and  industrial  age,  and 
that  the  material  welfare  of  Virginia's  territory  should  also  re- 
ceive your  fostering  care.     I  beg  of  you  to  put  this  State  on  a 
business  basis.     We  Virginians  are  twitted  with  living  in  the 
past,  and  with  spending  golden  hours  in  ancestral  worship  that 
should  be  expended  in  the  service  of  the  present  and  of  pos- 
terity.    But  a  proper  study  of  the  greatness  of  that  very  past 
should  inspire  us  with  an  intelligent  devotion  to  the  future  and 
its  possibilities.     The  faces  of  all  our  great  founders  and  nation 
builders  were  turned  exultingly  to  the  future.    Jefferson  founded 
here  in  Virginia  a  University  on  such  advanced  lines  that  three 
quarters  of  a  century  has  scarcely  enabled  other  States  to  grow 
up  to  it,  while  it  has  never  yet  grown  insufficient  or  out  of  date 
in  a  single  detail.     George  Washington  worked  for  canal  build- 
ing, ship-yard  industries,  and  water-power  development.     Pat- 
rick Henry  was  keenly  alive  to  the  value  of  the  sheltering  har- 
bors that  lie  along  our  coast-line,  and  was  so  jealously  sensitive 
to  an  attempt  to  barter  away  our  great  inland  commerce  on  the 
Mississippi  for  certain  advantages  to  Boston  Harbor  that  he 
withdrew  his  mighty  influence  from  the  federation  of  the  States. 
So  while  you  study  and  enact  forms  of  government,  suffrage 
clauses,  and  questions  of  public  office-holding,  it  is  surely  not 
unbecoming,  but  on  the  contrary  it  is  your  bounden  duty  to 
take  energetic  action  to  bring  back  to  Virginia  her  material 
prosperity  and  leadership. 

Virginia  is  rarely  blest  in  the  richness  and  variety  of  her 
natural  gifts  and  physical  features.  At  the  opening^of  the  last 
century  Virginia  was  in  the  van  of  all  things,  and  while  her 
own  generosity  and  the  ruthless  knife  of  war  robbed  her  of  a 
large  portion  of  her  territory,  still  she  has  not  developed  as  she 
should  have  done.  Everything  is  here  to  invite  people  to  make 
it  their  home,  the  trouble  is  it  is  not  sufficiently  known.  Vir- 
ginia should  take  steps  to  advertise  her  advantages.  Think  of 
our  great  blue  mountains  that  keep  watch  around  our  borders  to 
ward  off  the  blizzard,  the  cyclone  or  the  tornado.  Think  of  our 
blue-grass  pastures  and  happy  homesteads  close  by  the  bright 
and  running  waters.     Think  of  our  great  fields  of  coal  on  one 
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side  and  rich  mountains  of  ore  on  the  other,  feeding  great  fur- 
Daces  and  loading  ocean  steamers.  Think  of  our  sea-coast  with 
its  harboring  arms  stretched  out  to  receive  the  world's  com- 
merce. Think  of  the  luscious  oysters  that  hestle  on  thousands 
of  acres  of  natural  rock.  Think  of  fields  of  bright-leafed  to- 
bacco with  all  the  divine  solace  they  imply  to  sadly  perverted 
souls.  Think  of  our  fruits  and  vineyards  in  the  Piedmont  sec- 
tion. Think  of  our  mineral  springs  and  health  resorts  from 
Old  Point  Comfort  and  Virginia  Beach  to  the  famous  Lithia 
springs  of  the  Southwestern  valley,  and  then  say  it  is  not  a 
section  of  the  earth  that  richly  deserves  a  most  prosperous 
growth.  It  is  true  that  this  noble  stretch  of  territory,  because 
of  our  civil  war,  was  stripped  of  all  semblance  of  money.  We 
suffer  from  a  lack  of  banking  facilities  and  for  many  years  were 
devoid  of  the  usual  means  of  making  exchanges.  All  that  has 
passed  away  now,  and  we  should  take  heroic  measures  to  com- 
mand the  world's  capital  and  the  world's  kindly  sympathy.  To 
induce  people  and  money  to  come  and  dwell  with  us  something 
tangible,  something  practicable  must  be  offered.  When  I  was 
in  the  Senate  of  Virginia  in  1877-78,  it  was  my  privilege  to 
oflFer  a  bill  in  that  body  to  exempt  from  taxation  for  a  period  of 
ten  years  all  foreign  capital  invested  in  developing  new  mining 
and  manufacturing  industries.  It  was  then  claimed  that  the 
Constitution  which  declared  that  all  taxation  should  be  equal 
and  uniform  forbade  the  passage  of  such  a  law  and  the  bill  was 
defeated. 

In  1870  Virginia  with  an  area  of  42,320  square  miles  had  a 
population  of  1,225,163,  while  Massachusetts  with  an  area  of 
only  8,546  square  miles  had  a  jiopulation  of  1 ,457,351 .  In  1900 
Virginia  had  increased  her  population  to  1,854,184,  or  about 
50  per  cent.,  while  Massachusetts  had  2,805,346,  or  an  increase 
of  about  125  per  cent.  The  increase  of  wealth  and  internal  de- 
velopment shows  even  greater  disparagement.  The  total  assessed 
valuation  of  real  and  personal  property  taxed  in  Virginia  in 
1870  was  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  millions,  four  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars 
($365,439,917),  while  in  Massachusetts  there  was  one  billion, 
five  hundred  and  ninety-one  millions,  nine  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  thousand,  one  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  ($1,591 .983,112) . 
In  1890  (the  statistics  for  1900  are  not  yet  obtainable) ,  Vir- 
ginia had  four  hundred  and  fifteen  millions,  two  hundred 
and  forty-nine  thousand,  one  hundred  and  seven  dollars 
($415,249,107),  or  an  increase  of  about  20  per  cent.,  while 
Massachusetts  had  two  billions,  one  hundred  and  fifty-four 
millions,  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  thousand,  six  hundred 
and  twenty-six  dollars  ($2,154,134,626) ,  or  an  increase  of  about 
one   hundred  per  cent.,  and  nearly  one  and  a  half  times  the

total  taxable  values  of  the  State  of  Virginia.  How  is  it  that 
this  little  State  of  one-fifth  the  size,  and  not  half  so  richly  en- 
dowed in  natural  resources  of  either  climate,  soil,  or  minerals 
should  have  so  far  outstripped  this  old  Commonwealth.  Surely 
there  is  some  reason  for  it  that  ought  to  be  explained,  and  some 
difficulty  that  ought  to  be  removed. 

Georgia  in  the  early  days  after  the  war  adopted  a  wise  policy 
for  encouraging  capital  to  invest  within  her  borders  and  she 
has  more  than  doubled  her  population  and  taxable  values. 
There  are  some  who  would  argue  against  this  policy,  they  say 
it  is  not  just  to  the  industries  and  mines  that  we  have,  to  give 
new  enterprises  such  afl  advantage  over  the  old.  But  the 
Commonwealth  of  Virginia  has  a  right  to  oflfer  inducements  to 
have  created  in  her  borders  new  taxable  values,  and  it  is  a  short 
sighted  policy  that  would  stand  in  the  path  of  such  progress 
and  development.  There  is  no  industry  in  this  State  that  would 
not  be  benefited  by  having  many  more  like  it  near  by,  and  cer- 
tainly when  we  consider  that  when,  in  so  short  a  time  as  ten 
years  in  the  life  of  a  State,  all  the  others  would  be  helping  to 
bear  the  burdens  of  taxation,  we  could  see  how  rapid  would  be 
the  growth  and  how  much  lighter  the  burden  when  thus  dis- 
tributed. Let  us  make  a  bid  for  fifty  shipyards  like  the  ones 
at  Newport  News  and  Richmond,  and  create  scenes  along  the 
banks  of  our  rivers  like  the  one  I  once  beheld  on  the  Clyde  at 
Glasgow,  where  I  counted  over  three  hundred  vessels  being 
built  along  the  banks  of  that  river.  Why  cannot  we  have  works 
of  this  kind  along  the  James  and  on  the  Appomattox  ?  Why 
cannot  we  develop  the  magnificent  water  powers  that  flow  from 
the  summits  of  the  Alleghany  and  the  Blue  Ridge  mountains 
down  to  the  sea  ?  Why  cannot  the  lands  that  once  were  in 
profitable  cultivation,  but  that  are  now  growing  up  in  brush 
and  broom  sage,  be  made  to  bloom  again.  Would  it  not  be 
wise  to  offer  inducements  to  foreign  capital  to  come  and  culti- 
vate them?  We  could  say  to  the  homeseeker  from  evexy  sec- 
tion :  Come  and  dwell  with  us,  we  will  exempt  from  taxation 
the  capital  that  you  bring,  for  a  sufficient  number  of  years  to 
give  you  a  start,  and  to  buy  stock  and  erect  buildings  on  these 
waste  places.  Every  barren  acre  is  a  blot  on  the  State  and 
should  be  erased.  I  ask  that  this  Convention,  framing  a  new 
Constitution,  will  permit  the  State  and  local  authorities  to  offer 
such  inducements  as  I  have  indicated  for  capital  to  come  within 
our  borders. 

You  will  pardon  me,  I  pray,  the  specific  suggestions  I  have 
just  made,  and  I  trust  you  will  not  think  I  am  presuming  upon 
your  courtesy  in  inviting  me  before  you.  I  feel  that  in  speak- 
ing of  the  wild  and  unsubdued  natural  resources  and  physical 
features  of  the  State  in  which  we  live  that  I  am  yoicing  a  senti- 
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ment  that  will  create  no  division  nor  embitter  a  single  contro- 
versy in  the  hearts  of  our  people. 

I  will  not  take  up  your  time  with  the  mass  of  figures  and 
comparative  values  this  subject  naturally  demands,  but  I  say  to 
you  with  all  the  influence  of  my  official  position  that  every 
waste  acre  of  land  in  this  Commonwealth,  that  every  sparkling 
stream  that  runs  unharnessed  to  the  sea,  that  every  mountain 
side  that  is  veined  with  coal  and  ore,  that  the  very  air  of  Heaven , 
the  pure  atmosphere  in  which  we  are  bathed  and  wrapped,  all 
these  call  upon  you  to  contribute  to  their  enfranchisement. 
This  is  the  free  suffrage  of  nature.  Under  the  benign  blessing 
of  our  governmental  policies,  fields  that  have  not  yet  recovered 
from  the  blasting  scars  of  war  will  teem  with  a  populous  and 
happy  life.  The  massive  weight  of  rivers  that  run  in  useless 
course  to  the  sea  will  be  lifted  and  made  to  do  the  work  of  ten 
thousand  hands.  Factories  will  spring  up,  and  the  world's 
varied  needs  can  be  supplied  from  Virginia  products.  I  beg 
of  you,  gentlemen,  not  to  let  slip  your  opportunities.  You  have 
come  here  to  purify,  exalt  and  ennoble  the  citizenship  of  the 
State,  and  to  put  just  and  necessary  restrictions  upon  suffrage. 
You  have  come  here  to  provide  an  equitable  and  properly  ap- 
portioned assessment  of  property  values,  so  that  the  burdens  of 
taxation  may  rest  upon  all  alike  in  proportion  to  the  protection 
and  enjoyment  they  receive  under  the  laws.  You  have  come 
here  to  devise  an  economical  expenditure  of  the  funds  raised 
by  the  taxing  power,  and  to  see  that  when  collected  they  are 
sacredly  guarded  and  honestly  expended. 

Public  officials  are  necessary,  and  public  offices  should  always 
be  objects  of  honor  and  trust,  but  when  there  are  more  officials 
and  more  offices  than  the  needs  of  the  people  require  then  it 
degenerates  into  a  slothful  and  dishonest  waste.  In  this  par- 
ticular again  I  need  hardly  remind  you  of  your  duties.  The 
patient  is  on  the  table  and  the  surgeon's  knife  is  in  your  hands. 
Let  the  operation  be  both  skillful  and  expeditious. 

But  while  you  have  come  here  for  all  of  these  things,  and  by 
common  consent  you  can  hardly  leave  here  without  instituting 
the  needed  reforms,  and  giving  them  your  most  faithful  atten- 
tion, yet  allow  me  to  insist  that  you  have  also  come  here  as 
the  one  body  with  sufficient  power  that  has  assembled  in 
this  Commonwealth  in  thirty- five  years  to  speak  with  au- 
thority and  act  with  effectiveness  in  regard  to  the  invitation 
to  be  extended  to  all  the  world  of  bringing  their  capital  to 
Virginia  and  of  making  Virginia  their   home. 

We  know  that  we  have  the  loveliest  home  life  on  earth,  and 
we  know  we  have  the  sweetest  and  most  beautiful  wives  and 
daughters  on  earth.  We  exemplify  in  our  daily  lives  the  bless- 
ings that  come  with  Christian  civilization.     Without  releasing 
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our  hold  for  one  instant  upon  these  things  let  us  press  forward 
to  a  greater  material  prosperity,  and  by  proper  protection  for 
investments,  by  prompt  and  inexpensive  adjustment  of  all 
claims  between  debtor  and  creditor,  by  the  lightest  possible 
burdens  of  taxation,  and  by  wise  and  frugal  self-denying  econ- 
omy, let  us  build  up  a  material  greatness  in  keeping  with  the 
moral  greatness  of  our  people.  The  prosperity  of  Virginia 
should  be  marked  from  the  very  day  this  Convention  adjourns. 

We  cannot  hope  for  as  rapid  a  growth  as  some  of  our  Western 
sister  States,  but  there  is  a  charm  in  the  very  thought  of  having 
Virginia  as  your  home,  and  your  children  reared  amid  the 
sacred  memories  of  this  historic  soil.  I  look  to  see  the  day 
when  this  Commonwealth  will  be  made  the  meeting  ground  in 
friendliest  harmony  between  the  men  from  the  North  and  from 
the  South,  from  the  East  and  from  the  West*  and  from  the 
lands  beyond  the  sea.  We  can  be,  by  virtue  of  our  very  geog- 
raphic position,  the  meeting  place  and  camping  ground  of  a 
rounded  and  prosperous  nation. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  recognize  m  this  body  as  in 
no  other  one  that  has  assembled  here,  the  very  presence  of  the 
Virginia  people.  You  are  Virginia!  You  alone  have  authority 
to  speak  for  her  without  limitation  or  restriction.  Her  heart 
throbs  in  your  hearts.  Your  voices  are  her  mouthpiece.  Your 
acts  are  her  acts.  Your  character  is  her  character  ;  and  with  a 
heartfelt  wish  that  High  Providence  will  bless  and  preside  over 
your  deliberations  and  acts,  I  salute  you  with  my  most  con- 
siderate obeisance  and  profound  respect. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Parks,  of  Page,  the  following  resolution 
was  agreed  to. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention,  be,  and  they  are, 
hereby  tendered  to  his  Excellency,  the  Hon.  J.  Hoge  Tyler, 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  his  admirable  address 
this  day  delivered,  and  that  it  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the 
Convention,  and  that  the  liberties  of  floor  be  extended  to  him. 

By  unanimous  consent  Messrs.  Lindsay,  of  Albemarle,  Gor- 
don, of  Louisa,  and  Andbrson,  of  Rockbridge,  withdrew  the 
resolutions  relating  to  the  appointment  of  certain  committees 
introduced  by  them  on  yesterday,  whereupon  Mr.  Anderson, 
of  Rockbridge,  proposed  the  following  resolutions  which  were 
adopted. 

Resolved,  That  four  committees  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention  as  follows : 


A  committee  to  be  known  as  the  ''Committee  on  Organiza- 
tion,'' to  consist  of  two  members^of  the  Convention  from  each 
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Congressional  District,  and  one  to  be  appointed  from  the  State 
at  large,  which  committee  shall  report  as  follows : 

First.  What  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  this 
Convention ;  the  manner  of  their  selection ;  the  number  of 
members  composing  each  ;  and  the  jurisdiction  of  said  stand- 
ing committees,  respectively. 

Second.  What  officers  and  employees  are  required  for  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Convention,  and  what, 
generally,  shall  be  their  duties,  what  their  compensation,  and 
how  they  shall  be  chosen  or  appointed. 

II. 

A** Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections,"  to  consist  of 
nine  members  of  the  Convention. 

III. 

A  '*  Committee  on  Rules,'*  to  consist  of  ten  members  to  be 
appointed  as  follows,  to-wit :  one  member  from  each  Con- 
gressional district,  which  committee  shall  report  rules  of  pro- 
cedure to  be  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Convention. 

IV. 

A  committee  to  be  known  as  the  "  Committee  on  Reporting,*' 
to  consist  of  seven  members,  which  committee  shall  report  as 
to  the  best  arrangements,  plans  and  provisions  for  reporting 
the  debates,  proceedings  and  transactions  of  this  Convention, 
and  publishing  the  same  in  book  form,  and  also  for  the  doing 
of  any  and  all  printing  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  re- 
quired or  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

Each  of  said  committees  shall  be  authorized  to  employ  such 
clerical  assistance  as  it  may  find  necessary,  and  each  shall  make 
its  report  to  this  Convention  as  promptly  as  practicable. 

Mr.  Habbison,  of  Frederick,  proposed  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  no  one  shall  be  admitted  inside  of  the  railing 
except  members  of  the  Convention,  officers  and  persons  invited 
by  some  member,  and  all  windows  are  to  be  kept  clear. 

Mr.  Hatton,  of  Portsmouth,  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  on 
the  table  which  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Hatton  then  moved  to  refer  the  resolution  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  when  appointed,  which  was  rejected. 

The  resolution  was  then  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aybbs  proposed  the  following  resolution  which  was 
agreed  to. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  be,  and  he 
is,  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  two  assistants  temporarily, 
their  compensation  to  be  hereafter  fixed  by  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Anderson,  of  Rockbridge,  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Convention  adjourns  to-day  it  will 
adjourn  to  meet  at  12  o'clock  noon  on  Tuesday  next,  which 
was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Waddill,  of  Henrico,  proposed  the  following  resolu- 
tion which  was  agreed  to. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  instructed 
to  communicate,  without  delay,  with  the  clerks  of  the  county 
courts  of  this  State,  and  request  them  to  furnish  the  following 
information,  for  the  use  of  this  body.  For  the  year  ending  Slst 
of  August,  1900 : 

The  number  of  felony  cases  commenced. 

The  number  of  felony  cases  decided. 

The  number  of  felony  cases  pending. 

The  number  of  felony  cases  nolle  prosequied. 

The  number  of  misdemeanor  cases  commenced.

The  Convention  assembled  at  12  o'clock  M.  Prayer  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Greo.  Cooper  of  the  Baptist  church. 

The  journal  of  Thursday's  proceedings  was  read  and  ap 
proved. 

Messrs.  Gilmorb  S.  Kendall,  of  Northampton,  and  Henry  C. 
Stuart,  of  Russell,  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

Mr.  Jones,  of  King  and  Queen,  by  request,  presented  the  pe- 
tition of  Mr.  Morgan  Treat,  contesting  the  seat  of  Mr.  Roger 
Gregory,  as  the  delegate  from  the  counties  of  King  William  and 
Hanover,  which  on  his  motion  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
of  Privileges  and  Elections.

Resolved,  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be  instructed 
to  furnish  to  the  Convention,  as  soon  as  practicable,  the  follow- 
ing information  : 

A  statement  of  the  amount  of  taxes  paid  into  the  State 
Treasury  for  the  last  five  years  by  each  county  and  city,  on 
real  estate,  personal  property,  polls,  annually,  giving  white  and 
colored  separately,  as  to  each  of  the  species  of  taxation  ;  a 
statement  of  the  amount  of  delinquent  taxes  for  the  last  five 
years  in  each  county  and  city,  by  whites  and  colored,  on  per- 
sonal property  and  on  polls,  giving  white  and  colored  separately, 
as  to  each  species  of  tax ;  a  statement  showing  the  amount  of 
money  due  the  State  by  county  and  city  treasurers,  from  all 
taxes  excepting  the  current  year ;  a  statement  showing  the 
amount  the  State  has  lost  in  the  last  ten  years  preceding  the 
Ist  of  June,  1901,  through  treasurers,  deputy  treasurers,  or 
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others,  by  defalcation  or  through  relief  bills,  and  giving  the 
names  of  parties  with  amounts,  through  whom  lost  or  relieved 
against.

Mr.  Wise,  from  the  Committee  on  Rules,  reported  the  fol- 
lowing rules  for  the  government  of  the  Convention. 

To  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  Virginia  : 

The  Committee  on  Rules  respectfully  recommends  to  the  Con- 
vention for  the  government  of  its  deliberations  and  proceedings 
the  following  rules  and  regulations  : 

1.  The  President  of  the  Convention  shall  take  the  chair  every 
day  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Convention  shall  have 
adjourned  the  day  preceding ;  shall  immediately  call  the  mem- 
bers to  order,  and  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum  shall  cause 
the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read  for  correction.  He 
shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  ;  may  speak  to  points  of  order 
in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that

purpose ;  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Conyention  ;  shall  daily  examine  and  correct  the  journal 
before  it  is  read ;  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  hall ; 
maj  call  any  member  to  the  chair  to  perform  its  functions,  not 
exceeding  one  day  ;  shall  set  apart  seats  in  the  hall  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Greneral  Assembly,  and  of  the  Executive  of  the 
State,  for  the  judges  of  this  State,  and  of  the  United  States, 
and  for  such  other  persons  as  he  may  think  proper  to  invite 
within  the  hall ;  for  any  disturbance  or  disorder  amongst  spec- 
tators in  the  hall  or  gallery,  he  or  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  (as  the  case  may  be)  shall  have  power  to 
order  the  same  to  be  cleared ;  he  shall  promptly  call  members 
to  order  for  transgressing  the  rules ;  and  when  two  members 
arise  at  the  same  time  to  address  the  chair,  shall  name  the  one 
who  is  to  speak,  taking  care,  however,  always  to  allow  a  mem- 
ber who  arises  and  addresses  the  chair  first,  to  speak  first. 

2.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
Convention  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  and  unable  to  at- 
tend. 

3.  A  member  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Convention,  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advancing 
shall,  with  due  respect,  address  *'Mr.  President,"  confining 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate,  avoiding  all  personality, 
and  indecent  and  disrespectful  language. 

4.  No  member  while  addressing  the  Convention  shall  call 
another  member  by  name. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  ques- 
tion without  leave  ;  nor  more  than  once  until  every  other  mem- 
ber intending  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

6.  The  rules  in  parliamentary  practice,  comprised  in  Jeffer- 
son's Manual,  shall  govern  the  Convention  when  in  committee 
of  the  whole,  and  in  all  other  cases  to  which  they  are  appli- 
cable and  nbt  inconsistent  with  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  Con- 
vention ;  and  all  reports  of  standing  committees  relating  to 
changes,  amendments,  alterations,  or  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution, shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole,  with- 
out debate. 

7.  The  Secretary  shall  be  charged  with  the  whole  clerical 
business  of  the  Convention,  and  of  its  committees,  and  shall  see 
that  the  committee  clerks  discharge  properly  the  duties  re- 
quired of  them  by  the  several  committees  to  which  they  are 
assigned,  and  when  not  so  employed  to  render  such  assistance 
as  may  be  required  to  other  committees,  and  in  the  business  of 
the  Convention.  The  committee  clerks  may  be  removed  by  the 
Secretary,  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  and  they  shall 
be  so  removed  upon  the  request  of  the  committee  to  which  they 
are  severally  assigned. 
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8.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Convention  and  shall  submit  it  daily  to  the  President  in 
time  to  be  examined  and  corrected  by  him  before  the  next 
assembling  of  the  Convention.  It  shall  be  read  to  the  Conven- 
tion the  succeeding  day,  and,  when  approved  by  it,  shall  be 
printed  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary,  and  one  copy  de- 
livered to  each  member  of  the  Convention  without  delay.  The 
Secretary  shall  not  suffer  any  records  or  papers  to  be  taken  from 
the  table,  or  out  of  his  custody  by  any  person. 

He  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  compensation  of  the  mem- 
bers and  officers  of  the  Convention,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Auditor  for  payment. 

He  shall  provide  the  stationery  required  for  the  business  of 
his  office,  and  of  the  Convention,  and  for  use  of  the  members 
during  the  session.  The  claim  of  the  Clerk  for  such  supplies, 
when  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Expendi- 
tures, shall  be  certified  by  the  President  to  the  Auditor  for 
payment. 

He  shall  keep  detailed  accounts  of  all  these  transactions  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  for  the  purpose,  which  shall  be  open  at  all 
times  to  inspection  by  members  of  the  Convention. 

9.  A  question  once  determined,  must  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate, 
except  on  a  motion  to  reconsider  or  rescind. 

10.  While  the  President  is  reporting  or  putting  a  question, 
none  shall  entertain  private  discourse,  read,  stand  up,  walk 
into,  or  out  of  the  Convention  ;  and  when  a  motion  to  lie  on  the 
table  is  made,  there  shall  be  no  debate  upon  that,  or  any  inci- 
dental question  arising  out  of  it,  excepting  an  appeal. 

11.  A  member  shall  not  vote  upon  any  question  touching  his 
own  conduct  or  privilege  as  a  member,  but  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  upon  all  other  questions  before  the  result  of  the  vote  is  an- 
nounced by  the  chair. 

12.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Convention  shall  be 
necessary  to  transact  business,  and  every  question  shall  be  de- 
termined according  to  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members 
present.  Any  smaller  number  shall  be  sufficient  to  adjourn, 
and  ten  may  order  a  call  of  the  Convention,  send  for  absentees , 
and  make  any  order  for  their  censure  or  discharge. 

13.  A  majority  of  any  committee  shall  be  necessary  to  trans- 
act business. 

14.  Any  person  who  shall  tamper  with  any  witness  in  respect 
to  his  evidence  to  be  given  in  this  Convention,  or  before  any  of 
its  committees,  or  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  attempt  to 
deter  or  hinder  any  person  from  appearing  or  giving  evidence, 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  a  high  crime,  and  shall  be 
punished  accordingly. 
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15.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms,  with  his  assistants,  shall  attend 
upon  the  Convention  during  its  sittings,  and  shall  execute  its 
commands,  together  with  all  such  process  issued  by  its  authority, 
as  shall  be  directed  to  him  by  the  President. 

He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  have  charge 
of  the  police  of  the  hall,  and  shall  prevent  any  interruption  of 
the  business  of  the  Convention  by  disorder  within  or  without. 

He  shall  distribute  among  the  members  all  papers  printed  for 
their  use,  and  shall  give  such  attendance  upon  them  during  the 
sittings  of  the  Convention  as  will  promote  their  comfort  and 
facilitate  the  business  of  the  Convention. 

He  shall  procure  for  the  members,  when  requested,  certifi- 
cates for  pay  and  mileage,  and,  at  their  request  and  upon  their 
endorsement,  shall  collect  and  pay  over  to  those  entitled  thereto, 
the  money  due  upon  such  certificates. 

He  shall  attend  the  receiving  and  dispatching  of  all  mail  or 
telegraphic  matter  intended  for  or  sent  by  members,  aifd  shall 
make  such  arrangement  therefor  as  to  promote  the  convenience 
of  the  members. 

16.  No  person  shall  be  taken  into  custody  by  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  on  any  complaint  of  a  breach  of  privilege,  until  the  mat- 
ter of  such  complaint  shall  be  examined  by  a  committee  and  re- 
ported to  the  Convention. 

17.  On  a  call  of  the  convention,  the  doors  shall  not  be  shut 
against  any  member  until  his  name  is  once  called  and  noted  as 
an  absentee. 

18.  When  any  member  shall  remain  in  his  seat  two  days 
after  leave  of  absence,  such  leave  shall  be  void. 

19.  As  soon  as  the  journal  is  read  and  approved,  and  the 
names  of  the  members  called,  the  President  shall  ask  if  there 
are  any  resolutions,  ordinances,  petitions,  or  memorials  to  be 
presented.  The  resolutions,  ordinances,  petitions,  and  memo- 
rials having  been  presented  and  disposed  of,  reports,  first  from 
standing,  and  then  from  select  committees,  shall  be  called  for, 
after  which  the  President  shall  dispose  of  the  resolutions,  ordi- 
nances, petitions,  and  memorials  on  his  table,  and  then  proceed 
to  call  the  order  of  the  day,  which  shall  always  be  take^  up  one 
hour  after  the  assembling  of  the  Convention,  or  earlier  if  prior 
orders  shall  have  been  disposed  of.  The  unfinished  business  in 
which  the  Convention  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  the  last  ad- 
journment shall  have  preference  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  and 
no  motion  nor  any  other  business  shall  be  received  without 
special  leave  of  the  Convention,  until  the  former  shall  have 
been  disposed  of.     The  order  of  the  day  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  Conven- 
tion was  engaged  at  its  last  adjournment. 

2.  Special  orders  of  the  day. 
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3.  Resolutions,  ordinances,  petitions,  and  me- 
morials in  the  order  in  which  they  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Convention. 

20.  Any  member  (seven  others  concurring)  shall  have  a 
right  to  demand  the  ayes  and  noes  upon  any  question,  at  any 
time  before  it  be  put,  and  in  such  case  the  names  of  the  mem- 
bers shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary  in  alphabetical  order,  ex- 
cept that  the  President  shall  be  called  last,  and  the  ayes  and 
noes  entered  respectively  on  the  journal ;  and  the  question 
decided  as  a  majority  of  votes  shall  thereupon  appear.  But 
after  the  ayes  and  noes  are  separately  taken,  and  before  they 
are  counted  and  entered  on  the  journal,  the  Secretary  shall  read 
over  the  names  of  those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  of 
those  who  voted  in  the  negative,  in  order  that  any  mistake  m 
the  listing  of  names   and  votes  may  be  corrected. 

21.  The  petitioner  who  contests  the  election  of  a  member 
returned  to  serve  in  this  Convention,  shall  receive  his  compen- 
sation only  from  the  day  on  which  he  is  declared  duly  elected. 

22.  Select  committees  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than 
five,  nor  more  than  thirteen. 

23.  In  elections,  but  one  vacancy  shall  be  filled  at  a  time, 
and,  if  in  any  election,  no  person  receive  a  majority  of  the 
whole  vote  upon  the  first  ballot,  the  person  having  the  smallest 
number  of  votes  shall  not  be  voted  for  upon  the  next  ballot, 
and  so  on  each  succeeding  ballot,  until  some  person  shall  have 
a  majority  of  the  whole. 

24.  In  all  votes  of  the  Convention,  except  by  ayes  and  noes, 
the  President  may,  and  at  the  instance  of  any  member,  shall 
cause  the  Convention  to  be  divided  ;  and  if  upon  the  rising  of 
the  members  in  the  affirmative,  a  doubt  still  exists  with  the 
President  or  any  member,  on  which  side  the  majority  is,  the 
members  in  the  affirmative  shall  first  be  counted,  and  then 
those  in  the  negative,  either  by  the  President  or  at  his  request, 
by  two  members  of  opposite  opinions  upon  the  question. 

25.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless 
otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  Convention.  The  first- 
named  member  of  any  committee  shall  be  the  chairman,  and  if 
he  be  absent,  or  be  excused  by  the  Convention,  the  next  named 
member,  and  so  on,  unless  the  committee  elect  a  chairman. 

26.  All  resolutions,  ordinances,  petitions,  and  memorials  in- 
troduced, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  shall  be 
referred  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  direction  of  the  President, 
to  the  proper  committees  ;  and  the  Secretary  shall  enter  the  fact 
with  the  names  of  the  members  presenting  them  upon  the 
journal,  and  they  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members 
unless  otherwi**e  ordered  by  the  Convention.  And  no  final 
action  shall  be  had  upon  such  resolutions,  ordinances,  petitions 
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or  memorials,  until  the  committee  shall  have  reported  thereon, 
or  until  the  committee  shall  be  discharged  from  further  con- 
sideration of  the  matter,  which  may  be  done  bj  a  vote  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Convention  present. 

27.  The  several  standing  committees  shall  not  only  consider 
and  report  upon  the  matters  specially  referred  to  them,  but  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  each  committee  to  suggest  to  the  Conven- 
tion any  clause  that  such  committee  may  deem  proper  to  be  in- 
serted in  the  Constitution,  relating  to  the  subjects  which  said 
committee  has  in  charge. 

28.  The  documents  ordered  to  be  printed  by  the  Convention 
shall  be  printed  on  paper  of  the  same  size  of  the  journals  of 
the  Convention,  and  a  copy  shall  be  bound  with  each  journal, 
to  be  furnished  to  the  members  at  the  end  of  the  session  ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  printer  of  the  Convention  to  print 
one  hundred  additional  copies  of  eacli  document  for  the  use  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

29.  No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sessions  of  the  Con- 
vention without  special  leave. 

30.  If  any  member,  while  speaking,  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call 
him  to  order ;  and  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immedi-* 
ately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  Convention 
shall,  if  appealed- to,  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate. 
If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  chair  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  ;  if  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member,  he  shall  pro- 
ceed— if  against  him,  he  shall  not  proceed,  if  any  other  mem- 
ber object,  without  leave  of  the  Convention,  and  if  the  case  re- 
quire it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  Convention. 

31.  If  a  member  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken  in  de- 
bate, the  member  calling  him  to  order  shall  repeat  the  words 
excepted  to,  and  they  shall  be  taken  down  in  writing  by  the 
Secretary ;  and  no  member  shall  be  held  to  answer,  or  be  sub- 
ject to  the  censure  of  the  Convention  for  words  spoken  in  de- 
bate, if  any  other  member  has  spoken,  or  other  business  has 
intervened,  before  exception  to  them  shall  have  been  taken. 

32.  While  a  member  is  speaking  none  shall  entertain  private 
discourse,  or  shall  otherwise  disturb  bim,  or  pass  between  him 
and  the  chair. 

33.  Every  member  shall  remain  uncovered  during  the  sessions 
of  the  Convention  ;  and  no  member  shall  remain  by  the  Secre- 
tary's table  while  the  ayes  and  noes  are  calling,  or  while  the 
Convention  is  voting,  or  the  Secretary  calling  or  counting  the 
votes,  in  any  election. 

34.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Convention  when  a 
question  is  put,  shall  vote  unless  excused  ;  and  all  motions  to 
excuse,  in  such  cases,  shall  be  made   before  the  Convention  di- 
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vides,  or  before  the  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes  is  commenced; 
and  any  member  requesting  to  be  excused  from  voting,  may 
make  a  brief  verbal  statement  of  his  reasons,  and  the  question 
shall  then  be  taken  without  further  debate.  Upon  a  division 
of  the  house  on  any  question  a  member  who  is  present  and  fails 
to  vote  shall,  on  the  demand  of  any  member,  be  counted  on  the 
negative  of  the  question,  and  when  the  yeas  and  nays  are  ti^en 
shall  in  addition  be  entered  on  the  journal  as  present  and  not 
voting.  But  no  member  who  has  an  immediate  and  special 
personal  interest  in  the  result  of  the  question  shall  either  vote 
or  be  counted  upon  it. 

35.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President 
or  any  member  desire  it. 

36.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  for  the  previous  question,  to  lie  on  the 
table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  adjourn  the  question  tea 
different  day,  to  commit  or  amend ;  which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 

37.  Pending  a  debate,  any  member  who  obtains  the  floor  for 
that  purpose  only,  and  submits  no  other  motion  or  remark,  may 
move  for  the  *'  previous  question,"  or  the  "  pending  question," 

"and  in  either  case  the  motion  shall  be  forthwith  put  to  the 
Convention.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  re- 
quired to  order  the  main  question  ;  but  a  majority  may  require 
an  immediate  vote  upon  the  pending  question,  whatever  it  may 
be. 

The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  this  form  :  **  Shall  the 
main  question  now  be  put  ?"  If  carried,  its  effect  shall  be  to 
put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring  the  Convention  to  a  direct 
vote  upon  a  motion  to  commit,  if  pending ;  then  upon  amend- 
ments reported  by  a  committee,  if  any;  then  upon  pending 
amendments,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  If  upon  the 
motion  for  the  previous  question,  the  main  question  be  not 
ordered,  debate  may  continue  as  if  the  motion  had  not  been 
made. 

38.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question,  and 
it  shall  be  thereupon  divided,  if  it  comprehend  propositions  in 
substance  so  distinct  that  one  being  taken  away,  a  substantive 
proposition  shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  the  Convention— 
but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost,  shall  not  preclude  a  mo- 
tion to  strike  out  and  insert. 

39.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  smoke  in  the  hall,  lobby, 
or  galleries  during  the  sitting  of  the  Convention. 

40.  The  rules  of  the  Convention  shall  not  be  suspended  ex- 
cept by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  to  be  as- 
certained by  an  actual  division  of  the  Convention  ;  but  a  propo- 
sition to  change  a  rule  of  the  Convention  shall  be  submitted  in 
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writing  and  forthwith  printed.  In  its  printed  form  it  shall  lie 
on  the  table  for  two  days,  and  be  read  to  the  Convention  during 
the  morning  hour  of  each  day  during  that  time.  At  the  expi- 
ration of  two  days  it  shall  be  ready  for  consideration  and  may 
be  adopted  or  rejected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  pres- 
ent. Upon  a  motion  to  suspend  a  rule  of  the  Convention,  the 
mover  shall  be  allowed  five  minutes  to  state  the  reasons  for  his 
motion,  and  one  member  opposed  to  the  motion,  shall  be  allowed 
a  like  time  to  object. 

41.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  shall  have  announced  the  ad- 
journment.

To  the  Convention  : — 

In  discharge  of  the  duties  devolved  upon 
us  by  the  resolution  adopted  June  13,  1901,  your  Committee 
beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  subjects  thus 
referred  to  them,  and  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions : 

First.  Resolved,  That  the  sixteen  committees  hereinafter 
mentioned  shall  be  the  standing  committees  of  the  Convention, 
the  members  of  which  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President ;  and 
the  jurisdiction  of  said  committees  shall  be  as  indicated  by 
their  respective  titles.

to  be  composed  of  fifteen  members,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be 
from  each  Congressional  District  of  the  State.

Committee  on  the  Organization  and  Government  of  Cities 
and  Towns  ;  to  be  composed  of  eleven  members,  at  least  one  of 
whom  shall  be  chosen  from  each  Congressional  District  of  the 
State.

Committee  on  Education  and  Public  Instruction ;  to  consist 
of  fifteen  members,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  from 
each  Congressional  District  of  the  State. 

IX. 

Committee  on  Taxation  and  Finance ;  to  consist  of  fifteen 
members,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  from  each  Con- 
gressional District  of  the  State. 

X. 

Committee  on  Public  Institutions  and  Prisons ;  to  be  com- 
posed of  eleven  members,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen 
from  each  Congressional  District  of  the  State. 

XI. 

Committee  on  Corporations  ;  to  be  composed  of  eleven  mem- 
bers, at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  from  each  Congres- 
sional District  of  the  State. 

XII. 

Committee  on  Final  Revision  and  Adjustments  of  the  vari- 
ous provisions  of  the  Constitution  that  may  be  agreed  upon, 
and  upon  the  Schedule ;  to  be  composed  of  eleven  members,  at 
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least  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  from  each  Congressional  Dis- 
trict of  the  State.

Committee  on  Rules ;  to  be  composed  of  eleven  members,  at 
least  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  from  each  Congressional  Dis- 
trict of  the  State.

Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections ;  to  be  composed  of 
eleven  members,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  come  from  each 
Congressional  District  of  the  State.

Committee  on  Accounts  and  Expenditures  of  the  Convention  ; 
to  be  composed  of  eleven  members,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall 
be  chosen  from  each  Congressional  District  of  the  State. 

XVI. 

Committee  on  the  Journal,  and  on  Enrollment  of  the  Ordi- 
nances and  Resolutions  of  the  Convention  ;  to  be  composed  of 
eleven  members,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  from 
each  Congressional  District  of  the  State. 

Second.  Resolved,  That  the  officers  and  employees  of  the 
Convention,  their  duties  and  compensation,  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  The  President,  already  chosen,  shall  preside  over  the 
sessions  of  the  Convention,  and  see  that  its  rules  of  order  are 
observed.  His  compensation  shall  be  a  per  diem  of  eight 
dollars  during  the  session  of  the  Convention. 

2.  The  Secretary,  who  shall  be  charged  vrtth  the  duty  of 
keeping  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  and  transactions 
of  the  Convention,  and  entering  the  sam^  upon  the  journal  to 
be  carefully  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose ;  and  he  shall  dis- 
charge generally  the  usual  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  such  others  as  may  be  devolved  upon  him  by  the 
rules  or  by  order  of  the  Convention.  His  compensation  shall 
be  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month  during 
the  sessions  of  the  Convention,  and  while  his  time  shall  be 
actually  engaged  in  attending  to  his  duties  as  Secretary  of  the 
Convention. 

3.  A  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  a  first  and  second  Door  Keeper, 
already  elected,  whose  duties  shall  be  such  as  are  usually  de- 
volved upon  such  officers,  and  such  ^  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
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rules  or  the  orders  of  the  Convention,  or  of  the  President,  and 
whose  compensation  shall  be  a  per  diem  of  four  dollars  during 
the  sessions  of  the  Convention,  beginning  with  June  12,  1901. 

4.  Two  assistant  secretaries,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Convention,  and  six  committee  clerks,  and  so  many  ad- 
ditional clerks  as  the  Convention  may  from  time  to  time  order; 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  upon  the  nomination  of  the 
majority  of  chairmen  of  the  standing  committees ;  and  said 
clerks  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  them  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  ;  and  their  compensation  shall 
be  four  dollars  per  day  during  the  session  of  the  Convention, 
beginning  from  June  12,  1901. 

5.  Eight  pages  to  be  appointed  by  the  President,  two  from 
the  city  of  Richmond,  and  one  from  each  of  the  five  grand  divi- 
sions of  the  State,  and  one  to  be  recommended  by  the  minority 
party  of  the  Convention. 

The  pages  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Sergeant-atr 
Arms,  act  as  messengers  for  the  Convention,  and  discharge  such 
duties  as  may  be  given  them  by  the  rules  or  orders  of  the  Con- 
vention or  the  President. 

Their  compensation  shall  be  two  dollars  per  day  during  the 
sessions  of  the  Convention,  beginning  June  12,  1901. 

6.  One  janitor,  and  two  assistant  janitors,  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  who  shall  be  under  his 
direction,  and  shall  keep  the  hall  in  which  the  Convention 
meets,  the  Senate  chamber,  and  the  committee  rooms  clean  and 
in  order,  and  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned 
them  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms.  Their  compensation  shall  be 
two  dollars  per  day  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention,  be- 
ginning June  12,  1901.

Mr.  TuRNBULL  moved  to  amend  that  portion  of  the  com- 
mittee's report,  which  referred  to  the  appointment  of  committee 
clerks,  by  inserting  after  the  word  *' clerks"  the  following: 
**  who  shall  be  stenographers."     Which  was  rejected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Anderson,  of  Rockbridge,  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Organization  was  passed  and  made  the 
special  order  for  12 :  30  o'clock  to-morrow,  and  two  hundred 
copies  ordered  to  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Quarles,  the  Convention  adjourned. 


WEDNESDAY,  JUNE  19,  1901. 

The  Convention  assembled  at  12  o'clock  M.  Prayer  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Clarke  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church. 

Mr.  Meredith,  by  request,  presented  the  contestee's  petition 
and  answer  to  the  notice  of  contest  filed  by  Mr.  Morgan  Treat, 
for  the  seat  in  the  Constitutional  Convention  from  the  counties 
of  Hanover  and  King  William,  which  on  his  motion  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  when 
appointed. 

Mr.  GoRDON,of  Richmond,  stated  that  Mr.  Wise,  of  Rich- 
mond, chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Rules,  was  sick  and 
could  not  be  present  at  to-day's  session. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  being  under  considera- 
tion, Mr.  Marshall  from  that  committee  proposed  the  follow- 
ing amendment  to  section  6  **  insert  after  the  word  provisions 
in  line  6  the  following  words,  '*  of  the  Convention,"  which  was 
agreed  to  and  the  report  as  amended  was  adopted  : 

Mr.  Glass,  from  the  Committee  on  Reporting,  presented  the 
following  report,  which  on  motion  of  Mr.  Parks  was  adopted  : 

iff.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention  • 

Your  *•  Committee  on  Reporting,"  acting  under  a  resolution 
directing  them  to  **  report  as  to  the  best  arrangements,  plans 
and  provisions  for  reporting  the  debates,  proceedings  and  trans- 
actions of  this  Convention  and  publishing  the  same  in  book 
form,  and  also  for  the  doing  of  any  and  all  printing  which  may 
from  time  to  time  be  required  or  ordered  by  the  Convention," 
beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  made  the  following  ar- 
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rangements,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Convention,  for  the 
doing  of  any  and  all  printing  which  may  from  time  to  time  be 
required  or  ordered  by  the  Convention  : 

Upon  investigation  your  committee  find  that  this  work  will 
consist  of  the  printing  of  the  journal,  documents,  resolutions, 
pamphlets  and  ordinary  job  work.  Your  committee  invited 
proposals  from  all  of  the  job  printing  firms  in  the  city,  and  as 
a  result  of  the  bidding  your  committee  finds  that  the  lowest 
bid  for  printing  the  journal,  documents,  resolutions,  etc.,  was 
made  by  Clyde  W.  Saunders  ;  the  lowest  bid  for  printing  pam- 
phlets was  made  by  the  J.  L.  Hill  Printing  Company,  and  the 
lowest  bid  for  job  work  was  made  by  the  Williams  Printing 
Company. 

As  it  will  be  necessary  that  a  part  at  least  of  the  printed  mat- 
ter be  bound,  the  committee  also  asked  for  bids  for  binding, 
and  they  report  that  the  lowest  bid  received  was  that  of  the  E. 
M.  Epps  Blank  Book  Company. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  contract  for 
printing  the  journal,  documents,  resolutions,  etc.,  be  awarded 
to  Clyde  W.  Saunders  at  his  bid ;  that  the  printing  of  pamph- 
lets be  awarded  to  the  J.  L.  Hill  Printing  Company,  and  that 
the  job  work  be  awarded  to  the  Williams  Printing  Company 
at  their  bids  ;  that  the  contract  for  binding  be  awarded  to  the 
E.  M.  Epps  Blank  Book  Company  at  their  bid. 

Your  committee  return  herewith  as  a  part  of  this  report  the 
several  bids  made  by  the  successful  bidders. 

Your  committee  further  recommend  that  seven  hundred 
copies  of  the  journal  be  printed  daily,  of  which  two  hundred 
will  be  for  the  use  of  the  Convention,  and  the  residue  to  be 
bound  in  permanent  form,  with  an  index,  to  be  made  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention ;  that  two  hundred  copies  of  all 
documents,  resolutions,  ordinances,  etc.,  shall  be  printed  for 
the  use  of  the  Convention. 

Your  committee  further  recommend  that  J.  H.  O'Bannon, 
Superintendent  of  Public  Printing,  be  authorized  to  make  con- 
tracts with  the  successful  bidders  and  file  the  same  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and  that  each  bidder  shall  be  re- 
quired to  enter  into  a  bond  with  security  approved  by  the  Sup- 
erintendent of  Public  Printing,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  provisions  of  the  contract,  and  in  a  penalty  equal 
to  double  the  amount  of  the  contract.  The  continuance  of 
these  contracts  are  to  be  conditioned  upon  the  Convention  re- 
maining in  Richmond. 

The  prices  at  which  the  printing  is  to  be  done  does  not  in- 
clude the  furnishing  by  the  contractor  of  the  necessary  paper. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Printing  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  purchase 
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such  paper  as  may  be  necessary  for  said  printing,  and  that  he 
present  his  bills  for  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts  for 
auditing  and  payment. 

Your  committee  further  recommend  that  the  said  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Printing  be  authorized  and  employed  to  per- 
form for  the  Convention  sAl  of  the  duties  which  he  is  required 
by  law  to  perform  as  to  the  work  of  printing  for  the  General 
Assembly,  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by 
the  Convention,  and  that  he  receive  as  compensation  for  all 
such  duties  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  day. 

Your  committee  have  before  them  several  proposals  looking 
to  reporting  the  debates,  proceedings  and  transactions  of  the 
Convention  and  publishing  the  same  in  book  form,  but  no  defi-  * 
nite  plan  has  as  yet  been  formulated,  and  your  committee  asks 
for  further  time  in  which  to  consider  this  matter.  The  above- 
mentioned  contracts  do  not  include  these  classes  of  work,  either 
as  to  printing  or  binding.

THURSDAY,  JUNE  20,  1901. 

The  Convention  assembled  at  12  o'clock  M.  Prayer  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  W.  V.  Tudor  of  the  M.  E.  church. 

The  journal  of  yesterday's  proceedings  was  read,  whereupon 
Mr.  Parks  rose  to  a  question  of  parliamentary  inquiry.  He 
stated  that  on  yesterday,  according  to  the  journal,  the  motion 
of  the  member  from  Rockingham  to  lay  on  the  table  the  amend- 
ment of  the  member  from  Appomattox,  to  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Organization,  was  agreed  to,  and  under  general 
parliamentary  law  the  motion  to  lay  the  amendment  on  the 
table  carried  with  it  the  main  question. 

The  President  sustained  the  point  made  by  the  gentleman 
from  Page,  whereupon  Mr.  Parks  moved  that  the  main  ques- 
tion and  amendment  be  taken  from  the  table,  and  that  the 
amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Flood  on  yesterday  be  rejected, 
which  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Glass  then  moved  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Organization,  as  amended  on  yesterday,  be 
adopted,  which  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Robertson  the  roll-call  was  dispensed 
widi. 

The  president  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
pikges:

The  Committee  on  Rules  submit  the  following  supplemental 
report,  and  ask  that  the  Convention  adopt  the  same : 

The  Convention  shall  assemble  at  twelve  o'clock  M.,  each  day 
unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  when  it  adjourns  it  shall  be  to 
the  succeeding  day  at  twelve  o'clock  M.,  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered by  a  majority  of  the  Convention  present.

Resolved,  Second.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Convention  to 
hold  continuous  sessions  until  its  work  is  completed,  with  such 
brief  recesses  as  may  from  time  to  time  appear  to  be  necessary 
or  desirable. 

— to  which  Mr.  Hatton  proposed  the  following  amendment  in 
the  nature  of  a  substitute  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  one  delegate  from  each  Con- 
gressional district  be  appointed  by  the  President,  and  one  to  be 
appointed  from  the  minority,  to  consider  whether  the  Conven- 
tion shall  change  its  place  of  session,  and  if  a  change  be  advisa- 
ble, to  what  place  the  change  shall  be  made.

Mr.  Campbell,  of  Amherst,  then  proposed  the  following  sub- 
stitute for  both  the  original  resolutions  and  the  amendment, 
which  was  rejected : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the 
question  of  taking  a  recess  be  deferred  to  some  future  time, 
and  that  this  Convention  will  now  proceed  with  its  work  ;  and 
that  the  Convention  will  continue  to  hold  its  sessions  at  Rich- 
mond. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  amendment  proposed  by  Mr. 
Hatton  it  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Gbben  suggested  that  as  the  resolutions  proposed  by  the 
gentleman  from  Prince  Edward  contained  two  substantive 
propositions  that  the  question  had  better  be  divided,  and  the 
vote  taken  upon. the  second  resolution  first,  and  on  his  motion 
the  division  of  the  questions  was  agreed  to. 

The  question  being  put  upon  the  adoption  of  the  second  reso- 
lution it  was  adopted. 

The  question  was  then  put  upon  the  adoption  of  the  first 
resolution  and  it  was  adopted. 

The  President  then  put  the  question  of  the  adoption  of  the 
resolutions  as  a  whole,  including  the  preamble,  and  they  were 
adopted. 

Mr.  Anderson,  of  Alleghany,  proposed  the  following  resolu- 
tion which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions 
and  Prisons : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  and 
Prisons  be  requested  to  make  arrangements  to  have  the  law 
library  kept  open  each  day,  Sundays  excepted,  between  the 
hours  of  nine  A.  M.  and  six  P.  M.,  during  the  sessions  of  the 
Convention. 

Mr.  Harrison  proposed  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  SuflFrage,  when  appointed : 

Resolved,  First.  That  universal  suffrage  has  been  in  the  past 
safely  and  successfully  entrusted  to  the  white  race.  The  honest 
white  man,  whether  unlettered  or  without  propeiiiy,  ought  not 
to  be  deprived  of  the  right  of  suffrage,  which  he  has  used  for 
the  good  of  the  State,  and  which  it  is  essential  for  him  to  have 
to  preserve  the  equilibrium  of  society,  so  that  there  may  be  no 
favored  class  or  caste. 

Resolved,  Second.  That  it  is  not  race  prejudice,  but  actual 
experience  and  observation  in  this  and  other  Southern  States, 
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which  declares  that  universal  negro  suffrage  has  been  attended 
with  great  evils  to  the  body  politic,  and  to  both  races.  Where- 
ever  the  negro  has  obtained  control  of  the  government,  or  exer- 
cised a  potential  influence  therein,  intolerable  misgovemment 
has  been  the  result.  Even  where  the  negro  vote  has  been  no 
more  than  an  inconsiderable  factor,  corruption  and  demoraliza- 
tion have  been  its  invariable  attendant,  and  education  of  the 
negro  has  done  nothing  to  improve  this  condition. 

Resolved,  Third.  That  the  fifteenth  amendment  of  the  United 
States  Constitution  is  wrong,  in  that  it  proceeds  on  the  theory 
that  the  two  races  are  equally  competent  of  free  government. 
This  theory  is  contradicted,  not  only  by  the  experience  of  the 
South,  but  by  the  history  of  the  two  races,  since  the  dawn  of 
history. 

This  Convention,  therefore,  ought  to  inaugurate  through  the 
proper  channels  the  proper  steps  to  its  repeal  or  amendment  so 
that  each  State  may  control  its  sufl'rage  as  its  best  interests  de- 
mand. 

Resolved,  Fourth.  That  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  State  to 
deny  the  negro  any  civil  right,  nor  to  disfranchise  any  negro 
who  has  sufficient  freehold  estate  to  give  him  a  permanent  and 
substantial  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  State,  nor,  if  any  dis- 
crimination is  made  against  him  in  the  right  of  suffrage,  to 
claim  any  representation  in  Congress,  or  the  electoral  college 
based  upon  negro  population,  but  ipso  facto y  to  surrender  it 
until  Congress  shall  declare  what  additional  representation 
shall  be  given  to  the  State  to  the  extent  that  suffrage  is  given 
the  negro. 

Mr.  Thom  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Suffrage,  when  appointed  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Elective  Franchise, 
when  appointed,  be,  and  hereby  is,  instructed  to  consider  the 
advisability  of,  and,  if  approved,  to  prepare  and  report  to  this 
Convention  for  its  action  a  memorial  to  the  Congress  and  peo- 
ple of  the  United  States  in  behalf  of  the  repeal  of  the  fifteenth 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Turnbull  the  Convention  adjourned. 
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FRIDAY,  JUNE  21,  1901.

Wilson,  of  the  county  of  Henrico,  be, 
and  is,  hereby  appointed  as  postmaster  and  document  clerk  for 
the  Convention,  and  that  his  compensation  shall  be  fixed  at  two 
dollars  per  day  for  such  time  as  other  employees  are  paid.

Mr.  Flood,  offered  the  following  ordinance  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  suffrage. 

Be  it  ordained.  That  all  white  persons  entitled  to  vote, 
and  no  others,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  oflBce  under  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  Virginia,  except  as  restricted  in  the 
Constitution. 
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Mr.  KsszEL,  oflFered  the  following  resolution  which  was  re 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  County  Organization. 

Whereas  under  our  present  system  of  county  organiza- 
tion, the  peace  and  tranquility  of  the  people  of  Virginia 
are  disturbed  by  unnecessary  and  too  frequently  recurring 
elections,  and 

Whereas  much  money  might  be  saved  to  the  tax 
payers  of  Virginia,  and  much  unnecessary  worry  to  the 
electors  by  the  adoption  of  a  plan  providing  for  fewer  elec- 
tions; therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Organization  and 
Government  of  Counties,  be  instructed  to  take  up  and  con- 
sider the  propriety  of  arranging  the  terms  of  office,  and  the 
time  of  election  of  all  county  and  district  officers,  so  as  to 
provide  the  fewest  number  of  elections  that  may  be  held 
consistent  with  the  public  welfare,  and  to  report  such  ordi- 
nance or  ordinances  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee 
will  best  accomplish  this  result. 

Mr.  Parks  proposed  the  following  resolution  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Resolved,  That  in  considering  the  matter  of  decrease  in 
expiBnditures  a  wide  field  is  open  in  the  revision  of  our  pres- 
ent jury  system,  wherein  by  proper  regulation  for  trial  by 
jury  (which  should  be  jealously  guarded)  many  thousands 
of  dollars  can  be  saved  which  are  now  expended  with  no 
corresponding  benefits  without  impairment  of  that  right, 
and  with  safety  to  the  proper  adjudication  of  all  litigative 
questions. 

Resolved,  That  the  proper  committee  be  requested  to 
carefully  look  into  this  subject  and  report  for  adoption  a 
provision  that  will  correct  the  present  abuse  of  that  right 
and  secure  a  less  expensive  mode  of  jury  trial  in  the  inter- 
ests, both  of  litigants  and  tax-payers. 

Mr.  QuARLBS  proposed  the  following  resolution  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Corporations. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Corporations  be  in- 
structed to  consider  the  propriety  of  adopting  and  reporting 
the  following  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution : 

The  State  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts  as  nearly 
equal  in  population  as  practicable,  in  each  of  which  one 
railroad  commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  elec- 
tors thereof,  at  the  regular  gubernatorial  elections,  whose 
salary  shall  be  fixed  by  law,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  four  years,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  after  the 
first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  their  election.  Said 
commissioners  shall  be  qualified  electors  of  this  State,  and 
pf  the  district  from  which  they  are  elected,  and  shall  not.be

interested  in  any  railway  corporation,  or  other  transporta- 
tion company,  as  stockholder,  creditor,  agent,  attorney,  or 
employee ;  and  the  act  of  a  majority  of  said  commissioners 
shall  be  deemed  the  act  of  said  commission.  Said  commis- 
sioners shall  have  the  power,*  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to 
establish  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers and  freight  by  raUroad  or  other  transportation  compa- 
nies, and  publish  the  same  from  time  to  time,  with  such 
changes  as  thay  may  make ;  to  examine  the  books,  records, 
and  papers  of  all  railroad  and  other  transportation  compa- 
nies, and  for  this  purpose  they  shall  have  power  to  issue  sub- 
poenas and  all  other  necessary  process ;  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine complaints  against  railroad  and  other  transportation 
companies,  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  administer 
oaths,  take  testimony  and  punish  for  contempt  of  their 
orders  and  processes,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  courts  of  record,  and  enforce  their  decisions  and 
correct  abuses  through  the  medium  of  the  courts.  Said  com- 
missioners shall  establish  a  uniform  system  of  accounts  to  be 
kept  by  all  such  corporations  and  companies.  Any  railroad 
corporation  or  transportation  company  which  shall  fail  or  re- 
fuse to  conform  to  such  rates  as  shall  be  established  by  such 
commissioners,  or  shall  charge  rates  in  excess  thereof,  or 
shall  fail  to  keep  their  accounts  in  accordance  with  the  sys- 
tem ptescribed  by  the  commission,  shall  be  fined  not  exced- 
ing  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  each  offense ;  and  every  offi- 
cer, agent,  or  employee  of  any  such  corporation  or  company, 
who  shall  demand  and  receive  rates  in  excess  thereof,  or 
who  shall  in  any  manner  violate  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  or 
be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year. 
In  all  controversies,  civil  and  criminal,  the  rate  of  fares  and 
freights  established  by  said  commission  shall  be  conclusively 
just  and  reasonable,  and  in  any  action  against  such  corpora- 
tion or  company  for  damages  sustained  by  charging  exces- 
sive rates,  the  plaintiff,  in  addition  to  the  actual  damage, 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  judge  or  jury,  recover  exem- 
plary damages.  Said  commission  shall  report  to  the  Gov- 
ernor annually  their  proceedings,  and  such  other  facts  as 
may  be  deemed  important.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall 
prevent  individuals  from  maintaining  actions  against  such 
companies.  The  legislature  may,  in  addition  to  any 
penalties  herein  prescribed,  enforce  this  article  by 
forfeiture  of  charter  or  otherwise,  and  may  con- 
fer such  further  powers  on  the  commissioners  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  perform  the  duties  en- 
joined  on  them    in    this    and    the    foregoing    section.     The 
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legislature  shall  haye  power,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  tiie 
members  elected  to  each  house,  to  remove  any  one  or  more 
of  said  commissioners  from  office,  for  dereliction  of  duty, 
or  corruption,  or  incompetency ;  and  whenever,  from  any 
cause,  a  vacancy  in  office  shall  occur  in  said  commission, 
the  Governor  shall  fill  the  same  by  the  appointment  of  a 
qualified  person  thereto,  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  residue 
of  the  unexpired  term,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have 
been  elected  and  qualified. 

Mr.  QuARLES  proposed  the  following  resolution  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  be  in- 
structed to  consider  the  propriety  of  electing  all  of  the 
judges  by  popular  vote ;  and  that  in  the  organization  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  said  committee  shall  consider 
the  propriety  of  dividing  the  State  into  districts  and  of  elect- 
ing one  member  of  said  court  in  each  district  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  thereof. 

Mr.  QuARLBS  proposed  the  following  resolution  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Elective  Franchise  and 
Elections  be  instructed  to  consider  the  propriety  of  incor- 
porating a  provision  in  the  Constitution  requiring  the  legis- 
lature to  enact  a  primary  election  law,  by  which  candidates 
for  all  State,  county,  city,  and  district  offices  to  be  filled  by 
a  vote  of  the  people,  and  for  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  and  United  States  Senate,  shall  be 
nominated. 

Mr.  Stebbins  proposed  the  following  resolution  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Legislative  Department. 

Resolved,  That  ''no  member  of  the  General  Assembly, 
during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  shall 
be  appointed  or  elected  by  the  Governor,  or  by  the  Gteneral 
Assembly,  or  by  either  branch  thereof,  to  any  civil  office 
of  profit  under  the  Commonwealth,  except  offices  filled  by 
election  by  the  people." 

Mr.  Stebbins  proposed  the  following  resolution  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Executive  Department,  etc. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Executive  Department 
shall  consider  the  advisability  of  engrafting  in  the  Constitu- 
tion the  following : 

**  If  any  bill  presented  to  the  Governor  contain  several 
items  of  appropriation  of  money,  he  may  object  to  one  or 
more  of  such  items,  while  approving  of  the  other  portion  of 
the  bill.  In  such  case  he  shall  append  to  the  bill,  at  the 
time    of  signing  it,  a  statement  of  the  items   to  which  he 
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objects;  and  the  appropriation  so  objected  to  shall  not  take 
effect. 

He  shall  transmit  to  the  house  in  which  the  bill  origi- 
nated, a  copy  of  such  statement,  and  the  items  objected  to 
shall  be  separately  considered.  If,  on  reconsideration,  one 
or  more  of  such  items  be  approved  by  two-thiiils  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  house,  the  same  shall  be  part  of 
the  law,  notwithstanding  the  objection  of  the  Grovernor/' 
,  Mr.  Stkbbiks  proposed  the  following  resolution  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Elective  Franchise,  etc. 

Whereas  the  purety  and  sanctity  of  the  ballot  are  an  essen- 
tial element  of  free  constitutional  government,  and  corrup- 
tion of  the  sources  of  government  tend  to  the  corruption  of 
the  whole  body  politic,  to  the  debauching  of  the  public  con- 
science, the  lowering  of  the  standard  of  private  as  well  as 
public  honesty,  and  create  in  the  minds  of  the  young  false 
ideas  of  political  honor ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Elective  Franchise, 
etc.,  consider  what  constitutional  provisions  are  necessary 
to  prevent  bribery  of  voters,  the  use  of  money  in  elections, 
and  to  promote  honesty  in  the  conduct  of  elections,  so  that 
the  elector  can  cast  his  vote  with  the  guarantee  it  will  be 
counted  and  delivered  as  voted. 

Mr.  Lindsay  offered  the  following  resolution  and  asked  its 
immediate  consideration,  which  was  agreed  to  and  upon  con- 
sideration of  the  resolution  it  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  instructed 
to  obtain  from  the  auditors  of  the  various  Southern  States, 
itemized  statements  of  the  cost  of  the  departments  of  State 
Groverninent,  together  with  amount  of  salary  paid  to  the  heads 
of  those  respective  departments. 

Mr.  Egglsston  proposed  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary : 

Resolved,  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be,  and  they 
are,  hereby  instructed  to  formulate  and  report  to  the  Con- 
vention an  ordinance  or  ordinances  providing — 

Ist.  For  the  abolition  of  the  county  courts. 

2nd.  For  the  abolition  of  the  circuit  courts  of  the  cities, 
and  the  transfer  to  one  of  the  courts    of    the  city  of  Rich- 
mond of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  circuit  court  of  said  city  in 
matter   in  which   the   State's  interest  is  involved,  and  in   the 
trial  of  convicts  in  the  penitentiary. 

3rd.  For  the  establishment  of  circuit  courts  with  a  com- 
bined civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction  to  hold  at  least  four 
terms  of  court  annually  in  each  county. 

4th.  For  the   arrangement  of    the  several  coimties  of   the 
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State  into  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  twenty-five 
circuits. 

5th.  For  the  consolidation  of  the  offices  of  county  and 
circuit  clerks,  and  investing  said  clerks  with  jurisdiction 
in  matters  of  the  probate  of  wills,  appointment  of  fiduci- 
aries, settlement  of  ex  parte  accounts  of  fiduciaries,  and  such 
other  jurisdiction  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  county  courts. 

Mr.  Eqgleston  proposed  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Corporations  : 

Resolved,  First.  That  the  legislature  shall  prescribe  the 
power  and  duties  and  privileges  of,  and  restrictions  upon, 
each  class  of  corporations ;  shall  provide  for  the  formation  of 
joint  stock  companies,  and  for  the  proper  regulation  and 
control  thereof. 

Second.  The  legislature  shall  not  grant  to  any  corpora- 
tion any  rights  or  privileges  not  granted  to  all  corporations 
of  a  similar  class  by  the  general  law. 

Mr.  Wjlddill  proposed  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Resolved,  First.  That    the  counties  of   the    State   shall  be 

divided  into judicial  districts  as  follows  : 

(here  insert.) 

Second.  The  General  Assembly  may  re-arrange  said  dis- 
tricts or  any  of  them,  and  increase  or  diminish  the  number 
hereof  when  the  public  interest  shall  require  it. 

Third.  For  each  district  there  shall  be  a  judge  who  shall 

hold  his  office  for  a  term  of years,  and  shall  reside 

in  the  district  of  which  he  is  judge. 

Fourth.  A  district   court   shall   be  held  times  a 

year  by  the  judge  of  each  district  in  every  county  thereof; 
but  the  judges  may  be  required  or  authorized  to  hold  the 
courts  of  their  respective  districts  alternately,  and  the  judge 
of  one  district  to  hold  court  in  any  other  district. 

Fifth.  The  jurisdiction  of  said  courts  shall  be  the  same 
as  that  of  existing  county  and  circuit  courts,  except  so  far 
as  the  same  may  be  modified  by  this  Constitution  or  may  be 
changed  by  law. 

Sixth.  The  terms  of    the  said    court    shall    be 

designated  for  the  trial  of  civil  causes,  and terms 

for  the  trial  of  criminal  causes. 

Seventh.  Matters  in  equity,  and  of  probate,  the  appoint- 
ment and  qualification  of  personal  representatives,  guar- 
dians, curators,  and  committees,  may  be  heard  at  any  term, 
and  provision  may  be  made  under  such  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law  for  the  probate  of  wills,  the  appoint- 
ment   and  qualification    of    personal    representatives,    guar- 
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dians,  committees,  and  curators  during  the  recess  of  the 
sessions  of  the  court. 

Mr.  Brown  proposed  the  following  resolution,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Taxation  and  Finance  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Taxation  and  Finance 
shall  consider  and  provide  for  a  board  of  equilization,  in 
order  to  establish  and  maintain  an  uniform  system  of  as- 
sessment of  real  and  personal  property  for  purposes  of  tax- 
ation. 

Mr.  Lincoln  proposed  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  and  Prisons  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  and 
Prisons  be  requested  to  consider  the  propriety  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  State  Board  of  Charities  to  have  charge  of 
the  various  institutions  of  the  State,  instead  of  having  sepa- 
rate boards  of  directors  for  each  institution  as  at  present. 

Mr.  Glass,  from  the  Committee  on  Reporting,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  Virginia  : 

Your  Committee  on  Reporting  beg  leave  to  state  that  they 
are  prepared  to  submit  the  following  report  upon  the  question 
of  the  stenographic  work  and  publishing  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Convention.  They  have  carefully  investigated  these  ques- 
tions and  have  considered  the  various  propositions  and  sugges- 
tions that  have  been  made  to  them. 

Mr.  T.  F.  Shuey,  of  Augusta  County,  Va.,  Chief  of  Steno- 
graphic Reporters  for  the  United  States  Senate  has  submitted 
to  your  committee  the  following  proposition  :  That  he  will  do 
all  the  stenographic  work  necessary  for  the  reporting  of  the 
said  proceedings  at  the  rate  of  $1,870.00  per  month,  furnishing 
one  original,  and  one  copy  of  said  reports.  In  his  offer  he 
agrees  that  he  will  make  no  charge  for  compensation  when  the 
Convention  adjourns  for  one  week  or  longer.  He  is  to  furnish 
all  stationery  necessary,  and  his  copies  are  to  be  furnished  in 
time  to  have  the  proceedings  published  in  one  of  the  daily 
papers  an  the  succeeding  morning. 

The  Richmond  Dispatch  makes  an  ofifer  to  publish  in  its  issue 
each  morning,  the  stenographic  reports  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Convention  of  the  preceding  day,  and  to  furnish  to  the 
Convention  each  morning  200  copies  of  its  issue  containing  said 
publication.  This  is  to  be  done  free  of  all  cost  in  considera- 
tion of  being  furni?hed  a  copy  of  the  stenographic  report ;  pro- 
vided, that  such  copy  shall  not  be  furnished  to  any  other  news- 
paper. It  also  offers  to  have  said  publication  copyrighted  and 
to  assign  to  the  State  all  interest  in  such  copyright. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  state  that,  taking  into  consid- 
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oration  both  the  question  of  economy  and  the  question  of  guar- 
antee of  the  perfection  of  the  work,  that  they  earnestly  recom- 
mend the  acceptance  of  the  propositions  above  mentioned,  and 
suggest  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  First,  That  the  offer  of  the  said  T.  F.  Shuey  be 
accepted. 

Second,  That  the  offer  of  the  Richmond  Dispatch  be  ac- 
cepted. 

Third,  That  the  original  copy  made  by  the  stenographer  be 
preserved   in  the  office   of   Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Fourth,  That  the  Committee  be  authorized  to  make  contract 
with  the  said  T.  F.  Shuey  and  the  Richmond  Dispatch  to  carry 
out  their  respective  offers. 

Fifth,  That  the  said  T.  F.  Shuey  be  made  an  officer  of  the 
convention  to  be  known  as  the  OflScial  Reporter. 

Sixth,  That  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  be  edited  and 
published  from  the  original  copy  in  permanent  bopk  form,  as 
may  hereafter  be  determined  by  the  Convention.

SATURDAY,  JUNE  22,  1901. 

The  Convention  assembled  at  12  o'clock  M.  Prayer  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  E.  C.  Gordon  of  the  Presbyterian  church. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Keezel  offered  the  following  resolution,  No.  18,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Taxation  and  Finance. 

Whereas  from  the  reports  of  Commissioners  of  the 
Revenue  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  it  is  apparent 
that  much  of  the  invisible  wealth  of  the  people  of  Virginia 
does  not  bear  its  fair  share  of  the  burdens  of  government, 
and, 
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Whereas  it  is  just  and  proper  that  all  species  of  wealth 
should  share  alike  these  burdens,  and, 

Whereas  under  present  conditions  the  lands  and  visible 
property  of  the  Commonwealth  bear  an  unjust  and  onerous 
proportion  of  these  burdens;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Taxation  and 
Finance  be  instructed  to  enquire  into  this  subject  and  re- 
port such  ordinance  or  ordinances  as  will  provide  a  better, 
more  just,  and  certain  system  of  reaching  this  class  of  prop- 
erty, and  of  subjecting  it  to  its  proper  share  of  the  burdens 
of  taxation. 

Mr.  PoLLABD  offered  the  following  resolution,  No.  19,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  Virginia,  in  Convention 
assembled,  That  the  Greneral  Assembly  shall  by  general  laws 
declare  what  uses  may  be  lawfully  made  of  money  or  other 
valuable  things  by,  or  on  behalf  of,  any  person,  to  promote 
his  nomination  as  a  candidate  for  public  office,  and  by  or  on 
behalf  of  a  candidate  to  promote  his  election,  and  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall  limit  the  amount  of  money  or  other 
valuable  things  which  may  be  thus  used.  The  use  or  the 
promise  of  money  or  other  valuable  things  to  promote  the 
nomination  for,  or  election  to,  public  office  of  any  person 
otherwise  than  is  expressly  authorized  by  law,  is  prohibited, 
and  the  person  by  whom  or  for  whose  benefit,  with  his  con- 
sent, connivance  or  procurement  the  same  is  so  used  or 
promised,  shall  forfeit  the  office  to  which  he  may  have  been 
thus  elected. 

No  corporation  shall  directly  or  indirectly  use  any  of  its 
money  or  property  for,  or  in  aid  of,  any  political  party  or 
organization,  or  for,  or  in  aid  of,  any  candidate  for  political 
office,  or  for  nomination  for  such  office,  or  in  any  manner 
use  any  of  its  money  or  property  for  any  political  purpose 
whatever,  or  for  the  reimbursement  or  indemnification  of  any 
person  for  moneys  or  property  so  used.  Every  domestic 
corporation  which  violates  this  section  shall  forfeit  its  char- 
ter, and  every  foreign  corporation  which  violates  this  sec- 
tion shall  forfeit  the  right  to  do  business  in  this  State. 

In  all  civil  actions  to  determine  the  forfeiture  provided 
in  this  and  the  last  preceding  sections,  and  in  all  criminal 
prosecutions  for  violations  of  laws  made  to  enforce  this  and 
the  last  preceding  sections,  no  person  shall  be  excused  from 
testifying  as  a  witness  on  the  ground  that  his  testimony  may 
tend  to  criminate  himself,  but  his  testimony  shall  not  be 
used  in  any  criminal  proceeding  against  him,  except  a  prose- 
cution for  perjury  committed  in  giving  such  testimony. 
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Mr.  BoAz  offered  the  following  resolution,  No.  20,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Taxation. 

Whereas  under  the  present  method  of  assessing  personal 
property,  it  is  a  well  known  fact,  that  the  greater  portion  of 
invisible  property,  such  as  money,  stocks,  bonds,  etc.,  now 
evades  assessment  and  escapes  payment  of  its  just  share  of 
taxes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Taxation 
be  instructed  to  carefully  consider  this  matter  with  a  view 
to  proposing  a  better  and  more  efficient  method  of  assess- 
ment of  personalty,  either  by  proposing  a  new  method,  or  if 
it  be  deemed  best,  to  retain  the  present  system  to  propose 
that  the  commissioners  of  the  revenue  be  ineligible  for 
re-election,  or  else  that  these  officers  shall  be  appointed  in 
some  proper  manner,  and  not  elected  by  the  people. 

Mr.  BoAZ  offered  the  following  resolution.  No.  21,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Taxation. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Taxation 
be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  proposing 
that  county  treasurers  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-election  to 
their  offices  for  the  term  next  ensuing  that  to  which  they 
have  been  elected,  of  making  it  obligatory  upon  said  officers 
to  give  as  sureties  upon  their  official  bonds  some  guarantee 
company.  And  also  to  propose  some  method  whereby  a 
proper  auditing  of  the  accounts  of  said  treasurers  may  be 
had  as  respects  the  county  and  schools'  moneys,  and  to 
suggest  more  stringent  safeguards  for  the  said  funds. 

Mr.  Meredith  offered  the  following  resolution,  No.  22,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Elective  Franchise,  &c. 

Resolved,  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  twen- 
ty-one years  old,  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  State 
twelve  months,  and  of  the  county,  city  or  town  in  which  he 
shall  offer  to  vote  three  months,  and  not  otherwise  disqual- 
ified, shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  any  election  held  under  the 
laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States ;  provided,  that 
the  following  persons  shall  be  excluded  from  voting : 

First.     Idiots  and  lunatics. 

Second.  Paupers,  who,  within  six  months  before  offer- 
ing to  vote,  were  the  inmates  of  any  poorhouse ;  and  per- 
sons who,  within  such  time,  were  the  inmates  of  any  char- 
itable institution  for  the  care  or  maintenance  of  the  poor. 

Third.  Persons  convicted  of  embezzlement  of  public 
funds,  treason,  felony,  petit  larceny,  or  bribery,  either  giv- 
ing or  receiving  a  bribe,  in  any  election,  or  of  violating  any 
provision  of  this  Constitution  as  to  elections,  or  any  em- 
ployer or  agent  of  any  employer,  or  any  public  officer  or 
agent,  convicted  of  threatening  to  discharge,  or  discharging, 
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any  employee  for  any  vote  cast  or  to  be  cast,  or  for  attempt- 
ing to  prevent  any  employee  from  getting  employment  for 
so  voting. 

Fourth.  No  person  who,  while  a  citizen  of  this  State, 
has  since  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  fought  a  duel 
with  a  deadly  weapon,  sent  or  accepted  a  challenge  to  fight 
a  duel  with  a  deadly  weapon,  either  within  or  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  this  State,  or  knowingly  conveyed  a  challenge, 
or  aided  or  assisted  in  any  manner  in  fighting  a  duel,  shall 
be  allowed  to  vote  or  hold  any  office  of  honor,  profit  or  trust 
under  this  Constitution. 

No  officer,  soldier,  seaman  or  marine  of  the  United  States 
army  or  navy  shall  be  considered  a  resident  of  this  State  by 
reason  of  being  stationed  therein.  Nor  shall  any  inmate  of 
a  soldiers'  home,  or  other  institution  of  a  similar  character, 
be  entitled  to  a  residence,  except  in  .the  county  or  city  in 
which  he  last  had  a  legal  residence  before  he  became  such 
inmate. 

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election,  unless 
he  shall  be  able  to  read  any  section  of  the  Constitution  of 
this  State,  or  unless  he  shall  have  honorably  served  in  the 
army  or  navy  of  the  Confederate  States  at  some  time  from 
April  17th,  1861,  to  May  1st,  1865,  or  unless  he  shall  have 
served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  time  of 
war,  and  been  honorably  discharged  from  such  service. 
Nor  shall  any  person  be  entitled  to  vote  unless  he  shall  have 
paid,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  February  of  the  year  in 
which  he  shall  offer  to  vote,  all  State  poll-taxes  charged  or 
assessed  against  him  by  this  Constitution,  or  after  it  shall 
go  into  effect. 

A  State  poll-tax  of  three  dollars  for  the  year  ending  the 
1st  day  of  December,  1902,  is  hereby  assessed  against  every 
male  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  residing  in  this  State ; 
and  the  same  amount  shall  be  annually  assessed  against 
every  male  resident  then  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 
Two-thirds  of  every  such  poll-tax  shall  be  used  for  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  the  State.  The  remaining  third  shall  be  used 
for  the  maintenance  or  assistance  of  needy  Confederate 
soldiers,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  prescribe ; 
provided,  however,  that  the  said  remaining  third  shall  not 
be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  but  shall  be  paid  to  the 
credit  of  the  local  authorities,  to  be  designated  by  law,  of 
the  county  or  city  in  which  they  are  collected,  and  to  be 
used  as  may  be  authorized  by  law ;  and  further,  that  if  at 
the  end  of  any  year  there  shall  remain  to  the  credit  of  any 
such  local  authorities  any  surplus  of  such  collections  after 
paying    the    expenses    incurred  or    obligations    assumed    for

that  year,  then  such  surplus  shall  be  turned  by  such  local 
authorities  into  the  State  Treasury,  to  be  put  to  the  credit  of 
such  county  or  city  and  invested,  and  interest  thereon  used 
as  provided  for  other  funds,  similarly  held  and  invested. 
The  Legislature  shall  make  no  other  appropriation  for  the 
maintenance  or  benefit  of  the  Confederate  soldiers,  except 
to  the  Soldiers'  Home  in  Henrico  county. 

Any  male  twenty-one  years  of  age,  not  assessed  for  such 
poll-tax,  shall  have  the  right  to  have  himself  so  assessed 
before  the  1st  day  of  February  of  each  year.  The  Legisla- 
ture shall  require  that  the  officer  in  any  city,  county  or 
town,  collecting  such  taxes,  shall  give  proper  information 
to  the  proper  election  officers,  before  the  election  had  next 
after  the  first  day  of  February  of  each  year,  of  those  -who 
have  paid  such  poll-taxes.  Any  person  oflFering  to  register 
as  a  voter  shall  produce  satisfactory  proof  to  the  proper 
election  officer  that  he  has  paid  all  such  taxes. 

The  Legislature  shall  have  the  power,  within  the  next 
five  years,  to  qualify  as  voters  the  sons  of  any  person  -who 
shall  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  Confederate 
States  or  of  the  United  States  from  1861  to  1865,  as  above 
stated,  upon  the  terms  and  requirements  upon  which  their 
fathers  are  herein  qualified  to  vote.  If  the  Legislature  shall 
so  qualify  such  sons  to  vote  it  shall  have  no  power  after- 
wards to  withdraw  such  qualification. 

All  elections  and  all  party  primaries  shall  be  by  viva 
voce  vote,  and  such  persons  as  are  entitled  to  vote  shall  be 
eligible  to  any  office  within  the  gift  of  the  people,  except  as 
restricted  in  this  Constitution. 

All  elections  of  State,  county  and  municipal  officers 
shall  be  had  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  November  of  years  fixed 
for  their  elections.  Party  nominations  shall  be  by  pri- 
maries, to  be  held  in  each  of  the  counties  and  cities  on  the 
same  day,  and  under  terms  and  requirements  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Legislature ;  such  date  to  be  not  less  than  sixty  days 
before  the  elections.  The  expenses  of  such  primaries  to  be 
borne  by  the  several  counties  and  cities,  respectively. 

Any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  having  given  or 
received  a  bribe  for  the  casting  of  any  vote  in  any  election 
shall  be  punishable  by  confinement  in  jail,  or  in  the  peni- 
tentiary, in  the  discretion  of  the  jury  not  exceeding  12 
months.  Any  person  who  shall  have  offered  said  bribe,  if 
he  shall  voluntarily  inform  the  proper  prosecuting  officer, 
before  the  receiver  of  such  bribe  shall  so  inform  said  officer 
and  before  the  institution  of  any  prosecution,  of  his  knowl- 
edge of  the  reception  of  such  bribe,  and  shall  truthfully 
t;e9tify  thereto    in  such   prosecution,   when   instituted,  shall

not  be  punishable  for  his  participation  therein.  Any  per- 
son who  shall  have  received  said  bribe,  if  he  shall  volun- 
tarily inform  the  proper  prosecuting  oflScer  before  the  giver 
of  such  bribe  shall  so  inform  such  oflScer  and  before  the  in- 
stitution of  any  prosecution,  of  his  knowledge  of  the  recep- 
tion of  such  bribe,  and  shall  truthfully  testify  thereto  in 
such  prosecution,  when  instituted,  shall  not  be  punishable 
for  his  participation  therein. 

Mr.  Mbbbdith  offered  the  following  resolution,  No.  23,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Resolved,  The  judicial  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Supreme  Court,  in  circuit  courts,  justices  of  the  peace, 
police  justices  for  cities,  and  such  other  courts  as  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  may  establish. 

The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  five  judges,  a  major- 
ity of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  present  judges  of 
said  court  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  terms  for  which 
they  were  elected  shall  expire.  They  shall  receive  the 
same  salaries^  or  compensation,  which  they  now  receive. 
In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  during  said  terms,  it  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Governor,  until  the  Legislature  shall  meet, 
at  which  time  the  vacancy  for  such  unexpired  term  shall 
be  filled  by  election  by  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature. 
Those  elected  for  a  new  term  under  this  Constitution  shall 
hold  office  for  a  term  of  fifteen  years ;  except  that  of  those 
elected  at  the  first  election  two  shall  hold  office  for  only  eight 
years.  Which  of  the  five  judges  shall  hold  for  the  full 
term,  and  which  for  eight  years,  shall  be  determined  by 
lot  between  them  as  soon  after  their  qualification  as  pos- 
sible. The  judges  so  drawing  the  short  terms  shall  be 
eligible  for  re-election  for  the  succeeding  term.  Any  judge 
of  such  court  may  be  removed  by  impeachment  by  the  Leg- 
islature for  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office,  or  by  a 
vote  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  for  mental  or  phy- 
sical inability  to  perform  their  duties.  Each  of  the  judges 
of  such  court  elected  under  this  Constitution  shall  receive 
a  salary  of  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  except  that 
the  one  which  shall  be  selected  by  them  to  reside  in  Rich- 
mond, if  any  one  shall  be  so  selected,  shall  receive  forty - 
five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  be  a  judge  of  such  court  un- 
less he  shall  be  a  practicing  lawyer  of  ten  years'  standing, 
and  forty  years  of  age  at  the  time  fixed  for  his  qualifica- 
tion ;  nor  shall  any  judge  of  such  court  be  eligible  for  re- 
election, except  as  above  provided. 

The  State  shall  be  divided  by  the  Legislature  in  the  next 
four  years  into  five  districts ;  and  one  of  the  judges  of  said 
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Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  from  each  district,  and  re- 
side therein ;  but  each  of  said  judges  shall  be  elected  by 
the  electors  of  the  State  at  large ;  and  at  any  election  the 
candidate  in  any  of  said  five  districts  receiving  the  largest 
number  of  votes  in  the  State  shall  be  declared  elected.  In 
the  case  of  a  tie  vote  between  any  two  candidates  in  any 
such  district  receiving  the  two  largest  number  of  votes, 
there  shall  be  an  election  of  one  of  them  by  the  two 
branches  of  the  Legislature.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said 
court  elected  under  this  Constitution  shall  be  filled  by  ap- 
pointment by  the  Governor  until  the  next  general  election, 
at  which  a  judge  shall  be  elected  to  fill  said  vacancy  for  the 
unexpired  term  from  the  district  in  which  the  same  occurred. 

It  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  except  in  cases 
of  habeas  corpus,  mandamus  and  prohibition.  It  shall  nol 
have  jurisdiction  in  civil  cases  where  the  matter  in  contro- 
versy, exclusive  of  costs,  is  less  in  value  or  amount  than 
two  hundred  dollars,  except  in  controversies  concerning 
the  title  or  boundaries  of  land,  the  probate  of  a  will,  the 
appointment  or  qualification  of  a  personal  representative, 
guardian,  committee  or  curator;  or  concerning  a  mill, 
roadway,  ferry  or  landing;  or  the  right  of  a  corporation  or 
of  a  county  to  levy  tolls  or  taxes,  and  except  in  cases  of 
habeas  corpus,  mandamus  and  prohibition,  or  the  consti- 
tutionality of  a  law :  provided,  that  the  assent  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  judges  elected  to  the  court  shall  be  required 
in  order  to  declare  any  law  null  and  void  by  reason  of  its 
repugnance  to  the  Federal  Constitution,  or  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State. 

Special  courts  of  appeal,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  five  judges,  may  be  formed  of  the  judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  and  of  the  circuit  courts, 
or  any  of  them,  to  try  any  cases  on  the  docket  of  said 
court,  in  respect  to  which  a  majority  of  the  judges  thereof 
may  be  so  situated  as  to  make  it  improper  for  them  to  sit 
on  the  hearing  of  the  same ;  and  also  to  try  any  cases  on 
the  said  docket  which  cannot  be  otherwise  disposed  of  with 
convenient  dispatch. 

When  a  judgment  or  decree  is  reversed  or  affirmed  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  the  reasons  therefor  shall 
be  stated  in  writing  and  preserved  with  the  records  of  the 
case. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  shall  hold  its  sessions  at 
two  or  more  places  in  the  State,  to  be  fixed  by  law. 

At  every  election  of  a  Governor  an  attorney-general  shall 
be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  this  Commonwealth. 
He   shall   be   commissioned  by  the   Governor,   perform    such 
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duties  and  receive  such  compensation  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law,  and  shall  be  removable  in  the  manner  prescribed 
for  the  removal  of  judges. 

CIRCUIT   COURTS. 

The  circuit  courts  shall  each  consist  of  one  judge,  and 
shall  have  such  civil,  or  civil  and  criminal,  jurisdiction  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law.  There  shall  be  annually  not 
less  than  four  terms  of  such  courts  in  each  county  and  city, 
to  be  fixed  by  law. 

The  State  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  divided  into  judi- 
cial circuits,  and  a  judge  for  each  circuit  shall  be  elected 
by  the  voters  thereof.  He  shall  reside  within  the  circuit. 
His  term  of  office  shall  be  eight  years.  No  one  shall  be 
eligible  to  such  office  unless  he  shall  have  practiced  law  in 
this  State  for  five  years  preceding  his  election,  and  be 
thirty  years  of  age  at  the  time  fixed  for  his  qualification ; 
nor  shall  he  be  eligible  for  more  than  two  successive  terms. 

Whenever  deemed  necessary  by  the  Legislature,  it  may 
allow  the  cities  of  the  Commonwealth  to  have  one  or  more 
circuit  judges,  to  be  designated  by  such  titles  as  the  Legis- 
lature may  designate. 

The  salaries  of  the  circuit  judges  shall  not  be  less  than 
$2,000;  provided,  that  a  judge  of  a  circuit  court  of  a  city 
alone  of  over  25,000  inhabitants  the  salary  shall  not  be  less 
$2,500 ;  a  judge  of  a  circuit  court  of  a  city  alone  of  over 
50,000  inhabitants  it  shall  not  be  less  than  $3,000,  and  in 
cities  of  over  100,000  inhabitants  it  shall  not  be  less  than 
$3,500.  The  salary  of  a  judge  of  a  circuit  court  of  a  city 
alone  may  be  supplemented  by  an  additional  amount  not 
to  exceed  $1,000  by  a  vote  of  the  city  council  of  such  city, 
whenever  such  city  council  shall  so  agree  to  contribute 
such  additional  salary,  unless  such  agreement  be  obtained 
by  such  judge  by  improper  means.  The  Legislature  may, 
if  it  shall  see  fit,  allow  a  reasonable  sum  for  traveling  ex- 
penses. 

There  shall  be  a  clerk  in  each  county  for  the  circuit 
court  thereof,  and  a  clerk  for  each  circuit  court  in  a  city. 
He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  judge  of  such  court.  He  must 
have  resided  in  said  county  or  city  at  least  twelve  months 
before  the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  continue  to  reside 
therein  during  his  term  of  office.  He  shall  hold  his  office  dur- 
ing the  term  of  the  judge  so  appointing  him,  unless  sooner  re- 
moved by  said  judge  for  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office, 
or  because  of  physical  or  mental  inability  to  perform  the 
duties  thereof.  His  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  all  fees  charged  by  law  for  his  services  shall  be 
collected  for  the  State,  as  directed  by  law. 
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Each  of  such  clerks,  except  those  of  the  courts  of  a  city, 
where  the  jurisdiction  of  the  judge  thereof  is  limited  to 
such  city,  shall  have  the  following  powers,  in  addition  to 
the  duties  which  may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  law :  To 
admit  to  probate  wills,  and  grant  qualification  to  all  per- 
sonal representatives  and  guardians :  provided,  that  there  be 
no  contest  over  said  will  or  the  appointment  of  such  fidu- 
ciary or  guardian;  in  which  event  such  proceeding  shall 
be  referred  to  the  circuit  judge  of  that  county  for  hearing 
and  decision  in  term  or  vacation,  as  he  may  determine. 
The  method  of  procedure  in  such  proceedings  by  such 
clerks  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature. 

JUSTICES   OP   THE    PEACE. 

The  magisterial  districts  shall  remain  as  now  formed  in 
each  county,  and  no  additional  districts  shall  be  made 
therefrom,  unless  such  new  districts  shall  contain  thirty 
square  miles ;  each  magisterial  district  shall  be  known  as 
magisterial  district  of county. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  circuit  judge  of  each 
county  three  justices  of  the  peace  from  each  magisterial 
district  thereof,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of 
two  years. 

Justices  of  the  peace  shall  have  jurisdiction  as  to  any 
claim  to  specific  property,  or  to  any  debt,  fine  or  other 
money  claim,  or  to  damages  for  the  breach  of  any  contract, 
or  for  any  injury  done  to  person,  or  to  property,  real  or 
personal,  which  would  be  recoverable  by  action  at  law  or 
suit  in  equity,  or  any  other  cause  of  action  hereafter  au- 
thorized by  the  Legislature,  if  the  amount  of  such  claim 
does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars ;  but  in  every  case 
where  the  amount  or  thing  in  controversy  exceeds  the  sum 
or  value  of  twenty  dollars,  or  in  any  other  proceeding  here- 
after specified  by  the  Legislature,  a  right  of  appeal  shall 
lie  for  the  party  to  said  controversy  to  the  circuit  court 
of  the  county,  if  taken  within  ten  days  after  such  judg- 
ment, and  upon  giving  bond  with  security  for  the  amount 
of  said  judgment  and  costs.  In  every  case  where  the  judg- 
ment is  not  immediately  settled  before  such  justice ,  he 
shall  at  onse  forward  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the 
county  a  written  statement  of  his  judgment,  which  shall 
be  recorded  by  said  clerk  in  a  book  for  judgments  of  jus- 
tices. Unless  said  clerk  shall  be  notified  within  ten  days 
of  the  intention  of  the  party  against  whom  the  judgment 
was  given  to  take  an  appeal,  and  shall  be  offered  a  bond, 
as  above  stated,  he  shall  issue  execution  or  other  proper 
writ  upon   said  judgment,  if  not  otherwise  settled.    If  such 
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appeal  shall  be  taken  and  such  bond  given,  then  the  said 
proceeding  shall  be  stayed,  and  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
circuit  court  of  the  county  and  docketed  for  the  next  term 
of  said  court,  and  notice  of  such  appeal  shall  be  imme- 
diately forwarded  to  the  party  in  whose  favor  said  judg- 
ment was  rendered,  or  to  his  counsel.  The  Legislature 
shall  pass  all  laws  necessary  to  carry  out  the  powers  herein 
given  to  such  justices,  or  such  other  powers  as  the  Legislature 
may  give  to  them,  not  inconsistent  with  the  above  stated  powers. 
The  Legislature  may  give  to  police  justices  in  cities  sim- 
ilar jurisdiction,  and  such  other  powers  as  it  may  give  to 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  such  powers  as  to  city  ordinances 
as  it  may  deem  proper.  Their  mode  of  procedure  shall  be  de- 
termined by  law. 

The  judge  of  the  circuit  court  in  each  county  shall  select 
and  designate  from  the  justices  of  such  counties  three  of 
such  justices,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  board  of  county 
accounts.  They  shall  be  selected  from  different  magis- 
terial districts.  The  said  board  shall  meet  monthly  at  the 
county  court  house  upon  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  law,  and  in 
the  performance  of  all  of  its  duties  shall  hold  open  sessions. 
The  members  of  said  board  shall  not  be  removed  during 
their  terms  of  office  as  justices,  except  upon  presentment 
and  conviction  before  the  circuit  court  of  the  county. 

No  monthly  session  shall  last  more  than  five  days,  unless 
the  Legislature  shall  give  said  board  criminal  jurisdiction ; 
which  it  may  give  as  to  felonies,  as  to  which  the  accused 
is  willing  to  plead  guilty ;  and  also  as  to  appeals  from  the 
judgment  of  a  justice  in  a  misdemeanor  case,  in  which  the 
accused  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  appeal,  elect  to  be  tried  by 
said  board ;  but  in  none  of  such  proceedings  shall  there  be 
any  jury  trial.  The  board  shall  have,  during  each  year, 
one  extra  session,  at  which  shall  be  presented  to  them  the 
assessment  of  taxes  made  by  the  board  of  supervisors. 
They  shall  examine  such  assessments,  and  if  they  believe 
that  any  one  or  more  persons  have  not  been  properly  taxed, 
they  shall  summon  such  person  to  appear  before  them  at 
their  next  monthly  meeting  to  be  heard  upon  that  ques- 
tion. They  shall  in  each  case  make  such  decision  as  shall 
be  right  and  just.  An  appeal  shall  lie  from  their  decision 
to  the  circuit  court  of  the  county,  if  taken  within  ten  days 
of  the  rendition  of  such  decision. 

In  any  year  in  which  there  shall  be  a  re-assessment  of 
lands  in  a  county  the  said  board  may  also  have  another 
special  session,  not  to  last  over  five  days,  at  which  shall  be 
presented  such  re-assessment  of  lands  by  the  officer  or 
officers    authorized     to    make     the    same.     They    shall     ex- 
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amine  such  re-assessmento,  and  if  they  believe  that  aaj 
one  or  more  parcels  of  land  haye  not  been  properly  assessed, 
they  shall  summon  the  owner  thereof,  the  fiduciary,  trustee, 
or  agent  in  charge  thereof,  to  appear  before  them  at  thar 
next  monthly  meeting  to  be  heard  upon  such  assessments. 
They  shall  in  each  case  make  such  decision  as  shall  be 
right  and  just.  An  appeal  shall  lie  from  their  decision  to 
the  circuit  court  of  the  county,  if  taken  within  ten  days  of 
the  rendition  of  such  decision. 

At  each  monthly  session  of  said  board  of  accounts  die 
board  of  supervisors  shall  exhibit  for  examination  their 
records  and  accounts,  and  all  contracts  made,  and  a  state- 
ment of  money  expended  during  the  preceding  month.  At 
such  meeting  the  county  school  board  shall  exhibit  tor 
examination  their  records  and  accounts,  and  all  contracts 
made,  and  a  statement  of  money  expended  during  the  pre- 
ceding month.  At  such  meeting  every  county  officer  au- 
thorized to  collect  State  or  local  taxes,  or  fines,  fees  or 
other  funds,  shall  exhibit  all  uncollected  tax  or  fee  bills,  or 
executions  for  fines  in  his  hands,  and  a  statement  of  all 
moneys  collected,  and  how  disposed  of.  In  all  such  mat- 
ters so  exhibited  to  it  the  board  may  call  for  such  proof 
and  papers  as  it  shall  see  fit,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  re- 
quire the  attendance  of  any  person  as  a  witness.  If  upon 
examination  it  shall  be  satisfied  that  either  of  such  boards, 
or  any  member  thereof,  or  any  such  collecting  officer, 
shall  have  been  guilty  of  any  malfeasance  or  misfeasance 
in  office,  or  any  neglect  of  official  duty,  it  shall  report  sucb 
act  or  failure  to  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county 
and  to  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  of  the  county,  who 
shall  take  such  steps  as  shall  be  proper  before  said  court 
for  the  removal  of  the  persons  so  guilty,  or  for  the  imposi- 
tion of  such  fine,  penalty  or  punishment,  or  both,  as  may 
be  imposed  by  law.  If  such  person  shall  be  so  found 
guilty  of  such  malfeasance  or  misfeasance,  or  neglect,  the 
judge  of  said  court  may  remove  such  person  from  office, 
if  he  shall  so  deem  proper.  The  Legislature  may,  if  it 
shall  see  fit,  provide  for  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court 
from  such  order  of  removal,  and  the  terms  thereof. 

Each  of  the  members  of  said  board  of  county  accounts 
shall  be  paid  by  the  county  in  which  they  serve  two  dollars 
a  day  for  each  day's  service  during  such  monthly  and 
special  sessions. 

The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  said  county  shall  be  the 
clerk  of  said  board  without  extra  compensation. 

Every  justice  of  the  peace  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  bail 
jn  any  misdemeanor  case,   as  authorijBed   by  law.     In  every 
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case  involving  a  felony  no  bail  shall  be  granted,  unless  by 
the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  having  jurisdiction  over  the 
same,  or  unless  by  three  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county 
in  which  the  crime  was  committed,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  board  of  county  accounts,  who  shall  preside 
at  the  hearing  of  the  motion  for  such  bail.  The  mode  of 
procedure  for  such  hearing,  and  the  duties  to  be  performed, 
and  the  extent  of  the  power  to  be  exercised,  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Legislature. 

There  shall  be  a  Commonwealth's  attorney  for  each  cir- 
cuit, who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  by  the 
electors  of  the  circuit.  He  shall  receive  no  other  compen- 
sation than  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  Legislature.  In  fix- 
ing the  salary  in  each  case  the  Legislature  shall  be  guided 
by  the  amount  of  work  expected  to  be  performed  by  such 
oflScer  in  the  respective  circuit.  After  a  salary  shall  have 
once  been  fixed  bv  the  Legislature  it  shall  not  be  increased 
without  the  written  recommendation  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  several  boards  of  county  accounts  in  that 
circuit,  or  in  the  case  of  a  circuit  composed  of  a  city,  only 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  judge  or  judges  of  the  cir- 
cuit court  or  courts  in  such  city.  He  shall,  without  extra 
compensation,  give,  when  requested,  written  advice  to  the 
board  of  supervisors,  the  county  and  district  school  boards, 
and  board  of  county  accounts,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

Mr.  Mbrbdith  oflFered  the  following  resolution.  No.  24,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Public  In- 
struction. 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  apply  the 
annual  interest  on  the  literary  fund,  two-thirds  of  the  State 
capitation  tax  provided  for  by  this  Constitution,  and  an  an- 
nual tax  upon  the    property  of  the   State  of   not*  less   than 

mill     ,  nor  more  than  mills,  for  the  establishment 

and  maintenance  of  primary  schools,  at  which  shall  be  taught 
such  rudiments  of  education  as  the  board  of  education  may 
determine,  subject  to  revision  and  change  by  the  legislature. 
Provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  the  distribution  of  the 
sums  so  annually  raised  among  the  several  counties  of  the 
State,  in    proportion    to    the    number  of    children    resident 

therein,  between  the  ages  of  and  years.      The 

sums  shall  be  so  distributed  as  to  furnish  separate  schools 
for  the  white  and  colored  children,  but  without  injustice  to 
either  class.  Provision  shall  be  made  to  supply  children 
attending  the  public  free  schools  with  necessary  text 
books,  in  cases  where  the  parent  or  guardian  is  unable,  by 
reaaon  of  poverty,  to  furnish  them. 
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2.  Each    city    may    through    its   council    raise    additional 

sums  by  a  tax  upon  property  not  to  exceed  mills  in  the 

dollar  in  any  one  year,  for  the  establishment  and  mainten- 
ance of  public  free  schools  of  such  grade  as  its  school  au- 
thorities may  from  time  .to  time  determine.  Each  town, 
county  or  public  school  district  may  annually  raise  addi- 
tional sums,  either  by  a  poll-tax,  or  by  a  tax  upon  property, 
or  by  both  methods  as  the  school  authorities  thereof  may 
from  time  to  time  determine,  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  public  schools  of  such  grade  as  its  respective 
school  authorities  may  from  time  to  time  determine :  pro- 
vided, that  no  such  poll-tax  shall  exceed  two  dollars  for  a 
county  levy,  nor  one  dollar  for  a  town  or  school  district  levy; 
nor  shall  any  county,  town  or  school  district  tax  exceed  a 
tax  of  five  mills  on  the  dollar  upon  the  property  of  the  per- 
son paying  the  same. 

3.  Whenever  the  school  authorities  of  any  county,  town 
or  school  district  shall  determine  to  raise  such  sums  entirely 
or  in  part  by  a  poll-tax,  they  are  hereby  authorized,  if  they 
shall  so  desire,  to  require  the  payment  of  such  poll-tax,  or 
of  such  poll-tax  and  tax  upon  property,  by  the  person  against 
whom  it  shall  be  assessed  before  his  children  or  wards  shall 
be  entitled  to  enter  any  school  established  or  maintained  by 
the  funds  raised  by  means  of  such  county,  town  or  school 
district  taxation :  provided,  that  such  decision  shall  be  en- 
forced against  all  such  persons  so  in  default. 

4.  Whenever  the  sums  so  raised  shall  not  be  sufficient  to 
establish  a  suitable  number  of  schools  of  a  higher  grade 
than  the  primary  schools  in  the  different  parts  of  such 
county,  town  or  school  district,  the  school  authorities  of  such 
county,  town  or  district,  shall  increase  the  number  of 
primary  schools  in  such  parts  as  shall  not  have  located 
therein  such  schools  of  a  higher  grade,  or  shall  enlarge  the 
capacity  of  the  primary  schools  then  therein. 

5.  Whenever  any  parent  or  guardian  in  such  county, 
town  or  school  district  shall  not  be  assessed  either  with  a 
tax  upon  property  or  with  a  poll-tax,  such  parent  or  guar- 
dian shall,  before  entering  his  children  or  wards  in  any  such 
school  established  or  maintained  by  such  county,  town  or 
school  district  taxation,  pay  three  dollars  for  any  such  child 
or  ward. 

Whenever  at  the  end  of  any  scholastic  year  there  shall 
remain  unexpended  in  any  city  or  county  any  part  of  the 
fund  derived  from  tne  State  levy,  the  same  shall  first  be 
used  to  pay  the  debts  created  during  that  year  for  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  such  city  or  county,  and  the  residue,  if  any, 
shall  be   returned  to.  the  State  Treasurer  in  a  manner  to  be

determined  by  law.  The  treasurer  shall,  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  board  of  education,  invest  the  same  in  the  name 
of  said  board  in  Virginia  State  bonds  to  be  kept  as  directed 
by  law.  The  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  used  annually 
as  a  part  of  the  State  public  school  funds.  And  whenever, 
at  the  end  of  any  scholastic  year,  there  shall  remain  unex- 
pended in  any  city  or  county,  any  part  of  the  funds  derived 
from  an  appropriation  or  levy  by  such  city  or  from  a  levy 
by  such  county,  the  same  shall  first  be  used  to  pay  the  debts 
created  during  that  year  for  the  public  schools  of  such  city 
or  county  respectively ;  and  the  residue,  if  any,  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  State  Treasurer,  as  may  be  directed  by  law. 
The  treasurer  shall,  as  above  stated,  invest  the  same  in  the 
name  of  such  city  or  county,  and  shall  keep  the  same  tts 
directed  by  law.  The  interest  on  such  bonds  shall  be  used 
annually  as  a  part  of  the  public  school  funds  raised  by 
such  city  or  county. 

Mr.  QuARLBS  offered  the  following  resolution,  No.  25,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Corporations. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Corporations  be  in- 
structed to  consider  the  propriety  of  reporting  favorably 
the  following  provisions : 

Ist.  That  all  railroad,  canal  and  other  transportation 
companies  are  declared  to  be  common  carriers,  and  subject 
to  legislative  control.  Any  association  or  corporation,  or- 
ganized for  the  purpose,  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall 
have  the  right  to  connect  at  the  State  line  with  railroads  of 
other  States.  Every  railroad  company  shall  have  the  right 
with  its  road  to  intersect,  connect  with,  or  cross  any  other 
railroad,  and  shall  receive  and  transport  each  the  other's 
passengers,  tonnage  and  cars,  without  delay  or  discrimina- 
tion. 

2nd.  That  no  railroad  or  other  transportation  company 
shall  grant  free  passes,  or  passes  or  tickets  at  a  discount,  to 
any  person  holding  any  oflBce  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  in 
this  State ;  and  the  acceptance  of  any  such  pass  or  ticket  by 
a  member  of  the  Legislature  or  any  public  oflBcer,  shall 
work  a  forfeiture  of  his  oflBce. 

3rd.  That  no  discrimination  in  charges  or  facilities  for 
transportation  shall  be  made  by  any  railroad  or  other  trans- 
portation company  between  places  or  persons,  or  in  the 
facilities  for  the  transportation  of  the  same  classes  of  freight 
or  passengers  within  the  State,  or  coming  from  or  going  to 
any  other  State.  Persons  and  property  transported  over 
any  railroad,  or  by  any  other  transportation  company  or  in- 
dividual, shall  be  delivered  at  any  station,  landing  or  port, 
at  charges  not  exceeding  the  charges   for  the  transportation 
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of  persons  and  property  of  the  same  class,  in  the  same 
direction,  to  any  more  distant  station,  port,  or  landing. 
Excursion  and  commutation  tickets  may  be  issued  at 
special  rates. 

Mr.  QuABLBS  offered  the  following  resolution.  No.  26,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Public  In* 
struction. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Education  be  in- 
structed to  consider  the  propriety  of  electing  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  County  Superintendents  of 
Public  Free  Schools,  and  Trustees  of  Public  Free  Schools, 
by  .a  vote  of  the  people. 

Mr.  QuARLBS  oflfered  the  following  resolution.  No.  27,  which 
wfts  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Executive  Department,  etc. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Executive  Depart- 
ment be  instructed  to  consider  the  propriety  of  electing  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  State  Treasurer,  and  Audi- 
tor of  Public  Accounts,  by  the  direct  vote  of  the  people. 

Mr.  Hatton  oflfered  the  following  resolution.  No.  28,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Delegates  of  the  people  of  Virginia, 
in  Convention  assembled.  That  the  judicial  oflKce  is  incom- 
patible with  all  other  public  oflSces,  and  no  judge,  during 
the  term  of  his  judicial  office,  shall  practice  the  profession 
of  law,  or  hold  any  other  public  oflSce,  appointment  or  trust 
civil,  military  or  political,  under  this  or  any  other  govern- 
ment, and  the  acceptance  thereof  shall  ipso  facto  vacate  his 
judicial  oflBce. 

Mr.  Hatton  oflfered  the  following  resolution,  No.  29,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Elective  Franchise. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  delegates  of  the  people  of  Virginia, 
in  Convention  assembled.  That  in  all  elections  to  office 
which  may  hereafter  take  place  in  the  Legislature,  or  in  any 
county,  town  or  municipal  body,  the  vote  shall  be  viva  voce^ 
and  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  such  body. 

Mr.  McIlwainb  oflfered  the  following  resolution,  No.  30, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Elective  Franchise. 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  purify  elections  and  to  protect 
and  promote  the  integrity  of  the  people  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  Constitution  now  to  be  formed  ought  to  contain 
the  following  or  such  like  provisions,  to-wit : 

1st.  All  elections  held  in  Virginia,  whether  State  or 
federal,  shall  be  by  viva  voce  vote. 

2nd.  When  a  citizen,  otherwise  qualified,  shall  apply  for 
registration  he  shall  present  his  application  in  writing,  done 
by  his  own  hand,  without  assistance,  in  the  presence  of  the 
registrar,  except    in  cases  of    physical   disability  adequately 
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proved,  when  he  may  be  assisted  by  the  registrar  but  by 
none  other,  and  every  such  citizen  shall  be  registered ;  pro- 
vided further,  that  no  citizen,  otherwise  qualified,  who  pre- 
sents to  the  registrar  a  tax  receipt  from  the  proper  oflBcer 
showing  that  his    taxes  for   the  preceding  year  on   property 

amounting  to  $ have  been  paid  shall  be  debarred 

from  registration  by  reason  of  his  inability  to  present  his 
application  in  writing. 

3rd.  When  a  registered  citizen  otherwise  qualified  shall 
appear  at  the  polls  to  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage,  he 
shall  present  to  the  judges  of  election  a  receipt  for  taxes  due 
by  him,  including  a  poll-tax  of  $3,  paid  at  least  six  months 
prior  to  the  date  of  election,  and  if  he  fail  to  do  so,  he  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

4th.  It  is  further  provided  and  agreed  that  no  citizen  of 
of  this  State  who  has  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  Vir- 
ginia or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  State  thereof,  and 
who  is  not  otherwise  disqualified  from  voting  shall  be  de- 
barred from  registration  and  suffrage  by  articles  two  and 
three  just  preceding. 

Mr.  Davis  offered  the  following  resolution.  No.  31,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Elective  Franchise. 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  to  be  drafted  by  this 
Convention  should,  and  ought  to  be,  submitted  for  ratifica- 
tion to  the  whole  people  of  this  State,  and  not  to  an  abridged 
electorate. 

Mr.  Davis  offered  the  following  resolution.  No.  32,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Taxation  and  Finance. 

Whereas  the  government  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica had  its  birth  and  origin  in  the  idea  and  principle  that  it 
was  wrong  to  be  taxed  to  support  a  government  without  the 
right  to  vote  under  that  government ;  and 

Whereas  our  forefathers  spilled  their  life-blood  upon 
the  battle-fields  of  Lexington,  Bunker  Hill,  Saratoga,  and 
Yorktown,  in  order  that  this  nation  might  have  its  birth  and 
live  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  taxation  of  any  of  the  people  of  Virginia 
without  allowing  them  the  right  to  vote,  is  no  less  tyranny 
now  than  it  was  when  Patrick  Henry  said  so  in  1776. 

Mr.  Summers  offered  the  following  resolution.  No.  33,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Taxation  and  Finance. 

Resolved,  That  a  poll-tax  of  fifty  cents  be  the  maximum 
tax  on  an  elector  owning  no  property,  and  that  the  poll-tax 
on  an  elector  owning  property  be  increased  from  fifty  cents, 
as  other  levies,  in  proportion  to  property,  real  and  personal, 
owned  by  said  elector. 
10 
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Mr.  SuMMBRS  oflfered  the  following  resolution,  No.  34,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Elective  Franchise. 

Remembering  the  sad  past,  our  loss  of  territory  by  un- 
just legislation  as  to  apportionment  of  representation,  and 
that  history  often  repeats  itself,  and  believing  in  manhood 
suffrage ; 

Resolved,  That  representation  should  be  apportioned  and 
proportioned  in  accordance  with  the  vote  cast. 

Mr.  Summers  offered  the  following  resolution.  No.  35,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Elective  Franchise. 

Whereas  Virginia  is  the  birth-place  of  Jeffersonian 
Democracy,  which  means  political  equality  of  all  men,  uni- 
versal freedom,  unrestricted  suffrage  and  the  sacred  preser- 
vation of  all  inherent  rights  and  reviewing  with  pride  the 
grand  advance  of  a  semi-civilized  people — to  civilization,  to 
religious  belief,  to  acquisition  of  property,  to  education, 
often  of  the  higher  order,  to  patriotism  on  the  battle  field, 
notwithstanding  the  debauched  teachings  of  their  now  op- 
pressors ;  therefore 

Resolved  First,  That  universal  manhood  suffrage,  as 
now  existing,  continue  as  to  all  electors,  now  permitted  to 
vote,  both  white  and  black,  and  the  new  voter,  after  the 
period  of  two  years,  be  required  to  read  intelligently  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  Bill  of  Rights,  The  Decalogue 
and  the  Lord's  prayer,  and  after  the  period  of  five  yeacs, 
every  new  voter  shall  own  in  his  own  right  $300.00  unen- 
cumbered, thus  giving  the  incentive  to  education  and  wealth, 
without  infringing  on  the  inherent  rights  of  the  present 
voter. 

Resolved  Second,  That  we  as  freemen,  rejoice  that  the 
14th  and  15th  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  exist  and  pray  their  continuance,  protection  and  en- 
forcement, and  we  would  bewail  the  repeal  of  either  as  a 
national  calamity,  the  beginning  of  a  despotism,  unbearable 
by  a  free  people. 

Resolved  Third,  That  the  requirement  of  payment  of  an 
excessive  poll-tax,  as  a  prerequisite  to  voting,  is  an  oppres- 
sion on  the  poor  white  man  and  negro,  destitute  of  every 
principle  of  right,  devoid  of  equity  and  good  conscience. 

Resolved  Fourth,  That  we  deplore  with  alarm  the  reso- 
lutions of  Virginians  to  rob  their  fellow  men  of  citizenship 
for  political  ends  only,  which,  if  accomplished,  mean  ill 
will  for  good  will,  hatred  for  love,  ignorance  for  learning, 
adultery  for  virtue,  serfdom  for  liberty,  poverty  for  plenty, 
disorganization  of  Virginia  labor,  the  emigration  to  other 
States  of  at  least  50,000  of  her  respectable  laborers,  leaving 
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to  Virginia  as  a  heritage  of  her  folly,  the  vicious  man  and 
vile  woman. 

Mr.  Stebbins  oflfered  the  following  resolution,  No.  36,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Organization  and  Govern- 
ment of  Cities  and  Towns. 

Whereas  there  is  great  diversity  in  the  powers  granted 
to  cities  and  towns  by  the  charters  under  which  they  are  ope- 
rating ; 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Cities  and  Towns  are 
directed  to  examine  into  the  desirability  of  providing  by 
general  laws  for  the  organization  and  classification  of  muni- 
cipal corporations,  wherein  the  powers  of  each  class  shall  be 
defined  so  that  no  such  corporation  shall  have  any  powers, 
or  be  subject  to  any  restrictions,  other  than  all  corporations 
of  the  same  class. 

Mr.  Stbbbins  offered  the  following  resolution.  No.  37,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Department,  etc. 

Whereas  the  acceptance  by  State  and  municipal  officers 
of  free  passes,  free  tickets,  and  reduced  rates  from  the  trans- 
portation companies  has  produced  unfavorable  comment ; 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  is  directed  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  providing  a  clause  in  the  Con- 
stitution as  follows : 

*'No  railroad,  steamboat,  or  other  common  carrier,  under 
heavy  penalty  to  be  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly,  shall 
give  a  free  pass  or  passes,  or  shall,  at  reduced  rates,  not 
common  to  the  public,  sell  tickets  for  transportation  to  any 
State,  district,  city,  town,  or  county*  officer,  or  member  of 
the  General  Assembly,  or  judge ;  and  any  State,  district, 
city,  town,  or  county  officer,  or  member  of  the  General 
Assembly,  or  judge,  who  shall  accept  or  use  a  free  pass  or 
passes,  or  shall  receive  or  use  tickets  or  transportation  at 
reduced  rates,  not  common  to  the  public,  shall  forfeit  his 
office. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  enact 
laws  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section." 

Mr.  Blair  offered  the  following  resolution.  No.  38,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  do  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  a  reduction  of  the  number  of  jurors 
from  twelve  to  eight,  and  the  abolition  of  the  unanimity 
rule,  especially  in  civil  cases. 

Mr.  Wise  offered  the  following  resolution,  No.  39,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee   on  Legislative  Department,  etc. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Legislative  De- 
partment be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  in- 
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corporating  into  the  Constitution  the  following  provision- 
to- wit. 

Wherever  a  general  law  grants  privileges  to  persons  who 
will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  same,  no  private 
relief  bill  shall  operate  to  relieve  any  particular  person  or 
persons  from  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  general 
law. 

Mr.  Waddill  oflfered  the  following  resolution,  No.  40,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Elective  Franchise. 

Resolved,  That  every  male  citizen  of  the  United  Stat^, 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of 
this  State  twelve  months,  and  of  the  county,  city,  or  town 
in  which  he  shall  offer  to  vote  three    months  preceding  any 

election,  and  who  shall  have  paid,  on  or  before  the 

day  of of  the  year  in  which  he   shall  offer  to  vote, 

all  poll-taxes  which  may  have  been  legally  assessed  against 
him  for  the  preceding  year,  the  amount  whereof  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  I ,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  and  all  oflScers  elected  by  the 
people :  provided,  that  the  prepayment  of  such  tax  shall  not 
be  required  of  any  person  who  has  attained  to  the  age  of 
sixty-one  years :  and  provided  further,  that  no  oflScer,  sol- 
dier, seaman,  or  marine  of  the  United  States  Army  or  Navy 
shall  be  considered  a  resident  of  this  State  by  reason  of  be- 
ing stationed  therein :  and  provided,  also,  that  the  following 
named  persons  shall  be  excluded  from  voting  : 

First.  Idiots  and  lunatics. 

Second.  Persons  convicted  of  bribery  in  any  election,  em- 
bezzlement of  public   funds,  treason,  felony,  or  petit  larceny. 

Third.  No  person,  who,  while  a  citizen  of  this  State,  has, 
since  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  fought  a  duel  with 
a  deadly  weapon,  either  within  or  beyond  the  boundaries  of 
this  State,  or  knowingly  conveyed  a  challenge,  or  aided  or 
assisted  in  any  manner  in  fighting  a  duel,  shall  be  allowed 
to  vote  or  hold  any  oflBce  of  honor,  profit,  or  trust  under  this 
Constitution. 

Mr.  Anderson,  from  Alleghany,  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion. No.  41,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tive Department. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  provision  be  inserted  in  the 
new  Constitution : 

* '  Whenever  a  general  law  grants  privileges  to  persons 
who  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  same,  no  pri- 
vate relief  bill  shall  operate  to  relieve  any  particular  person 
or  persons  from  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  gen- 
eral IftW.'' 
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Mr.  Pollard  offered  the  following  ordinance,  No.  42,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Department,  etc. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  Virginia,  in  Convention 
assembled.  That  no  law  passed  by  the  General  Assembly, 
except  the  general  appropriation  act,  shall  take  effect  until 
ninety  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  it 
is  enacted,  unless  in  case  of  an  emergency  (which  emer- 
gency must  be  expressed  in  the  preamble  of  the  act) ,  the 
General  Assembly  shall,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  elected  to  each  house  otherwise  direct,  and  the 
said  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  upon 
the  journal 

Mr.  Harrison,  from  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elec- 
tions, offered  the  following  resolution  and  asked  for  its  imme- 
diate consideration,  which  was  agreed  to.  The  question  recur- 
ring on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections 
be  granted  authority  to  print  the  record  in  the  contested  elec- 
tion case  of  Morgan  Treat  vs.  Roger  Gregory,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  the  committee  shall  deem  proper. 

Mr.  Flood  offered  the  following  resolution  and  asked  that  it 
lay  on  the  table  until  Tuesday  next. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Reporting  and  Printing  be 
requested  and  directed  not  to  enter  into  the  contracts  referred 
to  in  their  reports  made  to  the  Convention  upon  yesterday, 
until  further  consideration  by  this  Convention. 

Mr.  MooRB  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  on  the  re- 
quest of  Mr.  Green,  was  laid  on  the  table  until  next  Tuesday. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Convention  appoint  a 
standing  committee  of  eleven  members  to  consider  and  report 
what  special  measures  and  methods  can  be  adopted  to  effect  a 
reduction  of  the  expenses  of  government,  the  same  to  be  styled 
Committee  on  Reduction  of  Expenses. 

Mr!  O' Flaherty  offered  the  following  resolution  and  asked 
for  its  immediate  consideration,  which  was  refused. 

Resolved,  That  whereas  it  is  reported  that  the  Hon.  Wm. 
Jennings  Bryan  will  shortly  visit  Virginia,  the  President  of  the 
Convention  do  invite  Mr.  Bryan  to  attend  and  address  the  Con- 
vention at  such  time  as  he  may  designate. 

Mr.  Thom  moved  that  when  the  Convention  adjourn  to-day, 
it  adjourn  to  meet  again  next  Tuesday  at  12  o'clock,  which  was 
agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aybrs  gave  notice  that  on  Wednesday  next  he  would 
move  to  take  from  the  table  the  resolution  in  regard  to  members 
of  the  Convention  taking  the  oath  of  office  and  refer  it  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole  for  final  disposition  of  it. 

An  invitation  was  received  from  William  and  Mary  College, 
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requesting  the  attendance  of  the  Convention  to  their  commence- 
ment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thornton,  the  President  was  instructed 
to  make  a  suitable  reply,  expressing  the  thanks  of  the 
Convention. 

The  Convention  granted  leave  of  absence  to  the  following 
members  :  Mr.  Marshall  for  3  days  ;  Mr.  Brown  for  3  days ; 
Mr.  Parks  for  2  days  ;  Mr.  Blair  for  3  days  ;  Mr.  Bristow  in- 
definite leave. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Braxton  the  Convention  adjourned. 


TUESDAY,  JUNE  25,  1901. 

The  Convention  assembled  at  12  o'clock  M.  Prayer  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Geo.  B.  Strickler  of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary. 

The  journal  of  Saturday,  June  22nd,  was  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Blair  requested  that  his  leave  of  absence  be  withdrawn, 
which  was  agreed  to. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Convention  a  letter  from  the 
Librarian  of  Congress  requesting  that  the  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Convention  be  mailed  him  each  day  to  be  filed 
in  the  Library  of  Congress. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Anderson,  of  Rockbridge,  the  Secretary 
was  directed  to  comply  with  his  request. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Convention  a  communication 
from  B.  Bridforth,  secretary  of  joint  committee  of  the  Legal, 
Medical,  Pharmaceutical,  Dental  Associations,  enclosing  a  pro- 
posed Constitutional  provision,  prohibiting  private  relief  bills 
in  certain  cases.  Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative 
Department. 

He  laid  before  the  Convention  an  appeal  of  the  local  league 
of  the  National  Afro-American  Council  for  the  education  and 
enfranchisement  of  the  colored  people  in  the  State  of  Virginia. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Public  Instruc- 
tion. 

He  laid  before  the  Convention  a  petition  of  committee  of 
negro  citizens  of  Bedford  county  in  the  matter  of  the  division 
of  the  school  fund.  Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education 
and  Public  Instruction. 

He  la;d  before  the  Convention  a  memorial  of  certain  women 
of  Virginia  recommending  the  incorporation  of  industrial 
schools  in  the  educational  system  of  the  State.  Referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Education  and  Public  Instruction. 

He  laid  before  the  Convention  a  memorial  of  Kinchen  Fiers, 
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Anthony  Beale,  and  other  colored  citizens  of  Southampton 
county  upon  the  subject  of  common  school  education.  Referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Public  Instruction. 

He  laid  before  the  Convention  a  communication  from  James 
P.  Harrison,  Esq.,  a  member  of  the  State  Bar  Association, 
recommending  certain  changes  in  the  judiciary  of  the  State. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

He  laid  before  the  Convention  a  memorial  of  Layfayette 
Fitzhugh,  of  Culpeper  county,  upon  the  subject  of  suffrage,  etc. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Elective  Franchise. 

He  laid  before  the  Convention  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the 
colored  league  of  Accomac  county  against  the  disfranchisement 
of  colored  citizens.  Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Elective 
Franchise,  etc. 

Mr.  TuRNBULL  presented  a  resolution  in  relation  to  the  pub- 
lic school  system,  No.  42i,  which  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Education  and  Public  Instruction. 

Mr.  Smith  presented  an  ordinance  defining  and  prescribing 
qualifications  for  exercise  of  the  elective  franchise,  No.  43, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Elective  Franchise,  etc. 

Mr.  Braxton  presented  a  resolution  in  regard  to  the  criminal 
expenses  of  the  State,  No.  44,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com-

Mr.  HuBABD  presented  a  resolution  looking  to  the  enactment 
of  a  nine  hour  law  for  mechanics  and  laborers.  No.  72,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Department. 

Mr.  Chapman  presented  a  resolution  in  regard  to  the  criminal 
expenses,  No.  73,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary. 

The  resolution  proposed  by  Mr.  Moo  be  on  Saturday  was  taken 
up. 

Mr.  Andbbson,  of  Rockbridge,  moved  to  refer  it  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Bules,  which  was  rejected. 

The  resolution  was  then  agreed  to  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Convention  appoint  a 
standing  committee  of  eleven  members  to  consider  and  report 
what  special  measures  and  methods  can  be  adopted  to  effect  a 
reduction  of  the  expenses  of  government,  the  same  to  be  styled 
*' Committee  on  Reduction  of  Expenses." 

The  said  committee  shall  report  its  recommendations  to  the 
Convention  with  all  convenient  speed,  and  the  various  subjects 
therein  reported  on  shall,  upon  the  receipt  by  the  Convention 
of  said  report,  be  referred,  without  further  action  thereon  at  the 
time  by  the  Convention,  to  the  respective  standing  committee 
having  such  subjects  in  charge,  to  be  considered  in  connection 
with  their  several  duties  and  reports. 

Mr.  Glass  proposed  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  members  introducing  ordinances,  resolutions, 

etc. ,  for  reference  to  committees  be  required  to  give  the  subject 

of  said  ordinances,  resolutions,  etc.,  as  titles  to  be  written  on 

the  back  of  each  ordinance  or  resolution,  which  said  title  in 
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each  case  shall  be  printed  in  the  journal  as  descriptive  of  said 
ordinance  or  resolution ;  and  the  Secretary  is  hereby  directed 
not  to  print  in  the  journal  the  text  of  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions introduced  by  members  for  reference,  unless  specially  or- 
dered by  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Cameron  oflfered  the  following  resolution,  which  'was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be  requested 
to  furnish  for  the  use  of  this  Convention  a  report  showing  the 
amount  of  real  and  personal  property  exempted  from  taxation 
under  the  existing  laws  of  the  State  in  each  city,  town,  and 
county  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  classifying  the  exemptions 
as  to  religious,  educational,  charitable,  beneficiary  or  other  so- 
cieties ;  further 

Resolved,  That  said  information,  when  furnished  by  the  Au- 
ditor, shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Taxation  and 
Finance. 

Mr.  Watson  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Ilesolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  directed 
to  obtain  from  the  clerks  of  the  various  counties  and  cities  of 
the  Commonwealth  a  statement  of  the  rate  of  local  taxation — 
county,  city  and  district — for  public  school  purposes,  and  the 
gross  amount  of  revenue  thus  derived  for  the  last  fiscal  year  ; 
also  that  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  be  directed 
to  obtain  from  the  county  and  city  superintendents  of  public 
schools  a  statement  of  the  gross  amount  appropriated  during 
the  year  ending  July  31, 1900,  within  their  said  communities  for 
the  maintenance  of  white  and  colored  schools,  respectively,  and 
report  same  to  this  Convention. 

Mr.  0 'Flaherty  asked  unanimous  consent  to  withdraw  the 
resolution  proposed  by  him  on  Saturday  inviting  William  J. 
Bryan  to  address  the  Convention,  which  was  granted. 

Mr.  Lindsay  moved  that  the  Committee  on  Reporting  l>e 
requested  to  take  up  at  once  the  question  of  publishing  the 
stenographic  report  of  the  Convention  in  book  form,  which  was 
agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Grbbn  leave  of  absence  of  ten  days  was 
granted  Mr.  Withers. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Marshall  the  Convention  adjourned.

Section  152  of  the  Code  governs  the  present  contest,  so 
far  as  it  applies,  and  provides  as  follows : 

**Any  person  intending  to  contest  the  election  of  another 
as  a  senator  or  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly,  shall, 
within  ten  days  after  the  day  on  which  the  election  com- 
menced, give  to  the  other  notice  thereof  in  writing,  and  a 
list  of  the  votes  he  will  dispute,  with  his  objections  to 
each,  and  the  votes  improperly  rejected  for  which  he  will 
contend.  If  he  object  to  the  legality  of  the  election,  or 
eligibility  of  the  person  elected,  the  notice  shall  set  forth 
the  objection  ;  and  the  person  whose  election  is  contested 
shall,  within  five  days  after  receiving  such  notice,  deliver 
to  his  adversary  a  like  list  of  all  the  votes  which  he  will 
dispute,  with  his  objections,  and  the  votes  improperly  re- 
jected, which  he  will  claim,  and  the  notice  of  his  objec- 
tions, if  any  he  has,  to  the  eligibility  of  the  contested 
party.  Each  party  shall  append  to  the  list  of  votes  he  in- 
tends to  dispute  or  claim,  an  oath  to  the  following  efifect : 
*I  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  have  reason  to  believe  that 
the  persons,  whose  names  are  above  mentioned,  are  not 
legally  qualified  (or  are  qualified,  as  the  case  may  be)  to 

vote  in  the  county  of  ,  (or  corporation,  or 

district  of ).'  " 

The  statute  contemplates  three  grounds  upon  which  a  con- 
test may  be  made  :  First.  On  the  ground  that  persons  who 
were  disqualified  for  voting  cast  their  votes  for  the  contes- 
tee,  and  that  persons  who  were  qualified  voters,  and  at- 
tempted to  cast  their  votes  for  contestant,  were  improperly 
rejected  as  voters.  This  view  of  the  statute  is  supported 
by  the  oath  required  to  be  appended  ''to  the  list  of  votes 
he  intends  to  dispute  or  claim,'' which  is:  **I  do  swear 
that  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  persons,  whose  names 
are  above  mentioned,  are  not  legally  qualified  (or  are  quali- 
fied, as  the  case  may  be)  to  vote  in  the  county  of 

,  (or  corporation,  or  district  of  )'* ; 

and  by  the  further  fact  that  objections  to  the  votes  of  voters 
are  required  to  be  stated.  Second.  On  the  ground  of  ille- 
gality of  election.  This  embraces  all  fraudulent  acts  of 
the  election  oSicers,  affecting  the  conduct  of  the  election 
and  the  election  returns.  Third.  On  the  ground  that  the 
person  elected  is  ineligible.

the  President  and  Members  of  the  Convention  : 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Committee  on  Privi- 
leges and  Elections,  report  under  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee, submit  the  following : 

First.  There  are  the  returns  from  three  precincts  alone 
to  be  considered,  in  as  much  as  contestant  abandoned  his 
claims  as  to  the  Ashland  precinct,  and  in  the  judgment  of 
the  undersigned,  only  the  question  raised  as  to  the  West 
Point  precinct  by  contestee,  and  as  to  Cold  Harbor  and 
Beulahville,  contests  are  worthy  of  notice.  The  three  pre- 
cincts, therefore,  to  which  attention  is  directed  are  West 
Point,  Cold  Harbor,  and  Beulahville. 

I.    WEST   POINT. 

The  question  raised  as  to  West  Point  by  contestee  is 
that  the  commissioners  of  election  did  not  conform  to  sec- 
tions 133,  134,  and  136  of  the  code.  The  facts  are  these. 
On  May  25th,  two  days  after  the  election,  one  of  the  com- 
missioners was  present  at  the  clerk's  oflBce  as  required  by 
law.  In  accordance  with  the  statute,  he  appointed  two 
electors  in  order  to  make  the  board  consist  of  three.  These 
commissioners  canvassed  the  returns  from  the  county  of 
King  William  and  properly  certified  all  except  West  Point. 
Certain  irregularities  were  found  to  exist  at  West  Point  and 
they  summoned  the  judges  and  clerks  of  election  to  appear 
before  them  on  June  1st  to  make  the  proper  corrections. 
This  was  in  contravention  of  the  statute,  which  inhibited 
the  commissioners  from  appointing  any  day  exceeding  five 
days  from  the  date  of  the  election.  On  June  1st  only  two 
commissioners  met,  and  these  two  undertook  to  determine 
and  certify  who  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at 
West  Point.  The  point  of  law  insisted  upon  is  that  the  day 
appointed  was  not  lawful  because  it  was  not  within  five  days 
after  the  election,  and  that  while  two  commissioners  might 
sign  and  certify  the  result,  yet  the  result  could  only  be  de- 
termined by  a  board  consisting  of  three.     If  this  precinct  is 
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23  thrown  out,  Mr.  Gregory  is  elected.     Pages  237-240  of  th 

24  record  shows  how  this  question  arises. 

II.   GOLD   HARBOR. 

An  inspection  of  the  ballots  at  this  precinct  showed

the  Constitutional  Convention  : 

The  facts  and  issues  in  this  case  have  been  already  set 
out  in  the  report  of  W.  F.  Dunaway  and  J.  M.  Quarles. 
It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  do  more  than  state  upon  what 
propositions  I  disagree  with  them. 

First.  As  to  Beulahville  precinct.  King  William  county. 
The  official  returns  gave  Gregory  88,  Treat  38.  Seventy-two 
witnesses  were  examined  on  behalf  of  the  contestant,  and  testi- 
fied that  they  voted  for  Treat  or  asked  the  judge  of  election  to 
mark  their  ballots  for  him.  Of  this  number,  the  names  of 
only  69  were  furnished  in  the  notice  of  contest.  The  names  of 
Charles  Temple,  William  Cecil,  and  W.  J.  Allen,  witnesses 
who  testified  that  they  voted  for  Treat,  did  not  appear  in 
said  notice,  nor  was  any  notice  given  that  their  votes  would 
be  claimed  for  the  contestant.  Cecil  and  Allen  were  put 
upon  the  stand  only  two  days  before  the  expiration  of  the 
time  allowed  by  law  for  the  taking  of  depositions.  Their 
testimony  was  objected  to  by  counsel  for  the  contestee,  on 
the  ground  that  no  notice  was  given  that  their  votes  would 
be  claimed.  While  I  agree  with  Messrs.  Dunaway  and 
Quarles  that  the  statute  does  not  require  the  contestant  in 
this  case  to  give  in  his  notice  of  contest  the  names  of  the 
electors  whose  votes  he  claims ;  yet  I  believe  that  justice 
demands  that  when  a  party  proposes  to  prove  by  a  voter 
that  his  ballot  was  fraudulently  mismarked  by  a  judge  of 
election  in  an  election  booth,  with  no  one  present  but  the 
voter  and  the  judge,  that  such  testimony  "Should  be  taken 
only  when  the  contestee  is  given  ample  opportunity  to  in- 
vestigate the  character  of  the  voter  and  to  introduce,  if  he 
can,  evidence  tending  to  discredit  or  contradict  him.  In  this 
case,  as  to  Cecil  and  Allen,  no  such  opportunity  was  given. 
The  contestee  was,  as  to  the  witnesses  named,  taken  by  sur- 
prise and  objected  to  their  testimony,  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  undersigned,  should  be  rejected.  The  case  of  Temple, 
the  other  voter  who  was  not  named  in  the  notice  of  contest.

fare  of  the  State. 
J  is  manifest  that,  for  the  purposes  of  these  tests,  some  defl- 

standard  of  the  requirements  must  be  established.  This 
idard  must  be  real  and  substantial,  but  it  must  not  be  so 
li  as  to  be  unreasonably  stringent  or  exclusive. 
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In  practically  applying  these  principles  tc 
tions  in  Virginia,  the  committee  has  deerae( 
divide  those  residents  of  the  State  who  sho 
lege  of  suffrage  into  the  following  classes, 
within  any  one  of  which  can  vote  : 

First.  Those  persons  who  have  performe 
deserving  public  service.

approved,  will,  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  be  a 
MJroughly  efficient  remedy  for  the  evil  now  existing  in  the 
iffrage  of  Virginia  and  afflicting  its  people. 
In  framing  the  article  suggested,  the  committee  has  been 
ispired  by  the  purpose  to  elevate  and  purify  the  elective 
anchise,  to  strengthen  the  State,  and  to  invest  with  value  and 
ignity,  the  citizenship  of  this  republic  so  far  as  resident  in 
irginia. 

With  this  brief  explanation,  it  submits  its  work  to  the  dis- 
issionate  and  intelligent  consideration  of  this  Convention.

We  would  respectfully  report  that  we  cannot  go  further  into 
these  provisions  of  the  Constitution ,  and  the  laws  passed  in 
pursuance  thereof,  for  the  reason  that  nearly  every  city  ami 
town  in  the  State  have  charters  totally  or  greatly  dissimilar, 
and  it  is  practically  impossible  for  the  committee,  in  the  time 
at  its  disposal,  to  examine  and  report  upon  these  separate 
charters.

8.  Remitting,  releasing,  postponing,  or  diminishing  any 
obligation  or  liability  of  any  person,  corporation,  or  associatioQ 
to  this  State  or  to  any  political  subdivision  thereof.

Resolution  No.  74,  of  which  Mr.  W.  F.  Dunaway  is  the  patron, 
ras  referred  to  the  committee,  and  is  in  the  following  words : 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  Virginia  in  Convention  as- 
3mbled,  That  neither  the  General  Assembly  nor  the  authorities 
f  any  city,  town,  county,  district,  or  other  public  corporation 
ball  appropriate  any  money  or  other  personal  property,  or 
rant  any  real  estate  to  any  church  or  sectarian  society,  or  help 
)  maintain  or  support  any  society,  association,  or  institution 
whatever,  which  is  entirely  or  partly,  directly  or  indirectly, 
ontrolled  by  any  church  or  sectarian  society,  or  appoint  any 
erson  to  perform  religious  services,  or  make  any  appropriation 
)r  the  payment  thereof.  And  afterwards  the  same  patron 
itroduced  in  the  Convention  Resolution  No.  132,  which  was 
Iso  referred  to  said  committee,  and  is  in  the  following  words  : 

*' Resolved,  That  no  appropriation  of  public  funds  shall  be 
lade  to  any  charitable,  industrial,  or  educational  institution 
^hich  is  not  owned  and  controlled  by  the  State."  And  when 
le  said  committee  took  up  said  resolution  for  consideration  a 
lember  of  said  committee  moved  as  a  substitute  for  both  of 
iid  resolutions  the  following  : 

**No  appropriation  of  public  funds,  or  personal  property,  or 
jal  estate  shall  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly,  or  by  the 
athorities  of  any  city,  town,  county,  district,  or  other  munici- 
al  corporation  to  any  church  or  sectarian  society,  association, 
r  institution  of  any  kind  whatever,  which  is  entirely  or  partly, 
Lrectly  or  indirectly,  controlled  by  any  church  or  sectarian 
>ciety,  or  make  any  appropriation  for  paying  for  any  religious 
srvices  ;  nor  shall  any  like  appropriation  be  made  to  any  char- 
able,  industrial,  or  educational  institution  which  is  not  owned 
•  controlled  by  the  State,  or  by  such  city,  town,  county,  dis- 
ict,  or  other  municipal  corporation,"  and  asked  that  said 
xbstitute  be  adopted  and  reported  by  the  committee  as  a  pr 
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of  the  Constitution.  But  the  majority  of  the  committee  refused 
to  adopt  said  substitute,  and  also  refused  to  adopt  either  of  the 
resolutions  of  Mr.  Dunaway. 

Therefore,  we,  the  undersigned,  members  of  said  committee, 
being  impressed  with  the  fact,  and  deeming  it  of  the  uttermost 
importance  that  church  and  State  shall  be  kept  entirely  separate 
and  distinct,  and  that  no  appropriation  shall  be  made  of  taxes 
collected  from  the  people  in  any  form,  to  sectarian  societies  or 
institutions  of  any  kind,  nor  to  charitable,  industrial,  or  educa- 
tional institutions,  except  such  as  are  owned  or  controlled  by 
the  State,  or  by  the  municipality  making  the  appropriation, 
respectfully  dissent  from  the  views  of  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  recommend  that  the  substitute  above  referred  to  be 
adopted  by  the  Convention  as  one  of  the  clauses  of  the  Cousti- 
tution.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Convention  : 

Your  committee,  in  part  performance  of  its  duties,  respect- 
fully reports  the  following  Preamble,  Bill  of  Rights,  and  two 
other  sections  for  insertion  in  the  Constitution,  and  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  same. 

The  committee  has  adopted  as  a  basis  the  Bill  of  Rights  de- 
clared by  the  Convention  of  1776,  with  only  such  alterations 
and  additions  as  seem  required  by  the  changed  conditions  and 
circumstances  of  the  State  and  its  people.  It  is,  however, 
deemed  expedient  and  likely  to  prove  of  advantage  and  con- 
venience to  the  members  of  the  Convention  in  considering  the 
report,  to  point  out  the  material  changes  and  additions  sug- 
gested by  the  committee,  without  any  extended  statement  of 
the  reasons  therefor. 

The  caption  and  sections  one,  two,  three,  four,  seven,  nine, 
ten,  twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen,  fifteen,  and  sixteen,  constitu- 
ting twelve  of  the  sixteen  sections  of  the  Bill  of  Rights  of  1776, 
remain  wholly  without  change  and  identical  with  the  original, 
with  the  exception  of  the  insertion  of  the  word  *' inalienable '' 
in  the  place  of  ''unalienable''  in  section  three.  Section  five 
has  been  changed  by  the  addition  of  the  word  '*  judicial  "  to 
the  enumeration  of  the  governmental  powers  which  should  be 
kept  separate  and  distinct,  and  the  omission  of  the  words  '*  fre- 
quent, certain  and"  in  the  description  of  elections.  In  section 
six  the  words  **  or  damaged  in"  have  been  inserted  between 
the  words  ''deprived  of"  and  ''their  property."  Section 
eight  has  been  modified  by  inserting  a  provision  that  no  per- 
son shall  be  prrt  twice  in  jeopardy  for  the  same  ofience,  and  the 
addition  of  a  provision  for  facilitating  the  trials  of  criminal 
cases,  while  preserving  inviolate  the  trial  by  jury  in  all  cases 
-where  the  accused  may  desire  it.  Section  eleven  authorizes  the 
General  Assembly  to  prescribe  any  number  less  than  twelve, 
but  not  less  than  seven,  to  constitute  a  jury  for  the  trial  of  civil 
cases. 

To  the  Bill  of  Rights  of  1776,  the  committee  has  added  two 
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other  sections,  seventeen  and  eighteen,  which  seem  to  it  un- 
objectionable and  necessary  to  present  conditions. 

The  committee  has  moreover  adopted  as  the  second  section  of 
the  Constitution,  the  second  section  of  the  sixth  article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  with  such  slight  modifica- 
tion as  is  necessary  to  conform  it  to  its  new  position. 

The  committee  has,  after  much  discussion,  decided  to  omit 
the  long  historical  recitals  of  all  the  preambles  to  former  Con- 
stitutions, and  has  suggested  a  preamble  which  seemed  prefer- 
able, in  that  it  omits  all  reference  to  the  anomalous  proc^dings 
under  which  several  of  the  Constitutions  were  put  upon  the 
people  of  Virginia  during  and  after  the  war  between  the  States. 
and  makes  none  to  any  legislative  powers  over  the  present  or 
any  other  Convention. 

The  concluding  clause  of  this  preamble  has  been  adopted  in 
conformity  with  like  clauses  in  the  vast  majority  of  the  Con- 
stitutions of  the  other  States,  and  does  not,  nor  is  it  intended 
to,  forestall  or  preclude  any  action  which  may  be  deemed  wise 
and  proper  by  the  Convention  in  its  submission.

CONSTITUTION. 

Whereas  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  Gteneral  Assembly  of  Vir- 
ginia, approved  March  the  fifth,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nine- 
teen hundred,  the  question,  ^'  Shall  there  be  a  Convention  to 
revise  the  Constitution  and  amend  the  same?"  was  submitted 
to  the  electors  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  qualified  to  vote  for 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  an  election  held  through 
out  the  State  on  the  fourth  Thursday  in  May,  in  the  year  nba 
teen  hundred,  at  which  election  a  majority  of  the  electors 
qualified  voting  at- said  election  did  decide  in  favor  of  a  ConveH 
tion  for  such  purpose  ;  and 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  at  its  next  session  did  proTid 
by  law  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  such  Convention,  in  pui 
suance  whereof  the  members  of  this  Convention  were  elected  b; 
the  good  people  of  Virginia,  to  meet  in  Convention  for  sucl 
purpose. 

We,  therefore,  the  delegates  of  the  good  people  of  Virginia 
so  elected  and  in  Convention  assembled,  do  ordain  and  declan 
the  future  form  of  government  of  Virginia  to  be  as  foUoweth: 
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ARTICLE  I. 

BILL   OF   RIGHTS. 

A  declaration  of  Rights,  made  by  the  representatives  of  the  good 
people  of  Virginia y  assembled  in  full  and  free  Convention,  which 
rights  do  pertain  to  them  and  their  posterity,  as  the  basis  and 
foundation  of  government. 

1.  That  all  men  are  by  nature  equally  free  and  independent, 
and  have  certain  inherent  rights,  of  wnich,  when  they  enter 
into  a  state  of  society,  they  cannot,  by  any  compact,  deprive 
or  divest  their  posterity ;  namely,  the  enjoyment  of  life  and 
liberty,  with  the  means  of  acquiring  and  possessing  property, 
and  pursuing  and  obtaining  happiness  and  safety. 

2.  That  all  power  is  vested  in,  and  consequently  derived  from, 
the  people ;  that  magistrates  are  their  trustees  and  servants, 
and  at  all  times  amenable  to  them. 

3.  That  government  is,  or  ought  to  be,  instituted  for  the  com- 
mon benefit,  protection  and  security,  of  the  people,  nation  or 
community  :  of  all  the  various  modes  and  forms  of  government, 
that  is  best,  which  is  capable  of  producing  the  greatest  degree 
of  happiness  and  safety,  and  is  most  effectually  secured  against 
the  danger  of  maladmistration ;  and  that,  when  any  govern- 
ment shall  be  found  inadequate  or  contrary  to  these  purposes, 
a  majority  of  the  community  hath  an  indubitable,  inalienable, 
and  indefeasible  right  to  reform,  alter  or  abolish  it,  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  judged  most  conducive  to  the  public  weal. 

4.  That  no  man,  or  set  of  men,  are  entitled  to  exclusive  or 
separate  emoluments  or  privileges  from  the  community,  but  in 
consideration  of  public  services,  which,  not  being  descendible, 
neither  ought  the  offices  of  magistrate,  legislator  or  judge  to  be 
hereditary. 

5.  That  the  legislative,  executive  and  judicial  powers  of  the 
State  should  be  separate  and  distinct ;  and  that  the  members 
thereof  may  be  restrained  from  oppression,  by  feeling  and  par- 
ticipating the  burthens  of  the  people,  they  should,  at  fixed 
periods,  be  reduced  to  a  private  station,  return  into  that  body 
frona  which  they  were  originally  taken,  and  the  vacancies  be 
supplied  by  regular  elections,  in  which  all  or  any  part  of  the 
former  members  shall  be  again  eligible,  or  ineligible,  as  the 
la^w^  may  direct. 

6.  That  all  elections  ought  to  be  free,  and  that  all  men,  hav- 
ing sufficient  evidence  of  permanent  common  interests  with, 
and  attachment  to,  the  community,  have  the  right  of  suffrage, 
and  cannot  be  taxed,  or  deprived  of,  or  damaged  in,  their  pro- 
perty, for  public  uses,  without  their  own  consent,  or  that  of 
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their  representatives  so  elected,  nor  bound  by  any 
they  have  not,  in  like  manner,  assented,  for  the  j 

7.  That  all  power  of  suspending  laws,  or  the 
laws,  by  any  authority,  without  consent  of  the  r 
of  the  people,  is  injurious  to  their  rights,  and  oi 
exercised. 

8.  That,  in  all  capital  or  criminal  prosecution 
a  right  to  demand  the  cause  and  nature  of  his  ace 
confronted  with  the  accusers  and  witnesses,  to  ca 
in  his  favor,  and  to  a  speedy  trial  by  an  impart 
vicinage,  without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  ca 
guilty ;  nor  shall  any  person  be  twice  put  in  je< 
same  offence ;  nor  can  he  be  compelled  to  give  evi 
himself ;  that  no  man  be  deprived  of  his  liberty, 
law  of  the  land,  or  the  judgment  of  his  peers.  Bi 
of  guilty  by  the  accused,  or  with  his  consent  entc 
the  court  may  hear  and  determine  any  criminal 
the  intervention  of  a  jury ;  and  the  General  Ass* 
law  provide  for  the  trial,  by  justices  of  the  pet 
jury,  of  a  man  accused  of  any  criminal  offence  n 
by  death  or  confinement  in  the  penitentiary,  bu 
cases  the  General  Assembly  shall  preserve  the  ri 
cused  to  an  appeal  and  trial  by  jury  in  the  appoll 

9.  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required 
fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishment 

10.  That  general  warrants,  whereby  an  officer 
may  be  commanded  to  search  suspected  places  wi 
of  a  fact  committed,  or  to  seize  any  person  o 
named,  or  whose  offence  is  not  particularly  desc: 
ported  by  evidence  are  grievous  and  oppressive 
to  be  granted. 

11.  That  in  controversies  respecting  property 
between  man  and  man,  atrial  by  jury  is  preferabl 
and  ought  to  be  held  sacred  ;  but  the  General  A 
by  law,  prescribe  any  number  less  than  twelve, 
than  seven,  to  constitute  a  jury. 

12.  That  the  freedom  of  the  press  is  one  of  1 
warks  of  liberty,  and  can  never  be  restrained  b 
governments. 

13.  That  a  well  regulated  militia,  composed  ( 
the  people,  trained  to  arms,  is  the  proper,  naturj 
fence  of  a  free  State;  that  standing  armies,  in  i 
should  be  avoided  as  dangerous  to  liberty  ;  and  tl 
the  military  should  be  under  strict  subordinatio 
erned  by,  the  civil  power. 

14.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  uniform 
and,  therefore,   that   no   government  separate  £ 
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pendent  of,  the  government  of  Virginia  ought  to  be  erected  or 
established  within  the  limits  thereof. 

15.  That  no  free  government,  or  the  blessing  of  liberty,  can 
be  preserved  to  any  people,  but  by  a  firm  adherence  to  justice, 
moderation,  frugality  and  virtue,  and  by  frequent  recurrence 
to  fundamental  principles. 

16.  That  religion,  or  the  duty  which  we  owe  to  our  Creator, 
and  the  manner  of  discharging  it,  can  be  directed  only  by  rea- 
son and  conviction,  not  by  force  or  violence ;  and,  therefore,  all 
men  are  equally  entitled  to  the  free  exercise  of  religion,  ac- 
cording to  the  dictates  of  conscience  ;  and  that  it  is  the  mutual 
duty  of  all  to  practice  Christian  forbearance,  love  and  charity 
towards  each  other. 

17.  That  neither  slavery  or  involuntary  servitude,  except  as 
lawful  imprisonment  may  constitute  such,  shall  exist  within 
this  State. 

18.  The  rights  enumerated  in  this  bill  of  rights  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  other  rights  of  the  people  not  therein  ex- 
pressed. 

ARTICLE  II. 

SUPREMACY  OP  THE   UNITED   STATES  CONSTITUTION. 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  laws  made  in 
pursuance  thereof,  and  all  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be 
made,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  the 
supreme  law  of  the  land. 

ARTICLE  III. 

DIVISION   OP   POWERS. 

The  legislative,  executive,  and  judiciary  departments  shall  be 
separate  and  distinct,  so  that  neither  exercise  the  powers  prop- 
erly belonging  to  either  of  the  others  ;  nor  shall  any  person  ex- 
ercise the  power  of  more  than  one  of  them  at  the  same  time, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided.

To  the  Honorable  Ptesi^ent  and  Members  of  the  Convention : 

Being  unable  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Preamble  and  Bill  of  Rights  because  of  the  amendments  of  the 
latter  made  by  the  majority,  and  because  of  the  elimination 
from  the  former  of  the  customary  recitals,  uniformly  heretofore 
containad  in  the  preambles  adopted  by  all  the  Constitutional 
Conventions  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  undersigned  beg  re- 
spectfully to  submit  a  minority  report,  and  to  recommend  the 
adoption  by  the  Convention  of  the  Preamble  and  Bill  of  Rights 
appended  hereto  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to-wit : 

PREAMBLE. 

Whereas  the  representatives  of  the  good  people  of  Virginia, 
in  Convention  assembled,  on  the  12th  day  of  June,  1776,  did 
adopt  a  declaration  of  rights  in  the  following  words  : 

A  Declaration  of  Rights  made  by  the  representatives  of  the 
good  people  of  Virginia,  assembled  in  full  and  free  Convention, 
which  rights  do  pertain  to  them  and  their  posterity  as  the  basis 
and  foundation  of  government. 

1 .  That  all  men  are  by  nature  equally  free  and  independent, 
and  have  certain  inherent  rights,  of  which,  when  they  enter 
into  a  state  of  society,  they  cannot  by  compact  deprive  or 
divest  their  posterity,  namely,  the  enjoyment  of  life  and  liberty, 
with  the  means  of  acquiring  and  possessing  property,  and  pur- 
suing and  obtaining  happiness  and  safety. 

2.  That  all  power  is  vested  in,  and  consequently  derived 
from ,  the  people ;  that  magistrates  are  their  trustees  and  ser- 
vants, and  at  all  times  amenable  to  them. 

3.  That  government  is,  or  ought  to  be,  instituted  for  the  com- 
mon benefit,  protection  and  security  of  the  people,  nation  or 
community  ;  of  all  the  various  modes  and  forms  of  government, 
that  is  best  which  is  capable  of  producing  the  greatest  degree 
of  happiness  and  safety,  and  is  most  effectually  secured  against 
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the  danger  of  maladministration ;  and  that,  when  any  govern- 
ment shall  be  found  inadequate  or  contrary  to  these  purposes, 
a  majority  of  the  community  hath  an  indubitable,  inalienable, 
and  indefeasible  right  to  reform,  alter,  or  abolish  it,  insach 
manner  as  shall  be  judged  most  conducive  to  the  public  weal. 

4.  That  no  man,  or  set  of  men,  are  entitled  to  exdusiye  or 
separate  emoluments  or  privileges  from  the  community,  but  in 
consideration  of  public  services,  which  not  being  descendible, 
neither  ought  the  offices  of  magistrate,  legislator,  or  judge  to 
be  hereditary. 

5.  That  the  legislative  and  executive  powers  of  the  State 
should  be  separate  and  distinct  from  the  judiciary,  and  that  the 
members  of  the  two  first  may  be  restrained  from  oppression  bj 
feeling  and  participating  the  burdens  of  the  people,  they  should, 
at  fixed  periods,  be  reduced  to  private  station,  return  into  that 
body  from  which  they  were  originally  taken,  and  the  vacancies 
to  be  supplied  by  frequent,  certain,  and  regular  elections,  in 
which  all,  or  any  part  of  the  former  members,  to  be  eligible,  or 
ineligible,  as  the  laws  shall  direct. 

6.  That  elections  of  members  to  serve  as  representatives  of 
the  people  in  assembly,  ought  to  be  free,  and  that  all  men 
having  sufficient  evidence  of  permanent  common  interest  with, 
and  attachment  to,  the  community,  have  the  right  of  sufi&age, 
and  cannot  be  taxed  or  deprived  of  their  property  for  pubhc 
uses  without  their  own  consent,  or  that  of  their  representative 
so  elected,  nor  bound  by  any  law  to  which  they  have  not  in 
like  manner  assented,  for  the  public  good. 

7.  That  all  power  of  suspending  laws  or  the  execution  of 
laws  by  any  authority,  without  consent  of  representatives  of 
the  people,  is  injurious  to  their  rights  and  ougbt  not  to  be 
exercised. 

8.  That  in  all  capital  or  criminal  prosecutions  a  man  hath  a 
right  to  demand  the  cause  and  nature  of  his  accusation,  to  be 
confronted  with  the  accusers  and  witnesses,  to  call  for  evidence 
in  his  favor,  and  to  a  speedy  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  his 
vicinage,  without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  cannot  be  found 
guilty  ;  nor  can  he  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  him- 
self ;  that  no  man  be  deprived  of  his  liberty,  except  by  the  law 
of  the  land  or  the  judgment  of  his  peers. 

9.  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required,  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  or  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

10.  That  the  general  warrants,  whereby  an  officer  or  messen^ 
ger  may  be  commanded  to  search  suspected  places  withoot 
evidence  of  a  fact  committed,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  perscmt 
not  named,  or  whose  ofi'ence  is  not  particularly  described  and 
supported  by^evidence,  are  grievous  and  oppressive  and  ou^Kt 
not  to  be  granted. 
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11.  That  in  controversies  respecting  property,  and  in  suits 
between  man  and  man,  the  ancient  trial  by  jury  is  preferable 
to  any  other,  and  ought  to  be  held  sacred. 

12.  That  the  freedom  of  the  press  is  one  of  the  great  bul- 
warks of  liberty,  and  can  never  be  restrained  but  by  despotic 
governments. 

13.  That  well  regulated  militia,  composed  of  the  body  of  the 
j)eople  trained  to  arms,  is  the  proper,  natural,  and  safe  defence 

of  a  free  State ;  that  standing  armies  in  time  of  peace  should 
be  avoided  as  dangerous  to  liberty ;  and  that  in  a]l  cases  the 
military  should  be  under  strict  subordination  to,  and  governed 
by,  the  civil  power. 

14.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  uniform  government ; 
and  therefore,  that  no  government  separate  from,  or  independ- 
ent of,  the  government  of  Virginia  ought  to  be  erected  or  es- 
tablished within  the  limits  thereof. 

15.  That  no  free  government  or  the  blessings  of  liberty  can 
be  preserved  to  any  people,  but  by  a  firm  adherence  to  justice, 
moderation,  temperance,  frugality,  and  virtue,  and  by  a  fre- 
quent recurrence  to  fundamental  principles. 

16.  That  religion,  or  the  duty  which  we  owe  to  our  Creator, 
and  the  manner  of  discharging  it,  can  be  directed  only  by  rea- 
son and  conviction,  not  by  force  or  violence  ;  and  therefore,  all 
men  are  equally  entitled  to  the  free  exercise  of  religion,  ac- 
cording to  the  dictates  of  his  conscience,  and  it  is  the  mutual 
duty  of  all  to  practice  Christian  forbearance,  love,  and  charity 
toward  each  other ;  and 

Whereas  the  said  representatives,  on  the  29th  day  of  June, 
1776,  did,  therefore,  ordain  and  declare  the  Constitution  and 
form  of  government  for  Virginia,  prefixing  thereto  a  preamble 
as  follows : 

Prbamblb  of  Constitution  Unanimously  Adopted  on 
June  29th,  1776. 

1.  Whereas  George  the  Third,  King  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, and  Elector  of  Hanover,  heretofore  entrusted  with  the 
exercise  of  the  kingly  office  in  this  government,  hath  endeav- 
ored to  pervert  the  same  into  a  detestable  and  insupportable  ty- 
ranny, by  putting  his  negative  on  laws  the  most  wholesome 
and  necessary  for  the  public  good ;  by  denying  his  governors 
I>ennission  to  pass  laws  of  immediate  and  pressing  importance, 
unless  suspended  in  their  operation  for  his  assent,  and,  when 
so  suspended,  neglecting  to  attend  to  them  for  many  years ; 
by  refusing  to  pass  certain  other  laws,  unless  the  persons  to  be 
benefited  by  them  would  relinquish  the  inestimable  right  of 
representation  in  the  Legislature ;  by  dissolving  legislative  as- 
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semblies  repeatedly  and  continually,  for  opposing  with  maQ}| 
firmness  his  invasion  of  the  rights  of  the  people ;  when  dii 
solved,  by  refusing  to  call  others  for  a  long  space  of  tim^ 
thereby  leaving  the  political  system  without  any  legisladn 
head  ;  by  endeavoring  to  prevent  the  population  of  our  country, 
and,  for  that  purpose,  obstructing  the  laws  for  the  naturaliai 
tion  of  foreigners ;  by  keeping  among  us  in  time  of  peart 
standing  armies  and  ships  of  war ;  by  affecting  to  render  tli^ 
military  independent  of ,  and  superior  to,  the  civil  power  ;bj 
combining  with  others  to  subject  us  to  foreign  jurisdictioaj 
giving  his  assent  to  their  pretended  acts  of  legislation;  fo^ 
quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us  ;  for  cuttinj 
off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world ;  for  imposing  taxH 
on  us  without  our  consent ;  for  depriving  us  of  the  benefits  (A 
the  trial  by  jury  ;  for  transporting  us  beyond  seas,  to  be  tried 
for  pretended  offences  ;  for  suspending  our  Legislatures  and  d^ 
daring  themselves  invested  with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all 
cases  whatsoever  ;  by  plundering  our  seas,  ravaging  our  coasts] 
burning  our  towns,  and  destroying  the  lives  of  our  people;  bj 
inciting  insurrections  of  our  fellow  subjects,  with  the  all 
ments  of  forfeiture  and  confiscation  ;  by  prompting  our  xn 
to  rise  in  arms  among  us,  those  very  negroes,  whom,  by  an 
human  use  of  his  negative,  he  hath  refused  us  permission 
exclude  by  law ;  by  endeavoring  to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  oj 
our  frontiers,  the  merciless  Indian  savages,  whose  known  ruh 
of  warfare  is  an  undistinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes 
and  conditions  of  existence ;  by  transporting  at  this  time,  t 
large  army  of  foreign  mercenaries,  to  complete  the  works  oi 
death,  desolution,  and  tyranny,  already  begun  with  circmn 
stances  of  cruelty  and  perfidy  unworthy  the  head  of  a  civilized 
nation  ;  by  answering  our  repeated  petitions  for  redress  with  a 
repetition  of  injuries  ;  and  finally,  by  abandoning  the  helm  oi 
government,  and  declaring  us  out  of  his  allegiance  and  protw- 
tion  ;  by  which  several  acts  of  misrule,  the  government  of  this 
country,  as  formerly  exercised  under  the  crown  of  Great  BritainJ 
is  totally  dissolved  ;  and 

Whereas  a  Convention  of  duly  elected  delegates,  assembled 
in  the  city  of  Richmond  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  in  A^ 
year  1829,  did  adopt  the  said  bill  of  rights  without  amendmenn 
and  did,  on  the  15th  day  of  January,  1830,  adopt  and  prop« 
to  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth,  an  amended  Constitutid 
and  form  of  government,  which  was  ratified  by  them ;  and   J 

Whereas  in  pursuance  of  the  Acts  of  the  Cfeneral  Assemhn 
passed  the  4th  day  of  March,  1850,  and  the  13th  day  of  Mardi 
1851,  a  Convention  of  delegates  elected  by  the  people  to  consijh^ 
and  propose  a  new  Constitution,  or  alterations  in  the  existim 
Constitution,  did  assemble  in  Richmond  city  on  the  14th  d&y  ci 
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October,  1850,  and,  on  the  Ist  day  of  August,  1851,  did  adopt 
the  said  Bill  of  Rights,  with  slight  amendments  and  did 
adopt  and  submit  to  the  people  an  amended  Constitution,  which 
was  ratified  by  them  ;  and 

WTiereas  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  Congress  passed  on  the 
2d  day  of  March,  1867,  and  Acts  supplementary  thereto,  dele- 
gates were  elected  to  a  Convention  to  revise  and  amend  the  Con- 
stitution and  submit  the  same  to  the  qualified  voters,  for  ratifi- 
cation or  rejection,  and  the  said  delegates,  in  Convention  as- 
sembled in  the  city  of  Richmond,  did  adopt  the  said  Bill  of 
Rights  with  some  abnormal  and  incongruous  amendments,  and 
did  adopt  an  amended  Constitution,  and  the  same,  except  cer- 
tain sections  thereof,  was  afterwards  ratified  by  the  people  ;  and 

Whereas  in  pursuance  of  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  ap- 
proved March  5,  1900,  and  February  16,  1901,  delegates  were 
elected  by  the  people  on  the  fourth  Thursday  in  May,  1901,  to 
a  Convention  to  be  held  in  Richmond,  on  the  12th  day  of  June, 
1901 ,  to  revise  and  amend  the  existing  Constitution  and  submit 
the  revised  and  amended  Constitution  to  the  people  for  ratifica- 
tion or  rejection. 

We,  therefore,  the  delegates  of  the  good  people  of  Virginia, 
elected  and  in  Convention  assembled  in  pursuance  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Gteneral  Assembly  in  the  recital  last  above-mentioned,  have , 
after  due  and  earnest  deliberation,  adopted,  and  do  now  propose 
to  the  people,  for  their  ratification  or  rejection,  the  following 
amended  Constitution  and  form  of  government  for  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Virginia,  incorporating  therein,  as  a  part  thereof, 
the  said  Declaration  of  Rights  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  I. 

BILL   OP    RIGHTS. 

A  Declaration  of  Rights  made  by  the  representatives  of  the 
good  people  of  Virginia,  assembled  in  full  and  free  Convention, 
which  rights  do  pertain  to  them  and  their  posterity  as  the  basis 
and  foundation  of  government. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  this  preamble  is  incorporated  the  bill 
of  rights,  adopted  on  the  12th  of  June,  1776,  by  the  first  Con- 
vention that  ever  assembled  in  Virginia,  if  not  in  the  world,  to 
frame  a  Constitution  and  form  of  government  for  a  people  de- 
termined to  preserve  their  rights  and  liberties,  just  as  it  was 
tjhen.  framed  by  its  immortal  author,  while  with  the  report  of 
the  committee  we  have  only  certain  sections,  as  then  framed, 
^nd  the  others  changed  to  suit,  it  is  said,  present  conditions. 
rhe  great  principles  proclaimed  by  the  original  bill  are  suitable 
x>  all   times  and  all  conditions,   among  any  people  who   are 
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worthy  of  self-goyemment.  None  of  these  principles,  nor  the 
celebrated  declaration  of  them  by  the  fathers  of  the  Republic, 
should  suffer  impairment  at  the  hands  of  the  Convention. 
These  unchangeable  principles  of  all  just  government,  though 
crushed  to  earth  and  trampled  on  for  a  while,  are  dearer  than 
ever  to  the  hearts  of  Virginians,  and  are  destined  to  live  while 
truth  and  virtue  have  votaries. 

Far  be  it  from  the  undersigned  to  impute  to  the  majority  of 
the  committee,  any  less  love  and  respect  for, these  principles 
than  the  minority  claim  and  own  to.  They  have  been  actuated 
by  none  but  the  highest  motives,  and  the  sincerest  desire  to 
promote  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  Virginia.  But  it  is 
respectfully  and  earnestly  insisted  that  grave  mistakes  haTe 
been  made. 

The  omission  from  the  preamble  of  the  celebrated  arraignment 
of  George  the  Third,  and  declaration  of  the  dissolution  of  his 
rule  and  government  in  Virginia,  the  percursor  of  the  more 
celebrated  Declaration  of  Independence  of  the  United  Colonies, 
following  on  its  heels,  of  both  of  which,  Virginia's  great  son, 
Jefferson,  was  the  author,  an  arraignment  that  was  prefixed  to 
the  Constitution  adopted  on  the  29th  day  of  June,  1776,  and  to 
every  Constitution  since  adopted  in  Virginia,  looks  almost  like 
sacrilege,  and  will  excite  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  people 
a  feeling  akin  to  that  aroused  by  the  proposed  elimination  of 
the  word  **  Christian  "  from  the  bill  of  rights.  And  why  should 
not  this  bill  as  framed  by  Mason,  and  which  without  the  change 
of  a  word  was  by  the  great  men  who  sat  in  the  Convention  of 
1829-30,  adopted  and  prefixed  to  the  Constitution  they  framed, 
be  also  incorporated  in  the  preamble,  or  otherwise  prefixed  to 
the  Constitution  now  to  be  framed  ? 

There  is  nothing  in  the  bill  making  it  proper  or  necessary  t^ 
insert  in  the  sixth  section  the  words  **  or  damaged  in  ;"  and  the 
criticism  of  the  work  of  Mason,  conveyed  by  this  interpolatiou, 
is  uncalled  for. 

Still  more  objectionable  are  the  amendments  to  the  eighth 
section.  No  person  was  ever  liable,  under  the  law  of  the  land, 
well  known  to  Mason  and  his  compatriots,  to  be  twice  put  in 
jeopardy  for  the  same  offence.  Why  forbid  a  thing  that  was 
already  interdicted — a  thing  that  could  never  occur  in  Virginia; 
unless,  indeed,  by  virtue  of  the  other  amendments  of  this  ac- 
tion, commencing  with  **but"  where  it  follows  **  peers/' s 
person  may  be  subjected  to  that  liability  in  the  future,  as  he 
certainly  may  be  deprived  by  them,  of  ''  the  right  to  a  speedy 
trial  by  an  impartial  jury,"  even  in  cases  where  conviction  may 
result  in  imprisonment  in  jail  for  twelve  months,  and  in  thi 
imposition  of  fines  not  exceeding  $1,000,  and  also  in  the  forfei- 
ture of  property. 
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While^  at  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  the  original  Bill  of 
Rights,  petty  misdemeanors  involving  petty  fines,  were  cog- 
nizable by  a  justice,  according  to  the  known  law  of  the  land, 
and  continued  to  be  so  cognizable,  without  any  violation  of  the 
right  of  trial  by  jury  intended  to  be  secured  by  that  instru- 
ment ;  such  misdemeanors  as  involved  imprisonment  were  not 
so  cognizable.  No  change  in  conditions  should  induce  us,  in 
order  to  curtail  expenses,  or  on  any  other  account,  to  give  up 
or  surrender  the  inestimable  right  to  a  trial  by  jury,  in  any 
case  involving  the  imprisonment  of  the  culprit. 

We  are  not  proposing  to  make  a  Constitution  for  to-day  only : 
and  present  conditions  should  not  too  much  influence  us.  The 
lapse  of  years  may  be  attended  by  great  changes  in  conditions, 
and  ia  what  we  now  propose,  we  may  be  teaching  bloody  in- 
structions, that  being  taught  may  return  to  plague  the  inven- 
tors ;  and  even-handed  justice  may  commend  the  ingredients  of 
our  poisoned  chalice  to  our  own  lips. 

Not  less  obnoxious  to  vehement  criticism,  nor  in  less  glaring 
contravention  of  doctrines  vindicated  by  all  experience,  and  em- 
balmed by  the  teachings  and  the  wisdom  of  the  fathers,  is  the 
assault  upon  the  jury  trial  in  civil  cases,  authorized  by  the  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  eleventh  section.  With  an  earnestness 
and  in  language  that  cannot  be  improved  upon,  that  section  as 
it  came  from  the  hand  of  Mason  declares:  ''That  in  contro- 
versies respecting  property,  and  in  suits  between  man  and  man, 
the  ancient  trial  by  jury  is  preferable  to  any  other,  and  ought 
to  be  held  sacred."  Mason  and  his  compatriots  embraced  this 
right  among  **  the  rights  that  do  pertain  to  the  good  people  of 
Virginia ;"  among  the  rights  that  they  declared  were  '*  inherent 
rights,  of  which,  when  men  enter  into  a  state  of  society,  they 
cannot,  by  any  compact,  deprive  or  divest  their  posterity;" 
and,  yet,  this  Convention  is  now  asked  to  commit  this  inherent 
and  embalmed  right  to  the  whims  and  caprices  of  ordinary 
legislators,  as,  from  time  to  time,  they  may  assemble  and  act. 

Further  to  show  in  what  high  estimation  this  ancient  trial  by 
jury  was  held  by  the  fathers  ;  how  essential  to  the  protection 
of  the  rights  of  the  people  they  regarded  it ;  we  may  be  per- 
mitted to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  illustrious  Virgin- 
ians of  the  Convention  held  in  1 787  to  consider  the  Constitu- 
tion that  had  been  framed  for  the  United  States,  with  one 
accord,  insisted  that  an  amendment  be  made  to  that  Constitu- 
tion, securing  the  right  of  jury  trial  in  all  civil  cases  involving 
more  than  $20  in  value. 

The  trial  by  jury  thus  revered  and  secured,  is  the  trial  by  a 
jury  of  twelve  good  men,  not  a  trial  by  seven,  nor  any  num- 
ber less  than  twelve.  Let  us  not,  for  a  mere  matter  of  dollars 
and  cents*,  barter  away  this  tribunal,  so  long  and  so  justly  re- 
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garded  as  the  great  palladium  of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the 
people  y  nor  commit  its  preservation  to  the  uncertain  action  of 
any  legislature.  An  age  of  material  prosperity,  and  corpOTate 
and  monopolistic  growth  and  expansion,  brings  along  with  it  a 
hot  and  reckless  spirit  for  pecuniary  accumulation,  which  im- 
pels the  avaricious  to  pay  little  heed  to  the  rights  of  others ;  and 
the  gigantic  trusts  and  corporations  that  now  exist  are  not 
credited  with  being  great  sticklers  about  the  means  employed 
to  accomplish  their  purposes.  This  is  not,  therefore,  a  time,  if 
there  can  ever  be  such  a  time,  when  the  people  can  be  easily 
persuaded  to  consent  to  any  frittering  away  of  that  tribunal 
which  has  ever  been  the  great  bulwark  of  protection  against 
the  oppressions  of  the  strong,  and  the  machinations  of  die 
vicious  and  reckless. 

The  amendments  of  the  fifth,  sixth,  eighth  and  eleventh  se^ 
tions  of  the  Bill  of  Rights  made  by  the  Convention  of  1850- 
51,  served,  perhaps,  to  make  plainer  the  meaning  of  the  sections 
as  originally  framed,  the  amendments  of  the  eighth  and 
eleventh,  consisting  simply,  in  the  substitution  of  **  jury  of 
twelve  men,"  for  *'  jury,  and  ancient  trial  by  jury,''  and  neither 
these  nor  the  other  amendments  effecting  any  change  in  the 
true  meaning  and  sense  of  the  original,  the  undersigned  can 
see  no  objection  to  them. 

The  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  sections,  added  by  the  com- 
mittee, contain  declarations  of  a  fact  and  a  principle  that  no 
body  can  dispute  or  gainsay,  and  they  are,  therefore,  unneces- 
sary, but  the  undersigned  make  no  objection  to  them.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
REDUCTION  OF  EXPENSES. 


To  the  President  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  : 

We,  the  committee  appointed  by  resolution  passed  on  the  25th 
day  of  June,  1901,  and  amended  by  the  Convention  on  the  13th 
day  of  July,  3901,  to  investigate  the  question  of  the  possibility 
of  a  reduction  of  expenses  in  the  State,  county,  and  municipal 
governments  of  Virginia  and  to  report  recommendations  in  ac- 
cordance therewith,  would  respectfully  report,  pursuant  to  said 
resolution  as  amended,  that  we  have  first  taken  up  the  execu- 
tive department,  and  after  an  investigation  into  the  costs  of 
same  and  of  each  oflSce,  constitutional  and  legislative,  embraced 
in  that  department,  which  examination  embraced  the  question- 
ing of  many  of  the  executive  oflBcers,  would  respectfully  report 
the  following  recommendations : 

1.  We  recommend  a  reduction  in  the  salary  of  the  Governor 
of  the  State  from  five  to  four  thousand  dollars,  to  take  effect 
January  1,  1906.     We  do  this  because  we  deem  it  suflicient. 
The  salary  of  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  as  now  paid,  exceeds 
the  salary  paid  the  chief  executives  of   any  other   Southern 
States,  except  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  and  Missouri.     The  sala- 
ries of  the  chief  executives  of  Louisiana  and  Missouri  are  five 
thousand  dollars  each,  while  the  salaries  of  States  like  Texas, 
Alabama,   Georgia,  Tennessee,   Michigan,   Iowa,  Mississippi, 
Connecticut  and  Arkansas,  and  many  others,  are  all  less  than 
the  salary  of  the  Governor  of  Virginia.     The  salary  paid  our 
chief  executive  is  exceeded  in  amount  only  by  the  salaries  paid 
the  Governors  of  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Massa- 
chusetts, Ohio,  California,  Illinois  and  Kentucky,  and  equalled 
only  by  the  salaries  paid  in  Colorado,  Indiana,  Louisiana,  Min- 
nesota, Missouri,  Montana  and  Wisconsin.     Besides  the  salary 
paid  our  Governor,  a  mansion  is  furnished,  a  messenger,  proper 
clerical  assistance,  fuel,  ice,  gas,  water,  and  a  large  contingent 
fund  limited  to  ten  thousand  dollars,  whiqh  latter,  though  ap- 
propriated by  the  Legislature,  should,  in  our  opinion,  be  re- 
duced to  five  thousand  dollars. 
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2.  We  recommend  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Second 
Auditor.  We  do  this  because  the  Second  Auditor  has  now  to 
do  with  only  the  payments  of  the  interest  on  the  public  debt, 
the  literary  fund,  the  Miller  fund,  and  the  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  annually  appropriated  by  the  State  to  the  public 
schools  and  some  routine  work,  and  we  believe  that  eadi  and 
all  of  these  duties  can  be  acceptably  and  properly  performed  by 
the  addition  to  the  clerical  force  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts, of  an  efficient  and  competent  clerk. 

3.  We  recommend  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioner. We  recommend  that  this  office  be  abolished  becaose 
we  believe  the  law  creating  it  is  so  defective  as  to  render  i( 
practically  useless  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  we  farther 
believe  that,  as  long  as  it  exists,  it  will  remain  an  impediment 
to  the  creation  of  a  proper  railroad  commission  with  plenary 
powers. 

4.  We  recommend  that  the  office  of  Public  Printer  be  abol- 
ished, and  the  placing  of  its  duties  under  the  supervision  and 
control  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

5.  We  recommend  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Register  of 
the  Land  Office  and  the  consolidation  of  its  duties  with  the  office 
of  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth.  We  do  this  because  Ae 
duties  of  Register  of  the  Land  Office  are  very  light,  as  are 
likewise  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  but 
we  believe  it  will  be  necessary  to  retain  the  latter,  especiiJIy 
should  this  Convention  adopt  a  general  incorporation  law  for 
private  corporations,  and  we  do  not  believe  from  our  investiga- 
tion that  a  consolidation  of  the  duties  of  these  two  oflBces  will 
necessitate  an  increase  in  the  clerical  force  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  as  now  constituted. 

6.  We  further  recommend,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  that 
the  duties  of  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office  be  assigned  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth ;  that  he  be  made  keeper  of 
the  rolls  of  the  State  of  Virginia;  that  he  be  paid  a  fi^ 
salary,  and  that  the  gross  amount  of  all  fees  paid  be  required 
to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Virginia  without 
any  commissions.  This  latter  clause  as  to  fees  will  assume  a 
special  importance  should  this  Convention  adopt  a  general  in- 
corporation law  for  private  corporations. 

7.  We  further  recommend  that  every  executive  officer  of  the 
State,  whether  mentioned  herewith  or  not,  except  the  supmn- 
tendent  of  the  penitentiary,  be  elected  by  the  people  for  a  term 
of  four  years. 

8.  We  further  recommend  that  every  executive  officer  of  tins 
Commonwealth  be  paid  a  fixed  salary,  with  no  fees  or  other 
perquisities  attached  thereto,  except  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided. 
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9.  We  further  recommend  that  every  clerk  in  the  office  of  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  by  the  Constitution  made  bonded 
officers.

To  the  PreHdent  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  : 

The  undesigned,  members  of  the  Committee  on  Reduction 
of  Expenses,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  to  the  Convention 
that  they  concur  in  all  the  recommendations  of  the  majority  re- 
port on  the  executive  department,  which  was  presented  on  the 
23d,  except  recommendations  one  and  seven  (referring  to  a  re- 
duction of  the  salary  of  the  Governor ;  limiting  the  amount  of 
the  contingent  fund,  and  the  election  of  Auditor  and  Treasurer 
by  vote  of  the  people.) 

As  these  reports  are  referred  to  the  respective  standing  com- 
mittees, we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  give  any  extended  reasons 
for  our  disapproval  of  the  same,  but  should  the  Committee  on 
the  Executive  Department  desire  these  reasons,  we  will  appear 
before  them  at  any  time  they  may  deem  proper.

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To  the  President  of  the  Conetitviional  Convention  : 

The  Committee  on  Reduction  of  Expenses  respectfully  oflfer 
the  following  recommendations  with  regard  to  changes  in  the 
Legislative  Department  of  government : 

1.  We  recommend  that  section  six  of  Article  V  of  the  Con- 
stitution be  so  amended  that  the  General  Assembly  shall  meet 
on  the  second  Wednesday  in  January  next  succeeding  their 
election,  and  that  the  word  '*  sixty  "  be  substituted  for  the  word 
"ninety'*  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  section,  so  as  to  provide 
for  sessions  of  the  Legislature  of  sixty  days  length  instead  of 
ninety  days^  but  this  recommendation  makes  no  change  as  to 
the  extension  of  the  session  by  a  concurrence  of  three-fifths  of 
the  members  elected  to  each  house,  and  this  amendment  should 
not  apply  to  the  first  General  Assembly  assembling  after  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution. 

2.  We  also  recommend  that  section  eight  of  the  same  article 
be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  shall  receive  pay  for  sixty  days  only  at  a  regular  ses- 
sion, and  thirty  days  only  at  a  special  session,  but  this  amend- 
ment should  not  apply  to  the  first  General  AiBsembly  assembling 
after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution. 

3.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth be  made  the  keeper  of  the  rolls  of  Virginia,  and  that 
the  General  Assembly  be  prohibited  from  making  any  of  the 
clerks  of  the  house  or  of  the  senate  annual  officers,  that  such 
clerks  may  be  confined  to  the  proper  clerical  duties  of  their  re- 
spective bodies. 

4.  Sections  207  and  210  of  the  Code  should  be  so  controlled 
by  the  Constitutional  provision  or  amendment  making  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Commonwealth  the  keeper  of  the  rolls  of  Virginia 
as  to  provide  that  all  books,  maps,  records,  etc.,  now  required 
to  be  kept  by  the  clerks  of  the  house  or  of  the  senate  shall  be 
delivered  by  them  at  the  end  of  each  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  after  being  indexed,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mon^wealth,  to  be  by  him  preserved  and  turned  over  to  the 
respective  clerks  of  each  house  as  chosen  by  the  next  General 
ABsembly. 
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5.  We  further  respectfully  recommend  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Legislative  Department  the  excessive 
cost  of  the  clerical  force  of  the  General  Assembly,  which,  ex- 
cluding all  sums  paid  to  other  employees,  such  as  pages,  jani- 
tors, door-keepers,  etc.,  amounts  to  $12,200.00  per  session,  and 
we  respectfully  recommend  to  said  committee  the  advisability  of 
reducing  and  limiting  same.

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To  the  President  of  the  Convention : 

The  Committee  on  Reduction  of  Expenses  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit the  following  recommendations  as  to  the  judiciary  system 
of  the  State : 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  entire  county  court  system  be 
abolished. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  circuit  court  system,  as  now  con- 
stituted, be  abolished. 

3.  We  recommend  in  the  stead  of  the  present  circuit  and 
county  court  systems  the  following : 

The  division  of  the  State  into  twenty  circuits,  each  of  which 
circuits  shall  have  a  presiding  judge  who  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum  ^  and  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  |>er  anni^m  for  expenses,  in  lieu  of  the  present  mileage 
allowance. 

£ach  circuit  shall  have  a  prosecuting  attorney,  whose  salary 
shall  be  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum^  with  an  allowance 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  for  exx)enses,  who 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  present  Commonwealth's  at- 
torney. 

4.  That  there  shall  be  held  in  each  county  of  each  circuit 
not  less  than  three  terms  per  annum,  and  such  other  terms  as 
may  be  found  necessary  for  the  convenient  despatch  of  the 
business  of  the  court ;  and  terms  may  be  designated  for  the 
trial  of  civil  or  criminal  causes. 

5.  That  the  Legislature  have  power  hereafter  to  create  such 
additional  <m*cuits  as  may  prove  necessary  or  advisable  :  pro- 
vided ^  that  any  circuit  so  created  shall  not  contain  less  than 
sixty  thousand  inhabitants. 

6.  We  further  recommend  that  the  jurisdiction  of  matters  of 
probate,  administration,  etc.,  be  conferred  in  vacation  upon  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court  in  each  of  the  respective  counties, 
cities,  or  towns;  and  that  all  matters  pertaining  to  roads, 
bridges,  etc.,  be  vested  in  the  proper  county  authorities  estab- 
lislied.  by  this  Constitution. 

7.  We  further  recommend  that  all  corporation  or  hustings 
M>ixrts  in  cities  or  towns  of  less  than  twelve  thousand,  five  hun- 
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dred  inhabitants  be  abolished ;  and  that  the  jurisdiction  of  such 
courts  so  abolished  be  conferred  upon  the  circuit  court  of  the 
district  in  which  such  city  or  town  is  located ;  and  that  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  a  circuit  court  shall  be  established 
and  held  in  such  city  or  town  shall  be  determined  by  law. 

8.  The  above  recommendations,  in  our  opinion,  should  not 
take  effect  until  January  1,  1904,  the  end  of  the  present  term 
of  the  county  court  judges,  and  we  recommend  that  the  circuit 
court  judges,  whose  terms  will  expire  January  1,  1903,  be 
allowed  to  hold  over  until  this  recommendation,  if  adopted, 
takes  effect.  The  terms  of  the  corporation  courts,  recommended 
in  this  report  to  be  abolished,  begin  and  end  at  separate  times, 
and  no  uniform  provision  can  be  made  as  to  when  their  terms 
shall  expire ;  and  we  leave  this  matter  to  the  wisdom  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee. 

9.  If  this  recommendation  takes  effect,  it  will  result  in  the 
abolition  of  the  corporation  courts  of  Bristol,  Buena  Vista, 
Charlottesville,  Fredericksburg,  Manchester,  Radford,  Staun- 
ton, and  Winchester.  It  will  result,  therefore,  in  the  diminish- 
ing of  the  officials  of  our  judiciary  system  as  follows  : 

Eight  corporation  judges,  eighty-five  county  judges,  one  hun- 
dred and  eight  corporation  and  county  clerks,  and  one  hundred 
and  eight  Commonwealth's  attorneys,  as  well  as  the  aboUtion 
of  our  present  circuit  court  system,  and  in  the  stead  thereof  we 
recommend  the  substitution  of  twenty  circuit  judge8,  and 
twenty  prosecuting  attorneys,  which  will,  of  course,  necessitate 
a  clerk  for  each  county  or  city  wherein  a  circuit  court  is  held. 

10.  We  further  recommend  that  in  all  cities  in  which  corpo- 
ration or  other  city  courts  are  retained  there  shall  be  held  no 
term  of  the  circuit  court,  unless  and  except  a  city  shall  have  a 
population  of  forty-five  thousand,  in  which  case,  or  cases,  such 
city  or  cities  shall  be  made  and  constituted  a  part  of  contiguous 
circuits. 

11.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  changes  recommended  in 
the  judiciary  system  will  result  in  a  very  large  and  substantial 
reduction  of  the  expenses  thereof,  without  impairing  its  effi- 
ciency.

To  the  Hon.  John  Goode,  President  of  the  Convention  : 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  the  Elec- 
tive Franchise,  &c.,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report,  in 
which  they  dissent  in  some  material  respects  from  the  report 
made  by  a  majority  of  -the'  committee,  and  recommend  as  a 
substitute  therefor  the  proposed  article  of  the  Constitution 
which  is  appended  to  this  report : 

OUTLINE   OP   ARTICLE. 

The  article  which  we  recommend  provides  the  following  quali- 
fications for  the  voter : 

First.  That  he  be  a  male  citizen  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Second.  Residence  in  the  State  two  years,  in  the  county  or 
city  one  year,  and  in  the  voting  precinct  thirty  days. 

Third.  Payment  by  him,  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the 
election,  of  the  poll-tax  of  one  dollar  and  a  half  ($1.50)  for  the 
year  preceding  the  first  election  in  1903,  to  which  it  is  to  be 
applied ;  and  after  that  time  requires  that  all  poll-taxes  for 
every  preceding  year,  which  shall  have  become  due  and  payable 
under  and  by  virtue  of  this  Constitution,  shall  have  been  paid. 

Fourth.  That  he  shall  be  registered  as  may  be  provided  by 
laiv-. 

Fifth.  That  if  registered  after  the  adoption  of  this  Consti- 
tution, and  prior  to  January  1,  1904,  he  shall  (1)  have  hereto- 
fore served  in  time  of  war  in  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  the  Confederate  States,  or  of  one  of  the

States  of  the  United  States  ;  or  (2)  be  able  to  read  any  aectio 
of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  submitted  to  him  by  the  regk 
tration  officers,  or  to  understand  the  same  when  read  to  inn 
or  to  give  a  reasonable  explanation  thereof ;  or  (3)  he  sliai 
have  paid  to  the  State  taxes,  for  the  year  preceding  that  i 
which  he  offers  to  vote,  as  much  as  one  dollar  on  propert 
owned  by  and  assessed  against  him. 

All  citizens  registered  under  the  foregoing  qualifications,  cos 
tinue  to  be  electors  as  long  as  they  maintain  the  qualificatioB 
required  under  this  article,  and  are  free  from  its  disqualifies 
tions,  and  they  are  not  required  to  make  application  in  writiiij 
to  be  registered,  and  may  be  aided  in  preparing  and  depositini 
their  ballots  when  these  provisions  come  in  force  hereafter. 

After  January  1,  1904,  the  reading  or  understanding  orei 
plaining  any  section  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  an 
dropped,  and  every  person  not  previously  registered  under  tb 
foregoing  provisions  must,  in  addition  to  the  qualifications  o 
age,  residence,  and  prepayment  of  poll-tax,  make  applicatiw 
for  registration  in  their  own  handwriting,  and  must  prepare  am 
deposit  their  own  ballots  without  aid  from  another,  unless  thej 
have  served  in  time  of  war  or  are  blind  or  physically  disquali 
fied. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  statement  that  persons  now  qualified 
to  vote  are  preserved  in  the  electorate  if  they  can  read  aw 
understand  or  reasonably  explain  any  section  of  the  ConstiUi 
tion,  while  only  those  who  come  in  as  voters  after  that  timj 
must  be  able  to  write  and  to  prepare  and  deposit  their  owi 
ballots. 

It  will  be  observed  that  while  the  article  submitted  by  th< 
minority  provides  that  no  man  who  has  paid  one  dollar  in  taxa 
for  the  preceding  year  to  the  State  on  property  owned  by  aiMJ 
assessed  against  him,  shall  be  deprived  in  any  event  of  tbi 
right  to  be  registered  as  a  voter  on  the  permanent  roll  made  uj 
before  1904,  whether  he  can  read  or  understand  or  explain  anj 
section  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  or  not,  we  do  not  ii 
any  sense  make  the  ownership  of  property  a  prerequisite  U 
vote,  as  contradistinguished  with  educational  qualifications,  oa 
as  contradistinguished  with  the  intelligence  that  can  under 
stand  or  explain  a  section  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
And  it  will  also  be  observed  that  these  qualifications  are  all  sc 
stated  as  to  enlarge,  and  not  to  restrict  suffrage. 

The  prepayment  of  taxes  on  property  like  the  reading,  und«^ 
standing,  or  explaining  any  section  of  the  Constitution  of  thti 
State,  are  applicable  only  to  the  present  electorate.  I 

The  qualifications  thus  set  forth  give  abundant  evidence  o 
the  voter's  permanent  common  interest  with  and  attachment t( 
the  community,  and  connect  him  by  his  contribution  to  tin 
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treasury  which  it  is  anticipated  will  be  appropriated  to  the  pub- 
lic schools,  with  an  institution  that  quickly  returns  to  him 
a  benefit  in  the  education  of  the  children  of  the  State,  and  dif- 
fuses intelligence  throughout  its  borders. 

Comparing  the  majority  report  with  this  report,  it  will  be 
seen  that  they  concur : 

1.  In  requiring  the  prepayment  of  a  capitation  tax  after  Jan- 
uary 1,  1903,  six  months  before  the  election,  with  the  exception 
that  in  the  minority  report  the  prepayment  of  all  poll-taxes  in 
subsequent  years  is  required. 

2.  In  fixing  the  residence  of  the  voter  in  this  State  two  years, 
in  the  county  or  city  one  year,  and  in  the  precinct  thirty  days. 

3.  In  requiring  the  registration  of  voters. 

4.  In  exempting  those  who  have  served  in  the  military  or 
naval  forces  from  the  capitation  tax  as  a  prerequisite  to  vote, 
and  from  other  qualifications  save  those  of  age  and  residence. 

5.  And  including  those  who  have  paid  one  dollar  in  taxes  on 
property  owned  by  and  assessed  against  them  for  the  previous 
year,  whether  they  be  literate  or  illiterate  ;  the  minority  report 
placing  them  on  the  same  footing  as  others  if  they  do  not  reg- 
ister prior  to  1904. 

Those  who  are  qualified  under  the  majority  report  can  cross 
the  border  line  into  another  State  as  readily  as  those  who  are 
qualified  by  this  report,  and  it  is  admitted  by  the  majority 
report  that  the  test  of  employment  for  three  months  of  the  pre- 
vious year  *•  permits  "  (to  quote  their  language) ,  '•  easy  removal 
from,  and  abandonment  of  the  State." 

Here  the  reports  part  : 

Instead  of  requiring  the  reading,  understanding,  or  explain- 
ing any  section  of  the  Constitution,  the  majority  report  requires 
all  of  the  electors,  consisting  of  301,379  white  men  over  21 
years  of  age,  and  146,122  colored  men,  in  all  447,501  persons, 
with  the  exception  of  two  classes  below  stated,  to  show  that 
they  are 

1.  **Able  to  give  a  reasonable  explanation  of  the  general 
nature  of  the  duties  of  the  various  officers  for  whom  they  may 
at  any  time  under  the  laws  then  existing  be  entitled  to  vote," 
and  in  addition  thereto,  that 

2.  "If  physically  able,  they  shall  have  indicated  their  sub- 
stantial attachment  to,  or  identification  with  this  State,  by 
having  been  regularly  employed  or  engaged  in  a  lawful  trade 
OT  profession,  business,  calling,  work  or  service  for  at  least  one- 
f oixrth  of  the  year  next  preceding  that  in  which  they  offer  to 
rote." 

The  two  classes  excepted  by  the  majority  report  are  those 
1*  *'  Who  have  served  in  time  of  war  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
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the  United  States,  or  of  the  Confederate  States,  or  of  any  State 
of  the  United  States," 
and  also  of  those 

2.  "  Who  or  whose  wives  shall  have  paid  to  the  State,  taxes 
for  the  year  preceding  that  in  which  they  offer  to  vote,  amount- 
ing to  as  much  as  one  dollar  on  property  owned  by  and  assessed 
against  them  or  their  wives." 

We  have  no  means  of  knowing,  have  no  information  fur- 
nished, and  find  it  difficult  to  speculate  upon  the  number  of 
persons  who  would  be  affected  by  these  provisions.  It  is  ap- 
parent, however,  that  all  but  the  vague  and  undefined  number 
of  the  present  electors  who  have  served  in  the  military  or  naral 
forces,  or  who  or  whose  wives  have  paid  the  one  dollar  property 
tax  for  the  previous  year,  would  have  to  pass  before  the  reg- 
istration officers  in  showing  their  ability  *'  to  give  a  reasonable 
explanation  of  the  general  nature  of  the  duties  of  the  various 
officers  for  whom  they  may,  under  the  laws  then  existing,  at 
any  time  be  entitled  to  vote,"  and  also  in  showing  that  they 
were  "  employed  or  engaged  in  a  lawful  profession,  trade, 
business,  calling,  work,  or  service  for  one-fourth  of  the  next 
preceding  year,"  as  heretofore  specified,  whatever  might  be 
their  qualifications  as  to  reading  and  writing,  and  however  they 
may  '*  have  crowned  their  days  with  industry/'  This  two-fold 
qualification  recommended  by  the  majority  of  three  months 
regular  employment  for  the  previous  year,  and  ability  to  ex- 
plain the  duties  of  the  various  elective  officers,  operates  in  each 
provision  as  a  restriction  on  the  other  provisions,  for  they  are 
not  in  the  alternative  but  cumulative.  Those  who  have  been 
three  months  in  regular  employment  cannot  register  or  vote 
unless  they  have  also  shown  their  ability  to  explain  the  duties 
of  elective  officers,  and  those  who  have  the  ability  to  explaia 
the  duties  of  those  officers  cannot  register  or  vote  unless  they 
have  been  three  months  of  the  year  previous  in  regular  employ- 
ment. How  these  clauses  reacting  on  each  other  would  operate 
it  is  difficult  to  foresee. 

The  minority  have  embodied  the  clause  adn^itting  to  the  suf- 
frage for  the  next  two  years  and  until  January  1,  1904,  those 

*'  Who  are  able  to  read  any  section  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State,  or  understand  the  same  when  read  to  them,  or  to 
give  a  reasonable  explanation  thereof.''  For  the  purpose  of 
giving  just  consideration  to  the  present  electors  concurring  iu 
the  language  of  the  minority  that, 

*'  As  the  State  is,  in  a  most  generous  way,  providing  for  the 
education  of  the  people,  and  as  the  present  efficient  system  ol 
public  education  has  existed  in  the  State  for  nearly  one  genera- 
tion, it  is  not  considered  unjust  to  require  an  educational  pre- 
requisite to  voting  of  those  persons  who  shall  register  subse- 
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quent  to  January  1,  1904.  It  is  not  applied  at  once  in  defer- 
ence to  those  still  living  who  have  had  no  opportunity  to  secure 
an  education.*' 

Our  view  is  that  those  who  can  read  ought  not  to  be  excluded 
when  a  provision  is  made  which  embraces  those  who  can  not. 

We  concur  with  the  majority  of  the  committee  in  saying 
that  to  avoid  the  evils  of  an  improper  and  objectionable  ad- 
ministration we  have  provided  for  a  board  of  three  commis- 
sioners of  registration  to  be  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the 
circuit  court,  who  shall  pass  on  the  qualifications  of  the  elector 
and  for  an  appeal  at  the  instance  of  any  person  claiming  to  be 
improperly  excluded.  We  believe  that  in  this  way  provision 
as  to  a  temporary  clause  in  this  report  admitting  to  suffrage 
those  who  can  read,  understand  or  explain  any  section  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  is  safeguarded  against  maladminis- 
tration. 

THE   PLAN   OF   THE   MAJORITY   REPORT   IN   FULL. 

The  majority  plan  requires  : 

1.  The  prepayment  of  the  capitation  tax  of  $1.50  six  months 
before  the  election  applicable  on  elections  after  January  1, 1903. 

2.  Residence  in  the  State  two  years,  in  the  county  one  year, 
and  in  the  precinct  thirty  days. 

3.  The  registration  of  the  voter  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

4.  That  he  shall  be  able  to  explain  the  general  nature  of  the 
duties  of  the  various  officers  for  whom  he  may  at  any  time 
under  the  laws  be  entitled  to  vote. 

5.  That  he  shall  have  been  engaged,  if  physically  able,  for 
at  least  one-fourth  of  the  time  during  the  year  next  preceding 
that  in  which  he  offers  to  vote,  in  a  lawful  trade,  professsion, 
business,  calling,  work  or  service. 

It  then,  without  dropping  the  other  qualification  with  respect 
to  ability  to  explain  the  duties  of  elective  officers,  added  to  that 
iwhich  carries  with  it  the  requirement  of  three  months  employ- 
ment in  the  State  during  the  previous  year,  cumulates  upon 
tliose  qualifications  the  two  additional  requirements  to  take 
effect  on  the  first  of  January,  1904,  that  the  voter  shall  after 
tliat  time 

6.  Make  application  to  register  in  his  own  handwriting. 

7.  And  shall  prepare  and  deposit  his  ballot  without  aid  from 
Another. 

The  clause  which  the  minority  recommend  requiring  for  two 
years  and  up  to  January  1,  1904,  that  the  voter  shall  be 

"  Able  to  read  any  section  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State, 
or  to  understand  the  same  when  read  to  him,  or  to  give  a 
reasonable  explanation  thereof/' 
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Has  advantages  oyer  the  duplex  clause  of  the  majority  re- 
port which  connects  together  the  ability  to  explain  the  datiea 
of  elective  oflEicers,  and  three  months  employment  for  the  pre- 
vious year  in  these  respects  : 

1.  It  is  simpler  and  more  definite. 

2.  It  removes  from  administrative  operation  334,242  citizens 
of  the  State  who  can  read,  of  whom  265,000  are  whit^  men 
and  leaves  less  than  a  fourth  of  those  of  electoral  age  to  show 
that  they  can  understand  or  explain  reasonably  any  section  oi 
the  Constitution  when  read  to  them. 

3.  It  has  passed  under  the  adjudication  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  Williams  vs.  Mississipp 
(170  U.  S.  213) ,  where  the  tribunal  unanimously  held  it  to 
constitutional,  there  being  only  a  slight  verval  variation  in  t 
clause  which  we  recommend  from  that  in  the  Constitution 
Mississippi  which  was  under  adjudication  in  the  case  abo^ 
quoted. 

4.  It  is  the  least  objectionable  of  any  plan  suggested  or  tiiaH 
in  our  opinion  can  be  conceived  with  respect  to  the  present 
electors. 

5.  And  what  is  of  high  importance,  it  is  used  only  tempo 
rarily  while  the  majority  plan  superimposes  their  corresponding 
clause  upon  the  tests  of  written  applications  for  registration] 
and  upon  the  tests  of  written  applications  for  registration,  and 
upon  the  preparation  and  depositing  the  ballot  by  the  voter 
and   preserves  it  as  a  permanent  part  of  the  electoral  system 

Tests  of  voting  should  be  as  definite  as  possible.  As  litde 
should  be  left  to  administration  as  possible.  And  in  our  per 
manent  system  we  should  as  far  as  practicable  embody  thoae 
tests  which  can  be  automatically  and  self-evidently  manifested 

This  report  recommends  as  the  permanent  requirements  ol 
suffrage  for  those  who  are  registered  after  1904  educational 
qualifications  coupled  with  two  years  residence  in  the  State 
and  the  prepayment  of  all  capitation  taxes  which  are  payable 
six  months  before  any  election. 

It  may  be  admitted  that  education  is  not  conclusive  evidenj 
of  fitness  for  the  exercise  of  suffrage,  but  if  this  be  true, 
a  limited  sense,  as  to  individuals  who  are  educated,  it  is 
true  of  particular  individuals  of  every  other  class  that  can 
defined  by  law  whether  property  holders  or  non-property  hold 
ers,  tax-payers  or  non-tax-payers,  whether  employed  or  m 
employed.  And  it  should  be  considered  that  education  regards 
with  reference  to  masses  of  men  gives  those  who  possess  il 
great  superiority  over  those  who  do  not  possess  it.  There  afl 
indeed  illiterates  of  capacity  and  character,  and  there  are  per 
sons  of  education  who  do  not  possess  either  qualification,  ye 
it  must  be  conceded  that  in  drawing  any  arbitrary  and  genera 
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line,  that  there  must  be  unavoidable  exceptions  which,  never- 
theless, do  not  destroy  its  utility.  General  intelligence,  as 
compared  to  ignorance,  is  undoubtedly  the  great  line  of  demar- 
cation between  progressive  and  non-progressive,  uncivilized  and 
civilized  peoples.  So  clearly  is  this  the  case  that  the  majority, 
of  the  committee  while  recognizing  education  in  a  three-fold 
form  in  the  permanent  requirements  for  suffrage,  express  the 
opinion,  in  which  we  concur,  that  it  is  both  "  unadvisable  and 
impracticable  ''  to  recommend  a  property  qualification. 

Education  is  certainly  a  more  rational  and  reliable  test  than 
the  mere  payment  of  a  dollar  tax.  The  question  before  us 
is  not  one  of  ideality  or  one  of  perfection,  but  one  of  practical 
application  in  a  Commonwealth  in  which  diverse  popula'tions 
are  unevenly  distributed  ;  in  which  interests  are  vastly  diversi- 
fied, and  in  which  what  suits  one  section  is  not  so  acceptable 
to  other  sections  differently  situated,  and  in  which  we  should 
proceed  upon  lines  which  will  have  a  fair  and  just  regard  to 
the  interests  of  the  whole. 

The  States  of  Mississippi  and  South  Carolina  have  adopted 
suffrage  clauses  to  meet  even  more  acute  conditions  than  exist 
in  this  Commonwealth. 

Neither  of  them  felt  that  it  was  necessary  or  expedient  to  go 
beyond  the  payment  of  taxes  and  an  educational  qualification, 
and  in  each  of  them  payment  of  a  capitation  tax  and  an  educa- 
tional qualification  are  the  chief  features.  One  of  them,  Mis- 
sissippi, has  reading  as  its  highest  educational  qualification  in 
its  permanent  basis  of  suffrage,  and  the  other.  South  Carolina, 
adopted  a  similar  plan  for  two  years,  with  reading  and  writing 
as  a  permanent  basis  of  suffrage,  accompanied  by  an  alternative 
property  tax  on  $800. 

In  speaking  of  a  constitutional  provision  adopted  in  a  Euro- 
pean State  which  required  citizenship  to  be  predicated  upon 
reading  and  writing,  Jefferson  said  : 

'  *  It  is  impossible  sufficiently  to  estimaie  the  wisdom  of  this 
provision.  Of  all  those  which  have  been  thought  of  for  secur- 
ing fidelity  in  the  administration  of  the  government,  constant 
ralliance  to  the  principles  of  the  Coustitution,  and  progressive 
amendments  with  the  progressive  advancements  of  the  human 
mind,  or  changes  in  human  affairs,  it  is  the  most  effectual. 
Enlighten  the  people  generally,  and  tyranny  of  body  and  mind 
will  vanish  like  evil  spirits  at  the  dawn  of  day.'* 

And  on  another  occasion  he  expressed  the  opinion  that  *'  The 
right  to  vote  should  be  given  to  those  who  pay  and  those  who 
fight." 

All  three  of  thes'e  elements  referred  to  in  the  language  above 
quoted  from  Jefferson,  appear  in  and  are  made  substantive  in 
the  article  which  we  recommend,  and  are  represented  in  the 
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basis  of  sufi^age  by  the  soldier  who  has  fought  for  his  coontr] 
by  the  citizen  who  has  paid  his  poll-tax,  and  by  those  wh 
can  read  and  write. 

We  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  again  adverting  t 
the  peculiar  circumstances  of  our  State.  If  its  population  wei 
homogeneous,  there  would  be  no  difiEiculty  as  to  the  suf&agc 
If  there  were  only  white  men  here,  no  substantial  differenc 
would  arise,  for  they  are  homogeneous,  and  would  act  alike  L 
like  conditions,  as  they  have  done  all  over  the  world.  On 
population,  as  a  whole,  however,  consisting  of  1,854,184  pec 
pie,  instead  of  being  homogeneous,  is  divided  into  ],192,S3 
whites  and  661,326  blacks.  Of  the  whites,  over  twenty-oa 
years'of  age,  there  are  301,379  ;  of  the  colored,  over  twenty-on 
years  of  age,  there  are  146,122 — a  majority  of  white  malea 
over  twenty-one,  of  155,257. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-four  thousand,  eight  hundred  an 
eighty-six  males  are  literates ;  only  69,358  of  the  colored  ai 
literates — ^the  white  majority  of  literates  of  voting  age  beinj 
195,528. 

In  illiteracy  there  are  76,764  blacks,  more  than  fifty  per  cent, 
while  there  are  only  36,000  white  illiterates,  or  about  twelv] 
per  cent. 

If  this  population  and  its  electors  were  diffused  throughoc^ 
the  Commonwealth  in  anything  like  similar  proportions,  th 
questions  arising  would  present  themselves  in  a  similar  aspeo 
to  all  of  our  people,  and  would  be  solved  easily  and  to  the  gen 
eral  satisfaction. 

But  in  some  sections  the  white  population  preponderates  c 
such  great  majorities  that  the  few  colored  men  amongst  then 
are  scarcely  an  element  of  consideration  with  respect  to  thj 
elective  franchise.  j 

In  other  sections  the  colored  are  so  numerous  and  massed  tc 
gether,  and  the  whites  so  few,  that  the  community  is  constaDtl] 
attended  with  a  problem  that  touches  their  dearest  interest 
and  their  deepest  feelings,  and  they  necessarily  regard  the  que^ 
tion  of  suffrage  as  paramount  to  all  others  with  which  thej 
have  to  deal. 

When  any  great  part  of  the  State  is  affected  with  a  publ^ 
evil  its  consequences  must  pervade,  and  sooner  or  later  injon 
ously  affect  the  whole  Commonwealth.  Hence  we  have  acorn 
mon  necessity  upon  us  of  a  reformation  of  the  suffrage,  aiM 
this  necessity  y^as  one  of  the  main,  if  not  the  main,  cause  f(V 
calling  this  Convention.  I 

Under  these  circumstances,*  the  question  of  providing  \ 
system  of  suffrage  throughout  the  State  is  one  of  the  greates 
(Ufficulty  and  delicacy,  and  the  whole  committee  has  labore< 
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hard  and  long  to  adjust,  as  far  as  it  may,  the  differences  of 
opinion  naturSly  generated  by  the  state  of  affairs  presented. 

The  lines  within  which  we  may  move  to  accomplish  any  re- 
sult are  narrow  ones.  The  15th  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  provides  that  the  right  of  suffrage  shall 
not  be  denied  or  abridged  on  account  of  race,  color  or  previous 
condition  of  servitude. 

Any  plan  which  we  recommend  must  be  within  the  limita- 
tions of  this  Constitutional  mandate.  At  the  same  time  we 
possess  a  varied  population  located  with  diverse  surroundings, 
and  thus  confined  by  Constitutional  limitation  to  a  restricted 
sphere  of  action,  we  have  prepared  the  article  which  we  believe 
will  deal  constitutionally  and  justly  with  the  subject  of  suffrage, 
and  place  the  control  of  affairs  in  the  State  in  the  hands  of 
those  who  have  abiding  attachment  to,  and  community  of  in- 
terest with  the  whole  Commonwealth,  and  who  have  the  intelli- 
gence and  character  to  guard  its  interests  in  safety. 

In  order  to  complete  thQ  plans  recommended  by  both  the  ma- 
jority and  the  minority  of  the  committee,  it  has  been  deemed 
advisable  by  them  and  us  alike  to  provide  for  a  board  of  three 
registration  commissioners  in  each  magisterial  district. 

The  majority  recommends  that  they  be  appointed  by  the 
judges  of  the  circuit  courts  except  that  the  first  board  under 
this  Constitution  shall  be  appointed  by  an  ordinance  of  this 
Convention. 

These  boards  will  not  be  needed  until  after  the  adoption  of 
this  Constitution,  and  then  by  the  minority  plan  only  until 
1904,  while  by  the  majority  plan  they  must  be  continuous. 

The  minority  which  submits  this  report  have  thought  proper 
to  present  with  it  an  additional  and  independent  section  of  the 
article  appended,  providing  for  the  appointment  of  such  board 
by  the  circuit  courts  in  counties  and  the  corporation  courts  in 
cities,  and  setting  forth  the  duties  devolved  upon  them.  The 
section  may  be  embraced  in  the  text  of  the  Constitution,  or  in 
an  ordinance  of  the  Convention.  Changes  in  these  provisions 
will  doubtless  be  required  as  it  can  not  at  this  time  be  known 
when  and  in  what  particular  form  the  Constitution  may  be 
adopted. 

The  minority  cordially  concur  in  some  of  the  supplementary 
propositions  recommended  by  the  majority. 

Such  variances  exist  between  the  majority  and  the  minority 
of  the  committee  respecting  propositions  as  will  appear  on  in- 
spection of  the  articles  on  the  subject  submitted  to  the  Con- 
vention. 
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We  reserve  the  priyilege  to  offer  or  support  such  amendments 
as  may  be  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  this  report,  as  may 
receive  the  approval  of  our  judgment.

§  1.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  at  least 

2  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  possesses  the  following  quali- 

3  fications,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Gen- 

4  eral  Assembly  and  all  officers  elected  by  the  people. 

5  First.  He  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  this  State  for 

6  at  least  two  years,  of  the  county  or  city  one  year,  and  of 

7  the  precinct  in  which  he  shall  offer  to  vote  thirty  days  next 

8  preceding  the  election  at  which  he  shall  oflfer  to  vote ;  pro- 

9  vided,  that  removal  from  one  precinct  to  another  in  the 

10  same  city  or  county  shall  not  deprive  any  person  of  the 

11  right  to  vote  in  the  precinct  from  which  he  has  removed 

12  until  thirty  days  after  such  removal. 

13  Second.  He  shall  have  been  duly  registered  as  may  be 

14  prescribed  by  law. 

15  Third.  After  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  three 

16  (1903) ,  he  shall  have  paid  to  the  State  at  least  six  months 

17  before  the  election  in  which  he  oflFers  to  vote,  a  poll-tax  of 

18  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.60)  for  the  year  nineteen  hun- 

19  dred  and  two  ( 1902)  ;  and  six  months  before  any  election 

20  held  after  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four  (1904) , 

21  he  shall  have  paid  to  the  State  all  poll-taxes  for  every  pre- 

22  ceding  year  which  shall  have  become  due  and  payable  under 

23  and  by  virtue  of  this  Constitution ;  provided,  that  the  pay- 

24  ment  of  a  poll-tax  shall  not  be  a  presequisite  for  voting  at 

25  any  election  prior  to  January  first,  nineteen   hundred  and 

26  three  (1903) ,  and  that  no  person  who  has  served  in  time  of 

27  war  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 

28  Confederate  States,  shall,  at  any  time,  be  required  to  pay  a 

29  poll-tax  as  a  prerequisite  to  vote. 

30  Fourth.  If  registered  after  the  adoption  of  this  Consti- 

31  tution  and  prior  to  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 

32  four  (1904) ,  he  shall  be— 

33  1.  A  person  who  has  heretofore  served  in  time  of  war  in 

34  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 

35  Confederate  States,  or  of  one  of   the  States  of  the  United 

36  States,  or — 

37  2.  He  shall  be  able  to  read  any  section  of  the  Constitu- 

38  tion  of  this  State  submitted  to  him  by  the  registration  offi- 

39  cers,  or  he  shall  be  able  to  understand  the  same  when  read 

40  to  him,  or  to  give  a  reasonable  explanation  thereof,  or — 

41  3.  He  shall  have  paid  to  the  State  taxes  for  the  year 

42  preceding  that  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  as  much  as  one 

43  dollar  on  property  owned  by  and  assessed  against  him. 

§  2.  All    citizens  registered   under  the    foregoing    pro- 
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2  visions  of  this  Constitution  prior  to  January  1,  1904,  sh; 

3  continue  to  be  electors  so  long  as  they  possess  the  qualifii 

4  tions  prescribed  thereby,  unless  they  shall  come  under  so: 

5  one  of  its  disqualifying  provisions,  and  may  be   aided 

6  preparing  and  depositing  their  ballot  by  a  person  of  th< 

7  own  selection  in  the  presence  of  the  judges  of   electioi 

8  provided,  that  not  more  than  five  such  voters  shall  recei' 

9  such  aid  from  the  same  person  at  any  election. 

§  3.  After  January  1,  1904,  every  male  citizen  not  pi 

2  viously  registered   under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  thj 

3  Constitution,  except  as  herein  provided,  shall  in  addition  I 

4  the  qualifications  prescribed  as  to  age,  resident  and  poll4a3 

5  make  application  for  registration  in  his  own  handwriting,  i 

6  may  be  provided  by  law ;  and  every  person  registered  Stt 

7  that  time  shall  prepare  and  deposit  his  ballot  without  ai 

8  from  another :  provided,  that  if  he  has  heretofore  served  i 

9  time  of  war  in  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the  Unite 

10  States,  or  of  the  Confederate  States,  or  of  any  State  of  tl 

11  United  States,  or  if  he  be  a  person  who  is  blind  or  physical! 

12  disabled,  he  shall  not  be  required  at  any  time  to  make  ai 

13  plication  in  writing  to  be  registered  and  may  receive  aid  i 

14  preparing  his  ballot  from  a  person  of  his  own  selection  j 

15  the  presence  of  the  judges  of  election ;  but  not  more  tha 

16  five  such  voters  shall  receive  such  aid  from  the  same  perso 

17  at  any  election. 

§  4.  The  following  persons  shall  not  have  the  right  1 

2  register  or  vote  : 

3  First.  Those  who  have  been  disqualified  to  vote  by  coi 

4  viction  of  crime  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  Constitutioi 

5  unless  their  disability  has  been  previously  removed,  or  sha 

6  be  thereafter  removed. 

7  Second.  Idiots  or  insane  persons. 

8  Third.  Persons  who  have  been  convicted  of  treason,  < 

9  of  any  felony,  bribery  in  any  election,  the  oflfering  to  bo 

10  or  sell  a  vote  in  any  election,  petit  larceny,  obtaining  mone 

11  or  property  on  false  pretenses,  malfeasance  in  oflSce,  embei 

12  zlement  of  public  funds,  or  of  any  infamous  crime. 

13  All  persons  who,  while  citizens  of  this  State  have,  sin( 

14  the  adoption  of  this   Constitution,  fought    a  duel   with 
16  deadly  weapon,  accepted  a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel  with 

16  deadly  weapon,  either  within  or  beyond  the  boundaries  i 

17  this  State,  or  knowingly  conveyed  a  challenge,  or  aided  < 

18  assisted  in  any  manner  in  fighting  a  duel ;  and  all  such  pe 

19  sons  shall  also  be  prohibited  from  any  office  of  honor,  profi 

20  or  trust  under  this  Constitution. 

§  5.  No  officer,  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine  of  the  Umu 
2  States  army  or  navy,  nor  any  inmate  of  a  charitable  instit 
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3  tion^  nor  any  student  in  any  institution  of  learning,  shall 

4  be  deemed  to  haye  gained  or  lost  a  residence  in  this  State , 

5  or  in  any  county  or  city  thereof,  by  reason  of  his  temporary 

6  station  or  location  therein. 

§  6.  All  elections  by  the  people  shall  be  by  ballot,  and 
2  all  elections  by  representative  bodies  shall  be  viva  voce. 

4  The  ballot  box  shall,  during  all  elections,  be  kept  in  view 

5  of  the  voters,  and  ballots  shall  not  be  canvassed  or  counted 

6  in  secret. 

§  7.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  bal- 

2  lots  without  any  distinguishing  mark  or  symbol  for  use  in 

3  all  State,  county,  city,  and  other  elections  by  the  people. 

4  All  ballots  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  candidates,  and  of 

5  the  officers  to  be  voted  for,  in  clear  print  and  in  due  and 

6  orderly  succession,  but  any  voter  may  erase  any  name  and 

7  insert  another. 

§  8.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the 

2  fair  and  orderly  conduct  of  all  elections  by  the  people,  in 

3  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

§  9.  No  voter,  during  the  time  of  holding  any  election 

2  at  which  he  is  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be  compelled  to  per- 

3  form   military   service,   except  in   time   of  war   or  public 

4  danger,  to  work  upon  public  roads,  or  to  attend  any  court 

5  as  suitor,  juror,  or  witness  ;  and  no  voter  shall  be  subject  to 

6  arrest  under  any  civil  process  during  his  attendance  at  elec- 

7  tion  or  in  going  to  or  returning  therefrom. 

§  10.  Any  person  who,  in  respect  of  age  or  time  of  resi- 

2  dence,  would  be  qualified  to  vote  at  the  time  of  the  next 

3  election,  shall  be  admitted  to  registration  notwithstanding 

4  that  at  the  time  thereof  he  is  not  qualified  with  reference  to 

5  age  or  time  of  residence,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  if 

6  qualified  at  the  time  of  election  under  the  provisions  of  this 

7  Constitution. 

§  11.  The  treasurer  of  each  county  and  city  of  the  State 

2  shall,  at  least  five  months  before  any  election,  file  with  the 

3  clerk  of  the  circuit  or  corporation  court  of  his  county  or 

4  city,  a  list,  in  alphabetical  order,  verified  by  his  oath,  of 

5  all  persons  in  each  precinct  in  his  city  or  county  who  have 

6  paid  not  later  than  six  months  prior  to  such  election,  the 

7  capitation  tax  of  $1.50  for  the  year  preceding  that  in  which 

8  such  election  is  held. 

9  The  clerk,  within  ten  days  from  receipt  thereof,  shall 

10  post  in  each  voting  precinct  of  his  county  or  city,  a  certified 

1 1  copy  of  the  voters  of  said  precinct  whose  names  have  been 

12  ttiiis  reported  by  the  treasurer  as  having  paid  the  capitation 

13  tax  ;  and  at  any  time  after  such  notice  has  been  posted,  any 

14  person,  who  shall  have  paid  the  capitation  tax,  but  whose 
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15  name  is  omitted  from  said   certified  list^  may,   after  five 

16  days^  notice  to  the  treasurer,  apply  to  the  judge  of  the  cir- 

17  cuit  or  corporation  court  of  his  county  or  city  to  have  said 

18  list  corrected  and  his  name  entered  thereupon. 

19  The  clerk  shall  also,  within  sixty  days  after  the  filing  of 

20  said  list  by  the  treasurer,  forward  a  certified  copy  thereof, 

21  with  such  correction  as  may  have  been  made  by  order  of 

22  the  court,  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  who  shall

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ORGANIZATION  AND 
GOVERNMENT  OF  COUNTIES. 


To  the  Hon.  John  Ooode^  President  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  : 

The  undersigned,  Committee  on  the  Organization  and  Govern- 
ment of  Counties,  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  as 
the  result  of  its  deliberations  : 

The  changes  proposed  by  your  Committee  to  Article  VII  of 
the  present  Constitution,  which  relates  to  county  organization, 
are  neither  numerous  nor  of  a  radical  nature,  and  are  mainly 
as  follows,  to-wit : 

1 .  The  offices  of  county  and  circuit  clerks  are  consolidated , 
2  regardless  of  the  population  of  the  county. 

2.  County  treasurers  are  made  ineligible  for  re-election 
2  after  the  second  term. 

3.  The  commissioners  of  the  revenue  are  ineligible  to  the 

2  same  office  for  the  next  succeeding  term,  and  are  to  be  paid 

3  per  capita  as  well  as  a  percentage,  on  the  amount  of  property 

4  listed  by  them. 

4.  All  regular  elections  for  county  and  district  offices 

2  shall  be  held  on  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  Novem- 

3  ber,  and  whose  terms  are  for  four  years,  except  the  clerk  of 

4  the  court,  whose  term  of  office  is  eight  years.     The  change 

5  here  is  as  to  the  time  at  which  elections  are  held,  and  the 

6  term  of  district  officers  and  clerk. 

5.  All  county  officers  are  required  to  renew  the  security 

2  on  their  bonds  when  deemed  necessary.     The  provision  in 

3  the  present  Constitution  applies  to  sheriffs  only.

3  ber,  and  all  of  said  officers  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  o 

4  their  offices  on  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeedinj 

5  their  election,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  th< 

6  term  of  four  years,  except  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  hol( 

7  office  for  eight  years. 

§  5.  The  General  Assembly,  at  its  first  session  after  tb 

2  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  shall  pass  such  laws  as  ma; 

3  be  necessary  to  give  eflfect  to  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

§  6.  No  county  officer  or  supervisor  shall  hold  any  othe 
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office.  All  officers  who  are  required  by  law  to  give  bond, 
may  be  required  to  renew  the  security  on  said  bonds,  and 
in  default  of  so  doing  their  offices  shall  be  declared  vacant. 
Counties  shall  never  be  made  responsible  for  the  acts  of  the 
sheriffs.

ARTICLE  VII. 

COUNTY   OBGANIZATION. 

§  !•  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each 

2  county  one  sheriff,  who  shall,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as 

3  sheriff,  perform  the  duties  of  the  treasurer  as  now  prescribed 

4  by  law :  provided  ^  that  in  counties  of  more  than  thirty  thou- 

5  sand  inhabitants  the  office  of  treasurer  may  be  created  by 

6  law  ;  one  clerk,  and  so  many  commissioners  of  the  revenue 

7  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 

8  ,  and  who  shall  be  paid  per  capita 

9  as  well  as  a  pencentage  of  the  amount  of  property  listed  by 

10  them,  and  who  shall  list  and  return  for  taxation  all  classes 

11  of  personal  property,  and  discharge  such  other  duties  as 

12  may  be  prescribed  by  law ;  one  superintendent  of  the  poor 

13  one  county  surveyor ;  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  thac 

14  five  supervisors,  to  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  county  at

5  more  than  three  justices  of  the  peace,  one  constable,  and 

6  one  overseer  of  the  poor. 

7  This  report  differs  from  the  majority  report  in  these  re- 

8  spects :    It  abolishes. 
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9         (1)  The  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth. 

10  (2)  The  county  treasurer,  with  a  provision  that  in  coun- 

11  ties  of  more  than  thirty  thousand  inhabitants  the  office  of 

12  treasurer  may  be  created  by  law. 

13  (3)   It  makes   the   commissioners  of    the   revenue  ap- 

14  pointive. 

15  (4)   It  provides  for  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 

16  five  supervisors  to  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  county  at 

17  large. 

18  (5)   It  enlarges  the  area  of  any  new  magisterial  district 

19  that  may  be  created  from  thirty  to  sixty  square  miles.

BILL   OF   RIGHTS   OP   177S. 

A  Declaration  of  Rights  made  by  the  Representatives  of  the 
good  people  of  Virginia,  assembled  in  full  and  free  Convention, 
which  rights  do  pert&in  to  them  and  their  posterity  as  the  basis 
and  foundation  of  government. 

1.  That  all  men  are  by  nature  equally  free  and  independ- 

2  ant,  and  have  certain  inherent  rights  of  which,  when  they 

3  enter  into  a  state  of  society,  they  cannot  by  any  compact 

4  deprive  or  divest  their  posterity — namely  :  the  enjoyment  of 

5  life  and  liberty  with  the  means  of  acquiring  and  possessing 

6  property,  and  pursuing  and  obtaining  happiness  and  safety. 

2.  That  all  power  is  vested  in,  and  consequently  derived 

2  from,  the  people ;  that  magistrates  are  their  trustees  and 

3  servants,  and  at  all  times  amenable  to  them. 

3.  That  government  is,  or  ought  to  be,  instituted  for  the 

2  common  benefit,  protection,  and  security  of   the  people, 

3  nation,  or  community  ;  of  all  the  various  modes  and  forms 

4  of  government,  that  is  the  best  which  is  capable  of  produc- 

5  ing  the  greatest  degree  of  happiness  and  safety,  and  is  most 

6  eflfectually  secured  against  the  danger  of  maladministration ; 

7  and  that  when  any  government  shall  be  found  inadequate 

8  or  contrary  to  these  purposes,  a  majority  of  the  community 

9  hath  an  indubitable,  unalienable,  and  indefeasible  right  to 

10  reform,  alter,  or  abolish  it  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  be 

11  judged  most  conducive  to  the  public  weal. 

4.  That  no  man  or  set  of  meni  are  entitled  to  exclusive 

2  or  separate  emoluments  or  privileges  from  the  community, 

3  but  in  consideration  of  public  services ;  which,  not  being 

4  descendible,  neither  ought  the  offices  of  magistrate,  legisla- 

5  tor,  or  judge  to  be  hereditary. 
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5.  That  the  legislative  and  executive  powers  of  the  Sta^ 

2  should  be  separate  and  distinct  from  the  judiciary ;  and  th^ 

3  the  members  of  the  two  first  may  be  restrained  from  opprd 

4  sion,  by  feeling  and  participating  the  burthens  of  the  ped 

5  pie,  they  should  at  fixed  periods  be  reduced  to  a  privatj 

6  station,  return  into  that  body  from  which  they  were  origu^ 

7  ally  taken,  and  the  vacancies  be  supplied  by  frequent,  cet 

8  tain,  and  regular  elections,  in  which  all  or  any  part  of  ih 

9  former  members  to  be  again  eligible,  or  ineligible,  as  th 
10  laws  shall  direct. 

6.  That  elections  of  members  to  serve   as   represent^ 

2  tives  of  the  people  in  assembly  ought  to  be  free ;  and  th^ 

3  all  men,  having  sufficient  evidence  of  permanent,  comnKM 

4  interest  with,  and  attachment  to,  the  community,  have  thl 

5  right  of  suffrage  and  cannot  be  taxed  or  deprived  of  thei 

6  property  for  public  uses  without  their  own  consent,  or  tha 

7  of  their  representatives  so  elected,  nor  bound  by  any  law  t 

8  which  they  have  not  in  like  manner  assented  for  the  publi 

9  good. 

7.  That  all  power  of  suspending  laws,  or  the  executio 

2  of  laws,  by  any  authority  without  consent  of  the  represei 

3  tatives  of  the  people  is  injurious  to  their  rights,  and  ougb 

4  not  to  be  exercised. 

8.  That  in  all  capital  or  criminal  prosecutions  a  ma 

2  hath  a  right  to  demand  the  cause  and  nature  of  his  accu 

3  tion ;  to  be  confronted  with  his  accusers  and  witnesses ; 

4  call  for  evidence  in  his  favor,  and  to  a  speedy  trial  by 

5  impartial  jury  of  his  vicinage  without  whose  unanimo 

6  consent  he  cannot  be  found  guilty ;  nor  can  he  be  compell< 

7  to  give  evidence  against  himself ;  that  no  man  be  depriv 

8  of  his  liberty  except  by  the  law  of  the  land  or  the  judgmeo 

9  of  his  peers. 

9.  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required,  nor  ei 

2  cessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishmem 

3  inflicted. 

10.  That  general  warrants  whereby  an  officer  or  m^sec 

2  ger  may  be  commanded  to  search  suspected  places  withon 

3  evidence  of  a  fact  committed,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  pei 

4  sons  not  named,  or  whose  offense  is  not  particularly  dc 

5  scribed  and  supported  by  evidence,  are  grievous  and  oppre? 

6  sive,  and  ought  not  to  be  granted. 

11.  That  in  controversies   respecting  property,  and 

2  suits  between  man  and  man,  the  ancient  trial  by  jury  is  pn 

3  ferable  to  any  other,  and  ought  to  be  held  sacred. 

12.  That  the  freedom  of  the  press  is  one  of  the  grej 

2  bulwarks  of  liberty,  and  can  never  be  restrained  but  by  d« 

3  potic  governments. 
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13.  That  a  well  regulated  militia,  composed  of  the  body 

2  of  the  people  trained  to  arms,  is  the  proper,  natural,  and 

3  safe  defence  of  a  free  State ;  that  standing  armies  in  time 

4  of  peace  should  be  avoided  as  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  that 

5  in  all  cases  the  military  should  be  under  strict  subordina- 

6  tion  to,  and  governed  by,  the  civil  power. 

14.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  uniform  government ; 

2  and  therefore  that  no  government  separate  from,  or  inde- 

3  pendent  of,  the  government  of  Virginia,  ought  to  be  erected 

4  or  established  within  the  limits  thereof. 

15.  That  no  free  government  or  the  blessing  of  liberty 

2  can  be  preserved  to  any  people  but  by  a  firm  sSherence  to 

3  justice,  moderation,  temperence,  frugality,  and  virtue,  and 

4  by  frequent  recurrence  to  fundamental  principles. 

16.  That  religion,  or  the  duty  which  we  owe  to  our 

2  Creator,  and  the  manner  of  discharging  it,  can  be  directed 

3  only  by  reason  and  conviction,  not  by  force  or  violence  ;  and 

4  therefore  all  men  are  equally  entitled  to  the  free  exercise  of 
6  religion  according  to  the  dictates  of  conscience  ;  and  that  it 

6  is  the  mutual  duty  of  all  to  practice  Christian  forbearance, 

7  love,  and  charity  towards  each  other.

Section  1.  The  legislative  power  of  this  State  shall  be 
i  vested  in  a  General  Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate 
i  and  House  of  Delegates.

>  its  own  rules  of  proceeding,  and  direct  writs  of  election  for 
J  supplying  [intermediate]  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  the 
i  session  of  the  General  Assembly ;  but  if  vacancies  shall  occur 
)  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly  such  writs  may  be

2  a  journal  of  its  proceedings  which  shall  be  published  from 

3  time  to  time,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either 

4  house  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of 

5  those  present,  and  in  the  cases  hereinafter  provided,  be  en- 

6  tered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  11.  No  law  shall  be  enacted  except  by  bill.     A  bill 

2  may  originate  in  either  of  the  two  houses  of  the  General 

3  Assembly  to  be  approved  or  rejected  by  the  other,  and  may 

4  be  amended  by  either  with  the  consent  of  the  other. 

5  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  unless  it  shall  have  been  (a) 

6  referred  to  a  committee  of  each  house,  acted  upon  by  such 

7  committee  in  session  and  returned  therefrom ;   (b)  printed 

8  for  the  use  of  members  prior  to  its  passage  by  the  house  in 

9  which  it  originated ;   (c)  read  at  length  on  three  different 

0  calendar  days  in  each  house ;  and  (d)  on  its  final  passage  in 

1  each  house,  the  vote  shall  have  been  taken  by  the  yeas  and 

2  nays,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the 

3  bill  entered  on  the  journal,  and  two-fifths  of  the  members 

4  elected  to  each  house,  including  a  majority  of  those  [present] 

5  voting,  shall  vote  and  be  recorded  as  voting  in  its  favor,  except 

6  that  no  bill  which  imposes,  continues,  or  revives  any  appro- 

7  priatiou  of  public  or  trust  money  or  property,  or  releases,  dis- 

8  charges,  or  commutes  any  claim  or  demand  of  the  State, 

9  shall  be  passed  which  does  not  receive  the  [support]  vote  of  a 
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20  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  the  vote  iii 

21  each  house  to  be  taken  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  namei

45  The  presiding  oflScer  of  each  house  shall,  in  the  presence

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17  by  the  yeas  and  nays  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for 

18  and  against  [to  be]  entered  on  the  journal,  to  discharge  the 

19  said  joint  committee  from  the  consideration  of  any  such  bill 

20  which  it  refuses  or  fails  to  return,  and  thereupon  to  proceed 

21  with  the  consideration  of  the  same  as  if  it  had  been  regularly

Sec.  13.  No  law  shall  embrace  more  than  one  object, 

2  which  shall  be  expressed  in  its  title ;  nor  shall  any  law  be

5  published  at  length. 

Sec.  14.  No  law,  except  a  general  appropriation  law,

4  unless  in  case  of  an  emergency  (which  emergency  shall  be

6  General  Assembly  shall  otherwise  direct  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths 

7  of  the  members  [present]  voting  in  each  house,  such  vote  to

Sec.  15.  The    Gk)vernor,    Lieutenant-Governor,    judges,

Sec.  18.  The  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  provide  fa 

2  the  government  of  cities  and  towns,  and  to  establish  sues 

3  courts  therein  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  administration  d 

4  justice. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  was  dischansed  ^m  the  farther  ooiiBideffBtiai 
of  section  18,  and  it  was  referred  to  the  Ck>mmittee  on  the  Organiiatioii  an^ 
Goyemment  of  Cities  and  Towns,  and  the  Gommittee  on  Jadidary. 

Sec.  19.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power,  by  a

Sec.  20.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shaU

Sec.  21.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  grant  a  charter 
I  of  incorporation  to  any  church  or  religious  denomination, 
{  but  may  secure  the  title  to  church  property  t6  an  extent  to 
I  be  limited  by  law. 

Sec.  22.  No  lottery  shall  hereafter  be  authorized  by  law ; 
I  and  the  buying,  selling,  or  transferring  of  tickets  or  chances 
J  in  any  lottery  shall  be  prohibited. 

Sec.  23.  No  new  county  shall  be  formed  with  an  area  of 
I  less  than  six  hundred  square  miles  ;  nor  shall  the  county  or 
i  counties  from  which  it  is  formed  be  reduced  below  that  area ; 
i  nor  shall  any  county  having  a  population  less  than  ten  thou- 
3  sand  be  deprived  of  more  than  one-fifth  of  such  population  ;

12  school  purposes :  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  sAa 

13  prohibit  the  General  Assembly  from  authorizing  cities,  townt 

14  or  counties  to  make  such  appropriations. 

Sec.  — .   The  General  Assembly  shall,  at  each  regular  se$t\ 

2  thereof,  appoint  a  standing  committee  consisting  of  two  mem' 

3  of  the  Senate  and  three  members  of  the   House    of    Delegaiei 

4  which  said  committee  shall  be  known  as  the  Auditing  Committee 

5  and  which  shall  annually,  oroftener,  in  their  discretion^  examim 

6  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  First  and   Second  Auditor,  th 
'  7  State  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  am

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  EXECUTIVE 
DEPARTMENT. 


Richmond,  November  12,  1901. 
To  Hon.  John  Goode,  President  of  the  Constitutional  Convention: 

The  Committee  on  Executive  Department  and  Bureaus,  Ac, 
respectfully  submit  the  article  which  it  is  the  unanimous  opin- 
ion of  the  members  of  the  Committee  should  be  substituted  for 
Article  IV  of  the  present  Constitution. 

The  report  covers  all  the  subjects  which  the  Committee  has 
had  under  consideration  except  the  organization  of  the  financial 
bureaus  of  the  Commonwealth :  these  bureaus  will  be  dealt 
with  in  a  supplemental  report  to  be  submitted  at  an  early  day 
and  blank  sections  are  left  for  them  in  the  ordinance  now  pre- 
sented. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Governor. 

Section  1.  The  chief  executive  power  of  this  Common- 

2  wealth  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor.     He  shall  hold  office 

3  for  a  term  of  four  years,  to  commence  on  the  first  day  of

Sec.  2.  The  Governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  at

4  seal,  by  the  proper  officers,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Common-

14  vote  of  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly.     Contestw 

15  elections  for  Governor  shall  be  decided  by  a  like  vote,  anc 

16  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  such  cases  shall  be  prescribed  bj 

17  law. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  except  a  citizen  of  the  United  State 

2  shall  be  eligible  to  the  oflSce  of  Governor ;  and  if  such  per 

3  son  be  of  foreign  birth,  he  must  have  been  a  citizen  of  th 

4  United  States  for  ten  years  next  preceding  his  election ;  noi 

5  shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  that  oflSce,  unless  he  shal 

6  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  have  been  a  resi 

7  dent  of  this  State  for  three  years  next  preceding  his  el^ 

8  tion. 

Sec.  4.  The  Governor  shall  reside  at  the  seat  of  govern 

2  ment ;  shall  receive  five  thousand  dollars  for  each  year  o 

3  his  service,  and  while  in  oflBce  shall  receive  no  other  emolu 

4  ment  from  this  or  any  other  government. 

Sec.  5.  The  Governor  shall  take  care   that  the  laws  U 

2  faithfully  executed  :  communicate  to  the  General  Assembly 

3  at  every  session,  the  condition  of  the  Commonwealth;  re 

4  commend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  ma} 

5  deem  expedient,  and  convene  the  (Jeneral  Assembly,  on  ap 

6  plication   of   two-thirds   of   the   members   of  both   houses 

7  thereof,  or  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  interest  of  the  Com 

8  mon wealth  may  require.     He  shall  be  commander-in-chiei 

9  of  the  land   and  naval  forces  of  the  State ;  have  power  t 

10  embody  the  militia  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrectio 

11  and  enforce  the  execution  of  the   laws ;  conduct,  either  i 

12  person  or  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law, 

13  intercourse  with  other  and  foreign  States  ;  and,  during  tb 

14  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  have  power  t-o  suspem 

15  from  office  for  misbehavior,  incapacity,   neglect  of  offici 

16  duty,  or  acts  performed  without  due  authority  of  law, 

17  executive   officers   at   the   seat   of  government;  except  th 

18  Lieutenant-Governor ;  but,  in  any  case  in  which  this  powei 

19  is  so  exercised,  the  Governor  shall  report  to  the  General  As- 

20  sembly,  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  session  thereof,  tte 

21  fact  of  such  suspension  and  the  cause  therefor,  and  he  shall 

22  have  power,  during  the  recess  of  the  Gk^neral  Assembly,  m 

23  appoint,  pro  tempore,  successors  to  all  officers  so  suspended, 

24  and  to  fill,  pro  tempore,  all  vacancies  in  the  executive  oflBces 

25  of  the  State  for  the  filling  of  which  the  Constitution  and 

26  laws  make  no  other  provision  ;  but  his  appointments  to  sud 

27  vacancies  shall  be  by  commissions  to  expire  at  the  end  o^ 

28  thirty  days  after  the  commencement  of  the  next  session  o 
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the  General  Assembly.  He  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines 
and  penalties  in  such  cases,  and  under  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  except  when  the 
prosecution  has  been  carried  on  by  the  House  of  Delegates, 
to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  after  conviction  ;  tp  remove 
political  disabilities  consequent  upon  conviction  for  offences 
committed  prior  or  subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  this  Con- 
stitution, and  to  commute  capital  punishment ;  but  he  shall 
communicate  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  each  session,  par- 
ticulars of  every  case  of  fine  or  penalty  remitted,  of  re- 
prieve or  pardon  granted,  and  of  punishment  committed, 
with  his  reasons  for  remitting,  granting,  or  committing  the 
same. 

Sec.  6.  The  Governor  may  require  information  in  writing 
from  the  oflScers  in  the  executive  department  upon  any  sub- 
ject relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices ;  and 
may  also  require  the  opinion  in  writing,  of  the  Attorney- 
General  upon  any  question  of  law  connected  with  his  offi- 
cial duties  as  chief  executive  of  the  State. 

Sec.  7.  Commissions  and  grants  shall  run  in  the  name 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  and  be  attested  by  the 
Governor,  with  the  seal  of  the  Commonwealth  annexed. 

Sec.  8.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Delegates,  and  every  resolution  requiring  the 
assent  of  both  branches  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall,  be- 
fore it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor.  If  he 
approve,  he  shall  sign  it ;  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it  with 
his  objections,  to  the  house  in  which  it  shall  have  origina- 
ted, which  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  its  journal 
and  proceed  to  reconsider  the  same.  If,  after  such  consid- 
eration, two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  agree  to 
pass  the  bill  or  joint  resolution,  it  shall  be  sent  together  with 
the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise 
be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  present,  it  shall  become  a  law,  notwithstanding 
the  objections  of  the  Governor.  If  he  approve  the  general 
purpose  of  any  bill  or  joint  resolution,  but  disapprove  any 
part  or  parts  thereof,  he  may  return  it,  with  recommenda- 
tions for  its  amendment,  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated, 
whereupon  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  both  houses 
upon  the  said  bill  or  joint  resolution,  and  his  said  recom- 
mendations in  relation  to  its  amendment,  as  is  above  pro- 
vided in  relation  to  a  bill  or  joint  resolution,  which  he  shall 
have  returned  without  his  approval,  and  his  objections 
thereto  :  provided,  that  if  after  such  reconsideration,  both 
houses,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  in 
each,  shall  agree  to  amend  the  said  bill  or  joint  resolution, 
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26  in  accordance  with  his  recommendations  in  relation  thereto 

27  or  either  house  by  such  vote  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  so  amend  it

37  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he  hac 

38  signed  it,  unless  the  Legislature  shall,  by  their  adjoummeni 

39  prevent  such  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  a  law  if  sigiiec 

40  by  the  Governor  within  ten  days  after  such   final   adjouni 

41  ment,  but  not  otherwise. 

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 

Sec.  9.  A  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  be  elected  at  tb

Sec.  10.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  Governor  fron 

2  office,  or  of  his  death,  failure  to  qualify,   resignation,  re 

3  moval  from  the  State,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  power 

4  and  duties  of  the  office,  the  said  office,  with  its  compensa 

5  tion,  shall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant-Governor ;  and  th 

6  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  discharge  o 

7  the  executive  functions  in  other  necessary  cases. 

Sec.  11.     The  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  be  president  o 

2  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote  except  incase  of  an  equa 

3  division  ;  and  while  acting  as  such,  shall  receive  a  compen 

4  sation  equal  to  that  allowed  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  o 

5  Delegates.     For  his  services  as  a  member  of  the  Board 

6  Public  Works,  while  actually  employed  as  such,  he  shall  re 

7  ceive  a  per  diem  to  be  fixed  by  law. 

SECRETARY   OF   THE   COMMONWEALTH. 

Sec.  12.  A    Secretary  of    the  Commonwealth    shall

3  and  for  the  same  term  as  the  Governor.     He  shall  be  coin 

4  missioned  by  the  Governor,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  to  q 

5  fixed  by  law.     He  shall  keep  a  daily  record  of  the  officii 

6  acts  of  the  Governor,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  Goverm 

7  and  attested  by  the  Secretary,  and  when  required,  he  sba 
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8  lay  the  same,  and  any  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers  per- 

9  taining  to  his  oflBce,  before  either  house  of  the  General  As- 

10  sembly.     He  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  heretofore  at- 

11  taching  to  the  office  of  Register  of  the  Land  Office,  and  such 

12  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.     All  fees  received 

13  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  paid  into

>  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Constitutionnl  Convention : 

« 

The  ComiQittee  on   Judiciary   respectfully   submit   the 

2  article  which  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  should  be 

3  submitted  for  Article  VI  of  the  present  Constitution. 

4  For  the  purpose  of  convenient  comparison,  the  sections 

5  of  the  old  article  and  the  new  are  given  in  parallel  col- 

6  umns  unless  the  section  is  entirely  new,  and  will  be  found 

7  attached  to  this  report. 

8  The  most  pronounced  changes  will  be  found  in  the  second 

9  section  fixing  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ap- 

0  peals,  and  in  those  sections  establishing  a  system  of  courts 

1  for  the  Commonwealth.  In  the  former  Constitution,  the 
.2  character  of   the  jurisdiction  of    the    Supreme   Court   of 

3  Appeals,  whether  original  or  appellate,  is  fixed,  but  the 

4  Constitution  itself  does  not  confer  jurisdiction.      It  was 

15  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  in  cases  involving  the 

16  life  or  liberty  of  the  citizen  or  the  constitutionalty  of  any 

17  law,  this  jurisdiction  should  be  conferred  by  the  Constitu- 

18  tion  itself.     This*  is  the  only  change  in  principle.     Other 

19  changes  will  be  apparent  from  an  examination  of  the  old 
!0  section  and  the  new. 

!1  There  can  be  no  matter  of  greater  importance  to  the 
!2  people  of  this  State  than  its  judiciary.  To  it  is  committed 
!3  the  life,  the  liberty,  the  property  of  the  citizen.  After 
!4  most  careful  and  deliberate  consideration,  this  committee 
!5  has  concluded  that  there  should  be  a  single  system  of 
16  courts  between  the  justice  of  the  peace  and  the  Supreme 
!7  Court  of  Appeals,  and  that  the  county  courts  should  be 
18  abolished.  They  have  divided  the  State  into  twenty-four 
B  circuits.  Outside  of  the  cities,  these  courts  will  have 
W  original  jurisdiction  of  all  matters  except  those  cognizable 
'1  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  the  clerk  of  the  court.  The 
12  State  has  been  divided  into  a  sufficient  number  of  circuits 
3  to  permit  each  county  of  the  State  to  have  at  least  six 
^  terms  of  the  circuit  court  each  year.  Other  circuits,  where 
^  business,  especially  criminal  business,  is  large,  are  so 
^  arranged  as  to  permit  monthly  terms.  It  is  believed  that 
!7  this  will  greatly  expedite  the  determination  of  civil  causes 
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38  in  the  counties  of  the  Commonwealth  and  give  a  speed 

39  and  efficient  administration  of  criminal  justice.     It  is  an 

40  ticipated  that  the  General  Assembly  will  give  precedenc 

41  to  criminal  business  at  certain  of  these  terms,  to  civil  busi 

42  ness  at  others,  or   authorize  the  judge  of  the  circuit  t 

43  do  so,  but  at  each  term,  both  criminal  and  civil  busines 

44  may  be  heard  and  determined.     It  is  believed  it  would  b 

45  well  to  give  to  the  judge  of  the  circuit  discretion,  at  a  civi 

46  term,  to  give  precedence  to  a  criminal  case  should  the  put 

47  lie  interests  require  it.     The  danger  thaj  counsel,  litigant 

48  and  witnesses  in  civil  cases  will  be  detained  in  attendano 

49  upon  courts  until  the  criminal  business  is  disposed  of,  wil 

50  thus  be  minimized. 

51  The  jurisdiction  which  may  be  given  to  the  clerks  of  th 

52  circuit  courts  in  matters  of  probate,  the  appointment  oi 

53  guardians,  etc.,  will  give  a  tribunal  always  open  forsuci 

54  matters. 

55  In  cities  containing  more  than  10,000  inhabitants,  ther 

56  is  no  change  made  in  the  courts. 

57  In  cities  containing  less  than   10,000  inhabitants,  n 

58  change  is  made  in  the  courts,  except  that  such  city  ma 

59  abolish  it's  corporation  or  hustings  court  by  a  vote  of  i« 

60  people  at  two  successive  elections  not  less  than  tweW 

61  months  apart.     In  a  number  of  such  cities,  the  corporatio 

62  or  hustings  court  could  have  been  abolished  and  the  \>ns\ 

63  ness  easily  disposed  of  by  the  regular  circuit  court.    I 

64  other  such  cities,  conditions  were  difiPerent  and  astronj 

65  demand  was  made  by  their  representatives  and  by  delega 

66  tions  for  their   preservation.      They  indicated   a  perfec 

67  willingness  that  each  such  city  should  pay  the  entire  salar 

68  of  its  judge.     Under  such  circumstances  it  was  determine^ 

69  to  preserve  the  corporation  or  hustings    courts   in  thed 

70  cities,  require  them  to  pay  the  salary  of  their  judges,  an 

71  give  them  no  separate  circuit  court,  so  long  as  their  cid 

72  court  continues  to  exist,  and  give  to  each  city  the  power  t 

73  abolish  its  court.     It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  tha 

74  these  courts  will  survive  where  needed  and  will  sooa  ceas 

75  to  exist  in  other  such  cities. 

76  The  success  of  any  judicial  system  must  depend  ver 

77  largely  upon  the  character  and  ability  of  its  judges.    Iti 

78  impossible  to  command  the  best  talent  for  the  bench  unles 

79  reasonable  salaries  are  paid  the  judges.     Therefore  it  ha 

80  been  determined  that  it  is  wise  to  fix  a  minimum  salad 

81  for  all  judges  except  those  in  cities  containing  less  thanle 

82  thousand  inhabitants.     One  half  of  these  salaries  is  to  b 

83  paid  by  the  State ;  the  other  half  by  the  respective  dtk 

84  and  counties,  according  to  their  population.     It  is  conlen 
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85  plated  that  these  salaries  are  to  be  paid  out  of  the  State 

86  Treasury,  which  is  to  be  reimbursed  by  the  respective  cities 

87  and  counties. 

88  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  justices  of  the 

89  peace  should  be  provided  for  in  this  article  of  the  Constitu- 

90  tion.     This  court  disposes  of  many  important  matters  and 

91  conies  more  nearly  home  to  the  citizen  less  fortunate  in  this 

92  world's  goods  than  any  other  court  of  the  Commonwealth. 

93  The  manner  of  the  selection  of  its  judges  is  a  matter  of  the 

94  utmost  importance.     It  is  believed  that  their  appointment 

95  by  the  judges  of  the  circuit  court,  except  in  cities  contain- 

96  ing  less  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants  and  by  the  judge  of 

97  the  city  court  in  such  cities  retaining  their  city  court,  will 

98  result   in  the  selection  of   men  of   more  ability,  higher 

99  character  and  in  everyway  better  fitted  for  these  positions. 

00  The  first  desire  of  your  committee  has  been  to  give  to  the 

01  people  of  Virginia  an  efficient  judiciary  system.     Such  a 

02  system,  in  the  end,  is  the  most  economical.     Appeals  and 

03  new  trials  will  be  much  less  frequent,  and  justice,  prompt, 

04  equal  and  certain. 

05  Although  the  minimum  salaries  of  the  judges  have  been 

06  fixed  at  sums  in  excess  of  the  present  salaries,  there  will 

07  be  a  considerable  saving  to  the  State  in  actual  salaries  paid, 

08  as  will  appear  from  the  tables  below.

PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS  AND  PRISONS. 


PBNITBNTLABY. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  penitentiary  located  in  the 

2  city  of  Richmond,  with   such  branch  prisons  and  prison 

3  farms  elsewhere  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Section  2.  The  penitentiary,  branch  prisons,  and  prison 

2  farms,  shall  be  governed  and  controlled,  and  the  superin- 

3  tendents  and  surgeons  thereof  appointed  by  a  board  of  five 

4  directors  to  be  appointed  -by  the  Governor  by  and  with  the 

5  advice   and  consent  of    the  Senate.     The  superintendent 

6  shall  appoint   and  may  remove   all  other  officers  and  em- 

7  ployees  of  the  penitentiary,   branch  prisons,   and  prison 

8  farms,  subject   to  the  approval   of  the  board   of  directors. 

9  The  superintendents  and  surgeons  shall  be  removable  by 

10  the  board  of  directors  for  misbehavior,  incapacity,  neglect 

11  of  official  duty,  or  acts  performed  without  due  authority  of 

12  law.     The  terms  of  the  directors  first  appointed  shall  be 

13  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years,  respectively,  and  there- 

14  after,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  a  director,  his  suc- 

15  cesser  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Section  3.  The  board  of  directors  shall  provide  cells  at 

2  the  penitentiary  with  sufficient  air  space  and  ventilation  to 

3  maintain  health,  together  with  all  additional  buildings  neces- 

4  sary  for  that  purpose,  for  which  it  may,  with  the  approval 

5  of  the  Governor,  expend   all  of  the  receipts  deriv^  from 

6  hire  of  convicts  after  deducting  expenses  and  maintenance 

7  of  the  penitentiary,  branch  prisons  and  prison  farms. 

Section  4.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  upon  the  appli- 

2  cation  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the   penitentiary,  ap- 

3  proved  by  the  Governor,  appropriate  such  sums  of  money, 

4  in  addition  to  the  net  receipts  derived  from  hire  of  convicts, 

5  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  and  maintain  suitable  build- 

6  ings  at  the  penitentiary,  branch  prisons,  and  prison  farms  * 

7  or  the  General  Assembly  may,  in  addition  to  such  appropri- 

8  ation,   or  in   lieu   thereof,  authorize  the  board  of  directors 

9  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  borrow  in  the  name 

10  of  the   Commonwealth,   a  sum   sufficient  to  provide  and 

11  maintain  said  buildings  ;  the  sum  thus  to  be  borrowed  shall 

12  at  no  time  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 

13  nor  bear  a  higher  rate  on  interest  than  four  per  cent. 
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STATE   HOSPITALS   FOR  THE   INSANE. 

Sec.  5.  For  each  of  the  four  State  hospitals  for  the  in- 

2  sane  now  existing,  and  for  every  such  hospital  hereafter  es- 

3  tablished  there  shall  be  a  local  board  of  directors  consisting 

4  of  three  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor, 

5  by  and  with  the' advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  such 

6  board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  general  board  of  direc- 

7  tors  hereinafter  constituted,  shall  be  charged  with  the  local 

8  control  and  management  of  the  hospital  for  which  it  is  ap- 

9  pointed.     The  terms  of  the  directors  first  appointed  shall  be

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  a  commissioner  of  State  hospitals

4  tors,  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  proper  disburse- 

5  ment  of  all  moneys  appropriated  or  received  from  any  source

8  of  the  hospitals  a  uniform  system  of  keeping  the  records  and

ARTICLE  IV. 

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Governor. 

Section  1.  The  chief  executive  power  of  this  Common- 
l  wealth  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor.  He  shall  hold  office 
J  for  a  term  of  four  years,  to  commence  on  the  [first]  day  of 
I  [January]  next  succeeding  his  election,  and  be  ineligible  to 
5  the  same  office  for  the  term  next  succeeding  that  for  which 
5  he  was  elected,  and  to  any  other  office  during  his  term  of 
1  service.

8  shall,  within  one  week  thereafter,  in  presence  of  a  majority 

9  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  open  the  said  returns, 

0  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted.     The  person  having 

1  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected ;  but 

2  if  two  or  more  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number 
?  of  votes,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  Governor  by  the  joint 
i  vote  of  th6  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly.    Contested 
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15  elections  for  Governor  shall  be  decided  by  a  like  vote,  and 

16  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  such  cases  shall  be  prescribed  by

Sec.  3.  No  person  except  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 

2  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor ;  and  if  such  per- 

3  son  be  of  foreign  birth,  he  must  have  been  a  citizen  of  the 

4  United  States  for  ten  years  next  preceding  his  election;  nor 

5  shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  that  office,  unless  he  shall 

6  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  have  been  aresi- 

7  dent  of  this  State  for  [three]  five  years  next  preceding  his 

8  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  Governor  shall  reside  at  the  seat  of  govern- 

2  ment ;  shall  receive  five  thousand  dollars  for  each  year  of 

3  his  service,  and  while  in  office  shall  receive  no  other  emolo- 

4  ment  from  this  or  any  other  government. 

Sec.  5.  The  Governor  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be 

2  faithfully  executed  :  communicate  to  the  General  Assembly, 

3  at  every  session,  the  condition  of  the  Commonwealth;  re- 

4  commend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may- 

5  deem  expedient,  and  convene  the  General  Assembly,  on  ap- 

6  plication  of  [two-thirds]    of   the  members  of  both  houses 

7  thereof,  or  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  interest  of  the  Com- 

8  monwealth  may  require.     He  shall  be  commander-in-chief 

9  of  the  land   and   naval   forces  of  the  State  ;  have  power  to

II  and  enforce  the  execution  of  the  laws ;  conduct,  either  in

Sec.  7.  Commissions  and  grants  shall  run  in  the  name 

2  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  and  be  attested  by  the 

3  Governor,  with  the  seal  of  the  Commonwealth  annexed. 

Sec.  8.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  Senate 

2  and  House  of  Delegates,  and  every  resolution  requiring  the 

3  assent  of  both  branches  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall,  be- 

4  fore  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor.     If  he 

5  approve,  he  shall  sign  it ;  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it  with 

6  his  objections,  to  the  house  in  which  it  shall  have  originated, 

7  which  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  its  journal  and 

8  proceed  to  reconsider  the  same.     If,  after  such  consider a-

Sec.  10.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  Governor  froi^ 

2  office,  or  of  his  death,  failure  to  qualifv,  resignation,  rt

Sec.  11.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  be  president  o 

2  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote  except  in  case  of  an  eqol 

3  division ;  and  while  acting  as  such,  shall  receive  a  compel 

4  saMon  equal  to  that  aUotv*ed  to  the  Speaker  of  ^e  House  ^ 
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5  Delegates.     For  his  services  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 

6  Public  Works,  while  actually  employed  as  such,  he  shall 

7  receive  a  per  diem  to  be  fixed  by  law. 

SSCRETABY   OF   THS   COMMONWEALTH. 

Sec.  12.  A   Secretary  of   the   Commonwealth  shall  be 

2  eleoted  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  State  at  the  same  time 

3  and  for  the  same  term  as  the  Governor,  and  the  fact  of  his 

4  election  shall  be  determi.ied  as  in  the  case  of  the  Oovernor,     He 

5  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  and  shall  receive  a 

6  salary  to  be  fixed  by  law.     He  shall  keep  a  daily  record  of 

7  the  official  acts  of  the  Governor,  which  shall  be  signed  by 

8  the  Governor  and  attested  by  the  Secretary,  and  when  re-

OF   A    MINORITY     OF    jTHE     COMMITTEE     ON     THE 

ELECTIVE  FRANCHISE,  QUALIFICATION  FOR 

OFFICE,  BASIS  OF  REPRESENTATION 

AND  APPORTIONMENT,  AND 

ON  ELECTIONS. 


Resolved,  That  the  following  article,  relating  to  the  right 
2  of  suffrage,  be  adopted  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution  : 

ARTICLE. 

1.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  shall 

2  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  shall 

3  have  been  a  resident  of  this  State  for  at  least  two  years,  of 

4  the  county  or  city  in  which  he  shall  offer  to  vote  one  year. 
6  and  of  the  precinct  in  which  he  shall  offer  to  vote  thirty 

6  days  next  preceding  the  election  at  which  he  shall  offer  to 

7  vote,  who  shall  have  been  registered  as  may  be  prescribed 

8  by  law,  and  who  shall  have  paid  in  person  to  the  State  at 

9  least  six  month  prior  to  the  election  at  which  he  shall  offer 

10  to  vote,  a  poll-tax  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  for 

11  the  preceding  year,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of 

12  the  General  Assembly,  and  all  officers  elected  by  the  people  : 

13  provided,  that  no  person,  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  under 

14  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  shall  lose  his  right  to 

15  vote  in  the  precinct  from  which  he  has  removed  to  another 

16  precint  in  the  same  city  or  county  until  after  the  expiration 

17  of  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  such  removal :  and,  pro- 

18  vided  further,  that  the  payment  of  a  poll-tax,  as  a  prere- 

19  quisite  to  voting,  shall  not  be  required  at  any  election  held 

20  prior  to  January  1,  1903,  after  which  time  the  voter  shall 

21  be  required  to  pay  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  right  of  suffrage 

22  the  poll-tax  for  every  year  for  which  such  tax  shall  have 

23  become  due  and  payable  ;  but  the  collection  of  said  poll-tax 

24  shall   not  be  enforced  by  distress  or  otherwise  until  it  shall 

25  have  become   two  years   past  due.     No  person,  who   has 

26  served  in  time  of  war  in   the   army  or  navy  of  the  United 

27  States,  or  of  the  Confederate  States,  or  of  any  State  of  the 
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28  United  States,  shall,  at  any  time,  be  required  to  pay  a  pdl- 

29  tax  as  a  prerequisite  to  voting. 

2.  Prior  to  the  first  day  of  May,  1902,  and  again  prior 

2  to  the  first  day  of  November,  1902,  there  shall  be  a  general 

3  registration  of  voters  in  every  county  and  city  of  the  State, 

4  at  which  general  registrations  no  person  shall  be  listed  as  a 

5  voter  unless,  when  he  offers  to  register,  he  shall  be  able  to 

6  read  any  section  of  this  Constitution  which  may  be  sub- 

7  mitted  to  him  by  the  registrars,  and  give  a  reasonable  ei- 

8  planation  of  the  same  ;  or,  being  a  person  who  cannot,  for 

9  himself,  read  such  section  of  the  Constitution,  shall  be  able 

10  to  understand  and  give  a  reasonable  explanation  therecrf 

11  when  read  to  him  by  the  oflScers  of  registration  :  provided, 

12  that  these  requirements  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  any 

13  person  or  the   lawful  descendant  of    any  person  who  has 

14  served  in   time  of  war,  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 

15  States  or  of  the  Confederate  States,  or  of  any  State  of  the 

16  United  States,  nor  to  any  person  who  shall  have  paid  to  the 

17  State  for  the  year  1901,  taxes  amounting  to  a3  much  as  one 

18  dollar  ($1.00)  on  property  owned  by,  and  assessed  against 

19  him.     All  persons  properly  registered  under  this  provision 

20  shall  remain  permanently  enrolled  as  electors,  unless  sub- 

21  sequently  disqualified  by  some  other  provision  of  this  article ; 

22  and  a  copy  of  this  permanent  roll  sworn  to  by  the  oflBcers 

23  of  registration  shall  be  certified  to  each  county  and  city 

24  clerk  for  preservation  in  his  oflSice.     Any  person  who  shaD 

25  be   denied   registration   under  this  section  shall  have  the 

26  right  of  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  or  the  cor- 

27  poration  court  of  the  city,  or  to  the  judge  thereof  in  vaca- 

28  tion. 

3.  On  and  after  January  1,  1903,  the  foregoing  require- 

2  ments  as  to  registration  shall  be  void  and  no  longer  applied ; 

3  but  subsequent  to  January  1, 1903,  every  male  citizen  of  the 

4  United  States  who  has  acquired  residence  in  this  Stale  in 

5  accordance  with  section  one  (1)  of  this  article,  and  not  pre- 

6  viously  registered  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 

7  Constitution,  shall,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  registration, 

8  have  paid  a  poll-tax  of  one  dollar  and  fifty-cents  ($1.50), 

9  and  shall,  unless  he  be  physically  disqualified,  make  appli- 

10  cation  for  registration  in  his  own  handwriting,  without  aid 

11  or  suggestion  or  the  use  of  a  memorandum,  in  the  presence 

12  of  the  registrar  of  the  precinct  in  which  he  resides,  setting 

13  forth  the  name  and  residence  of  his  parents,  his  own  namti 

14  age,  place  and  time  of  birth,  his  occupation  and  place  d 

15  residence  at  the  time  and  for  twelve  months  prior  to  tlw 

16  date  of  his  application  ;  having  done  which  and  made  oati 

17  to  his  statement,  he  shall  be  duly  listed  by  the  registrar  oi 
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18  election.     Every  person  registered  under  this  provision  who 

19  is  not  blind  or  otherwise  physically  disabled,  shall  prepare 

20  and  deposit  his  ballot,  without  aid  from  another,  on  such 

21  printed  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law ;  but  any  voter 

22  registered  prior  to  January  1,  1903,  may  be  aided  in  the 

23  preparation  of  his  ballot  by  such  person  as  he  may  himself 

24  designate.     The  General  Assembly  shall,  prior  to  January 

25  1,  1903,  provide  by  law  for  such  a  registration  of  voters  as 

26  is  thus  set  forth  in  section  3  of  this  article,  to  be  held  at 

27  least  once  in  every  year,  and  shall  enact  such  other  laws  as 

28  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  eflfect  all  the  provisions  of 

29  this  section. 

4.  The  following  persons  shall  not  be  entitled  to  register 

2  or  vote:  Idiots,  lunatics,  persons  convicted  of  bribery  at 

3  elections,  embezzlement  of  public  funds,  treason,  felony,  or 

4  petit  larceny,  and  persons,  who,  while  citizens  of  this  State, 

5  have,  since  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  fought  a  duel 

6  with  a  deadly  weapon,  sent  or  accepted  a  challenge  to  fight 

7  a  duel  with  a  deadly  weapon,  either  within  or  without  the 

8  boundaries  of  this  State,  or  knowingly  conveyed  a  challenge, 

9  or  aided  or  assisted  in  any  manner  in  fighting  a  duel. 

10  No  officer,  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine   of  the   United 

11  States  army  or  navy,  nor  any  inmate  of  a  charitable  insti- 

12  tution,  nor  student  in  any  institution  of  learning,  shall  be 

13  deemed  to  have  gained  or  lost  a  residence  in  this  State,  or 

14  in  any  county   or   city   thereof,  by  reason  of  his  temporary 

15  station  or  location  therein. 

5.  No  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  or  participate  in 

2  any  primary  election,  party  convention,  mass-meeting,  or 

3  other  method  of  party  action  of  any  political  party  or  fac- 

4  tion,  who  shall   not  possess  the  qualifications  presented  in 

5  this  article  for  an  elector,  or  who  shall  be  disqualified  under 

6  the  provisions  of  this  anicle  from  voting. 

6.  All  elections  by  the  people  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  all 

2  elections  by  representative  bodies  shall  be  viva  voce. 

3  The  ballot-box  shall,  during  all  elections,  be  kept  in  view 

4  of  the  voters,  and  ballots  shall  not  be  canvassed  or  counted 

5  in  secret. 

7.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  ballots 

2  without  any  distinguishing  mark  or  symbol  for  use  in  all 

3  State,  county,  city,  and  other  elections  by  the  people.     All 

4  ballots  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  candidates,  and  of  the 

6  officers  to  be  voted  for,  in  clear  print  and  in  due  and  orderly 

6  succession ;  but  any  voter  may  erase  any  name  and  insert 

7  another. 

8.  No  voter,  during  the  time  of  holding  any  election  at 
2  which  he  is  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be  compelled  to  perform 

12 
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3  military  service,  except  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger;  u 

4  work  upon  public  roads,  or  to  attend  any  court  as  suitor 

5  juror,  or  witness ;  and  no  voter  shall  be  subject  to  arresl 

6  under  any  civil  process  during  his  attendance  at  election,  oi 

7  in  going  to  or  returning  therefrom. 

9.  Any  person  who,  in  respect  of  age  or  time  of  resi- 

2  dence,  would  be  qualified  to  vote  at  the  time  of  the  next 

3  election  shall  be  admitted  to  registration,  notwithstanding 

4  that  at  the  time  thereof  he  is  not  qualified  with  reference 

5  to  age  or  time  of  residence,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  if 

6  qualified  at  the  time  of  election  under  the  provisions  of 

7  this  Constitution. 

10.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the 

2  fair  and  orderly  conduct  of  all  elections  by  the  people,  in 

3  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution ;  and  all 

4  laws  creating  election  boards,  or  providing  for  the  appoint- 

5  ment  of  judges  of  election,  shall  secure  equal  representation 

6  of  the  two  political  parties  which,  at  the  general  election 

7  next  preceding  their  creation  or  appointment,  cast  the  high- 

8  est  and  next  highest  number  of  votes. 

11.  In  trials  of  contested  elections  and  in  proceedings 

2  for  the  investigation  of  elections,  no  person  shall  be  pe^ 

3  mitted  to  withhold  his  testimony  upon  the  ground  that  it 

4  may  criminate  himself  or  subject  him  to  public  infamj; 

5  but  such  testimony  shall  not  afterwards  be  used  against 

6  him  in  any  judicial  proceeding,  except  for  perjury  in  giving 

7  such  testimony. 

12.  Electors  in  county  and  city  elections  shall  possess 

2  the  qualifications  and  be  subject  to   the   disqualifications 

3  prescribed  in  section  one  (1)  of  this  article:    but  the  Gene- 

4  ral  Assembly  may  prescribe  a  property  qualification  of  not 

5  exceeding  $250.00  for  electors  in  any  county  or  city  of  the 

6  State  as  a  pre-requisite  for  voting  in  any  election  for  county 

7  or  city  officers  in  such  county  or  city,  upon  a  request  of  a 

8  majority  of  the  voters  of  such  county  or  city  as  ascertained 

9  either  by  popular  vote  or  petition :  provided  further,  that 

10  the  General  Assembly,  in  its  discretion,  may  make  such 

11  lawful   exemptions   from   the  operation   of    said  property 

12  qualifications  as  shall   not  be  in  conflict  with  the  Constiln- 

13  tion  of  the  United  States  or  the  State  of  Virginia. 

13.  The  treasurer  of  each  county  and  city  of  the  State 

2  shall,  at  least  five  months  before  any  election,  file  with  the 

3  clerk  of  the  circuit  or  corporation  court  of  his  county  or 

4  city,  a  list,  in  alphabetical  order,  verified  by  his  oath,  of 

5  all  persons  who  have  paid,  not  later  than  six  months  prior 

6  to  such  election,  the  capitation  tax  of  $1.50  for  the  yeai 

7  preceding  that  in  which  such  election  is  held. 
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8  The  clerk,  within  ten  days  from  receipt  thereof,  shall 

9  post  in  each  voting  precinct  of  his  county  or  city,  a  certified 

10  copy  of  the  vpters  of  said  precinct  whose  names  have  been 

11  thus  reported  by  the  treasurer  as  having  paid  the  capitation 

12  tax ;  and  within  thirty  days   after  such   notice   has   been 

13  posted,  any  person  who  shall  have  paid  the  capitation  tax, 

14  but  whose  name  is   omitted  from  said  certified  list,  may, 

15  after  five  days'  notice  to  the  treasurer,  apply  to  the  judge  of 

16  the  circuit  or  corporation  court  of  his  county  or  city  to  have 

17  said  list  corrected  and  his  name  entered  thereupon. 

18  The  clerk  shall  also,  within  sixty  days  after  the  filing  of 

19  said  list  by  the  treasurer,  forward  a  certified  copy  thereof, 

20  with  such  correction  as  may  have  been  made  by  order  of  the 

21  courts,  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  who  shall  charge 

22  the  amount  stated  in  such  return  against  such  treasurer  in 

23  the  settlement  of  his  accounts  except  such  part  as  may  have 

24  been  previously   accounted  for.     And    a   reasonable   time 

25  before  such  election,  the  clerk  shall  forward  to  the  judges 

26  of  election  of  each  precinct  of  his  county  or  city,  a  like  cer- 

27  tified  copy  of  the  list  of  those  in  such  precinct  who  have 

28  paid  the  capitation  tax  for  the  previous  year,  which  shall 

29  be  deemed  conclusive  evidence  of  that  fact  for  the  purpose 

30  of  Voting.

68  or  any  infamous  offense  or  offense  involving  moral  turpitude.

PENITENTIARY. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  penitentiary  with  such  branch 
2  prison  and  prison  farms  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Section  2.  The  penitentiary,  branch  prisons,  and  prison 

2  farms,  shall   be   governed  and  controlled,  and  the  superin- 

3  tendenta  and  surgeons  thereof  appointed  by  a  board  of  five 

4  directors  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the 

5  advice    and   consent  of  the   Senate.     The   superintendent 

6  shall  appoint  and  may  remove  all  other  officers  and  em- 

7  ployees   of  the   penitentiary,   branch   prisons,   and   prison 

8  farms,  subject  to   the   approval   of  the   board  of  directors. 

9  The  superintendents  and  surgeons  shall  be  appointed  for  a 

0  term  of   four  years,  and  shall  be  removable  by  the  board  of 

1  directors  for  misbehavior,  incapacity,  neglect  of  official  duty, 

2  or  acts  performed  without  due  authority  of  law.     The  terms 

3  of  the  directors  first  appointed  shall  be  one,  two,  three,  four 

4  and  five  years,  respectively,  and  thereafter,  upon  the  exira- 
0  tion  of  the  term  of  a  director,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed 
6  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

STATE    HOSPITALS   FOR   THE   INSANE. 

Sec.  3.  For  each  of  the  four  State  hospitals  for  the  in- 

2  sane  now  existing,  and  for  every  such  hospital  hereafter  es- 

3  tablished  there  shall  be  a  special  board  of  directors  consist- 

4  ing  of  three  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gover- 

5  nor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  ;  such 

6  board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  general  board  of  direc- 

7  tors  hereinafter  constituted,  shall  be  charged  with  the  local 

8  control  and  management  of  the  hospital  for  which  it  is  ap- 

9  pointed.  The  terms  of  the  directors  first  appointed  shall  be 
iO  two,  four  and  six  years,  respectively,  and  thereafter  upon 

11  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  a  member,  his  successor  shall 

12  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  a  general  board  of  directors  for 
2  the  control  and  management  of  all  the  State  hospitals  for 
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3  the  insane  now  existing  or  hereafter  established,  which  shall 

4  consist  of  all  the  directors  appointed  members  of  the  several 

5  special  boards.     The  general  board  of  directors  shall  besub- 

6  ject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  General  Assembly 

7  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  by  law  and  shall  have  full 

8  power  and  control  over  the  special  boards  of  directors  and 

9  all  of  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  said  hospitals. 

Sec.  5.  The  general  board  of  directors  shall  appoint  for 

2  a  term  of  four  years  a  superintendent   for  each  State  hos-

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REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CORPORATIONS. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  : 

Your  Committee  on  Corporations  herewith  respectfully  report 
an  article  on  corporations,  which  they  recommend  be  embodied 
in  the  new  Constitution. 

Section  1.  As  used  in  this  article,  the  term  *'  Corpora- 

2  tion''   or  *' Company"  shall  be  construed  to  include  all 

3  trusts,  associations  and  joint  stock  companies  having  any 

4  powers  or  privileges  not  possessed  by  individuals  or  un- 

5  limited  partnerships,  but  to  exclude  all  municipal  corpora- 

6  tions  or  public  eleemosynary  institutions,  asylums  or  prisons 

7  owned  or  controlled  by  the  State  ;  the  term  *'  charter  *'  shall 

8  be  construed  to  mean  the  charter  of  incorporation  by  or 

9  under  which  any  such  corporation  is   formed ;    the   term 

10  "transportation  company''  shall  be  construed  to  include 

11  any  company,  trustee  or  other  person  owning,  leasing  or 

12  operating  for  hire  a  railroad,  street  railway,  canal,  steam- 

13  boat  or  steamship  line,  and  also  any  sleeping  or  parlor  car 

14  company,  freight  car  company,  car  association  or  car  trust, 

15  express  company,  or  company  trustee  or  person  in  any  way 

16  engaged  in  business  as  a  common  carrier  over  a  route  ac- 

17  quired  in  whole  or  in  part  under  right  of  eminent  domain ; 

18  the  term  "  transmission  company  "  shall  be  construed  to 

19  mean  any  company  owning,  leasing  or  operating  for  hire 

20  any  telegraph  or  telephone  line  ;  the  term  "  freight  "  shall 

21  be  construed  to  mean  any  property  transported,  or  received 

22  for  transportation,  by  any  transportation   company ;    the 

23  term  "public  service  corporation"  shall  be  construed  to 

24  include  all  transportation  and  transmission  companies,  all 

25  gas,  electric  light,  heat  and  power  companies,  and  all  com- 

26  panies  authorized  to  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain, 

27  or  to  use  or  occupy  any  street,  alley  or  public  highway  in  a 

28  manner  not  permitted  to  the   general   public ;    the  term 

29  "  person  "  as  used  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  in- 

30  elude  individuals,  partnerships  and  corporations,  and  to 

31  include  the  plural  as  well  as  singular  number ;  the  term 

32  *^  bond  "  shall  include  all  certificates  or  written  evidence  of 
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33  indebtedness  issued  by   any  corporation  and  secured  by 

34  mortgage  or  trust  deed.     The  provisions  of  this  article  shall 
h5  always  be  so  restricted  in  their  application  as  not  to  con- 

36  flict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Constitution 

37  and  just  as  if  the  necessary  limitations  upon  their  interpre- 

38  tation  had  been  herein  expressed  in  each  case. 

Sec.  2.  The  creation  of  corporations  and  the  extension 

2  and  amendment  of  charters   (whether  heretofore  or  here- 

3  after  granted)  shall  be  provided  for  by  general  laws,  uni- 

4  form  as  to  the  class  of  corporations  to  which  they  relate, 

5  and  no  charter  shall  be  granted,  amended  or  extended  by 

6  special  act,  nor  shall  authority  in  such  matters  be  conferred 

7  upon  any  tribunal  or  officer,  authorized  to  grant,  amend  or 

8  extend  charters,  further  than  to  ascertain  that  the  appli- 

9  cants  have,  by  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  law, 

10  entitled  themselves  to  the  charter,  amendment  or  extension 

11  applied  for.     Such  general  laws  may  be,  from  time  to  time, 

12  amended   or  repealed   by  the   General  Assembly ;  and  all 

13  charters  or  amendments  of  charters  now  existing  and  revo- 

14  cable  or  hereafter  granted  or  extended,  shall  be  repealable 

15  at    any  time    by    special    act,    at    the    pleasure    of  the 

16  General   Assembly.     Provision   shall  be  made  by  general 

17  laws,  for  the  voluntary  surrender  of  its  charter  by  any  cor- 

18  poration,  and  for  the  forfeiture  of  charters  for  non-user  or 

19  misuser.     The  General  Assembly  shall  not,  by  special  act, 

20  regulate  the  affairs  of  any  corporation,   nor   give  it  any 

21  special  rights  or  privileges. 

Sec.  3.  There  is  hereby  created  a  permanent  commission, 

2  to  consist  of  three  members,  which  shall  be  known  as  the 

3  State  corporation  commission.     The  said  commission  shall 

4  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  subject  to  confirmation  by 

5  the  General  Assembly  in  joint  session,  and  their  regular 

6  terms  of  office  shall  be  six  years,  respectively,  except  as  to 

7  those  first  appointed  under  this  Constitution,  of  whom  one 

8  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  day  of  February,  1905,  one 

9  till  the  first  day  of  February,   1907,  and  one  till  the  first 

10  day  of  February,  3909.     The   said  commissioners  first  ap- 

11  pointed  shall,  immediately  after  their  appointment,  forth-

14  position  they  shall  annually  refill  by  similar  election.    No 

15  person  appointed  on  said  commission,  either  for  a  regular

18  ment,  nor  after  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  adjourned

^  of  said  commission  shall  have  the  same  qualifications  pre- 
•1  scribed  for  members  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  and 
52  any   of  the  members  of  the   said  commission  may  be  im- 

13  peached  or  removed  in  the  same  manner  provided  for  the 
^4  impeachment  or  removal   of  members  of  the  said  court, 

15  The  said  commission  shall  have  one  clerk  and  one  bailiflf. 
(6  and  such  other  clerks,  officers,  assistants,  and  subordinates 
17  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed, 
is  and  subject  to  removal,  by  the  said  commission,  and  said 
19  commission  shall  prescribe  its  own  rules  of  order  and  pro- 

10  cedure.     All  sessions  of  said  commission  shall  be  public, 

11  and  a  permanent  record  shall  be  kept  of  all  of  its  judgments, 

12  rules,  orders,  findings,  and  decisions,  and  of  all  reports  made 
t3  to,  or  by,  it.

180  court,  of  all  the  facts  or  evidence  upon  which  the  action

183  commission  shall,  whenever  an  appeal  is  taken  therefrom, 

184  file  with  the  record  of  the  case,   and  as  a  part  thereof,  a 

185  written  statement  of  the   reasons  upon  which  the  action 

186  appealed   from    was    based,    and  such  statement     shall 

187  always  be  read  and  considered  by  the  appellate  court  upon

197  order  of  said  commission  affecting  the  rates  of  charges,  or 

198  the  classification  of  traffic,  of  any  transportation  or  trans* 

199  mission  company,  it  shall,  at  the  same  time,  substitute  for 

200  the   reversed  order,  the  order  which,  in  its  opinion,  the 

201  commission  should  have  entered  at  the  time  of  entering, 

202  and  in  lieu  of,  the  order  appealed  from,  otherwise  there- 

203  versal  order  shall  not  be   valid.     Such   substituted  order 

204  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  (and  none  other)  as  if 

205  it  had  been  entered  by  the   commission   at  the  time  the

220  not  be  extinguished  or  impaired,  by  reason  of  any  fine  or 

221  other  penalty  which  the  said  commission  may  inflict,  or 

222  be  authorized  to  inflict,  upon  such  company  because  of  its 

223  breach  of  any  public  duty,  or  its  failure  to  comply  with 

224  any  order  or  requirement  of  said  commission  ;  but,  in  no 

225  such  proceeding  by  any  person  against  such  corporation, 

226  shall  the  reasonableness,  justness  or  validity  of  any  charge, 

227  classification   of   traffic,   rule,   regulation  or  requirement 

228  theretofore  prescribed  by   said    commission,   within  the 

229  scope  of  its  authority,  be  questioned. 

230  i.  The  said  commission  shall  annually  make  reports  to 

231  the  Governor,  of  its  proceedings,  in  which  reports  it  shall 

232  recommend  from  time  to  time  such  new  or  additional  legis- 

233  lation  in  reference  to  its  own  powers  or  duties,  or  to  the 

234  creation,  supervision,  regulation  or  control  of  corporations. 

235  or  to  the  subject  of  taxation,  as  the  commission  may  deem 

236  wise  or  expedient  or  which  may  be  required  by  law. 

237  k.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  office  of  Railroad 

238  Commissioner,  as  they  now  exist,  are  hereby  abolished; 

239  and  all  books,  papers  and  documents  pertaining  thereto, 

240  shall  be  forthwith  transferred  to ,  and  hereafter  become  a 
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241  part  of  the  records  of,  the  office  of  the  said  State  Corpora- 

242  tion  Commission. 

243  1.  After  the  first  day  of  January,  1905,  the  General 

244  Assembly,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  said  commis- 

245  sion,  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  law,  amend  sub-sections 

246  d,  e,  f,  g,  h,  and  i  of  this  section,  or  any  of  them,  or  any 

247  such  amendmendment  thereof :  provided,  that  no  amend- 

248  ment  made  under  authority  of  this  sub-section  shall  be  in- 

249  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  any  part  of  tbis  Constitu- 

250  tion  other  than  the  sub-sections  last  above  named. 

Sec.  5.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  general  laws  for  the 

2  payment  of  a  fee  to  the  Commonwealth  by  every  domestic 

3  corporation,  upon  the  granting,  amendment,  or  extension 

4  of  its  charter,  and  by  every  foreign  corporation  upon  ob- 

5  taining  a  license  to  do  business  in  this  State,  as  specified  in 

6  this  section ;  and  also  for  the  payment,  by  every  corpora- 

7  tion  hereafter  doing  business  in  this  State,  of  an  annual  fee 

8  of  not  less  than  $5.00  upon  its  charter  or  license  to  do  busi- 

9  ness,  and  for  the  making,  by  every  such  corporation,  (at  the 
10  same  time,  and  in  connection  with  the  payment  of  such  an- 
il nual  fee) ,  of  such  report  to  the  State  corporation  commis- 

12  sion,  of  the  status,  business,  or  condition  of  such  corpora- 

13  tion,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe.     No  foreign 

14  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  do  business  in  this  State, 

15  unless  and  until  it  shall  have  first  obtained  from  the  State 

16  corporation   commission  a  license  to  do  business  in  this 

17  State,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed 

18  by  law.     The  failure  by  any  corporation  for  two  successive 

19  years  to  pay  its  said  annual  franchise  or  license  fee,  or  to 

20  make  its  said  annual  reports  in  connection  therewith,  shall, 

21  when  such  failure  shall  have  continued  for  ninety  days  after 

22  the  expiration  of  the  said  two  years,  ipso  facto  forfeit  the 

23  charter,  or  license,  of  such  corporation,  as  the  case  may  be, 

24  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  provide  additional  and  suit- 

25  able  penalties  for  the  failure  of  any  corporation  to  promptly 

26  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  or  of  any 

27  laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof.     The  State  corporation 

28  commission    shall     require    all     corporations    to    comply 

29  promptly  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  and  of  the 

30  laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof,  by  enforcing  in  the  man- 

31  ner  hereinbefore  authorized,  such  fines  and  penalties  against 

32  the  delinquent  company  as  may  be  provided  for,  or  author- 

33  ized  by,  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  Any  corporation    heretofore   chartered   in   this 

2  State  which  shall  hereafter  accept  or  eflfect  any  amendment 

3  or  extension  of  its  charter,  shall  be  conclusively  presumed 

4  to  have  thereby  surrendered  any  exemption  from  taxation, 
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5  and  any  non-repealable  feature  of  its  charter,  or  of  aay 

6  amendment  thereof,  and  all  other  special  or  exclusive  rights 

7  or  priviliges  theretofore  granted  to  it  by  the  General  Assem- 

8  bly,  and  not  enjoyed  by  other  corporations  of  a  similar  goi- 

9  eral  character,  and  to  have  thereby   agreed  to  there^ter 

10  hold  its  charter  and  franchises,  and  all  amendments  thereof, 

11  under  the  provisions  and  subject  to  all  the  requirements, 

12  terms,   and  conditions   of  this  Constitution,   and  of  laws 

13  hereafter  passed  in  pursuance  thereof,  so  far  as  the  sune 

14  may  be  made  applicable  to  such  corporation. 

Sec.  7.  The  exercise  of  the  right  of   eminent  domain 

2  shall  never  be  abridged ,  or  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the 

3  General  Assembly  from  taking  the  property  and  franchises 

4  of  corporations  and  subjecting  them  to  public  use,  the  same 

5  as  the  property  of  individuals ;    and  the  exercise  of  the 

6  police  power  of  the  State  shall  never  be  abridged,  or  so 

7  construed  as  to  permit  corporations  to  conduct  their  busi- 

8  ness  in  such  a  manner  as  to  infringe  the  equal  rights  of  in- 

9  dividuals  or  the  general  well-being  of  the  State. 

Sec.  8.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  by  general  laws,  of 

2  uniform    operation,   provide    reasonable    and    economical 

3  regulations  for  the  ascertainment  of  just  compensation  to 

4  all  railroads  a  part  of  whose  right  of  way  may  be  con- 

5  demned  for  the  use  of  telegraph  or   telephone  lines,  and 

6  provide  for  the  condemnation,  in  one  proceeding,  of  the 

7  whole  of  such  part  of  the  right  of  way  of  any  riolroad  in 

8  this  State,  and  that  telegraph  and  telephone  companies,  by 

9  such  proceedings,  shall,  by  such  proceedings,  acquire  only 

10  an  easement  in,  and  to  the  right  of  way  of  the  railroads  in 

11  this  State,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and 

12  operating  their  lines,  which  must  be  done  so  as  not  to  in- 

13  terfere  with  the  operation  of  the  railroad  trains  ;  and  if,  at 

14  any  time,  a  railroad  company  shall  need  for  railroad  pur- 

15  poses  any  portion  of  its  right  of  way  occupied  by  a  tele- 

16  graph  or  telephone  company,  such  telegraph  or  telephone 

17  company  shall,  upon  reasonable  notice,  at  its  own  expense, 

18  remove  its  lines  to  such  other  points  on  the  right  of  way  as 

19  may  be  designated  by  the  railroad  company.     The  railroad 

20  company  shall  have  the  prior  right  to  their  entire  right  of 

21  way  for  railroad  purposes. 

Sec.  9.  No  transportation    or    transmission     company 

2  shall  charge  or  receive  any  greater  compensation,  in  the 

3  aggregate,  for  transporting  the  same  class   of    passengers 

4  or    property,    or     for     transmitting     the    same    class  of 

5  messages,  over  a  shorter  than  over  a  longer  distance,  along 

6  the   same   line   and   in    the   same   direction    (the    shorter 

7  being  included  in  the  longer  distance)  ^whether  such  longer 
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8  distance  be  entirely  within  this  State  or  not ;  but  this  sec- 

9  tion  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  any  such  com- 

10  pany  to  charge  or  receive   as   great  compensation   for   a 

11  shorter  as  for  a  longer  distance.     The  State   Corporation 
i2  Commission  may,  from  time  to  time,  authorize  any  such 

13  company  to  disregard  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  sec- 

14  tion,  by  charging  such  rates  as  the  said  commission  may 

15  prescribe  as  just  and  equitable  between  such  company  ard 

16  the  public,  to  or  from  any  junctional  or  competitive  points 

17  or  localities,  or  where  the  competition  of  points  located 

18  without  this  State  may  make  necessary  the  prescribing  of 

19  special  rates  for  the  protection  of  the  commerse  of  this  State  ; 

20  but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  special  excursion,  or 

21  commutation  rates,  or  special  rates  for  services  rendered  to 

22  the  government  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  or  in 

23  the  interest  of  some  public  object,  when  the  same  shall  have 

24  been  prescribed,  or  authorized,  by  the  State  corporation 

25  commission. 

Sec.  10.  No  transportation  or  transmission  company  do- 

2  ing  business  in  this  State,  shall   grant  to  any  member  of 

3  the  General  Assembly,  nor  to  any  State,  county,  district  or 

4  municipal  oflScer  (excpt  to  the  members  and  oflScers  of  the 

5  State  corporation  commission  for  their  personal  use  during 

6  their  terms  of  office)  any  free  pass,  free  transportation,  or 

7  any  rebate  or  reduction  in  the  rates  charged  by  such  com- 

8  pany  to  the  general  public  for  like  service.     For  violation 

9  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  the  offending  company  shall 

10  be  liable  to  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  ;  and 

11  any  such  officer  or  member  of  the  General  Assembly  who 

12  shall,  during  his  term  of  office,  accept  the  benefit  of  any 

13  such  rebate  or  reduction,  or  the  use  of  any  such  free  pass 

14  or  free  transportation,  as  is  prohibited  by  this  section,  shall 

15  thereby  forfeit  his  office,  and  be  subject  to  such  further  pen- 

16  alties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  11.    Every  employee  of  any  railroad  corporation 

2  engaged  in  the  physical  construction,  repair,  or  mainten- 

3  ance  of  its  roadway,  track,  or  any  of  the  structures  con- 

4  nected  therewith,  or  in  the  physical  operation  of  its  trains, 

5  cars,  engines,  or  switches,  shall  have  the  same  rights  and 

6  remedies  for  every  injury  suffered  by  him  from  the  acts  or 

7  omissions  of  such  corporations  or  its  employees,  as  are  al- 

8  lowed  by  law  to  other  persons  not  employees  or  passengers, 

9  when  the  injury  results  from  the  negligence  of  a  superior 

10  agent  or  officer  of  the  corporation,  or  from  that  of  a  person 

11  employed  by  it  having  the  right  to  control  or  direct  the  ser- 

12  vices  of  the  party  injured,  or  the  services  of  the  co-employee 

13  by  whom  he  is  injured,  and  also  when  the  injury  results 
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14  from  the  negligence  of  a  co-employee  on  another  train  of 

15  cars,  or  who  has  charge  of  any  switch,  signal  point  or  loco- 

16  motive  engine,   or  is   charged  with  dispatching  trains  or 

17  transmitting  telegraphic  orders  therefor.     Knowledge,  by    \ 

18  any  employee  injured,  of  the  defective  or  unsafe  character 

19  or  condition  of  any  machinery,  ways,  appliances,  or  struc- 

20  ture,  shall  not  of  itself  be  a  bar  to  recovery  for  an  injury 

21  caused  thereby.      When  death,  whether  instantaneous  or 

22  otherwise,  results  from  any  injury  to  such  an  employee,  re- 

23  ceived  as  aforesaid,  the  personal  representative,  surviving 

24  consort  and  relatives  of  the  deceased,  shall  have  the  same 

25  rights  and  remedies  that  they  would  have  had  if  he  had  not    ^ 

26  been  an  employee  of  the  company.     Any  contract  or  agree-    -. 

27  ment,  express  or  implied,  made  by  any  employee,  to  waive 

28  the  benefit  of  this  section,  shall  be  null  and  void.    This    '; 

29  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  deprive  any  employee  of  a 

30  corporation,  or  his  legal  or  personal  representative,  survit- 

31  ing  consort  or  relatives,  of  any  rights  or  remedy  that  he 

32  now  has  or  they  now  have  by  the  law  of  the  land.    The 

33  Oeneral  Assembly  may  enlarge  the  relief  and  remedies  here- 

34  in  provided  for  the  above  named  class  of  employees,  and 

35  may  extend  those  herein  provided  for,  or  herein  authorized, 

36  to  any  other  class  of  employees. 

Sec.  12.  No  foreign  corporation  shall  be  authorized  to 

2  carry  on,  in  this  State,  the  business,  not  to  exercise  any  of 

3  the  powers  or  functions  of  a  public  service  corporation,  nor 

4  be  permitted  to  do  anything  which  domestic  corporations 

5  are  prohibited  from  doing,  nor  be  relieved  from  compliance 

6  with  any  of  the  requirements  made  of  domestic  corpora- 

7  tions  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  where  the 

8  same  can  be  made  applicable  to  such  corporation.     But  this 

9  section  shall  not  affect  any  public  service  corporation  whose 

10  line  or  route  extends  across  the  boundary  of  this  Common- 

11  wealth,  nor  prevent  any  foreign  corporation  from  continuing 

12  in  such  business  as  it  may  be  actually  engaged  in,  within 

13  this  State,  when  this  Constitution  goes  into  effect ;  but  any 

14  such  foreign  public  service  corporation,  so  engaged,  shall 

15  not  be  authorized  to  hereafter  acquire,  lease,  use  or  operate, 

16  within  this  State,  any  public  or  municipal    franchise  in 

17  addition  to  such  as  it  may  own,  lease,  use  or  operate  when 

18  this  Constitution   goes  into  effect.     The  property,  within 

19  this  State,  of  foreign  corporations  shall  always  be  subject 

20  to  attachment,  the  same  as  that  of  non-resident  individuals. 

Sec.  13.  The  right  of  the  Commonwealth,  through  such 

2  instrumentalities  as  it  may  select,  to  prescribe  and  define 

3  the  public  duties  of  all  common  carriers  and  public  service 

4  corporations,  to  regulate  and  control  such  carriers  and  cor- 
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5  porations  in  the  performance  of  their  public  duties,  and  to 

6  fix  and  limit  their  charges  therefor,  shall  never  be  sur- 

7  rendered  nor  abridged. 

Sec.  14.  The  credit  of  the  State  shall  not  be  granted  to, 

2  or  in  aid  of,  any  corporation,  nor  shall  the  State  hereafter 

3  subscribe  to  or  become  interested  in  the  stock  of  any  cor- 

4  poration. 

Sec.  15.  The  General  Assembly  shall  require  annual  re- 

2  ports  to  be  made  to  the  State  corporation  commission,  of 

3  their  affairs  and  condition,  by  all  corporations  doing  busi- 

4  ness  in  this   State,  the  character  or  extent  of  whose  busi- 

5  ness  shall  render  publicity  in  their  affairs  essential  or  con- 

6  ducive  to  the  public  welfare. 

Sec.  16.  The  General  Assembly  shall  enact  laws  prevent- 
.    2  ing  all  trusts,   combinations  and   monopolies,   inimical  to 
3  the  public  welfare. 

Sec.  17.  The  free  right  to  build  and  operate  railroads, 

2  parallel  to  any  other  railroads  previously  established,  shall 

3  never  be  abridged  nor  denied  to  any  railroad  company  here- 

4  after  chartered  by  this  State  ;  but  this  section  shall  not  de- 
6  prive  the   General   Assembly  of  the  right  to  prevent  (by 

6  statute,  repealable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly) 

7  any  railroad  from  being  built  parallel  to  the  present  line  of 

8  the  Richmond,  Fredericksburg,  and  Potomac  Railroad. 

Sec.  18.  General  laws  regulating    and    controlling  the 

2  issue  of  stock  and  bonds  by  corporations  shall  be  enacted 

3  by  the  General  Assembly ;  but  no  statute  shall  be  enacted 

4  authorizing  any  corporation  to  issue  its  stock  as  full  paid, 

5  at  less  than  its  par  value.     Whenever  anything  other  than 

6  money  is  hereafter  received,  or  to  be  received,  by  a  corpora- 

7  tion,  in  full  or  part  payment  for  stock  or  bonds  to  be  is- 

8  sued  by  it,  the  corporation  shall,  before  the  issue  of  such 

9  stock  or  bonds,  file  with  the  State  corporation   commission 

10  a  full  and  accurate  written  description  (verified  by  the  oath 

11  of  the   president   or  secretary  of  the   corporation)    of  the 

12  property  or  services  so  received,  or  to  be  received,  (stated  in 

13  detail) ,  and  against  which  the  said  stock  or  bonds  are  to  be 

14  issued,  together  with  a  written  statement,  similarly  verified, 

15  of  the  valuation  at  which  the  said  property  or  services  are 

16  so  received,  or  to  be  received — a  separate  valuation  being 

17  specified  for  each  item  of  the  property  of  services  as  stated 

18  in  the   description   thereof.     The  General   Assembly  shall 

19  provide  adequate  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  section, 

20  or  of  any  laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof ;  and  it  shall 

21  be  the  duty  of  the  State  corporation  commission  to  see  to 

22  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions   of  this  section,  by  ad- 

23  judging  and  enforcing  against  any  delinquent  or  offending 
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24  company 9  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  authorized,  such  fines 

25  and  penalties   as  are  authorized  by  this   Constitution,  or 

26  maybe  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  19.  All  existing  charters   or  grants  of   corporate 

2  powers,   under   which   an   organization  has  in  good  faith 

3  taken  place   before  this   Constitution  goes  into  effect,  and 

4  the  corporate  powers  of  all  corporations  heretofore  existing, 

5  but  which  have  had  no  bona  fide  organized  existence  since 

6  the  first  day  of  January,  1902,  are  hereby  revoked.

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REPORT 


OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE,  INDUSTRIAL 

AND  MANUFACTURING  INTERESTS, 

AND  IMMIGRATION. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  : 

The  Committee  on  Agricultural,  Industrial  and  Manufactur- 
ing Interests  and  Immigration  respectfully  submits  herewith 
an  article,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  should  be 
adopted  by  the  Convention  as  Article of  the  proposed  Con- 
stitution. 

Owing  to  the  number  of  subjects  which  have  come  under  the 
consideration  of  your  committee,  and  the  variety  of  opinions 
which  have  been  presented,  both  by  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee and  by  persons  connected  with  the  agricultural  and  in- 
dustrial development  of  the  State,  it  has  been  with  great 
difficulty  that  the  committee  has  reached  a  conclusion  which 
it  deems,  in  the  main,  sufficient,  in  respect  to  the  development 
of  the  State,  and  at  the  same  time  free  from  such  provisions 
as  might  be  deemed  inappropriate  as  part  of  our  organic  law. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  special  consideration  of  the  subject 
of  agricultural  and  industrial  and  manufacturing  interests  is 
one  which  has  not  been  heretofore  considered  as  of  sufficient 
importance  in  itself  to  justify  the  creation  of  a  separate  com- 
mittee for  its  special  consideration.  The  investigation  of  the 
committee  charged  with  this  high  responsibility  has  fully 
developed  the  justification  for  this  rather  unprecedented  action 
by  the  Convention.  It  would  be  useless  to  undertake  the 
recital,  within  the  compass  of  this  report,  of  all  the  important 
features  of  the  subject  referred  to  your  committee,  or  to  point 
out  the  various  beneficial  results  to  be  reached  by  our  action. 
The  fact  that  the  masses  of  the  tax-payers  and  contributors  to 
the  common  weal  are  directly  connected  with  and,  to  some  ex- 
tent, dependent  upon  the  disposition  of  the  subject  under  our 
consideration,  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  importance  which 
attaches  to  the  deliberations  and  report  of  your  committee.  It 
is  undeniably  true  that  while  agricultural  interests  in  some 
portions  of  Virginia  have  been  steadily  languishing ;  that 
while  the  young  men  raised  on  the  farms  have  been  drifting  in 
hordes  to  pursuits  which  seemed   to  be  alike  more  congenial 
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and  profitable ;  yet,  in  other  States,  not  greatly  favored  aboTe 
Virginia,  those  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits  have  been 
steadily  increasing  both  in  numbers  and  influence.     It  would 
be  vain   for  this  committee  to  say  that  every  section  of  Vir- 
ginia could  be  made  prosperous  under  any  policy  that  might 
be  proposed,  but  it  is  confidently  believed  that  with  the  intro- 
duction of  new  and  intelligent  methods,  such  as  may  be  ex- 
pected from  a  properly  organized  Agricultural  Bureau,  that 
many  sections  of  the  State,  which  now  present  an  appearance 
of  waste  and  desolation,  might  be  made  the  scenes  of  happiness 
and  prosperity.     The  State  of  Virginia  cannot,  through  any 
proper  public  instrumentality,  directly  advance  the  material 
interests  of  individuals  ;  and  yet  it  may  light  the  pathway  of 
many  of  its  citizens  who  are  now  aimlessly  groping  in  dark- 
ness.    It  may  be  stated  that  in  no  State  of  the  tlnion  is  there 
a  greater  diversity  of  soil,  climate  and  adaptability,  than  in 
the  State  of  Virginia.     Travellers  who  pass  through  the  State 
from  east  to  west,  and  from  north  to  south,  encounter  varieties 
of   soil,  production  and  climate  which  cannot  elsewhere  be 
found  in  less  than  three  States.     It  is  this  condition  which  has 
always  militated  against  the  unification  of  the  agricultural  in- 
terests of  the  State  ;  and  it  is  this  lack  of  unification  which  it 
is  the  object  of  your  committee  to  relieve,  so  far  as  may  be, 
under  the  provision  for  a  Board  of  Agriculture  charged  with 
the  consideration  of   every  important  interest  known  to  the 
agriculture  of  the  State. 

In  approaching  this  subject,  it  must  be  remembered  that  Vir- 
ginia has  not  been  heretofore  wanting  in  faithful  and  unremit- 
ting effort,  according  to  the  means  provided,  to  extend  recogni- 
tion to  agricultural  interests ;  but  that  heretofore  the  instru- 
mentalities used  have  never  been  properly  organized  or  brought 
in  touch  with  each  other.  Recognizing  this  condition »  it  has 
been  the  aim  and  object  of  your  committee  to  unify  and  bring 
into  harmony  all  the  agencies  which  have  heretofore  been  em- 
ployed in  the  advancement  of  agricultural  interests.  Not  only 
has  your  committee  sought  to  unify  existing  agencies,  but  to 
leave  ample  room  for  bringing  into  contribution  to  the  advance- 
ment of  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State  all  the  heads  of 
the  various  organizations  which  now  exist  or  which  may  be 
hereafter  created,  looking  to  that  end. 

That  the  work  now  being  done  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  Agricultural  Board,  as  at  present  constituted  by 
law,  is  useful,  can  not  be  denied.  Neither  can  it  be  denied 
that  the  work  being  done  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of 
the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  is  beneficial  to  ihe  agricnl* 
tural  classes,  so  far  as  they  have  been  able  to  avail  themselves 
thereof.     But  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  efforts  of  both  of 
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these  agencies  Of  the  State  have  been  greatly  minimized  in  im- 
portance and  results  by  the  fact  that  they  have  not  been  here- 
tofore so  organized  as  to  compel  harmony  and  united  action  for 
the  betterment  of  a  common  cause.  Discovering  these  perfectly 
palpable  facts,  it  has  been  the  effort  of  your  committee  to  so 
unite  the  State  Agricultural  Board  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  In- 
stitute and  its  corps  of  trained  experts,  on  the  other,  as  to  bring 
the  State  within  the  benefits  which  might  be  and  should  be 
conferred  by  the  utilization  of  the  combined  efforts  of  these  two 
important  agencies. 

The  report  of  your  committee  has  been  drawn  with  a  view 
to  the  consummation  of  this  much  desired  result ;  but  at  the 
same  time  the  committee  has  been  exceedingly  careful  that  the 
provisions  embodied  in  the  report  shall  not  be  such  as  to  mini- 
mize the  importance  and  effectiveness  of  either  of  these  agen- 
cies, to  the  advantage  of  the  other.  It  has,  therefore,  seemed 
wise  to  your  committee,  and  they  so  report,  that  reciprocal 
relations  between  these  two  important  agencies  of  the  State 
shall  be  established ;  which  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee, 
fully  accomplished  by  the  recommendation  that  the  president 
of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture shall  be  members  ex  officio  of  the  Board  of  the  Polytechnic 
Institute,  and  that  the  President  of  the  Polytechnic  Institute 
and  the  rector  of  its  Board  of  Visitors  shall  be  members  ex 
officio  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  In  this  way  the  wants  of 
each  of  these  arms  of  agricultural  development  will  be  made 
known  to  the  other,  and  they  will  be  united  in  a  common  cause 
in  which  both  must  either  stand  or  fall.  Under  this  arrange- 
ment, the  Board  of  Agriculture  will  have  practically  the  same 
control  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  as  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  the  Polytechnic  Institute  has  of  the  president  of  that 
institution  ;  making  the  boards  in  each  case  responsible  for  the 
proper  administration  of  their  respective  departments  and  re- 
sponsive to  the  various  interests  which  each  board  may  repre- 
sent. 

We  may  be  met  by  the  objection  that  your  committee  is  going 
more  into  detail  as  to  the  construction  of  the  Agricultural 
Board  and  the  manner  of  the  election  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture,  than  should  be  attempted  within  the  limits  of  a 
State  Constitution.  To  this  your  committee  replies,  that  it  is 
unwilling  to  recommend  a  provision  which  makes  it  mandatory 
on  the  General  Assembly  to  create  and  maintain  an  agricultural 
department,  except  there  be  coupled  with  the  mandate  a  pro- 
vision defining  the  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  the 
creation.  It  has  seemed  unwise  and  inadvisable  to  the  com- 
mittee to  call  into  being  a  Bureau  of  Agriculture,  without  ac- 
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companying  the  call  by  such  provisions  in  detail  as  will,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  committee,  give  to  the  State  the  full  benefit  of 
whatever  good  can  or  should  be  accomplished  by  such  agencies. 
The  detail  as  to  the  manner  of  appointment  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  and  the  election  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  the  reciprocal  duties  between  the  department  thus 
created,  and  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  Virginia  Poly- 
technic Institute,  have  seemed  essential.  To  have  given  birth, 
in  a  Constitutional  provision,  to  a  bureau,  without  at  least 
equipping  it  for  usefulness  and  guarding  it  against  the  dangers 
which  have  heretofore  retarded  all  the  instrumentalities  wMch 
the  State  has,  from  time  to  time,  set  in  motion  for  the  advance- 
ment of  agricultural  interests,  would  seem  to  your  committee 
as  giving  evidence  of  ignorance  of  the  subject  or  indifference  to 
its  importance.  It  is  believed  by  your  committee  that  they 
have  formulated  and  presented  to  the  Convention  a  scheme  for 
the  organization  and  control  of  an  Agricultural  Bureau  which 
brings  into  contribution  all  of  the  vital  forces  now  in  existeiice 
for  the  advancement  of  agricultural  interests,  and  leaves  scope 
to  the  General  Assembly  for  the  addition  of  such  other  future 
forces  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  appear.  It  is  only  through 
the  unification  of  all  of  these  forces  and  agencies  that  the 
agricultural  masses  of  the  State  can  be  brought  within  the 
beneficial  influence  of  an  Agricultural  Bureau. 

The  Constitutional  and  statutory  provisions  of  all  the  States 
of  the  Union  have  been  diligently  searched,  with  the  view  of 
forming  for  Virginia  an  Agricultural  Bureau  on  the  best  models 
yet  discovered ;  and  the  information  obtained  from  these 
various  Constitutional  and  statutory  provisions  has  been  ma- 
turely considered  and  analyzed,  and  the  best  of  all  has  been 
embodied,  in  the  briefest  possible  compass,  in  this  report. 

The  immediate  details  will  appear  in  section  I,  and  in  so  far 
as  they  do  not  appear  to  be  self-explanatory,  will  be  brought 
immediately  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention.  Suffice  it  to 
say  that  the  report  is  based  upon  careful  consideration  of  the 
high  aims  and  objects  to  be  attained,  and  upon  a  profound  re- 
gard for  the  important  interests  to  be  subserved. 

Section  II  of  the  committee's  report  deals  with  principles 
which  it  was  thought  necessary  should  be  embodied  in  the 
organic  law.  It  may  be  said  that  the  grievances  of  the  pro- 
ducers of  agricultural  products  have  been,  to  some  extent,  re- 
lieved by  statutory  provisions,  from  time  to  time,  yet  it  has 
been  deemed  to  be  of  sufficient  importance,  by  the  represeDta- 
tives  of  various  agricultural  interests,  to  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Convention. 

Section  III  deals  with  the  question  of  industrial  and  manu- 
facturing interests,  upon  which  the  committee,  as  will  beob- 
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served;  is  somewhat  divided.  As  this  section  is  purely  in  the 
nature  of  a  recommendation  to  the  Finance  Committee  >  which 
is  charged  directly  with  the  responsibility  of  determining  the 
question,  it  will  be  left  mainly  to  be  considered  in  connection 
with  the  report  of  that  committee. 

The  committee  has  not  been  unmindful  of  the  importance  of 
extending  encouragement  to  desirable  immigration.  Under 
the  report,  the  Bureau  of  Immigration  will  be  combined  with 
that  of  agriculture  as  heretofore,  thus  leaving  practically  the 
administration  of  the  Immigration  Bureau  to  the  agricultural 
interests  of  the  State.  The  appropriateness  of  this  arrange- 
ment is  manifest  when  it  is  considered  that  persons  engaged  in 
agricultural  pursuits,  who  are  most  usually  land-owners,  are, 
by  reason  of  their  calling,  more  nearly  interested  in  attracting 
desirable  immigration  than  any  other  class.  It  may  be  added, 
that  the  agricultural  classes,  more  than  any  other,  realize  and 
appreciate  the  vital  value  and  need  of  such  immigration. 

It  may  be  said,  in  conclusion,  that  a  great  many  suggestions 
and  propositions  have  been  made  to  this  committee  which  have 
been  reported  on  adversely,  for  the  reason  that  it  was  deemed 
unwise  to  burden  the  Constitution  with  provisions  which  were 
fairly  within  the  power  and  discretion  of  the  General  Assembly.

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REPORT 


OF    THE    MINORITY    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON 
CORPORATIONS. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  : 

We  are  unable  to  concur,  in  many  particulars,  with  the  re- 
port of  the  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Corporations.  In 
our  opinion  it  was  never  more  important  in  the  public  interest 
than  at  this  time,  that  Virginia  should  preserve  and  perpetuate 
her  traditions  of  conservatism  and  justice  in  the  treatment  of 
invested  capital. 

Our  people  are  without  large  means.  Our  resources  for  the 
most  part  consist  of  our  labor,  our  intelligence,  and  our  unde- 
veloped natural  resources.  It  is  essential  that  our  labor  and 
the  intelligence  of  our  people  should  find  employment  and  op- 
portunity at  home,  and  that  capital  should  be  available  for  the 
development  of  our  natural  resources.  None  of  these  things 
can  be  accomplished  unless  capital  is  brought  into  the  State, 
and  capital  will  never  come  into  the  midst  of  a  hostile  senti- 
ment, or  where  it  cannot  feel  safe  in  the  spirit  and  sense  of  jus- 
tice of  the  people.  It  seems,  therefore,  to  us,  that  it  is  essen- 
tial for  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  while  safeguarding  in 
every  proper  and  necessary  way,  the  rights  of  the  people,  to 
hold  out  to  the  world  a  guarantee  that  capital  invested  in  the 
State  shall  be  respected  and  protected.  This  can  only  be  done 
by  establishing  towards  it  an  attitude  of  wise  and  just  conserva- 
tism. 

Incur  opinion  the  report  of. the  majority  departs  widely 
from  these  principles. 

It  asserts  over  transportation  and  transmission  corporations 
(embracing  all  railroads,  steamship,  telegraph,  and  telephone 
companies) ,  powers  adequate  to  their  complete  destruction. 

In  sub-section  •'  B"  of  section  4  of  the  article  reported  by 
the  majority,  not  only  is  the  power  conferred,  but  the  absolute  duty 
is  imposed,  upon  the  corporation  commission  to  regulate  and 
c<r/iirol  all  transportation  and  transmission^  companies  doing 
business  in  this  State,  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  performance 
of  their  public  duties,  and  of  their  charges  therefor.  The  pub- 
lic duties  referred  to  in  this  article  comprise  the  whole  of  their 
transportation  and  transmission  business,  and  by  the  very  terms 
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of  the  article  are  defined  to  include  rates  of  charges,  classifica- 
tion of  traflSc,  rules  and  regulations,  and  the  public  service, 
facilities,  and  conveniences  which  such  companies  must  afford. 
In  other  words,  the  proposed  article  takes  from  the  owners  of 
the  companies  and  transfers  to  the  State  corporation  commis- 
sion, absolute  control  over  every  department  of  management 
from  which  any  revenue  whatever  is  derived,  and  leaves  to  the 
companies  only  the  power  to  make  contracts  for  the  purchase 
of  supplies,  etc. 

In  our  judgment  this  power  of  the  corporation  commi^on 
is  equivalent  to  the  power  of  confiscation.  If  the  commission 
can  say  what,  and  how  many,  trains  shall  be  run ;  what  the 
schedules  shall  be  ;  what  rates  shall  be  charged  ;  then  the  com- 
mission exercises  all  the  most  essential  powers  of  the  compa- 
nies' boards  of  directors,  and  can  make  or  destroy  the  entire 
value  of  the  properties,  and  without  accountability  to  any  one. 

If  the  State  has  determined  to  assert  and  exercise  such  pow- 
ers, it  involves  the  State  in  the  moral  obligation  of  State  own- 
ership, for  the  consequences  of  bad  management  always  fall 
upon  the  owners,  and  if  the  ownership  and  the  management 
are  separated  none  of  the  penalties  and  consequently  none  of 
the  restraints  of  bad  management,  come  upon  the  managers. 
Morally,  the  State,  if  it  manages  these  properties,  should  not 
put  upon  others  the  consequences  of  bad  management,  but 
should  itself  bear  these  consequences ;  or,  in  other  words,  it 
should  own  these  properties  if  it  manages  them. 

In  our  judgment,  there  is  a  broad  distinction  between  those 
powers  of  management  and  control  conferred  by  the  proposed 
article  favored  by  the  majority,  and  that  just  degree  of  super- 
vision and  regulation  which  the  State  may  properly  assert. 
Inasmuch  as  these  common  carriers  under  modern  conditions 
do  control  the  carrying  trade  of  the  country,  and  thus  exercise 
over  the  fortunes  of  persons  and  localities  large  influence,  it  is 
entirely  true  that  there  should  exist  some  impartial  tribunal  to 
hear  and  decide  upon  complaints,  and  grant  proper  relief ;  but 
this  can,  in  our  opinion,  be  accomplished  by  just  and  conserv- 
ative means  and  without  recourse  to  the  extreme  and  radical 
measures  proposed  in  the  article  referred  to. 

The  drastic  character  of  the  proposed  article  further  appears 
from  the  following  considerations  : 

1.  It  makes  the  corporation  commission  the  initial  and  ex- 
ecutive body  to  establish  rates,  rules  and  regulations,  classifi- 
cation of  trafiSc,  schedules  of  trains,  facilities  for  the  publie, 
&c.,  and  at  the  same  time  the  judicial  body  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine whether  its  own  acts  are  just.  It  can  not  be  a  safe  judicial 
tribunal  when  it  derives  its  views  and  temper  from  its  execu- 
tive relations  to  these  important  subjects. 
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2.  No  appeal  is  guaranteed  to  the  common  carriers,  except 
from  decisions  on  rate  questions ;  in  all  matters  involving  the 
number  of  trains,  the  character  of  the  trains,  their  schedules, 
and  the  facilities  generally  which  these  carriers  must  aflford — 
matters  great  enough  to  bankrupt  the  carriers — they  are  left 
without  any  guarantee  of  appeal.  If  that  important  matter  be 
left  to  the  Greneral  Assembly,  why  should  not  the  whole  subject 
be  left  to  it? 

3.  In  any  appeal  that  is  taken,  the  decision  of  the  commis- 
sion is,  by  force  of  constitutional  mandate,  to  be  taken  as  prima 
facie  correct — a  principle  which  prevails  nowhere  else  in  judi- 
cial procedure. 

4.  The  appeal  bond  is  made  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
corporation  commission,  and  no  power  is  given  to  the  appel- 
late court  to  remedy  any  injustice  in  this  regard,  the  commis- 
sion may  be  guilty  of,  thus  putting  it  within  the  power  of  the 
commission  to  practically  prevent  appeals  from  its  own  orders. 

5.  The  commission  is  given  the  power  to  fine  corporations 
for  failure  or  refusal  to  obey  their  lawful  orders  as  much  as  five 
hundred  dollars  per  day,  and  as  much  more  as  the  law  allows, 
and  each  day  of  such  failure  is  peremptorily  made  a  separate 
offence,  no  matter  how  bona  tide  the  difference  of  opinion  may 
be  as  to  the  legality  of  the  order. 

6.  By  section  6  of  the  article,  any  existing  corporation,  in 
order  to  obtain  a  simple  amendment  of  its  charter,  must  sur- 
render every  special  privilege  it  has  under  its  existing  charter, 
notwithstanding  it  may  be  a  corporation  operating  in  many 
States,  and  such  special  privilege  maybe  necessary  to  adapt  it 
to  conditions  existing  in  such  other  States,  and  which  do  not 
apply  to  other  corporations  of  its  class. 

7.  The  long  and  short  haul  clause,  section  9,  prohibits  com- 
mon carriers,  no  matter  what  the  circumstances,  from  putting 
in  a  rate  greater  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  haul,  until  per- 
mission is  obtained  from  the  commission.  Under  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  law  the  companies  possess  this  right,  subject 
to  their  accountability  in  the  event  they  improperly  exercise  it. 
It  is  essential  that  they  should  have  it,  if  the  business  of  the 
country  is  to  be  promptly  transacted.  As  we  are  informed, 
shippers  in  order  to  know  at  once  whether  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts, frequently  make  applications  for  such  rates  by  telegram, 
and  if  the  business  is  to  be  done,  immediate  telegraphic  answer 
must  be  sent.  The  policy  of  the  Inter-State  Commerce  law 
makes  this  possible ;  the  proposed  article  of  our  Constitution 
absolutely  prohibits  it.  Of  course  the  responsibility  for  an  im- 
proper exercise  of  the  power  may,  and  should  be,  preserved, 
but  the  commerce  of  the  country  should  not  be  hampered  and 
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our  citizens  put  at  a  disadvantage  by  so  unyielding  and  re- 
strictive a  law. 

We  have  referred  to  the  above  particulars  as  indicating  (be 
character  of  the  proposed  article,  and  not  as  comprising  all  of 
the  objections  to  it.  It  seems  to  us  hurtful  in  the  extreme  to  the 
best  interest  of  the  State.  None  of  the  States  have  gone  so  ftr 
in  their  constitutional  provisions.  Even  legislation  by  statate 
on  the  subject  is  still  in  its  experimental  stage,  and  although 
all  of  the  States  have  the  same  problems  before  them,  scarcely 
any  two  of  them  agree  exactly  in  their  policy.  In  this  condi- 
tion of  uncertainty  and  experiment,  we  doubt  exoeedingly 
whether  it  is  safe  or  wise  to  put  into  the  unchangeable  form  d 
constitutional  law  any  hard  and  fast  rules  to  govern  such  im- 
portant interests.  We  believe  such  matters  can  be  much  more 
safely  left  to  be  dealt  with  by  statutes,  which  may  be  changed 
as  the  interest  of  the  public  and  their  views  of  enlightened 
policy  dictate. 

But  certainly  nothing  of  a  drastic,  radical  or  extreme  nature 
should  be  put  in  the  Constitution,  nothing  that  would  injure  or 
take  away  from  our  people  the  confidence  of  the  investing 
public.  But  notwithstanding  these  views  we  think  a  spirit  of 
concession  should  prevail  in  the  Convention,  and  in  that  spirit 
and  as  a  guarantee  to  those  who  believe  that  the  Constitution 
should  contain  some  assertion  of  a  reasonable  power  of  super- 
vision and  regulation  over  common  carriers,  we  respectfully 
append  an  article  intended  to  take  the  place  of  those  sections 
of  the  committee's  report  bearing  upon  the  subject  covered 
by  it. 

The  fundamental  principles  on  which  the  article  proposed  by 
us  rests,  are  the  following  : 

1.  That  all  charges  by  common  carriers  shall  be  reasonable 
and  just ;  all  unreasonable  and  unjust  charges  being  prohibited 
and  declared  illegal. 

2.  That  there  shall  be  no  undue  or  unreasonable  preference 
or  advantage  of  one  person  or  locality  over  any  other,  and  no 
special  favors  shown  to  any  patron,  directly  or  indirectly,  by 
rebates,  draw-backs  or  other  device. 

3.  That  no  greater  charge  shall  be  made  for  a  shorter  than 
for  a  longer  haul,^  except  in  cases  where  dissimilar  circum- 
stances and  conditions  justify  it,  the  action  of  the  carrier  in 
the  premises  being  subject  to  be  overruled  by  State   authority. 

4.  That  the  safety  of  the  traveling  public  must  be  guarded, 
and  the  sufficiency  of  transportation  facilities  guaranteed. 

5.  That  publicity  must  be  secured  in  all  matters  in  respe^ 
to  these  corporations  by  which  the  interests  of  the  public  aie 
affected. 

6.  That  a  commission  should  be  established  to  ascertain  if 
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any  of  these  fundamental  duties,  or  any  other  legal  duty  of  the 
carriers;  are  violated ;  and  if  so,  the  whole  legal  department  of 
bhe  State  and  the  State  treasury  is  put  at  the  service  of  the 
commission  to  remedy  the  wrong  and  to  protect  the  individual 
complainant  without  expense  to  him. 

7.  That  common  carriers  are  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the 
same  tribunals  as  pass  upon  the  rights  and  protect  the  interests 
of  all  others  within  the  State,  and  consequently  complaints 
against  them  should  be  determined  in  the  courts. 

8.  That  if  the  powers  contained  in  the  Constitution  are  not 
broad  and  large  enough,  then  the  General  Assembly  may,  from 
time  to  time,  add  to  them  as  the  public  interests  require. 

It  will  be  observed,  in  respect  to  the  above,  that  the  remedy 
given  is  entirely  prompt,  is  without  expense  to  the  complain- 
ant, who  has  placed  behind  him  the  whole  power  and  means  of 
the  State  for  his  protection ;  and,  moreover,  that  the  remedy 
itself  has  been  construed  and  enforced  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Appeals  of  this  State  in  the  case  of  Southern  Railway  Com- 
pany vs.  Commonwealth  &  another,  98  Va.,  758. 

In  our  opinion  such  an  article  as  the  one  we  propose  is  ample 
fee  protect  every  public  interest.  We  likewise  believe  that  it  is 
not  so  radical  or  extreme  as  to  be  construed  into  a  hostile  act 
towards  those  instrumentalities  in  the  State  which  have  done 
80  much  for  its  development,  for  the  creation  of  its  taxable 
values,  for  the  employment  of  labor,  and  for  the  advancement 
of  the  interests  of  all  the  people.  We  believe  that  no  greater 
service  can  be  rendered  the  State  than  to  foster  a  sentiment  of 
mutual  good- will,  co-operation,  and  confidence  between  these 
great  instrumentalities  of  internal  improvement  and  the  people. 

In  our  opinion  the  adoption  of  the  article  which  we  return 
herewith,  will  largely  contribute  to  that  end.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  can  but  think  that  if  the  article  proposed  by  the  com- 
mittee is  incorporated  in  the  Constitution,  it  will  place  Vir- 
ginia in  the  front  rank  of  the  radical  States  of  the  Union.

ARTICLE. 

Section  1.  The  provisions  of  this  article  shall  apply  to 

2  any  common  carrier  or  carriers  engaged  in  the  transporta-

Every  common  car- 
rier, subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall,  accord- 
ing to  their  respective  powers,  aflford  all  reasonable,  proper, 
and  equal  facilities  for  the  interchange  of  traffic,  messages, 
or  communications  between  their  respective  lines,  and  for

The  committee  of  the  whole  Convention,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Organization  and 
Government  of  Cities  and  Towns,  have,  according  to  order,  had 
the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report  the  same 
to  the  Convention  as  amended  by  the  said  committee  :

ARTICLE. 

Section  1.    [As  used  in  this  article  the  words  **  incorpo-

7  shall  have  originated,  which  branch  of  said  council  shall 

8  enter  his  objections  at  length  on  its  journal  and  proceed  to 

9  reconsider  it.     If  after  such  consideration  two-thirds  of  all 

10  the  members  elected  thereto  shall  agree  to  pass  the  resolu- 

11  tion  or  ordinance  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objec- 

12  tions,  to  the  other  branch  of  said  council,  by  which  it  shall 

13  likewise  be  considered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  aH 

14  the  members  elected  thereto,  it  shall  become  operative  not- 

15  withstanding  the  objections  of  the  mayor.     But  in  all  such 

16  cases  the  votes  of  both  branches  of  the  city  council  shall  be 

17  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  mem- 

18  bers  voting  for  and  against  the  said  resolution  or  ordinance 

19  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  branch  respectively, 

20  If  any  resolution  or  ordinance  shall  not  be  returned  by  the 

21  mayor  within  five  days    (Sunday  excepted) ,  after    it    shall 

22  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  become    opera- 

23  tive  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless   his  t^rm 

24  of  office,  or  that  of  the  city  council,    or  both,  shall  expire 

25  within  said  five  days. 

26  The  mayor  shall  have  the  power  to  veto  any  particular 

27  item  or  items  of  an  appropriation  ordinance  or  resolution, 
but  said  veto  shall  not  affect  any  item  or  items  to  which  he 
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29  does  not  object.     The  item  or  items  objected  to  shall  not 

30  take  eflfect  except  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  section  as 

31  to  joint  resolutions  or  ordinances  not  approved  by  the  mayor. 

Sec.  10.  No  street  railway,  gas,  water,  steam,  or  electric 

2  heating,  electric  light  or  power,  cold  storage,  compressed  air, 

3  viaduct,  conduit,  telephone  or  bridge  company,  nor  any  cor- 

4  poration,  association,  person  or    partnership,   engaged  in 
6  these  or  like  enterprises,  shall  be  permitted  to  use  the  streets, 

6  alleys,  or  public  grounds  of  a  city  or  town  without  the  pre- 

7  vious  consent  of  the  corporate  authorities  of  such  city  or 

8  town. 

Sec.  11.  The  rights  of  [every]  no  city  or  town  in  and  to 

2  its  water  front,  wharf  property,  public  landings,  wharves, 

3  docks,  streets,  avenues,  parks,  bridges,  and  [all]  other  pub- 

4  lie  places,  [are  hereby  declared  inalienable]    and  its   gas, 

5  water,  and  electric  works  shall  be  sold,  except  by  an  ordinance 

6  or  joint  resolution  passed  by  a  recorded  three-fourths  vote 

7  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the  council  of 

8  said  cities,  and  under  such  other  restrictions  as  may  be  imposed 

9  by  law,  and  in  case  of  the  veto  by   the  mayor  of  such  an 

10  ordinance  or  joint  resolution,  it  shall  require  a  recorded 

11  vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  elected  to   each 

12  branch  of  the  council  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  9, 

13  to  pass  the  same  over  the  veto ;  and  no  franchise,  lease  or 

14  right  to  use  the  same,  either  on,  through,  across,  under,  or 

15  over,  and  no  other  franchise  granted  by  a  city  or  town 

16  to  any  private    corporation,    association,  firm  or   individ- 

17  ual,    shall   be    for    a    longer     period    than    thirty  years. 

18  Such  grant  and  any  contract  in  pursuance    thereof    may, 

19  in  the    discretion  of    the    council  and   of   the  grantee  of 

20  said  franchise,  provide  that  upon  the  termination  of  the 

21  grant  the  plant  as  well  as  the  property,   if   any,   of  the 

22  grantee   in   the   streets,  avenues,   and  other  public  places 

23  shall  thereupon,  without  further  or  other  compensation  to 

24  the  grantee,  or  upon  the  payment  of  a  fair  valuation  there- 

25  for,  be  and  become  the  property  of  the  said  city  or  town  ; 

26  but  the  grantee  shall  be  entitled  to  no  payment  by  reason 

27  of  the  value  of  the  franchise,  and  any  such  plant  and  prop- 

28  erty  acquired  by  a  city  or  town  may  be  maintained,  con- 

29  trolled  and  operated  or  sold  or  leased  by  such  city  or  town. 

30  Every  such  grant  shall  specify  the  mode  of  determining 

31  any  valuation  therein  provided  for,  and  shall  make  adequate 

32  provision  by  way  of  forfeiture  of  the  grant,  or  otherwise,  to 

33  secure  eifficiency  of  public  service  at  reasonable  rates,  and 
J4  the  maintenance  of  the  property  in  good  order  throughout 
J5  the  term  of  the  grant.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
t6   strucdas  preventing  the  general  assembly  from  prescribing  addi- 
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37  tional  restrictiom  on  the  powers  of  cities  and  tovms  in  graniing 

38  franchises  or  in  selling  or  leasing  any  of  its  property  ^  nor  as 

39  repealing  any   additional  restriction  now  required  inrelaium 

40  thereto  in  any  existing  municipal  charter. 

Sec.  12.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  general 

2  laws,  equally  applicable  to  all  cities  and  towns,  for  the  ex- 

3  tension  and  the  contraction,  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion 

4  may  arise,  of  the  corporate  limits  of  all  cities  and  towns; 

5  and  no  special  act  for  such  purposes  shall  be  valid. 

Sec.  13.  No  city  or  town  shall  issue  any  bonds  or  other 

2  interest  bearing  obligations  for  any  purpose,  or  in  any  man- 

3  ner,  to  an  amount  which,  including  existing  indebtedness, 

4  shall,  at  any  time,  exceed  eighteen  per  centum  of  the  assessed 

6  valuation  of  the  real  estate  in  said  city  subject  to  taxation,  as 

6  shown  by  the  last    preceding  assessment  for  State  taxes: 

7  provided,   however,  that  nothing  above  contained  in  this 

8  section  shall  apply  to  those  cities  and  towns  whose  charters 

9  existing  at  the  adoption   of  this  Constitution  authorize  a 

10  larger  percentage  of  indebtedness  than  is  authorized  by  this 

11  section  ;  and  provided  further,  that  in  determining  the  limi- 

12  tation  of  a  city's  or  town's  power  to  incur   indebtedness 

13  there  shall  not  be  included  the  following  classes  of  indebted- 

14  ness : 

16         (a.)   Certificates    of    indebtedness,    revenue    bonds,  or 

16  other  obligations  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of 

17  the  revenue  of  such  city  or  town  for  the  then  current  year : 

18  provided,  such  certificates,  revenue  bonds,  or  other  obliga- 

19  tions  mature  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  issae, 

20  and  be  not  past  due,  and  do  not  exceed  the  revenue  for  sach 

21  year. 

22  (b.)   Bonds  authorized  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  two- 

23  thirds   of  the  members   of  the   council,  approved  by  tiie 

24  mayor,  and  approved  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  the  majority 

25  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  voting  upon  the  question 

26  of  their  issuance,    at   the   next  ensuing   election,   or  at  a 

27  special  election  held  for  that  purpose,  for  a  supply  of  wat^r 

28  or  other  specific  undertaking  from  which  the  city  or  town 

29  may  derive  a  revenue ;  but  from  and  after  a  period  to  be 

30  determined  by  the  council,  not  exceeding  five  years  from 

31  the  date  of  such  election,  whenever  and  for  so  long  as  such 

32  undertaking  fails  to  produce  sufficient  revenue  to  pay  for 

33  cost  of  operation  and  administration  (including  interest  on 

34  bonds  issued  therefor,  and  the  cost  of  insurance  against  loss 

35  by  fire,  accidents  and  injuries  to  persons),  and  an   annual 

36  amount  to  be  covered  into  a  sinking  fund  sufficient  to  pay, 

37  at  or  before  maturity,  all  bonds  issued  on  account  of  said 

38  undertaking,  all  such  bonds  outstanding  shall  be  included 
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39  in  determining  the  limitation  of  the  power  to  incur  indebted- 

40  ness,  unless  the  principal  and  interest   thereof  be  made 

41  payable  exclusively  from  the  receipts  of  the  undertaking. 

Sec.  14.  In   cities  and  towns   the   assessment    of   real 

2  estate  and  personal  property  for  the  purpose  of  municipal 

3  taxation,  shall  be  the  same  as  the  assessment  thereof  for 

4  the  purpose  of  State  taxes, 
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REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TAXATION  AND  FINANCE. 


To  the  Constitutional  Convention  : 

In  presenting  the  result  of  its  labors,  the  Committee  on  Taxa- 
tion and  Finance,  without  undertaking  at  this  time  a  detailed 
explanation,  begs  leave  to  call  attention  to  some  of  the  promi- 
nent features  of  the  article  which  it  recommends  for  adoption  : 

1 .  Believing  that  under  modern  conditions  the  legislative 
branch  of  the  Government  should  not  be  restricted  by  a  prin- 
ciple of  rigid  uniformity  and  equality,  the  committee  has,  in  the 
first  section,  embodied  the  classification  principle  which  appears 
in  the  Constitutions  of  many  of  the  States,  and  which,  so  far 
as  the  committee  is  advised,  has  operated  justly  and  fairly. 

2.  At  this  date  the  propriety  of  taxing  corporate  franchises 
s  not  seriously  contested,  and  ample  authority  to  impose  suchi 
taxes  in  an  equitable  manner  is  conferred  by  sections  1  and  3 
and  other  sections  of  the  article. 

3.  By  section  2  the  General  Assembly  is  authorized,  at  such 
time  as  circumstances  may  justify,  to  segregate  the  several 
classes  of  property,  subjecting  some  to  State,  and  other  to  local 
taxation.  This,  when  accomplished,  may  settle  many  difficult 
questions  of  equalization. 

4.  It  has  been  thought  proper,  in  response  to  a  well-grounded 
demand,  to  definitely  specify  the  property  to  be  exempted  from 
taxation.  Reference  to  section  16  will  show  that  this  has  been 
done  accurately,  justly,  and  in  a  spirit  of  liberality  towards  the 
religious,  charitable,  and  educational  institutions  of  the  State. 
By  this  provision  many  and  flagrant  abuses,  heretofore  exist- 
ing, will  be  remedied. 

4.  A  plan  of  taxation  of  railroad  and  canal  corporations  has 
been  provided,  to  remain  in  force  at  least  ten  years.  Under 
this  plan,  which  reconciles  diflfergent  views,  and  which  is  in- 
tended to  remove  for  a  time  the  uncertainty  which  would  other- 
wise injuriously  affect  the  public  as  well  as  the  corporations  in 
question,  there  will  be  an  immediate  annual  addition  to  the 
revenue  of  about  $250,000,  with  the  prospect  of  a  steady,  pro- 
gressive increase  thereafter. 

except  that  the  article  speaks  for  itself,  it  would  be  deemed 
advisable  to  enumerate  a  variety  of  other  changes  that  are 
hardly  less  important  than  those  mentioned. 
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It  has  been  suggested  that  the  article  should  provide  for  a 
reduction  of  the  present  rate  of  taxation  for  State  purpose- 
namely,  40  cents  on  the  $100 — but  the  committee  has  declined 
to  thus  invade  what  it  regards  as  the  legitimate  province  of  tie 
Greneral  Assembly.  The  committee,  however,  desires  to  state 
with  emphasis  that  the  increased  revenue  provided  by  the  ar- 
ticle now  proposed,  and  the  saving  to  be  made  in  several  direc- 
tions by  the  new  Constitution,  will  enable  the  General  Assembly 
to  very  materially  reduce  the  tax  rate  and  lighten  the  burdens 
which  rest  upon  the  mass  of  the  people. 

ARTICLE. 

TAXATION   AND   FINANCE. 

Section  1.  All  property,  except  as  hereinafter  provided 

2  shall  be  taxed ;  all  taxes  whatsoever,  whether  State,  local

Sec.  3.  The  General  Assembly  may   levy  a  tax  on  in

4  reached  by  the  ad  valorem  system  ;  and  may  impose  franchia 

5  taxes,  and  in  imposing  a  franchise  tax  may  make  the  same 

6  in  lieu  of  taxes  upon  other  property,  in  whole  or  in  part,  o 

7  a  transportation,  industrial  or  commercial  corporation.  And 

8  whenever  a  franchise  tax  shall  be  imposed  upon  a  corpora 

9  tion  doing  business  in  this  State,  or  whenever  thecapitol 

10  however  invested,  of   a  corporation   chartered  under  ^ 

11  laws  of  this   State,  shall  be  taxed,  the  shares  of  stock ii 

12  any  such  corporation,  the  same  representing  the  business  OJ 

13  capital  so  taxed,  shall  not  be  further  taxed.     No  oily  « 

14  town  sh^U  impose  any  tax  or  assessment  upon  tbx^ 
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15  land  owners  for  street  or  other  public  local  improyements, 

16  except  for  making  and  improving  the  walkways  upon  then 

17  existing  streets,  and  for  construction  of   sewers;  and  the 

18  same,  when  imposed,  shall  not  be  in  excess  of  the  peculiar 

19  benefits  resulting  therefrom  to  such  abutting  land  owners. 

20  Except  in  cities  and  towns,  no  such  taxes  or  assessments 

21  for  local  public  improvements  shall  be  imposed. 

Sec.  4.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  a  re- 

2  assessment  of  real  estate  in  the  year  1905,  and  every  fifth 

3  year  thereafter ;  and  such  real  estate  shall  be  assessed  st  its 

4  fair  market  value. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for 

2  the  special  and  separate  assessment  of  all  coal  and  other 

3  mineral  land  at  its  fair  market  value  ;  but  until  such  special 

5  assessment  is  made,  such  land  shall   be   assessed    under 

6  existing  laws. 

Sec.  6.  The  General  Assembly  shall  levy  a  State  capi- 

2  tation  tax  of ,  and  not  exceeding,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 

3  annum  on  every  male  resident  of*this  State  not  less  than 

4  twenty-one  years  of  age,  except  pensioners  of  this  State  for 

5  military  services  ;  one  dollar  of  which  shall  be  applied  ex- 

6  clusively  in  aid  of  the  public  free  schools  in  proportion  to 

7  the  school  population,    and  the  remaining  fifty  cents  of 

8  which  shall  be  returned  and  paid  by  the   State  into  the 

9  treasury  of  the  county  or  city  in  which  it  was  collected,  to

Sec.  7.  After  this   Constitution  shall  be  in   force,   no 

2  statute  of  limitation  shall  run  against  any  claim  of  the 

3  State  for  taxes  upon  any  property  :  nor  shall  the  failure  to 

4  assess  property  for  taxation  defeat  a  subsequent  assessment 

5  for  and  collection  of  taxes  for  any  preceding  year  or  years, 

6  unless  such  property  shall  have  passed  to  an  innocent  bona 

7  fide  purchaser  for  value. 

Sec.  8.  The  natural  oyster  beds,  rocks  and  shoals  in  the 

2  waters  of  this  State,  as  at  any  time  defined  by  law,  shall 

3  not  be  leased,  rented  or  sold,  but  shall  be  held  in  trust  for 

4  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  this  State,  subject  to  such  regu- 

5  lations  and  restrictions  as  the  Greneral  Assembly  may  pre- 

6  scribe. 

Sec.  9.  The  board  of  public  works  shall  annually  ascer- 

2  tain  and  assess,  at  the  time  hereinafter  mentioned  and  in 

3  the  manner  now  authorized  by  law,  the  value  of  the  road-

17  this  State,  and  multiplying  the  result  by  the  number  of  miles 

18  operated  within  this  State  :  provided,  that  from  the  sum  so 

19  ascertained  there  may  be  deducted  a  reasonable  sum  because 

20  of  any  excess  of  value  of  the  terminal  facilities  or  other 

21  similar  advantages  situated  in    other  States  over  similar 

22  facilities  or  advantages  situated  in  this  State. 

Sec.  12.  Each  corporation,  mentioned  in  section  nine, 

2  shall  annually,  on  the  first  day  of  September,  make  to  the 

3  board  of  public  works  the  report  which  the  existing  law  re- 

4  quires  to  be  made  annually  to  such  board  by  every  railroad 

5  and  canal  company  in  this  State,  not  exempt  from  taxation 

6  by  virtue  of  its  charter,  except  that  the  report  shall  show

4  for  relief  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond.     No- 

5  tice  of  the  application,  setting  forth  the  grounds  of  com- 

6  plaint,  and  verified  by  afl5davit,  shall  be  served  on  the  board 

7  of  public  works,  and  on  the  Attorney-General,  whose  duty 

8  it  shall  be  to  represent  the  Commonwealth.     If  the  court  be 

9  of  the  opinion  that  the   assessment  or  tax  is  excessive,  it 

10  shall  reduce  the  same ;  but  if  of  opinion  that  it  is  insuflB- 

11  cient,  it  shall  increase  the  same.     Unless  the  applicant  paid 

12  the  taxes  under  protest,  when  due,  the  court,  if  the  decision

20  thereon  I  and  costs,  from  the  State  or  local  authorities,  or 

21  both,  as  the  case  may  be  ;  the  judgment  to  be  enforciblebj 

22  mandamus  or  other  proper  process  issuing  from  the  court 

23  finally  adjudicating  the  application.     Subject  to  proyiskms 

24  of  article— of  this  Constitution,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ap- 

25  peals  may  allow  a  writ  of  error  to  either  party. 

Sec.  14.  After  January  1,  190:^,  the  system  of  taxation 

2  in  this  State,   as  to  the  corporations  mentioned  in  sections 

3  nine  and  ten,  shall  be  as  set  forth  in  sections  ninetothir- 

4  teen,  inclusive  :  and  for  that  year  the  franchise  tax  shall  be 
6  based  upon  such  gross  receipts  for  the  year  ending  June 

6  30, 1903,  and  such  system  shall  so  remain  until  the  Ist  day  of

11  clusively  used  for  religious  worship,  together  with  such 

12  additional  adjacent  land  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  for 

13  the  convenient  use  of  such  buildings  for  public  worship. 

14  (c)   Private  family  burying  grounds  not  exceeding  one 

15  acre  in  area,  reserved  as  such  by  will  or  deed,  or  shown  by 

16  other  suflBcient  evidence  to  be  reserved  as  such,  and  so  ex- 

17  clusively  used,  and  public  burying  grounds  and  lots  therein 

18  so  appropriated  and  exclusively  used  and  not  conducted  for 

19  profit,  whether  owned  or  managed  by  local  authorities  (ff 

20  by  private  corporations. 

21  (d)   Buildings  with  the  land  they  actually  occupy  4^ 

22  the  furniture,  furnishings,  books  and  instruments  therein 

23  belonging  to  and  used  by  public  libraries  not  conducted  fof 

24  profit,  or  belonging  to  churches  or  to  incorporated  collar 
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25  academies,  seminaries  and  other  incorporated  institutions  of 

26  learning,  including  the  Virginia  Historical   Society,   and 

27  which  are  wholly  devoted  to  educational  uses,  and  which 

28  are  not  corporations  having  shares  of  stock  or  otherwise 

29  owned  by  individuals  or  other  corporations,  and  which  are 

30  not  conducted*  for  the  profit  of    any  person  or  persons, 

31  natural  or  corporate,  directly,  or  under  any  guise  or  pre- 

32  tense   whatsoever,  together  with  such  additional  adjacent 

33  land  owned  by  such  libraries  and  educational  institutions  as 

34  may  be  reasonably  necessary  for  the  convenient  use  of  such 
36  institutions,  respectively,  with  the  buildings  thereon  used 

36  as  residences  by  the  officers  or  instructors  of  such  educa- 

37  tional  institutions,  and  also  the  permanent  endowment  funds 

38  held  by  such  libraries  and  educational  institutions  directly 

39  or  in  trust  and  not  invested  in  real  estate. 

40  (e)  Real  and  pereonal  property  belonging  to  and  used 

41  by  Young  Men's  Christian  Associations,   orphan  or  other 

42  asylums,  hospitals  and  nunneries,  which  are  not  conducted 

43  for  profit,  but  purely  and  completely  as  charities. 

44  (f)   Buildings  with  the  land  they  actually  occupy,  and 

45  the  furniture  and  furnishings  therein,  belonging  to  any 

46  benevolent  or  charitable  association  and  used  exclusively 

47  for  lodge  purposes  or  meeting  rooms  by  such  association, 

48  together  with  such  additional  adjacent  land  as   may  be 

49  necessary  for  the  convenient  use  of  the  buildings  for  such 

50  purposes ;  and 

51  (g)   Property  belonging  to  the  Mt.  Vernon  Ladies'  Asso- 

52  elation  of  the  Union. 

53  No  inheritance  tax  shall  be  charged,  directly  or  indi- 

54  rectly,  against  any  legacy  or  devise  which  may  be  made 

55  according  to  law  and  for  the  benefit  of  any  institution  or 

56  other  bodies,   or  any  natural  or  corporate  person  whose 

57  property  is  exempt    from   taxation  as   hereinbefore   men- 

58  tioned  in  this  section. 

69  Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 

60  exempt  from  taxation  any  person,  firm,  association  or  cor- 

61  poration,  or  their  property,  who  or  which  shall  expressly 

62  or  impliedly,  directly  or  indirectly,  contract  or  promise  to 

63  pay  any  sum  of  money  or  other  benefit  on  account  of  death, 

64  sickness,  or  accideht  to  any  of  its  members  or  any  other 

65  person,  and  whenever  any  building  or  land,  or  part  or  por- 

66  tion  thereof  mentioned  in  this  section  and  not  belonging  to 

67  the  State  shall  be  leased  or  shall  be  the  source  of  revenue 
6S  or  profit,  then  all  of  such  building  and  land  shall  be  liable 

69  to  taxation  as  other  land  and  buildings  in  the  same  county,

Sec.  17.  No  debt  shall  be  contracted  by  this  State  ez- 
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2  cept  to  meet  casual  deficits  in  the  revenue,  to  redeem  a  pre- 

3  vious  liability  of  the  State,  to  suppress  insurrection,  repel 

4  invasion,  or  defend  the  State  in  time  of  war.     No  scrip, cer- 

5  tificate,  or  other  evidence  of  State  indebtedness,  shall  be

7  viously  issued,  or  for  such  debts  as  are  expressly  authorized

Sec.  18.  The  credit  of  the  State,  or  of  any  county,  city, 

2  or  town,  shall  not  be,  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  de- 

3  vice  or  pretense  whatsoever,  granted  to  or  in  aid  of  any  per- 

4  son,  association,  or  corporation  ;  nor  shall  the  State,  or  any 

5  county,  city,  or  town  subscribe  to  or  become  interested  in 

6  the  stock  or  obligations  of  any  company,  association,  or  cor- 

7  poration,  for  the  purpose  ot  aiding  in  the  construction  or 

8  maintenance  of  its  works ;  nor  shall  the  State  become  a  party 

9  to  or  become  interested  in  any  work  of  internal  improTe- 

10  ment,  nor  engaged  in  carrying  on  any  such  work ;  nor  as- 

11  sume  any  indebtedness  of  any  county,  city,  or  town,  nor 

12  lend  its  credit  to  the  same. 

Sec.  19.  All  taxes,  licenses,  and  other  revenue  of  the 

2  State,  shall  be  collected  by  its  proper  officers  and  paid  into 

3  the  State  treasury.     No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State 

4  treasury  except  in  pursuance  of  appropriations  made  by 

5  law ;  and  no  appropriation  shall  be  made  for  the  payment 

6  of  any  debt  or  obligation  created  in  the  name  of  the  State 

7  of  Virginia  during  the  war  between  the  Confederate  States 

8  and  the  United  States.     Nor  shall  any  county,  city,  or  town, 

9  pay  any  debt  or  obligation  created  by  such  county,  city,  or 
10  town  in  aid  of  said  war. 

Sec.  20.  On  the  passage  of  every  act  which  creates,  con- 

2  tinues,  or  revives  a  debt  or  charge,  or  makes,  continues,  or 

3  revives   any   appropriation   of  public   or  trust  money,  or 

4  property,  or  releases,  discharges  or  commutes  any  claim  or 

5  demand  of  the  State,  the  vote  shall  be  determined  by  yeas 

6  and  nays,  and  the   names   of  the   persons   voting  for  and 

7  against  the  same,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  the  re- 

8  spective  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  a  majority  of 

9  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  shall  be  necessary  to 

10  give  it  the  force  of  a  law.     And  every  law  which  imposes, 

11  continues,  or  revives  a  tax,  shall  be  enacted  in  like  manner, 

12  and  shall  specifically  state  such  tax ;  and  no  law  shall  be 

13  construed  as  stating  such  tax  specifically,  when  it  requires 

14  a  reference  to  any  other  law  or  any  other  tax. 

Sec.  21.  The  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  shall  pro- 

2  vide  by  law  and  maintain   a  sinking  fund   in  accordance 

3  with  the  provisions  of  section  10  of  an  act  of  the  General 

4  Assembly  of  Virginia,  approved  February  20, 1892,  entided 
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5  *'  an  act  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  the  public  debt  of 

6  Virginia  not  funded  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled 

7  an  act  to  ascertain  and  declare  Virginia's  equitable  share  of 

8  the  debt  created  before,  and  actually  existing  at  the  time  of 

9  the  partition  of  her  territory  and  resources,  and  to  provide 

10  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  covering  the  same,  and  the  regu- 

11  lar  and  prompt  payment  of  the  interest  thereon,  approved 

12  February  14,  1882."     Every  law  hereafter  enacted  by  the 

13  General  Assembly,  creating   a  debt   or  authorizing  a  loan, 

14  shall  provide  for  the  creation  and  maintenance  of  a  sinking 

15  fund  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  the  same. 

Sec.  22.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for 

2  adjusting  with  the  State  of  West  Virginia  the  proportion  of 

3  of  the  public  debt  of  Virginia  proper   to   be   borne  by  the 

4  State  of  Virginia  and  West  Virginia,  and  shall  provide  that 

5  such  sum  as  shall  be  received  from  West  Virginia  shall  be 

6  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  public  debt  of  the  State. 

Sec.  23.  No  other  or  greater  amount  of  tax  or  revenue 

2  shall,  at  any  time,  be  levied   than  may  be   required  for  the 

3  necessary  expenses  of  the  Government,  or  to  pay  the  exist- 

4  ing  indebtedness  of  the  State.

I  am  unable  to  concur  in  the  above  report  for  the  following 
reasons : 

First.  I  think  the  principle  of  taxation  expressed  in  section 
1  is  thoroughly  unsound  and  very  dangerous,  because  it  not 
only  permits,  but  invites,  partiality  in  taxation  as  between  classes 
of  property,  both  in  the  rates  of  taxation  and  in  the  assess 
ment  of  values.  I  think  that  the  only  true  general  principle 
of  taxation  is  that  its  burdens  shall  be  borne  equally  by  all 
property  in  proportion  to  actual  value. 

Second.  I  cannot  approve  the  principle  that  the  classes  of 
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property  may  be  segregated  so  as  to  have  distinct  subjecte  for 
State  and  local  taxation,  because  I  think  the  principle  is  inyari 
ably  true,  that  those  who  impose  taxes  should  be  liable,  in  pro- 
portion to  their  property,  to  pay  the  same  in  order  to  guard 
against  partial,  arbitrary,  and  unequal  taxation. 

Third.  I  cannot  approve,  as  a  correct  principle  in  Constitu- 
tion making,  the  insertion  of  statutory  provisions  for  the  taxa- 
tion of  selected  subjects. 

But  if  the  principles  stated  in  this  article  are  to  be  approied, 
I  think  it  proper  to  say  that  the  article  is  admirably  drawn, 
and  contains  many  valuable  provisions  well  calculated  to  cor- 
rect injustices  and  remedy  abuses  heretofore  existing.

RED  TO  OTHER  COMMITTEES. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Convention : 

Your  '*  Committee  on  Preamble  and  Bill  of  Rights,  the  Di- 
vision of  Governmental  Powers  and  on  such  portions  of  the 
Constitution  as  shall  not  be  referred  to  other  committees,"  in 
discharge  of  the  duties  devolved  upon  it  respectfully  reports 
the  following  provisions,  with  the  recommendation  that  they 
be  embodied  in  the  Constitution. 

In  relation  to  the  homestead  exemptions,  church  property, 
the  inheritance  of  property  by  descendants  of  former  slaves,  and 
future  amendments   to  the  Constitution,   the  clauses  recom- 
mended differ  in  some  respects  from  those  of  the  existing  Con- 
stitution ;  but  as  such  changes  are  of  minor  importance,  and 
the  reasons  therefor  apparent  on  their  face,  your  committee 
deem  it  unnecessary  to  do  more  than  call  your  attention  thereto. 
In  the  matter  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  your  com- 
mittee begs  leave  to  report  that  after  full  and  patient  hearings 
of   many  months,  in  which  large  opportunities  of  discussion 
were  afforded  both  to  the  friends  of  the  resolutions  on  the  sub- 
ject, as  well  as   to  the  opponents,  and  after  earnest  considera- 
tion of  the  arguments  for  and  against  the  measure,  it  decided 
to    report  favorably  the  clause  submitted  and  recommend  its 
adoption  into  the  fundamental  law  of  the  State.     By  this  clause 
no  license  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  quantities  of  less  than 
one  gallon,  or  to  be  drunk  at  the  place  where  sold,  can  be 
granted  in  any  precinct  of  a  town  or  county  of  the  State,  ex- 
cept upon  the  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  such 
precinct,  who  voted  in  the  last  preceding  election ;  thus  secur- 
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ing  neighborhood  control  of  the  retail  liquor  business  in  the 
towns  and  counties.  The  clause  in  no  way  deprives  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  right  to  continue  the  present  local  option 
and  dispensary  laws  or  to  further  extend  the  operation  of  such 
laws  under  local  public  control. 

The  General  Assembly  may  also,  without  restraint,  provide 
any  additional  prerequisites  to  the  granting  of  liquor  licenses, 
which  it  may  deem  wise  and  prudent,  its  powers  in  these  re- 
spects as  well  as  the  power  to  prescribe  the  mode  and  manner 
of  exercising  the  right  of  petition  being  unlimited. 

The  clause,  as  reported,  does  not  in  any  way  apply  to  the 
cities  of  the  Commonwealth,  because  in  the  opinion  of  the  ma- 
jority of  your  committee,  owing  to  the  different  conditions  of 
neighborhood  life,  residence,  population  and  business,  existing 
in  cities,  from  those  in  the  counties,  it  was  not  deemed  abso- 
lutely safe  to  apply  the  principle  to  the  cities,  and  because  it 
was  found  still  more  difficult  within  the  appropriate  limits  of  a 
Constitutional  provision  to  so  safely  prescribe  other  modifica- 
tions or  limitations  on  the  principle  as  to  make  its  operation  in 
cities  certainly  free  from  possible  evils  growing  out  of  the  di- 
vergent conditions  above  mentioned.  The  clause,  therefore,  so 
far  as  cities  are  concerned,  leaves  the  whole  power  of  control  of 
the  subject  to  the  .  General  Assembly,  which  can  hereaft-er  ap- 
ply the  same  principle  or  any  modifications  thereof  to  the  cities 
or  not,  as  its  wisdom  may  dictate. 

In  view  of  the  widespread  interest  which  the  discussion  of 
the  subject,  and  its  consideration  by  the  committee  have  excited 
in  the  State  since  the  assembling  of  this  Convention,  and  of  the 
fact  that  it  received  but  little  or  no  public  discussion  prior 
thereto,  in  order  to  insure  that  this  principle  may  not  become 
a  part  of  the  Constitution  against  the  wishes  of  the  people  who 
will  be  affected  by  it,  and  that  the  people  may  express  their 
wishes  on  this  subject  unhampered  by  other  provisions  of  the  Con 
stitution  or  any  other  considerations  of  any  kind,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  this  clause  be  submitted  separately  to  voters  of  the 
territory  affected  by  its  provisions,  who  may  be  qualified  to  vote 
under  the  new  Constitution,  either  at  the  same  time  that  the  new 
Constitution  is  submitted  for  ratification,  or  at  the  first  election 
held  under  its  provisions. 

All  resolutions  and  matters  referred  to  your  committee,  other 
than  those  already  reported,  have  received  due  and  careful 
consideration,  but  without  enumerating  them  your  committee 
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begs  to  report  that  it  deemed  them  improper  subjects  and  pro- 
visions for  embodiment  in  a  Constitution,  and  asks  that  the 
committee  be  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  them.

MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS. 

HOMESTEAD    AND   OTHER   EXEMPTIONS. 

Sec.  1.  Every  householder  or  head  of  a  family  shall  be 

2  entitled,  in  addition  to  the  articles  now  exempt  from  levy 

3  or  distress  for  rent,  to  hold  exempt  from  levy,  seizure,  gar- 

4  nishment,  or  sale  under  any  execution,  order,  or  other  pro- 

5  cess  issued  on  any  demand  for  a  debt  contracted  since  the 

6  26th  day  of  June,  1870,   his  real  and  personal  property,  or 

7  either,  including  money  and  debts  due  him,  to  the  value  of 

8  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  selected  by  him  : 

9  provided,  that  such  exemptions  shall  not  extend  to  any  exe- 

10  cution,  order,  or  other  process  issued  on  any  demand  in  the 

11  following  cases  : 

12  First.  For  the  purchase  price  of  said  property,  or  any  part 

13  thereof.     And  if  property  purchased,  and  not  paid  for,  be 

14  exchanged   for,   or  converted  into,  other  property  by  the 

15  debtor,  such  last  named   property  shall  not  be  exempted 

16  from  the  payment  of  such  unpaid  purchase  money  under 

17  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

18  Second.  For  services  rendered  by  a  laboring  person  or 

19  mechanic. 

20  Third.  For  liabilities  incurred  by  any  public  officer,  or 

21  officer  of  a  court,  or  any  fiduciary,  or  any  attorney-atJaw. 

22  for  money  collected. 

23  Fourth.  For  a  lawful  claim  for  any  taxes,  levies,  or  as- 

24  sessments  accruing  after  the  first  day  of  June,  1866. 

25  Fifth.  For  rent. 

26  Sixth.  For  the  legal  or  taxable  fees  of  any  public  ofiicer 

27  or  officers  of  a  court. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  exemption  shall  not  be  claimed  or  held 
2  in  a  shifting,  stock  of  merchandise. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe  in  what 

2  manner  and  on  what  conditions  the  said  householder  or 

3  head  of  a  family  shall  set  apart  and  hold  for  himself  and 

4  family  a  homestead  out  of  any  property  hereby  exempted, 

5  and  may,  in  its  discretion,  determine  in  what  manner  and 

6  on  what  conditions  he  may  hold,  for  the  benefit  of  himself 

7  and  family,  such  personal  property  as  he  may  have  coming 

8  within  the  exemption  hereby  made.     But  this  section  shall 

9  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  General  Assembly  to  de- 
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10  feat  or  impair  the  benefits  intended  to  be  conferred  by  the 

11  provisions  of  this  article. 

Sec.  4.  Nothing  in  this  article  contained  shall  be  con- 

2  strued  as  invalidating   any  homestead  exemption  already

Sec.  8.     First.  No  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  sold  in 

2  this  State  without  a  license  therefor  first  obtained. 

3  Second.  No  license  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  quan- 

4  titles  of  less  than  one  gallon  or  to  be  drunk  at  the  place 
6  where  sold  shall  be  authorized  or  granted  in  any  town  or 

6  county   of  this  State  for  a   period   of    more   than   twelve 

7  months,  nor  without  the  written  request  of  a  majority  in 

8  number  of  the  legally   qualified  and   registered  voters  resi- 

9  dent  in  the  town,  or  in  the  precinct  of  the  county  wherein 

10  such  liquors  are  intended  to  be  sold  who  actually  voted  in 

11  the  last  preceding  regular  election  in  such  town  or  in  such 

12  precinct. 

13  Third.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as 

14  in  any  way   interfering  with  the  local  option  or  dispensary 

15  laws  existing  in  this  State  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 

16  this  Constitution  or  as  preventing  the  Legislature  from  pre- 

17  scribing  additional  requirements  or  from  passing  or  author- 

18  izing  other  restrictive  laws,  rules  or  regulations,  touching 
lO    the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  addition  to  the  require- 
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20  ments  hereof,  or  from  authorizing  the  sale  of  such  hquors 

21  under  the  direct  supervision  and  control  of    local  public 

22  authorities. 


ARTICLE 


FUTURE    CHANGES   IN    THE   CONSTITUTION. 

Section  1 .  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  Con- 

2  stitution  may  be  proposed  in   the   Senate   and   House  of 

3  Delegates,  and  if  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority 

4  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses,  suchpro- 

5  posed   amendment  or   amendments   shall     be   entered  on 

6  their  journals,  with  the  ayes  and  noes  taken  thereon,  and 

7  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next 

8  general  election  of  Senators  and  members  of  the  House  of 

9  Delegates,  and  shall  be  published  for  three  months  previous 

10  to  the  time  of  making  such  choice.     And  if  in  the  General 

11  Assembly  so  next  chosen  as  aforesaid,  such  proposed  amend- 

12  ment  or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all 

13  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty 

14  of  the  General  Assembly  to  submit  such  proposed  amend- 

15  ment  or  amendments  to  the  people,  in  such  manner  and  at 

16  such  times  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe  ;  and  if 

17  the  people  shall  approve  and  ratify   such   amendment  or 

18  amendments  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote 

19  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly  voting  thereon*  such 

20  amendment  or  amendments  shall  become  part  of  the  Con- 

21  stitution. 

Sec.  2.  At  such  time  as  the  General  Assembly  may  by 

2  law  provide,  the  question,  ** Shall  there  be  a  convention  to 

3  revise  the  Constitution  and  amend  the  same?"  shall  be  de- 

4  cided  by  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the 

5  General  Assembly  ;  and  in  case  a  majority  of  the  electors 

6  so  qualified,  voting  at  such  election,  shall  decide  in  favor  of 

7  a  convention  for  such  purpose,  the  General  Assembly,  at  it5 

8  next  session,  shall  provide  by  law  for  the   election  of  dele- 

9  gates  to  such  convention.

ARTICLE. 

Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  at  least  21  years 

2  of  age,  who  shall  have  been  an  actual  resident  of  this  State 

3  for  at  least  two  years,  of  the  county  or  city  one  year,  and 

4  of  the  precinct  at  which  he  shall  offer  to  vote,  at  least  thirty 

5  days  next  preceding  the  election  at  which  he  shall  offer  to 

6  vote,  who  is  a  person, 

7  First.  Who  has  at  any  time  before  the  adoption  of  this 

8  Constitution  served  in  the  army   or  navy   of   the   United 

9  States,  or  of  the  Confederate  States,  or  of  any  State  of  the 

10  United  States,  or  was  ever,  prior  to  January  1,  1870,  actu- 

11  ally  enlisted  or  enrolled  in  the  militia  of  Virginia,  or  of  the 

12  United  States,  or  of  any  State  thereof,  or  who  served  therein, 

13  or  who  paid  any  militia  taxes,  levies,  or  fines,  in  lieu  of 

14  such  service,  or, 

15  Second.  Who  at  any  time  prior  to  July  1,  1868,  owned 

16  a  freehold  estate  in  real  estate  in  any  State,  territory,  or 

17  district  within  the  United  States,  wherein  he  at  any  such 

18  time  resided,  or  who  at  any  such  time  was  a  housekeeper 

19  and  head  of  a  family  within  such  a  State,  territory,  or  dis- 

20  trict,  and  was  assessed  with  a  part  of  the  revenue  thereof 

21  upon  property  owned  by  him  and  actually  paid  the  same. 

22  Third.  Who  is  foreign  born,  or  whose  parents  or  grand- 

23  parents,  or  either  one  of  them,  is,  or  was,  foreign  born,  and 

24  has  become  a  naturalized  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or, 

25  Fourth.  Who  is  a  direct,  legitimate  descendant  of  any 

26  person  embraced  within  either  of  'the  three  foregoing  alter- 

27  natives ;  and, 

28  Fifth.  Every  such  citizen  as  is  first  above  mentioned, 

29  not  embraced  in  either  of  the  four  alternatives  last  above 

30  mentioned  ;  who,  or  whose  wife  at  the  time  when  he  reg- 

31  isters,  as  well  as  at  the  time  when  he  offers  to  vote,  shall  be 

32  the  bona  fide  beneficial  owner  of  property  assessed  for  taxa- 
J3  tion  to  the  value  of  at  least  three  hundred  dollars,  and  no 
}4    other  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the 
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35  General   Assembly,  and   all   other   officers  required   to  be 

36  elected    by  the  people:  provided,  however,  that  no  person 

37  shall  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage  conferred  as  above  who 

38  shall  not  have  had  himself  properly  assessed  with  all  poll- 

39  taxes  required  to  be  assessed  by  this  Constitution  or  by  law, 

40  and  also  with  all  taxes  required  to  be  assessed  by  law  on 

41  the  minimum  amount  of  property  required  hereby  as  apre- 

42  requisite  to  the  right  to  vote,  when  the  right  to  vote  is  based 

43  upon  the  property  qualification  alone,  for  the  fiscal  year  in 

44  which  he  offers  to  vote ;  or  who  shall  have  failed  to  pay  at 

45  least  six  months  before  the  election  at  which  he  shall  ofifer 

46  to  vote,  any  portion  of  the  taxes,  either  poll  or  property, 

47  so  required  by  law  to  be  assessed  against  him  or  said  prop- 

48  erty,  for  the  year  next  preceding  the  year  in  which  he  shall 

49  offer  to  vote  ;  or  who  shall  not  have  had  himself  properly 

50  registered  in  the  appropriate  voting  precinct  as  required 

51  by  law :  provided,  that  no  poll-tax  shall  be  required  as  a 

52  prerequisite  to  an  exercise  of  the  right  of  suffrage  of  any 

53  ex-Confederate  soldier,  who  is  not  assessed  with  property 

54  worth  three  hundred  dollars,  or  who  is  receiving  any  pen- 

55  sion  or  stipend  from  the  State  of  Virginia  by  reason  of  ser- 

56  vice  as  a  Confederate  soldier,  or  who  is  the  inmate  of  any 

57  soldiers'  home  established  for  such  soldiers ;  and  provided 

58  further,  that  no  officer,  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine  of  the 

59  United  States  army  or  navy,  nor  any  inmate  of  any  soldiers' 

60  home  or  other  charitable  institution,  shall  be  considered  a 

61  resident  of  any  county,  city  or  town  within  this  State  by 

62  reason  of  being  stationed  therein,  or  by  reason  of  being  an 

63  inmate  of  any  soldiers'  home  or  other  charitable  institution 

64  therein;  and,  provided  further,  that  the  following  person?^ 

65  shall  be  excluded  from  voting : 

66  First.  Idiots,  lunatics  and  paupers. 

67  Second.  Persons  convicted   of  bribery  in  any  election, 

68  embezzlement  of  public  funds,   treason,   felony,  petit  lar- 

69  ceny,  or  any  infamous  offence,  or  offence  involving  moral 

70  turpitude.

ARTICLE  IV. 

ELECTIVE  FRANCHISE  AND  QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  OFFICE. 

Section  1.  Every   male    citizen    of   the   United   States, 

2  twenty-one  years  old,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  members 

3  of  the  General  Assembly  and  all  officers  elected  by  the  peo- 

4  pie,  subject  to  the  following  conditions  : 

5  First.  He  shall  have   been  an  actual  resident  of  this 

6  State  two  years,  of  the  county  one  year,  and  of  the  precinct 

7  in  which  he  offers   to  vote  thirty  days,  next  preceding  the 

8  election  •  provided,   that   removal    from    one    precinct   to 

9  another  in  the  same  county  shall  not  deprive  any  person  of 

10  the  right  to  vote  in  the  precinct  from  which  he  has  removed, 

11  until  thirty  days  after  his  removal ;  and  provided,  that  no 

12  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  gained  a  residence  by  rea- 
J3  son  of  his  presence,  or  to  have  lost  it  by  reason  of  his  ab- 

14  sence,  while  employed  in  the  service  of  the  State,  or  of  the 

15  United  States,  or  while  he  is  a  student  of  any  institution  of 

16  learning,  or  inmate  of  a  charitable  institution  ;  and  provided, 

17  that  with  respect  to  ministers  in  charge  of  organized 
churches  and  teachers  of  public  schools,  the  period  of  resi- 
dence in  the  county  shall  be  three  months. 

Second.  He  shall  have  been  duly  registered  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law. 

Third.  He  shall  make  application  for  registration  in  his 

23  own  handwriting,  without  assistance,  in  the  presence  of  the 

24  registrar  of  the  precinct  in  which  he  resides,  setting  forth 

25  the  names  and  residence  of  his  parents,  his  own  name,  age, 

26  place  and  time  of  birth,  his  occupation,  and  place  of  resi- 
dence at  the  time  and  for  twelve  months  before  the  time  of 
his  application  :  provided,  that  this  sub-section  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  persons  physically  disabled  ;  nor  to  persons  who  are 
sixty  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Con- 
stitution ;  nor  to  persons  who  have  served  in  the  time  of 
war  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 
Confederate  States,  or  of  any  State  of  the  United  States; 
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34  nor  to  persons  who  shall  have  paid  to  the  State  taxes,  for 

35  the  year  preceding  that  in  which  he  offers  to  vote,  legally 

36  assessed  upon  property  owned  by  him  of  the  assessed  value 

37  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

38  Fourth.  After  January   1,   1903,  he  shall  himself  bve 

39  paid,  six  months  before  the  election,  the  poll-tax  prescribed 

40  in  this  Constitution  and  legally  assessed  against  him  for  the 

41  two  years  next  preceding  that  in  which  the  election  is  held; 

42  but  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  may,  in   his  discretion, 

43  exempt  from  the  payment  of  this  tax  any  person  who  is 

44  deaf  and  dumb,  or  blind,  or  otherwise  physically  disabled: 

45  and  no  person  who  has  served  in  time  of  war  in  the  armv 

46  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  Confederate  States, 

47  or  of  an}'  State  of  the  United  States^  shall  at  any  time  be 

48  required  to  pay  a  poll-tax  as  a  prerequisite  to  voting. 

Sec.  2.  The    following   persons  shall  not  have  the  rigm 

2  to  vote  : 

3  First.  Idiots  and  insane  persons. 

4  Second.  Persons  convicted  of  bribery  in  any  election, 

5  embezzlement  of  public  funds,   treason,   felony,  or  petit 

6  larceny. 

7  Third.  All  persons  who,  while  citizens  of  this  State  hare, 

8  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  fought  a  duel  with 

9  a  deadly  weapon,  either  within   or  beyond  the  boundaries 
10  of  his  State,  or  knowingly  conveyed  a  challenge,  or  in  any 

II  manner  aided  in  fighting  a  duel ;  and  all  such  persons  shall 

12  be  prohibited  from  holding  any  oflBce  provided  for  in  this 

13  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  at  its  first  session 

2  after  this  Constituiion  goes  into  effect,  provide  by  law  for 

3  the  registration  of  the  qualified  voters  throughout  the  State. 

4  All  laws  creating  election  boards,  or  providing  for  the  ap- 

5  pointment  of  judges  of  election,  shall  secure  representation 

6  of  the  two  political  parties,  which  at  the  general  election 

7  next  preceding  their  creation  or  appointment  cast  the  high- 

8  est  number  of  votes. 

Sec.  4.  All  popular  elections  shall  be  by  ballot.    During 

2  all  elections  the  ballot-box  shall  be  kept  in  public  view,  and 

3  it  shall  not  be  opened,  nor  the  ballots  canvassed  or  counted 

4  in  secret. 

Sec.  5.  No  voter  during  the  time  of  holding  any  election 

2  at  which  he  is  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  compelled  to  perform 

3  military  service  except  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger  to 

4  work  upon  the  public  roads,  or  to  attend  any  court  as  suitor. 
6  juror,  or  witness  ;  nor  shall  any  voter  be  subject  to  arrest 

6  under  any  civil  process  during  his  attendance  at  any  elee- 

7  tion,  or  in  going  to  or  returning  therefrom. 
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Sec.  6.  Suitable  remedies  by  appeal  or  otherwise  shall 

2  be  provided  by  law  to  correct  illegal  or  improper  registra- 

3  tion,  and  to  secure  the  elective  franchise  to    any  person 

4  who  may  be  illegally  or  improperly  denied  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  Every  voter  may  receive  aid  in  preparing  his 

2  ballot  from  any  person  of  his  own  selection  to  be  rendered 

3  in  the  presence  of  one  of  the  judges  of  election,  but  not 

4  more  than  five  voters  shall  receive  aid  from  the  same  person 

5  at  any  election. 

Sec.  8.  The  treasurer  of  each  county  and  city  of  the  State 

2  shall,  at  least  five  months  before  any  election,  file  with  the 

3  clerk  of  the  circuit  or  corporation  court  of  his  county  or 

4  city,  a  list,  in  alphabetical  order,  verified  by  his  oath,  of  all 

5  persons  who  have  paid,  not  later  than  six  months  prior  to 

6  such  election,  the  capitation  tax  of  $1.50  for  the  year  pre- 

7  ceding  that  in  which  such  election  is  held. 

8  The  clerk,  within  ten  days  from  receipt  thereof,  shall 

9  post  in  each  voting  precinct  of  his  county  or  city  a  certified 

10  copy  of  the  voters  of  said  precinct  whose  names  have  been 

11  thus  reported  by  the  treasurer  as  having  paid  the  capitation 

12  tax ;   and  within  thirty  days  after   such  notit^e   has  been 

13  posted,  any  person  who  shall  have  paid  the  capitation  tax, 

14  but  whose  name  is  omitted  from  said  certified  list,  may, 

15  after  five  days'  notice  to  the  treasurer,  apply  to  the  judge  of 

16  the  circuit  or  corporation  court  of  his  county  or  city  to  have 

17  said  list  corrected  and  his  name  entered  thereupon. 

18  The  clerk  shall  also,  within  sixty  days  after  the  filing  of 

19  said  list  by  the  treasurer,  forward  a  certified  copy  thereof, 

20  with  such  correction  as  may  have  been  made  by  order  of  the 

21  court,  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  who  shall  charge 

22  the  amount  stated  in  such  return  against  such  treasurer  in 

23  the  settlement  of  his  accounts  except  such  part  as  may  have 

24  been   previously   accounted    for.     And    a   reasonable   time 

25  before  such  election,  the  clerk  shall  forward  to  the  judges 

26  of  election  of  each  precinct  of  his  county  or  city,  a  like  cer- 

27  tified  copy  of  the  list  of  those  in  such  precinct  who  have 

28  paid  the  capitation  tax  for  the  previous  year,  which  shall 

29  be  deemed  conclusive  evidence  of  that  fact  for  the  purposes 
SO  of  voting. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  provided 

2  for  in  this  Constitution  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  this  State 

3  and  a  duly  qualified  voter  thereof.     Whenever  any  olBBcer 

4  shall  change  his  residence  from  this  State,  or  from  the  dis- 

5  trict,  county  or  city  in  which  he  holds  an  office,  the  same 

6  shall  thereby  become  vacant,  notwithstanding  any  declara- 

7  tion  of  retention  of  domicile  in  the  place  from  which  he  has 

8  removed. 
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Section  13.  A  State  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  the 

2  qualified  voters  of  the  State  at  the  same  time  and  for  the 

3  same  term  as  the  Governor.     His  powers  and  duties  shall 

4  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  14.  An  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  be  elected 

2  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly 

3  for  the  term  of  four  years.     His  powers  and  duties  shall  be 

4  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  15.  The  salary  of  each  oflScer  of  the  Executive  De- 

2  partment,  except  in  those  cases  where  the  salary  is  deter- 

3  mined  by  this  Constitution,  shall  be  fixed  by  law  ;  and  the 

4  salary  of  no  such  oflBcer  shall  be  increased   or  diminished 

5  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  or  ap- 

6  pointed. 

Sec.  16.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for 

2  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  an  efficient  system  of 

3  checks  and  balances  between  the  oflBcers  at  the  seat  of  gov- 

4  ernment  entrusted  with  the  collection,  receipt,  custody,  or 

5  disbursement  of  the  revenues  of  the  State. 

Sec.  16.  All  State  officers,  and  their  deputies,  assistants 

2  or  employees,  charged  with  the  collection,  custody,  handling 

3  or  disbursement  of  public  funds,  shall  be  required  to  give 

4  bond   for  the   faithful   performance    of    such    duties,   the 

5  amount  of  such  bond  in  each  case,  and  the  naanner  in  which 

6  security  shall  be  furnished,  to  be  specified  and  regulated  by 

7  law. 

Sec.  17.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  es- 

2  tablish  and  maintain  a  bureau  of  labor  and  statistics,  under 

3  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.

Section  1.  As  used  in  this  article,  the  term  **  Corpora- 

2  tion  "  or  **  Company''    shall  be  construed  to  include  all 

3  trusts,  associations  and  joint  stock  companies  having  any 

4  powers  or  privileges   not   possessed   by   individuals  or  un« 

5  limited  partnerships,  but  to  exclude  all  municipal  corpora- 

6  tions  or  public  eleemosynary  institutions,  asylums  or  prisons 

7  owned  or  controlled  by  the  State  ;  the  term  **  charter  ''  shall 
*  be  constructed  to  mean  the  charter  of  incorporation  by  or 
9  under  which  any  such   corporation  is   formed ;  the   term 

10  *' transportation  company''  shall  be  construed  to  include 

11  any  company,   trustee   or   other  person  owning,  leasing  or 

12  operating  for  hire  a  railroad,  street  railway,  canal,  steam-

18  the  term  ^^  rate  "   shall  be  construed  to  mean  '*  rate  of  charges 

19  for  any  service  rendered  or  to  he  rendered  ;^^  the  terms  *^  rate,^* 

20  *' charge,' '  and   ^'regulation  ''   shall  include  joint  rates,  joint 

21  charges,  and  joint  regulations,  respectively ;  the  term   **  trans- 

22  mission  company  "  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  company 

23  o'wning,  leasing  or  operating  for  hire  any  telegraph  or  tele-

40  company  f  entitling  the  holder  to  any  service  from  such  company 

41  free  of  charge.     The  provisions  of  this  article  shall  always 

42  be  so  restricted  in  their  application  as  not  to  conflict  with 

43  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Constitution  and  just 

44  as  if  the  necessary   limitations   upon   their   interpretation 

45  had  been  herein  expressed  in  eacn  case. 

Sec.  2.  The  creation  of  corporations  and  the  extension 

2  and  amendment  of  charters    (whether  heretofore  or  here- 

3  after  granted)  shall  be  provided  for   by   general  laws,  uni- 

4  form  as  to  the   class   of  corporations  to  which  they  relate, 

5  and  no  charter  shall  be  granted,   amended  or  extended  by 

6  special  act,  nor  shall  authority  in  such  matters  be  conferred 

7  upon  any  tribunal  or  officer,  authorized  to  grant,  amend  or 

8  extend  charters,  further  than  to  ascertain  that  the  appli- 

9  cants  have,  by  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  law. 
10  entitled  themselves  to  the  charter,  amendment  or  extension 

II  applied  for.     Such  general  laws  may  be,  from  time  to  timet

4  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  subject  to  confirmation  by 

5  the  General  Assembly  in  joint  session,  and   their  regular 

6  terms  of  office  shall  be  six  years,  respectively,  except  as» 

7  those  first  appointed  under  this  Constitution,  of  whom  one 

8  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  day  of  Februarv,  1905,  one 

9  till  the    first  day  of  February,  1907,  and  one  till  the  first 
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10  day  of  February,  1909.     The  said  commissioners  first  ap- 

11  pointed  shall,  immediately  after  their  appointment,  forth- 

12  with  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  shall  elect 

13  one  of  their  members  chairman  of  the  commission,  which 

14  position  they  shall  annually  refill  by  similar  election.     No 

15  person  appointed  on  said  commission,  either  for  a  regular 

16  terra,  or  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  continue  in  office  after  the 

17  General  Assembly  shall  have  refused  to  confirm  hisappoint- 

18  ment,  nor  after  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  adjourned 

19  sine  die,  subsequent  to  his  appointment  without  confirming 

20  the  same,  nor  shall  he  be  eligible  for  re-appointment  to  fill 

21  the  vacancy  caused  by  such  failure  or  refusal  to  confirm. 

22  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  on  the  said  commission, 

23  the  Governor  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  qualified  person  to 

24  fill  the  same  for  the  unexpired  term,  subject  to  confirmation 

25  by  the  General  Assembly  as  aforesaid.     No  person  employed 

26  by,  or  holding  any  office  in  relation  to,  any  transportation 

27  or  transmission  company,  or  who  is  in  any  wise  financially 

28  interested  therein,  shall  hold  office  as  such  commissioner, 

29  or  perform  any  of  the  duties  thereof.     At  least  one  member 

30  of  said  commission  shall  have  the  same  qualifications  pre- 

31  scribed  for  members  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  and 

32  any  of  the  members  of   the  said  commission  may  be  im- 

33  peached  or  removed  in  the  same  manner  provided  for  the 

34  impeachment  or  removal  of    members   of   the   said  court. 

35  The  said  commission  shall  have  one  clerk  and  one  bailiff, 

36  and  such  other  clerks,  officers,  assistants  and  subordinates 

37  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed, 

38  and  subject  to  removal,  by  the  said  commission,  and  said 

39  commission  shall  prescribe  its  own  rules  of  order  and  pro- 

40  cedure,  except  so  far  as  the  same  are  specified  in  this  Constitu- 

41  tion  or  any  amendment  thereof :  as  the  business  of  the  State  cor- 

42  poration  commission  may  justify  it,  the  General  Assembly  may, 

43  from,  time  to  time,  establish  in  that  department,  and  subject  to 

44  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  said  commission ,  such  subor- 
ns dinate  bureaus  of  insurance,  banking,  or  other  special  branches 

46  of  the  business  of  the  department,  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the 

47  General   Assembly,  may  be  desirable  and  expedient.     All  ses- 

48  sions  of  said  commission  shall  be  public,  and  a  permanent 

49  record  shall  be  kept  of  all  of  its  judgments,  rules,  orders, 

50  findings,   and   decisions,    and  of  all    reports    made   to,    or 

51  by,   it.     Any  two   of  said   commissioners   shall   constitute 

52  a    quorum  for    the    transaction  of    business,  whether    the 

53  oflBce  of  the  other  commissioner  be  at  the  time  vacant  or 

54  not.     The  office  of  the  commission  shall  be  open   for  busi- 

55  ness  on  every  day  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays.    Trans- 

56  portation  companies  hereafter  doing  business  in  this  State 
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57  shall  at  all  times  transport,  free  of  charge,  the  members  of 

58  said  commission  and  their  officers,  or  any  of  them,  when 

59  engaged  on  their  official   duties.     The   General   Assembly 

60  shall  provide  suitable  quarters  for  the  said  commission,  funo^ 

61  for  its  incidental  expenses  (including  pay  of  witnesses  sum- 

62  moned,  and  costs  of  executing  processes  issued  by  the  com- 

63  mission  of  its  own  motion) ,  and  salaries  for  its  members, 

64  clerks,    assistants,  and    subordinates:    provided,  that  the 

65  salary   of  each  commissioner  shall  not  be  less  than  [three] 

66  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

67  After  the  first  day  of  January,  [1909]   1908,  the  General 

68  Assembly  may  provide  by  law  for  the  election  of  the  said 

69  commissioners  by  the  people  of  the  State   at  large,  instead 

70  of  their  appointment  by  the  Governor  as  hereinbefore  T^ 

71  quired. 

Sec.  4.  a.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution 

2  and  to  such  requirements,  rules  and  regulations  as  maybe 

3  prescribed  by  law,  the  State  Corporation  Commission  shall 

4  be  the  Department  of  Government  through  which  shall  be 

5  issued  all  charters  and  amendments  or  extensions  thereof, 

6  for  domestic  corporations,  and  all  licenses  to  do  business 

7  in  this  State,  to  foreign  corporations;  and  through  which 

8  shall  be  carried  out  all  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution 

9  and  of  the  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  for  the  visita- 

10  tion,  supervision,  regulation  and  control  of  corporations 

11  chartered  by,  or  doing  business  in,  this  State.     The  said

16  cal  form  ;  it  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  powers  of,  and 

17  perform  all  the  duties  now  devolving  upon,  the  Railroad 

18  Commissioner  and  the   Board  of  Public  Works,  except  so 

19  far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution,  or  may 

20  be  hereafter  abolished  or  changed  by  law. 

21  b.  The  said  commission  shall  have  the  power,  and  be 

22  charged  with  the  duty  of  supervising,  regulating  and  con 

23  trolling   all   transportation    and   transmission    companies 

24  doing  business  in  this  State,  in  all  matters  relating  to  the 

25  performance  of  their  public  duties  and  of  their  charges 

26  therefor,  and  of  correcting  abuses  therein  by  such  com- 

27  panics ;  and  to  that  end  the  said  commission  shall,  from 

28  time  to  time,  prescribe,  and    enforce  against  such  com- 

29  panics,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  authorized,  such  rates

31  tions,  and  shall  require  them  to  establish  and  mainlain  alj 

32  such  public  service,  facilities  and  conveniences,  as  the  said

35  review  by  the  commission  itself ,  and  also  on  appeal  as   herein-

303  latv  passed  in  pursuance  thereof. 

304  i.  The  said  commission  shall  annually  make  reports  to 

305  the  Governor,  of  its  proceedings,  in  which  reports  it  shall 

306  recommend  from  time  to  time  such  new  or  additional  legis- 

307  lation  in  reference  to  its  own  powers  or  duties,  or  to  the 

308  creation,  supervision,  regulation  or  control  of  corporations 

309  or  to  the  subject  of  taxation,  as  the  commission  may  deem 

310  wise  or  expedient  or  which  may  be-  required  by  law. 

311  k.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  ofiice  of  Railroad

4  of  its  charter,  and  by  every  foreign  corporation  upon  ob- 

5  taining  a  license  to  do  business  in  this  State,  as  specified  in 

6  this  section ;  and  also  for  the  payment,  by  every   corpora- 

7  tion  hereafter  doing  business  in  this  State,  of  an  annual  fee 

8  of  not  less  than  $5.00  upon  its  charter  or  license  to  do  busi- 

9  ness,  and  for  the  making,  by  every  such  corporation,  (at  the 
10  same  time,  and  in  connection  with  the  payment  of  such  an- 
il nual  fee) ,  of  such  report  to  the  State  corporation  commis-

9  lar  general  charactiT,  and  to  have  thereby  agreed  to  there- 

10  after  hold  its  charter  and  franchises,  and  all  amendments 

11  thereof,  under  the  provisions  and  subject  to  all  the  ^equir^ 

12  ments,  terms,   and   conditions  of  this  Constitution,  and  of 

13  any  laws,  hereafter  passed  in  pursuance  thereof,  so  far  as 

14  the  same  may  be  made  applicable  to  such  corporation. 

Sec.  7.  The   exercise   of  the   right   of  eminent  domain 

2  shall  never  be  abridged,  or  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the 

3  General  Assembly  from  taking  the  property  and  franchises 

4  of  corporations  and  subjecting  them  to  public  use,  the  same 

5  as    the   property   of  individuals ;  and   the   exercise  of  the 

6  police  power  of  the   State   shall  never  be  abridged,  or  so

[Sec.  8.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  by  general  laws,  of

17  company  shall,  upon  reasonable  notice,  at  its  own  expense, 

18  remove  its  lines  to  such  other  points  on  the  right  of  way  as 

19  may  be  designated  by  the  railroad  company.     The  railroad 

20  company  shall  have  the  prior  right  to  their  entire  right  of 

21  way  for  railroad  purposes] 

Sec.   9     No   transportation    or    transmission    company 

2  shall  charge  or  receive   any   greater   compensation,  in  the | 

3  aggregate,    for  transporting  the  same  class  of  passengers 

4  or  property,  or  for  transmittting  the  same  class  of 
6  messages,  over  a  shorter  than  over  a  longer  distance,  along 
6  the  same  line  and  in  the  same   direction — the  shorter  being 
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7  included   in   the   longer    distance,    [whether   such    longer 

8  distance  be  entirely  within  this  State  or  not]  ;  but  this  sec- 

9  tion  shall  not  be  construed  as   authorizing   any   such  com- 

10  pany  to   charge   or   receive   as   great   compensation   for  a 

11  shorter   as   for   a   longer  distance.     The  State  corporation 

12  commission  may,  from   time   to   time,   authorize  any  such 

13  company  to  disregard  the  foregoing  provisions   of  this  sec- 

14  tion,  by  charging  such   rates   as   the   said  commission  may 

15  prescribe  as  just  and  equitable  between  such  company  and 

16  the  public,  to  or  from  any  junctional  or  competitive  points 

17  or  localities,   or   wlrere   the   competition   of  points  located

24  same  shall  have  been  prescribed  or  authorized  by  the  State

Sec.  10.  No  transportation  or  transmission  company  do- 

2  ing  business  in  this  State,  shall  grant  to  any  member  of  the 

3  General  Assembly,  nor  to  any  State,   county,  district  or 

4  municipal  officer  (except  to  the  members  and  officers  of  the 

5  State  corporation  commission  for  their  personal  use  during 

6  their  terms  of  office)  sluj  frank,  free  pass,  free  transportation, 

7  or  any  rebate  or  reduction  in  the  rates  charged  by  such  com- 

8  pany  to  the  general  public  for  like  services.     For  violation 

9  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  the  offending  company  shall 

10  be  liable  to  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  ;  and 

11  any  such  officer  or  member  of  the  General  Assembly  who 

12  shall,  during  his  term  of  office,  accept  the  benefit  of  any 

13  such  rebate  or  reduction,  or  the  use  of  any  such  free  pass 

14  or  free  transportation,  as  is  prohibited  by  this  section,  shall 

15  thereby  forfeit  his  office,  and  be  subject  to  such  further  pen- 

16  alties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  but  this  section  shall  not 

17  prevent  any  street  railway  company  from  transporting  free  of 

18  charge  any  member  of  the  police  force  or  fire  department  while  in 

19  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  nor  prohibit  the  acceptance  by 

20  any  such  policeman  or  fireman  of  such  free  transportation. 

Sec.  11.  Every  employee    of    any  railroad  corporation 

2  engaged  in  the  physical  construction,  repair,  or  maintenance 

3  of  its  roadway,  track,  or  any  of  the  structures  connected 

4  therewith,  or  in  the  physical  operation  of  its  trains,  cars, 

5  engines,  or  switches,  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  reme- 

6  dies  for  every  injury  suffered  by  him  from  the  acts  or  omis- 

7  sions  of  such  corporation  or  its  employees,  as  [are]  may  be 

8  allowed  by  law  to  other  persons  not  employees  or  passengers. 
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9  when  the  injury  results  from  the  negligence  of  a  superior 

10  agent  or  oflBcer  of  the  corporation,  or  from  that  of  a  person 

11  employed  by  it  having  the  right  to  control  or  direct  the  ser- 

12  vices  of  the  party  injured,  or  the  services  of  the  co-employee 

13  by  whom   he  is  injured,  and  also  when  the  injury  results 

14  from  the  negligence  of  a  co-employee  on  another  train  of 
35  cars,  or  who  has  charge  of  any  switch,  signal  point  or  loco- 
Id  motive  engine,  or  is  charged    with  dispatching  trains  or 

17  transmitting  telegraphic  orders  therefor.     Knowledge,  by 

18  any  sixh  employee  injured,  of  the  defective  or  unsafe charac- 

19  ter  or  condition  of  any  machinery,  ways,  appliances,  or  struc- 

20  ture,  shall  not  of  itself  be  a  bar  to  recovery  for  an  injury 

21  caused  thereby.      When  death,   whether   instantaneous  or 

22  otherwise,  results  from  any  injury  to  such  an  employee,  re- 

23  ceived  as  aforesaid,  the  personal  representative,  surviving 

24  consort  and  relatives  of  the  deceased,  shall  respectively  have 

25  the  same  rights  and  remedies  [that  they  would  have  had  if 

26  he  had  not  been  an  employee  of  the  company.]  therefor  as 

27  may  be  allowed  by  law  to  the  personal  representative,  surviving 

28  consort,  or  relations  of  other  persons  not  employees  or  pcufsengert. 

29  Any  contract  or  agreement,  express  or  implied,  made  by 

30  any  employee,  to  waive  the  benefit  of  this  section,  shall  be 

31  null  and  void.     This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  de- 

32  prive  any  employee  of  a  corporation, or  his  legal  or  personal 

33  representative,  surviving  consort  or  relatives,  of  any  rights 

34  or  remedy  that  he  now  has  or  they  now  have  by  the  law  of 

35  the  land.     [The  General  Assembly  may  enlarge  the  relief 

36  and  remedies  herein  provided  for  the  above  named  class  of 

37  employees,  and  may  extend  those  herein  provided  for,  or 

38  herein  authorized,  to  any  other  class  of  employees.] 

Sec.  12.  No  foreign   corporation  shall  ,be  authorized  t^ 

2  carry  on,  in  this  State,  the   business,    [not]   nor  to  exercise 

3  any  of  the  powers  or  functions  of  a  public  service  corpora- 

4  tion,  nor  be  permitted  to   do   anything  which  domestic  cor- 

5  porations  are  prohibited  from  doing,    nor   be   relieved  from 

6  compliance  with  any  of  the  requirements  made  of  domestic 

7  corporations  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Statf, 

8  where  the  same  can  be  made  applicable  to  such  foreign  cor- 

9  poration.      But   this   section    shall  not  affect    any  public 

10  service  corporation  whose  line   or   route  extends  across  the 

11  boundary  of   this   Commonwealth,  nor  prevent  any  foreign 

12  corporation  from  continuing  in  such  business  as  it  may  beact- 

13  ually  engaged  in,  within  this   State,  when  this  Constitution 

14  goes  into  effect ;  but  any  such  foreign  public  service  corpora- 

15  tion,  so  engaged,  shall  not  be  authorized  to  hereafter  acquire, 
(6  lease,  use  or  operate,  within  this  State,  any  public  or  ir«uni- 
17  cipal  franchise  in  addition   to   such    as   it  may  own,  lease, 
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18  use  or  operate  when  this  Constitution  goes  into  effect.     The 

19  property,  within  this  State,  of  foreign  corporations  shall  be 

20  subject  to  attachment,   the   same   as   that   of  non-resident 

21  individuals. 

Sec.  13.  The  right  of  the  Commonwealth,  through  such 

2  instrumentalities  as  it  may  select,  to   prescribe  and  define 

3  the  public  duties  of  all  common  carriers  and  public  service 

4  corporations,  to  regulate  and  control  such  carriers  and  cor- 

5  porations  in  the  performance   of  their  public  duties,  and  to 

6  fix  and   limit   their  charges   therefor,  shall  "never   be  sur- 

7  rendered  nor  abridged. 

Sec.  14.  The  credit  of  the  State  shall  not  be  granted  to, 

2  or  in  aid  of,  any  corporation,  nor  shall  the  State  hereafter 

3  subscribe  to  or  become   interested  in  the  stock  of  any  cor- 

4  poration. 

Sec.  15.  The  General  Assembly  shall  require  annual  re- 

2  ports  to  be  made  to  the  State  corporation  commission,  of 

3  their  affairs  and  conditions,  by  all  corporations  doing  busi- 

4  ness  in  this  State,  the  character  or  extent  of  whose  busi- 

5  ness  shall  render  publicity  in  their  affairs  essential  or  con- 

6  ducive  to  the  public  welfare. 

Sec.  16.  The  General  Assembly  shall  enact  laws  prevent- 

2  ing  all  trusts,  combinations  and  monopolies,  inimical  to  the 

3  public  welfare. 

Sec.  17.  The  free  right  to  build  and  operate  railroads, 

2  parallel  to  any  other  railroads  previously  established,  shall 

3  never  be  abridged  nor  denied  to  any  railroad  company  here- 

4  after  chartered  by  this  State  ;  but  this  section  shall  not  de- 

5  prive  the  General  Assembly  of  the  right  to  prevent    (by 

6  statute,  repealable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assem- 

7  bly )  any  railroad  from  being  built  parallel  to  the  present  line 

8  of  the  Richmond,  Fredericksburg,  and  Potomac  Railroad. 

Sec.  18.  General   laws   regulating   and   controlling   the 

2  issue  of   stock  and  bonds  by  corporations  shall  be  enacted 

3  by  the  General  Assembly,  [but  no  statute  shall  be  enacted 

4  authorizing  any  corporation  to  issue  its  stock  as  full  paid,. 

5  at  less  than  its  par  value.     Whenever  anything  other  than 

6  money  is  hereafter  received,  or  to  be  received,  by  a  corpora- 

7  tion,  in  full  or  part  payment  for  stock  or  bonds  to  be  issued 

8  by  it,  the  corporation  shall,  before  the  issue   of  such  stock 

9  or  bonds,  file  with  the  State  corporation  commission  a  full 

10  and  accurate  written  description    (verified  by  the  oath  of 

11  the  president  or  secretary  of  the  corporation)  of  the  property 

12  or  services  so  received,  or  to  be  received,  (stated  in  detail), 

13  and  against  which  the  said  stock  or  bonds  are  to  be  issued, 

14  together  with  a  written  statement,  similarly  verified,  of  the 

15  valuation  at  which  the  said  property  or  services  are  so  re- 
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16  ceived,  or  to  be  received — a  separate  valuation  being  speci- 

17  fied  for  each  item  of  the  property  of  services  as  stated  in  the 

18  description  thereof]  .      Whenever  stock  or  bonds  are  to  be  issued 

19  by  a  corporation,  it  shall,  before  issuing  such  stock  or  bonds,  fiU 

20  with  the  State  corporation  commission  a  statement    {verified  &y 

21  the  oath  of  th^  president  or  secretary  of  the  corporation  and  in 

22  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  or  permitted  by  said  commission) , 

23  setting  forth  fully  and  accurately  the  basis  or  financial  plan  upon 

24  which  such  stock  or  bonds  are  to  be  issaed ;  and  where  such  basii 

25  or  plan  includes,  in  whole  or  in  part,  services  or  property  {other 

26  than  money)  received  or  to  be  received  by  the  company,  such 

27  statement  shall  accurately  specify  and  describe   {in  the  manner 

28  prescribed  or  permitted  by  said  commission)   such  services  and 

29  property,  together  with  the  valuation  at  which  the  same  are  re- 

30  ceived  or  to  be  received  by  the  company ;  and  such  corporation 

31  shall  comply  with  any  other  requirements  or  restrictions  which 

32  may  be  imposed  by  law.     The  General  Assembly  shall  provide 

33  adequate  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  section,  or  of  any 

34  laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 

35  of  the  State  corporation  commission  to  see  to  the  enforce- 

36  ment  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  by  adjudging  and 

37  enforcing  against  any  delinquent  or  oflfendiug  company,  io 

38  the  manner  hereinbefore  authorized,  such  fines  and  penalties 

39  as  are  authorized  by  this  Constitution,  or  may  be  prescribed 

40  by  law. 

Sec.  19.  All    existing  charters  or    grants  of  corporate 

2  powers,  under  which  an  organization  has  not  in  good  faith 

3  taken  place  before  this  Constitution  goes  into  effect,  and  the 

4  corporate  powers  of  all  corporations  heretofore  existing,  but 

5  which  have  had  no  bona  fide  organized  existence  since  the 

6  first  day  of  January,  [1902]  1903,  are  hereby  revoked.

ARTICLE  . 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS. 

HOMESTEAD   AND  OTHER   EXEMPTIONS. 

Sec.  1.  Every  householder  or  head  of  a  family  shall  be 

2  entitled,  in  addition  to  the  articles  now  exempt  from  levy 

3  or  distress  for  rent,  to  hold  exempt  from  levy,  seizure,  gar- 

4  nishment,  or  sale  under  any  execution,  order,  or  other  pro- 

5  cess  issued  on  any  demand  for  a  debt  contracted  since  the 

6  26th  day  of  June,  1870,  his  real  and  personal  property,  or 

7  either,  including  money  and  debts  due  him,  to  the  value  of 

8  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  selected  by  him  : 

9  provided,  that  such  exemptions  shall  not  extend  to  any  exe- 

10  cution,  order,  or  other  process  issued  on  any  demand  in  the 

11  following  cases  : 

12  First.  For  the  purchase  price  of  said  property,  or  any  part 

13  thereof.     And  if  property  purchased,  and  not  paid  for,  be 

14  exchanged  for,  or  converted  into,  other  property  by  the 

15  debtor,  such  last  named  property  shall  not  be  exempted 
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16  from  the  payment  of  such  unpaid  purchase  money  under 

17  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

18  Second.  For  services  rendered  by  a  laboring  person  or 

19  mechanic. 

20  Third.  For  liabilities  incurred  by  any  public  oflScer,  or 

21  oflScer  of  a  court,  or  any  fiduciary,  or  any  attorney-at-law,

23  Fourth,  For  a  lawful  claim  for  any  taxes,  levies,  or  as- 

24  sessments  accruing  after  the  first  day  of  June,  1866. 

25  Fifth.  For  rent. 

26  Sixth.  For  the  legal  or  taxable  f^es  of  any  public  officer 

27  or  officers  of  a  court. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  exemption  shall  not  be  claimed  or  held 
2  in  a  shifting  stock  of  merchandise. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe  in  what 

2  manner  and  on  what  conditions  the  said  householder  or 

3  head  of  a  family  shall  set  apart  and  hold  for  himself  and 

4  family  a  homestead  out  of  any  property  hereby  exempted, 
6  and  may,  in  its  discretion,  determine  in  what  manner  and 

6  on  what  conditions  he  may  hold,  for  the  benefit  of  himself 

7  and  family,  such  personal  property  as  he  may  have  coming 

8  within  the  exemption  hereby  made.     But  this  section  shall 

9  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  General  Assembly  to  de- 

10  feat  or  impair  the  benefits  intended  to  be  conferred  by  the 

11  provisions  of  this  article. 

Sec.  4.  Nothing  in  this  article  contained  shall  be  con- 

2  strued  as  invalidating  any   homestead  exemption  already 

3  claimed  under  the   provisions  of  the  former  Constitution, 

4  but  the  same  shall  be  hereafter  held  and  disposed  of  under 

5  the  conditions  and  provisions  of  this  article ;  and  the  pro- 

6  visions  of  this  article  shall  be  liberally  construed. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Assembly  is  hereby  prohibited  from 

2  passing  any  law  staying  the  collection    of  debts,  commonly 

3  known  as  **stay  laws;"  but  this  section  shall  ^  not  be  con- 

4  strued  as  prohibiting  any  legislation  which  the  General  As- 

5  sembly  may  deem  necessary  to  fully  carry  out  the  provisions 

6  of  this  article. 

HEIRS    OF    PROPERTY. 

Sec.  6.  The   children  of  parents,  one  of  both  of  whom 

2  were  slaves  at  and  during  the  period  of  co-habitation,  and 

3  who   were   recognized   by   the  father   as  his  children,  and 

4  whose  mother  was  recognized  by  such  father  as  his  wife, 

5  and  was  co-habited  with  as  such,  shall  be  as  capable  of  in- 

6  heriting   any   estate  whereof  such    father   may  have  died 
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7  seized  or  possessed  as  though  they  had  been  born  in  lawful 

8  wedlock. 

ARTICLE . 


SALE  OF  INTOXICATING  LIQUORS. 

Section  1.  First.  No  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  sold  in 

2  this  State  without  a  license  therefor  first  obtained. 

3  Second.    [No  license  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  quan- 

4  titles  of  less  than  one  gallon   or  to  be  drunk  at   the  place 

5  where  sold  shall  be  authorized  or  granted  in  any  town  or 
H  county   of   this    State    for   a   period   of   more  than  twelve 

7  months,  nor   without   the   written   request  of  a  majority  in 

8  number  of  the  legally  qualified   and  registered  voters  resi- 

9  dent  in  the  town,  or  in  the  precinct  of  the  county  wherein 

10  such  liquors  are  intended   to  be   sold  who  actually  voted  in 

11  the  last  preceding  regular  election  in  such  town  or  in  such 

12  precinct.]      The  Legislature  shall  have  the  full  power  of  enact- 

13  ing  local  option  or  dispensary  latos,  or  any  other  laws  controlling, 

14  regulating^  or  prohibiting  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxicating 

15  liquors. 

16  [Third.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as 

17  in  any  way  interfering  with  the  local  option  or  dispensary 

18  laws  existing  in  this  State  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 

19  this  Constitution  or  as  preventing  the  Legislature  from  pre- 

20  scribing  additional  requirements  or  from  passing  or  author- 

21  izing  other  restrictive  laws,  rules,  or  regulations,  touching 

22  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  addition  to  the  require- 

23  ments  hereof,  or  from  authorizing  the   sale  of  such  liquors 

24  under   the   direct   supervision    and   control  of  local   public 

25  authorities.] 

ARTICLE .  ' 

FUTURE    CHANGES    IN    THK    CONSTITUTION. 

Section  1.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  Con- 

2  stitution  may    be   proposed  in  the  Senate   and    House    of 

3  Delegates,  and  if  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority 

4  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses,  such  pro- 

5  posed   amendment    or   amendments   shall    be    entered   on 

6  their  journals,  with  the  ayes  and  noes  taken  thereon,  and 

7  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next 

8  general  election  ot  Senators  and  members  of  the  House  of 

9  Delegates,  and  shall  be  published  for  three  months  previous 
10  to  the  time  of  making  such  choice.     And  if,  in  the  General 
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11  Assembly  so  next  chosen  as  aforesaid ,  such  proposed  amend- 

12  ment  or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  ail

19  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly  voting  thereon,  such 

20  amendment  or  amendments  shall  become  part  of  the  Con- 

21  stitution. 

[Sec.  2.  At  such  time  as  the  General  Assembly  may  by 

2  law  provide,  the  question,  **  Shall  there  be  a  convention  to 

3  revise  the  Constitution  and  amend  the  same  ?"  shall  be  de- 

4  cided  by  the  electors  qualified  to  vot^  for  members  of  the 

5  General  Assembly  ;  and  in  case  a  majority  of  the  electors 

6  so  qualified,  voting  at  such  election,  shall  decide  in  favor  of 

7  a  convention  for  such  purpose,  the  General  Assembly,  at  its 

8  next  session,  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  election  of  dele- 

9  gates  to  such  convention.]

The  committee  of  the  whole  Convention,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Taxation  and  Finance, 
have,  according  to  order,  had  the  same  under  consideration, 
and  beg  leave  to  report  the  same  to  the  Convention  as  amended 
by  the  said  committee.

ARTICLE. 

TAXATION  "and    FINANCE. 

Section  1.  All  property,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 

2  shall  be  tax6d ;  all  taxes  whatsoever,  whether  State,  local, 

3  or  municipal,  shall  be  uniform  upon  the  same  class  of  sub- 

4  jects  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  authority  levying 

5  the  tax,  and  shall  be  levied  and  collected  under  general  laws. 

Sec.  2.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  all  assessments 

2  of  the  value  of  real  estate  and  tangible  personal  property, 

3  shall  be  at  their  fair  market  value,  to  be  ascertained  as  pre- 

4  scribed  by  law.     The  General  Assembly  may  allow  a  lower 

5  rate  of  taxation  to  be  imposed  for  a  period  of  years  by  a  city 

6  or  town  upon  such  land  as  may  be  added  to  or  taken  into 

7  the  corporate  limits  of  such  city  or  town,  tlian  is  imposed  on 

8  such  property  within  the  limits  of  said  city  or  town  at  the  time 

9  such  land  is  added.     Nothing  in  this  Constitution  shall  pre- 

10  vent  the  General  Assembly,  in  its  discretion  at  any  time 

11  after  the  Ist  day  of  January,  1913,  from  segregating  for  the 

12  purposes  of  taxation,  the  several  kinds  or  classes  of  property 

13  so  as  to  specify  and  determine  upon  what  subjects  State 

14  taxes,  and  upon  what  subjects  local  taxes  may  be  levied. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Assembly  may  levy  a  tax  on  in- 
2  comes  in  excess  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  and 
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3  may  levy  a  license  tax  upon  any  business  which  cannot  be 

4  reached  by  the  ad  valorem  system ;  and  may  impose  franchise 

5  taxes,  and  in  imposing  a  franchise  tax  may,  in  its  discretion, 

6  make  the  same  in  lieu  of  taxes  upon  other  property,  in  whole 

7  or  in  part,  of  a  transportation,   industrial  or  commercial 

8  corporation.     And  whenever  a  franchise  tax  shall  be  imposed 

9  upon  a  corporation  doing  business  in  this  State,  or  when- 

10  ever  aU  the  capital,  however  invested,   of  a  corporation 

11  chartered  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  be  taxed,  the 

12  shares  of  stock    [in]    issued  by  any  such  corporation,  the 

13  same  representing  the  business  or  capital  so  taxed,  shall 

14  not  be  further  taxed.     No  city  or  town  shall  impose  any  tax 

15  or  assessment  upon  abutting  land  owners  for  street  or  other 

16  public  local  improvements,  except  for  making  and  improving 

17  the  walkways  upon  then  existing  streets,  and  improving  and 

18  paving  alleys,  and  for  construction  of  sewers  ;  and  the  same, 

19  when  imposed,  shall  not  be  in  excess  of  the  peculiar  bene- 

20  fits  resulting  therefrom  to  such  abutting  land  owners.    Ex- 

21  cept  in  cities  and  towns,  no  such  taxes  or  assessments,  on 

22  abutting  land  owners,  for  local  public  improvements  shall  be 

23  imposed. 

Sec.  4.    The  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  provide  for  a  re- 

2  assessment  of  real  estate,  except  that  of  railway  and  canal  cor- 

3  porations,  in  the  year  1905,  and  every  fifth  year  thereafter 

4  [and  such  real  estate  shall  be  assessed  at  its  fair  market 

5  value] . 

Sec.  5,  The  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for 

2  the  special  and  separate  assessment  of  all  coal  and  other 

3  mineral  land  [at  its  fair  market  value]  ;  but  until  such  spe- 

4  cial  assessment  is  made,  such  land  shall  be  assessed  under 

5  existing  laws. 

Sec.  6.  The  General  Assembly  shall  levy  a  State  capita- 

2  tion  tax  of,  and  not  exceeding,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 

3  annum  on  every  male  resident  of  this  State  not  less  than 

4  twenty-one  years  of  age,  except    [pensioners  of]   those  pen- 

5  sioned  by  this  State  for  military  services  ;  one  dollar  of  which 

6  shall  be  applied  exclusively  in  aid  of  the  public  free  schools 

7  in  proportion  to  the  school  population,  and  the  remaining 

8  fifty  cents  of  which  shall  be  returned  and  paid  by  the  State 

9  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  or  city  in  which  it  was  col- 

10  lected,  to  be  appropriated  by  the  proper  county  or  city  au- 

11  thorities  to  such  county  or  city  purposes  as  they  shsdl  re- 

12  spectively  determine ;  but  said  capitation  tax  shall  not  be  a 

13  lien  upon,  nor  collected  by  legal  process  from,  the  personal 

14  property  which  may  be  exempt  from  levy  or  distress  under 

15  the  poor  debtor's  law. 

Sec.   7.    After  this   Constitution  shall  be  in  force,  no 
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2  Statute  of  limitation  shall  run  against  any  claim   of  the 

3  State  for  taxes  upon  any  property :  nor  shall  the  failure  to 

4  assess  property  for  taxation  defeat  a  subsequent  assessment 

5  for  and  collection  of  taxes  for  any  preceding  year  or  years, 

6  unless  such  property  shall  have  passed  to  an  innocent  bona 

7  fide  purchaser  for  value,  in  which  latter  case  the  tax  so  failed 

8  to  be  assessed  may  be  assessed  against  such  bona  fide  purchaser 

9  from  the  date  of  his  purchase. 

Sec.  8.  The  natural  oyster  beds,  rocks  and  shoals  in  the 

2  waters  of  this  State,  as  at  any  time  defined  by  law,  shall 

3  not  be  leased,  rented  or  sold,  but  shall  be  held  in  trust  for 

4  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  this  State,  subject  to  such  regu- 

5  lations  and  restrictions  as  the  General  Assembly  may  pre- 

6  scribe. 

Sec.  9.   The    [b6ard  of  public  works]    State  corporation 

2  commission  shall  annually  ascertain  and  assess,  at  the  time 

3  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  in  the  manner  now  [authorized] 

4  required  by  law  of  the  board  of  public  works,  the  value  of  the 

5  road-bed,   and    other  real   estate,  rolling   stock,  and  other 

6  tangible  personal  property,  in  this  State,  of  each  railway 

7  corporation,  now  or  hereafter  liable  for  taxation  upon  such  prop- 

8  erty,  by  whatever  power  operated ;  the  canal  bed  and  other 

9  real  estate,  the  boats  and  other  tangible  personal  property, 

10  in  this  State,  of  each  canal  corporation,  empowered  to  con- 

11  duct  transportation ;  and  such  property  shall  be  taxed  [by 

12  the  State  and  by  the  county,  city  and  town  authorities]  ^for 

13  State  and  for  county,  city,  town  and  district  purposes  in  the 
34  same  manner  as  now  authorized  by  law,  at  such  rates  of 

15  taxation  as  may  be  imposed  by  them,  respectively,  from 

16  time  to  time  upon  the  real  estate  and  tangible  personal 
37  property  of  natural  persons:  provided,  however,  that  no 
18  tax  shall  be  laid  upon  the  net  income  of  such  corporations. 

Sec.  10.  Each  such  railway   or   canal    corporation,  in- 

2  eluding  also  any  such  as  is  exempt  from  taxation  as  to  its 

3  works,  visible  property,  or   profits,  shall  also  pay  to  the 

4  State  an  annual  State  franchise  tax  equal  to  one  per  centum 

5  upon  the  gross  receipts  hereinafter  specified  in  section  11, 

6  for  the  privilege  of  exercising  its  franchises  in  this  State, 

7  which,  with  the  taxes  provided  for  in  section  9,  shall  be  in 

8  lieu  of  all  taxes  or  license  charges   whatsoever   upon  the 

9  franchises  of  such  corporation,  the  shares  of  stock  issued 

10  by  it,  and  upon  its  property  assessed  under  section  9  :  pro- 

11  vided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  exempt  such  cor- 

12  poration  from  assessments  for  street  and  other  public  local 

13  improvements  authorized  by  section  3;   [but]   and  provided, 

14  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  annul  or  inter- 
16  fere  with,  or  prevent  any  contract  or  agreement  by  ordinance 
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16  between  street  railway  corporations  and  municipalities,  u 

17  to  compensation  for  the  use  of  the  streets  or  alleys  of  such 

18  municipalities  by  such  railway  corporations. 

Sec.  11.  The  amount  of  such  franchise  tax  shall  be  equal 
2  to  one  per  centum  of  the  gross  transportation  receipts  of 
S  such  corporations  for  the  year  ending  June  SOth  of  each 

4  year,  to    be   ascertained  by  the    [board  of  public  works] 

5  State  corporation  commission  in  the  following  manner : 

6  (a)  When  the  road   or   canal  of   the   corporation  lies 

7  wholly  within  this  State,  the  tax  shall  be  equal  to  one  per 

8  centum  of  the  entire  gross  transportation  receipts  of  such 

9  corporation. 

10  (b)  When  the  road  or  canal  of  the  corporation  lies  partly 

11  within  and  paurtly  without  this  State,  or  is  operated  as  a 

12  part  of  a  line  or  system  extending  beyond  this  State,  the 

13  tax  shall  be  equal  to  one  per  centum  of  the  gross  transpor- 

14  tation  receipts  earned  within  this  State,  to  be  ascertained  as 

15  follows :    By  ascertaining  the  average  gross  transportation 

16  receipts  per  mile  over  its  whole  extent  within  and  without 

17  this  State,  and  multiplying  the  result  by  the  number  of  miles 

18  operated  within  this  State  :  provided,  that  from  the  sum  so 

19  ascertained  there  may  be  deducted  a  reasonable  sum  because 

20  of  any  excess  of  vsJue  of  the  terminal  facilities  or  other 

21  similar  advantages  situated  in  other  States  over  similar  fa- 

22  cilities  or  advantages  situated  in  this  State. 

Sec.  12.  Each  corporation,  mentioned  in  section  nine, 

2  shall  annually,  on  the  first  day  of  September,  make  to  the 

3  [board  of  public  worksj  State  corporation  commission  the  re- 

4  port  which  the  existing  law  requires  to  be  ^nade  annually 

5  to  [such  board]  the  board  of  public  works  by  every  railroad 

6  and  canal  company  in  this  State,  not  exempt  from  taxation 

7  by  virtue  of  its  charter,  except  that  the  report  shall  show 

8  what  property  in  this  State  belonged  to  the  corporation  on 

9  the  30th  day  of  June  preceding,  and  its  total  gross  trans- 

10  portation  receipts  for  the  year  ending  on  that  date.    Upon 

11  receiving  such  report  the  [board  of    public  works]    State 

12  corporation  commission  shall,  after  thirty  days'  notice  pre- 

13  viously  given,  as  provided  by  said  law,  assess  the  value  of 

14  the  property  of  the  corporation,  if  not  exempt  by  its  charter 

15  from  taxation,  and  ascertain  the  amount  of  the  franchise 

16  tax  and  other  taxes  chargeable  against  it.     All  taxes  for 

17  which  the  corporation  shall  be  liable  shall  be  paid  on  or 

18  before  the  first  day  of  December  following.     The  provisions 

19  of  said  existing  law,  except  as  changed  by  this  article,  shall 

20  apply  to  the  ascertainment  and  collection  of  the   franchise, 

21  as  well  as  other  taxes  of   such  corporations.     Said  taxes, 

22  until  paid,  shall   be   a  lien   upon   the  property  within  this 
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23  State   of  the   corporation  owing  the   same^  and  take  pre- 

24  cedence  of  all  other  liens  or  incumbrances. 

Sec.  13.  Any  corporation  aggrieved  by  the   assessment 

2  and   ascertainment  made   under  section   12   may,   within 

3  thirty  days  after  receiving  a  certified  copy  thereof,  apply 

4  for  relief  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond.     Notice 

5  of  the  application,  setting  forth  the  grounds  of  complaint, 

6  and  verified  by  affidavit,  shall  be  served  on  the  [board  of 

7  public   works]    State  corporation    commission    and    on    the 

8  Attorney-Greneral,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  represent  the 

9  Commonwealth.     If  the  court   be   of  the  opinion  that  the 

10  assessment  or  tax  is  excessive,  it  shall  reduce  the  same ;  but 

11  if  of  opinion  that  it  is  insufficient,   it  shall  increase  the 

12  same.     Unless  the  applicant  paid  the  taxes  under  protest, 

13  when  due,  the  court,  if  the  decision  is  [wholly]   adverse  to 

14  the  applicant,  shall,  in  disallowing  the  application,  give  judg- 

15  ment  against  it  for  a  sum,  by  way  of  damages,  equal  to  in- 

16  terest  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum  per  month  upon  the 

17  amount  of  taxes  from  the  time  the  same  was  payable.     If 

18  the  decision  is  in  favor  of  the  applicant,  in  whole  or  in  part, 

19  appropriate  relief  shall  be  granted,  including  the  right  to 

20  recover  any  excess  of  taxes  that  may  have  been  paid,  with 

21  legal  interest  thereon,  and  costs,  from  the  State  or  local  au- 

22  thorities,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be ;  the  judgment  to  be 

23  enforcible  by  mandamus   or  other  proper  process   issuing 

24  from  the  court  finally  adjudicating  the  application.     Subject 

25  to  provisions  of  article of  this  Constitution,  the  Su- 

26  preme  Court  of  Appeals  may  allow  a  writ  of  error  to  either 

27  party. 

Sec.  14.  After  January  1,  1903,  the  system  of  taxation 

2  in  this  State,  as  to  the  corporations  mentioned  in  sections 

3  nine  and  ten,  shall  be  as  set  forth  in  sections  nine  to  thir- 

4  teen,  inclusive  ;  and  for  that  year  the  franchise  tax  shall  be 

5  based  upon  such  gross  receipts  for  the  year  ending  June 

6  30,  1903,  and  such  system  shall  so  remain  until  the  1st  day 

7  of  January,  1913,  after  which  date  it  shall  continue  until 

8  modified  or  changed,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  15.  Until  otherwise  prescribed  by  law,  trust  or  so- 

2  curity  companies  chartered  by  this  State,  and  incorporated 

3  banks,  shall  be  taxed  in  the  same  manner  in  which  incor- 

4  porated  banks  are  now  taxed :  provided,  that  from  the  total 

5  assessed  value  of  the  shares  of  stock  of  any  such  company 

6  or  bank,  there  shall  be  deducted  the  assessed  value  of  its 

7  real   estate  otherwise  taxed  in  Virginia,  and  the  value  of 

8  each  share  of  stock  shall  be  its  proportion  of  the  remainder. 

Sec.  16.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitu- 
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2  tion,  the  following,  and  no  other  property  shall  be  exempt 

3  from  taxation,  State  and  local : 

4  (a)   Property  directly  or  indirectly  owned  by  the  State, 

5  however  held,  and  property  lawfully  owned  and  held  by 

6  counties,  cities,  towns,  or  school  districts,  used  wholly  and 

7  exclusively  for  county,  city,  town  or  public  school  purposee. 

8  (b)   Buildings  with  the  land  they  actually  occupy,  and 

9  the  furniture  and  furnishings  therein  lawfully  owned  and 

10  held  by  churches  or  religious  bodies,  and  wholly  and  ex- 

11  clusively  used  for  religious  worship,  or  for  the  residence  of 

12  the  minister  of  such  church  or  religious  body,  together  with 

13  such   additional  adjacent  land  as  may  be  reasonably  nee- 

14  essary  for  the  convenient  use  of  such  buildings  [for  public 

15  worship] . 

16  (c)   Private  family  burying  grounds  not  exceeding  one 

17  acre  in  area,  reserved  as  such  by  will  or  deed,  or  shown  by 

18  other  sufficient  evidence  to  be  reserved  as  such,  andsoex- 

19  clusively  used,  and  public  burying  grounds  and  lots  therein 

20  so  appropriated  and  exclusively  used  and  not  conducted  for 

21  profit,  whether  owned  or  managed  by  local  authorities  or 

22  by  private  corporations. 

23  (d)   Buildings  with  the  land  they  actually  occupy  and 

24  the  furniture,  furnishings,  books  and  instruments  therein 

25  belonging  to  and  actually   and  exclusively  occupied  and  ased 

26  by  public  libraries  not  conducted  for  profit,  or  [belonging] 

27  to  churches  or  to  incorporated  colleges,  academies,  semi- 

28  naries  and  other  incorporated  institutions  of  learning,  in- 

29  eluding  the   Virginia   Historical   Society,    and  which  are 

30  wholly  devoted  to  educational  uses,  and  which  are  notcor- 

31  porations  having  shares  of  stock  or  otherwise  owned  by  in- 

32  dividuals  or  other  corporations,  and  which  are  not  conducted 

33  for  the  profit  of  any  person  or  persons,  natural  or  corporate, 

34  directly,   or   under   any  guise   or  pretense  whatsoever,  to- 

35  gether  with  such   additional  adjacent  land  owned  by  such 

36  libraries  and  educational  institutions  as  may  be  reasonably 

37  necessary  for  the  convenient  use  of  such  institutions,  re- 

38  spectively,  with  the  buildings  thereon  used  as  residences  by 

39  the  officers  or  instructors  of  such  educational   institutions, 

40  and  also   the   permanent  endowment  funds  held  by  such 

41  libraries  and  educational  institutions  directly  or  in  trust  and 

42  not  invested  in  real  estate. 

43  (e)   Real   and  personal  property   belonging  to,  actually 

44  and  exclusively  occupied ,  and  used  by  Young  Men's  Christian 

45  Associations,  and  other  similar  religious  associations,  orphan 

46  or  other  asylums,  hospitals  and  nunneries,  which  are  not 

47  conducted  for  profit,  but  purely  and  completely  as  charities. 

48  (f)  Buildings  with  the  land  they  actually  occupy,  and 
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49  the   fnmiture   and   furnishings  therein,   belonging  to  any 

50  benevolent  or  charitable  association  and  used  ezclusiyely 

51  for  lodge  purposes  or  meeting  rooms  by  such  association, 

52  together  with   such   additional   adjacent  land   as  may  be 

53  necessary  for  the  convenient  use  of  the  buildings  for  such

55  (g)   Property  belonging  to  the  Association  for  the  Pteser-

58  No  inheritance  tax  shall  be  charged,  directly  or  indi- 

59  rectly,  against   any  legacy  or  devise   which  may  be  made 

60  according  to  law  and  for  the  benefit  of  any  institution  or 

61  other  bodies,  or  any  natural   or   corporate  person   whose 

62  property  is  exempt  from  taxation  as  hereinbefore  mentioned

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Sec.  19.  All  taxes,  licenses,  and  other  revenue  of  the 

2  State,  shall  be  collected  by  its  proper  officers  and  paid  into 

3  the  State  treasury.     No  money  shsdl  be  paid  out  of  the  Sta4;e 

4  treasury  except  in  pursuance  of   appropriations  made  by 

5  law  ;  and  no  such  appropriations  shcdl  be  made  which  are  pay- 

6  able  more  than  two  years  after  the  end  of  the  session  of  the  Gen- 

7  eral  Assembly,  during  which  the  law  is  passed  authorizing  the

11  lar  and  prompt  payment  of  the  interest  thereon,  approved 

12  February  14,  1882."     Every  law  hereafter  enacted  by  the

Sec.  22.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for 

2  adjusting  with  the  State  of  West  Virginia  the  proportion  of 

3  the  public  debt  of  Virginia  proper  to  be  borne  by  the  State 

4  of  Virginia  and  West  Virginia,  and  shall  provide  that  such 
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5  sum  as  shall  be  received  from  West  Virginia  shall  be  applied 

6  to  the  payment  of  the  public  debt  of  the  State. 

Sec.  23.  No  other  or  greater  amount  of  tax  or  revenue 

2  shall,  at  any  time,  be  levied  than  may  be  required  for  the 

3  necessary  expenses  of  the  Government,  or  to  pay  the  exist- 

4  ing  indebtedness  of  the  State.

8  is  located. 
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REPORT  OF  A    MINORITY   OF    THE    COMMITTEE   ON 
THE  ELECTIVE  FRANCHISE,  QUALIFICATION 
FOR  OFFICE,  BASIS  OF  REPRESENTA- 
TION   AND    APPORTIONMENT, 
AND  ON  ELECTIONS. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Convention  : 

Being  unable  to  agree  with  the  report  filed  by  a  majority  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Elective  Franchise,  etc.,  we  ask  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report  as  to  the  right  of  suffrage,  and 
method  of  voting : 

We  do  not  think  that  any  man  who  now  has  the  right  of  suf- 
frage should  be  deprived  of  that  right.  There  is  no  right 
which  a  man  has  in  a  government  like  ours  that  can  be  dearer 
to  him  than  the  right  of  suffrage.  It  is  the  right  preservative 
of  all  rights,  and  we  most  earnestly  insist  that  we  have  no 
more  right  to  take  away  his  right  to  vote,  than  we  have  to  take 
away  his  property.  To  take  away  his  right  to  vote  is  in  effect 
to  take  away  his  right  to  protect  his  property,  his  liberty  and 
his  life.  We,  therefore,  must  decline  to  lay  upon  any  of  the 
present  voters  of  this  Commonwealth  a  burden,  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  voting,  with  which  it  is  impossible  for  them  to 
comply. 

Under  the  majority  and  one  of  the  minority  reports  the 
voters  of  the  State  are  divided  into  the  soldier  class,  the  prop- 
erty class,  and  non-property  holding  class,  and  the  non-property 
holding  class  is  to  be  subjected  to  examinations  and  tests  not 
laid  upon  the  others.  This  dividing  of  the  voters  into  classes 
and  subjecting  one  class  to  burdens  not  laid  upon  the  others  is 
contrary  to  the  nature  and  spirit  of  our  institutions. 

The  first  class  provided  for  is  the  soldier  class.  It  is  but 
proper  to  allow  them  to  retain  a  right  which  they  already  have. 
Many  of  them  are  now,  and  doubtless  were  when  they  rendered 
military  services,  non-property  holders.  This  suggests  the 
thought,  is  it  wise  to  discriminate  against  the  non-property 
holders  who  furnish  so  many  of  our  soldiers  and  thus  destroy, 
or  at  least  lessen,  their  love  of  country  ? 

The  second  class  mentioned  in  these  reports  are  those  who, 
or  whose  wife,  shall  have  paid  to  the  State  taxes  for  the  year 
preceding  that  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  amounting  to  as  much 
as  $1.00  on  property  owned  by  and  assessed  against  him  or  his 
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wife.  At  the  present  rate  of  taxation  this  would  require  the 
ownership  of  $250.00  worth  of  property.  This  property  quali- 
fication would  exclude  perhaps  two-thirds  of  the  present  yoters 
of  the  Commonwealth.  We  submit  that  a  property  test  is  not 
a  just  and  proper  test  for  suffrage.  The  property  holder  does 
not  bear  all  the  burdens  of  the  goyemment.  As  aboye  sug- 
gested, a  great  number  of  the  soldiers  who  fight  its  battles  are 
not  property  holders.  The  laborers  in  the  fields  and  in  the 
mines  and  shops,  who  do  so  much  to  create  the  prosperity  and 
wealth  of  the  State,  often  own  but  little  property.  It  is  their 
lot  by  hard  labor  to  create  the  wealth  of  the  State,  yet  they  are 
to  have  no  voice  in  the  making  of  the  laws,  or  in  selecting 
those  who  shall  administer  them. 

Under  the  majority  report  the  test  provided  for  the  third 
class  of  voters  is  that  indefinite,  uncertain  and  immeasurable 
thing,  '*  a  reasonable  explanation  of  the  general  nature  of  the 
duties  of  the  various  officers  for  whom  he  may  at  any  time  un- 
der the  law  then  existing  be  entitled  to  vote."  How  many 
voters  will  be  deprived  of  the  right  of  suffrage  under  that  tesi 
no  one  can  tell.  It  is  as  elastic  as  a  rubber  band  and  can  be 
adjusted  to  any  voter  to  suit  the  desire  of  a  partisan  registra- 
tion board.  Under  this  provision  the  partisan  board  can  de- 
prive their  fellow-citizens  of  their  right  to .  vote  and  then  com- 
fort themselves  with  the  thought  that  the  supremacy  of  their 
party  is  necessary  for  the  salvation  of  the  country,  and  that 
their  fellow-citizens  were  unworthy  to  vote  because  they  were 
of  a  different  political  party. 

It  will  not  do  to  claim  that  men  will  not  take  advantage  of  a 
law  so  loosely  drawn.  There  will  always  be  those  who  are 
ready  to  use  any  advantage  that  may  be  taken  of  the  law.  We 
were  told  of  old  that  **  The  heart  is  deceitful  above  all  things 
and  desperately  wicked  :  Who  can  know  it?"  Human  nature 
has  not  changed.  Yet  it  is  proposed  by  this  law  to  put  at  least 
250,000  of  our  voters  at  the  mercy  of  a  registration  board. 
Under  it  the  registration  board  can  discriminate  against  one 
voter  and  in  favor  of  another.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  it  is 
susceptible  of  fraudulent  administration.  In  our  opinion  it 
encourages  and  invites  such  fraudulent  administration.  Who 
can  doubt  that  under  it  many  voters  will  be  fraudulently  dis- 
criminated against  and  deprived  of  their  right  to  vote  ?  We 
cannot  believe  that  we  will  make  better  citizens  of  any  part  of 
the  people  by  unjustly  discriminating  against  them.  To  de- 
prive a  man  of  his  right  to  vote  by  unjust  discrimination  must 
of  necessity  turn  him  against  the  State  and  to  that  extent  make 
a  worse  citizen  of  him. 

Again,  a  law  so  uncertain  in  its  terms  and  so  susceptible  of 
fraudulent   administration  cannot  command  the  respect  and 
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confidence  of  the  people ;  and  all  upright  men,  jealous  of  their 
good  names,  will  refuse  to  take  part  in  the  administration  of 
such  a  law,  and  the  administration  of  it  will  fall  into  the  hands 
of  unworthy  men.  Men  who  can  adjust  their  consciences  to 
suit  the  emergencies  of  any  case.  That  these  are  the  kind  of 
men  selected  to  administer  such  a  law  has  been  abundantly  il- 
lustrated in  this  Commonwealth  by  the  men  who  have  in  recent 
years  administered  its  election  laws. 

Again,  the  men  who  administer  such  a  law  are  made  worse 
by  administering  it.  In  our  government  every  man  must  nec- 
essarily be  more  or  less  a  partisan,  and  in  administering  such 
a  law  the  temptation  to  serve  partisan  ends  is  always  before 
them.  The  Great  Master  taught  us  to  pray  **  Lead  us  not  into 
temptation."  But  under  this  law  partisans  are  to  be  placed 
in  a  position  which  invites  them  by  fraudulent  discrimination 
to  advance  the  interest  of  their  party.  Every  wrong  that  a 
man  does  tends  to  harden  and  make  him  a  worse  man,  and 
every  unjust  discrimination  that  these  partisan  boards  shall 
make  will  make  worse  men  of  them. 

Again,  all  classes  of  citizens  seeing  that  the  law  invites  such 
fraudulent  discrimination,  and  seeing  the  officers  of  the  law 
engaged  in  such  fraudulent  methods  will  despise  the  law,  and 
hold  the  law  and  those  who  administer  it  in  contempt. 

We  conclude,  therefore,  that  if  the  majority  report  should  be 
adopted  it  will  demoralize  the  people,  and  work  untold  evil  to 
the  State,  because : 

First.  It  will  cause  those  who  are  discriminated  against  to 
despise  and  defy  the  law. 

Second.  It  will  cause  honest  and  upright  men  to  lose  respect 
for  the  law  and  to  refuse  to  take  part  in  its  administration. 

Third.  Its  fraudulent  administration  will  make  worse  men 
of  those  who  administer  it,  and  bring  the  law  and  those  who 
administer  it  into  contempt  with  all  classes. 

We  believe  that  every  citizen  of  the  State  should  be  justly 
and  honestly  dealt  with.  The  law  defining  who  shall  have  the 
right  of  suffrage  should  be  as  plain  and  certain  as  it  can  be 
made,  and,  as  far  as  the  ingenuity  of  man  can  devise,  it  should 
be  so  drawn  as  to  prevent  any  partisan  or  fraudulent  adminis- 
tration of  it.  This  will  inspire  confidence  in  the  law  and  cause 
all  men  to  take  part  in  its  administration — a  result  greatly  to 
be  desired. 

We  think  it  more  important  to  have  a  reform  in  the  method 
of  voting  than  in  the  suffrage.  It  must  be  admitted  by  all 
that  the  present  election  law  is  so  drawn  that  great  and  many 
frauds  are  constantly  committed  under  it. 

Under  this  election  law  the  illiterate  voters  are  placed  at  the 
mercy  of  one  election  officer,  and  every  safeguard  is  placed 
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around  this  election  oflScer  to  prevent  anyone  from  detecting 
him  in  the  perpetration  of  his  fraud.  We  think  this  election 
law  is  a  crying  evil  which  demands  immediate  reform. 

We,  therefore,  herewith  submit,  on  right  of  suflFrage,  the  se^ 
tion  contained  in  the  present  Constitution,  and  along  with  it 
submit  some  sections  on  the  method  of  vpting. 

The  sections  on  the  method  of  voting  are  submitted  with 
great  diffidence.  We  recognize  that  they  are  not  perfect,  but 
they  have  been  drawn  in  an  honest  effort  to  correct  to  some  ex- 
tent the.  present  evil  method. 

It  will  be  noted  that  we  provide  that  the  voter  acquiring  the 
right  to  vote  after  ihe  adoption  of  this  Constitution  shall  pre- 
pare his  own  ballot  and  write  his  name  on  it.  This  is  an  auto- 
matic educational  test  applicable  to  all  classes  alike,  but  will 
not  deprive  any  man  of  the  right  to  vote  who  now  has  that 
right.  Under  the  present  advantages  for  obtaining  an  educa- 
tion we  deem  this  a  reasonable  requirement,  and  one  that  will 
cause  men  to  take  advantage  of  their  opportunities  for  educa- 
tion, and  at  the  same  time  tend  to  place  the  method  of  conduct- 
ing the  elections  on  a  higher  plane.

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ELECTIVE   FRANCHISE   AND   METHOD   OP   VOTING. 

Section    1.    Every   male  citizen  of  the   United   States, 

2  twenty-one  years  old,  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the 

3  State  twelve  months,  and  of  the  county,  city,  or  town  in 

4  which  he  shall  offer  to  vote  three   months   next   preceding 

5  any  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the 

6  General  Assembly  and  all  officers  elected  by   the   people : 

7  provided,  that  no  officer,  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine  of  the 

8  United  States  army  or  navy  shall  be  considered  a  resident 

9  of  this  State  by  reason  of  being  stationed  therein  :  and  pro- 

10  vided,  also,  that  the  following  persons   shall   be   excluded 

11  from  voting : 

12  First.  Idiots  and  lunatics. 

13  Second.  Persons  convicted  of  bribery  in   any   election, 

14  embezzlement  of  public  funds,  treason,  felony,  or  petit  lar- 

15  ceny. 

16  Third.  No  person  who,  while  a  citizen  of  this  State,  has, 

17  since  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  fought  a  duel  with 

18  a  deadly  weapon,  sent  or  accepted  a  challenge   to   fight   a 

19  duel  with  a  deadly  weapon,  either  within   or  beyond   the 

20  boundaries  of  this  State,  or  knowingly  conveyed  a  challenge 

21  or  aided  or  assisted  in  any  manner  in  fighting  a  duel,  shall 

22  be  allowed  to  vote  or  hold  any  office  of  honor,  profit,  or 

23  trust  under  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  All  elections  by  the  people  shall  be  by  ballot, 

2  and  all  elections  by  the  representative  bodies  shall  be  viva 

3  voce.     The  ballot  box  shall,  during  all  elections,  be  kept  in 

4  view  of  the  voters,  and  the  ballots  shall  not  be  canvassed  or 

5  counted  in  secret. 

Sec.  3.  Every  voter  shall  prepare  his  own  ballot,  write 

2  his  name  on  the  back  of  same,  and  deposit  it  in  the  ballot- 

3  box  without  assistance  from  anyone,  except  that  all  persons 

4  entitled  to  vote  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitu- 

5  tion,  and  voters  physically  unable  to  prepare  their  ballots, 

6  may  receive  aid  in  preparing  and  depositing  their  ballots  by 

7  a  person  of  their  own  selection  in  the  presence  of  the  judges 

8  of  election. 

9  The  ballot  sliall  be  prepared  by  marking  off  or  erasing 

10  from  the  ballot  the  names  of  all  the  candidates  except  the 

11  candidates  for  which  the  voter  desires  to  vote ;  but  if  the 

12  voter  does  not  desire  to  vote  for  any  of  the  candidates  whose 

13  names  are  printed  on  the  ballot,  then  he  shall  be  allowed  to 

14  mark  ofiF  the  names  of  all  the  candidates  whose  names  are 

15  printed  thereon,  and  write  on  the  ballot  the  nam^  of  thQ 

16  person  for  whom  he  desires  to  vote. 
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17  Where  a  voter  receives  aid  in  the  preparation  of  his  bal- 

18  lot,  then  his  name  shall  be  written  thereon  by  the  person 

19  selected  to  give  him  aid,  and  witnessed  by  such  person  sign- 

20  ing  his  name  on  the  back  of  the  ballot  as  a  witness. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  not  be  lawtul  for  any  oflScer  conducting 

2  the  election  to  disclose  how  any  elector  voted,  except  in 

3  cases  of  contested  elections,  and  the  General  Assembly  shall 

4  provide  by  law  for  the  punishment  by  fine  and  imprison- 

5  ment  of  any  election  officer  disclosing  how  an  elector  has 

6  voted,  except  in  cases  of  contested  elections.     But  the  elec- 

7  tor  himself  shall  have  the  right  to  declare  how  he  voted  and 

8  to  vote  an  open  ballot  in  the  presence  of  any  or  all  of  the 

9  officers  of  election. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  intends  to  be  a  candidate  for 

2  any  office,  State  or  national,  to  be  elected  by  the  electors  of 

3  the  State  at  large,  or  of  a  district  composed  of  different 

4  counties  and  cities  of  the  State,  shall,  at  least  twenty  days 

5  before  such  elections,  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 

6  wealth  of  such  intention,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 

7  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  to  at  once  notify  the  sher- 

8  iffs  of  the  different  counties  and  the  sergeants  of  the  differ- 

9  ent  cities  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  of  the  district  where  the 

10  election  is  to  be  held  of  the  intention  of  such  person  to  be  a 

11  candidate  ;  and  any  person  intending  to  be  a  candidate  for 

12  any  office  not  embraced  in  the  foregoing  shall  give  notice  at 

13  least  twenty  days  before  the  election  to  the  sheriff  of  the 

14  county  or  sergeant  of  the  city  where  the  election  is  to  be 

15  held,  of  such  intention. 

16  At  least  fifteen  days  before  the  election  the  sheriff  of  the 

17  county  or  sergeant  of  the  city  where  the  election  is  to  be 

18  held  shall  cause  the  ballots  for  the  election  to  be  plainly 

19  printed  on  white  paper  in  the  English  language,  and  on 

20  each  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  black  ink  the  names  of  the

22  name  of  each  office  shall  be  printed  the  names  of  all  candi- 

23  dates  for  such  office,  in  the  order  in  which  they  have  given

32  lots  among  the  different  precincts  of  the  county  or  city  bf. 

33  delivering,  at  each  precinct  of  his  city  or  county,  to  one  a 

34  the  officers  appointed  to  hold  the  election  at  such  precinct^ 
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5  twice  as  many  ballots  as  there  are  registered  voters  at  the 
5  precinct.  On  the  back  and  outside  of  the  official  ballot 
7  shall  be  printed  the  words  '*  official  ballot,"  followed  by  the 
i  date  of  the  election  and  a  fac  simile  of  the  signature  of  the 
}  sheriff  or  sergeant  who  had  same  printed. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  each 

2  county  and  the  sergeant  of  each  city  to  have  printed  on 

3  paper  of  different  color  from  that  on  which  the  official  bal- 
i  lot  is  printed,  exact  copies  in  all  respects,  except  the  color 
5  of  the  paper,  of  the  official  ballots.  These  copies  shall  be 
3  known  as  sample  ballots,  and  a  copy  of  said  sample  ballot 
7  shall  be  posted  by  the  sheriff  of  the  county  or  sergeant  of 
S  the  city,  for  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election,  at  each 
J  voting  precinct  in  the  county  or  city  in  which  the  election 
[)  is  to  be  held,  and  the  said  sheriff  or  sergeant  upon  request 
1  of  any  voter  shall  furnish  him  a  copy  of  said  sample  ballot. 

Sec.  7.  All  elections  shall  be  conducted  by  three  judges 
I  and  two  clerks  of  elections,  appointed  by  the  circuit  courts 
i  of  each  of  the  counties  and  cities  of  the  Commonwealth  for 
1  the  respective  precincts  of  each  of  said  counties  and  cities, 
5  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  courts  of  each  of  the

23  insert  the  name  given)  ;  that  in  such  name  you  were  duly 

24  registered  as  a  voter  of  this  election  district ;  that  you  are  now 

25  an  actual  resident  of  the  same  ;  that  you  are  the  identical  per- 

26  son  you  represent  yourself  to  be,  and  that  you  have  not  voted 

27  in  this  election  at  this  or  any  voting  place.  So  help  you  God. ' ' 

28  If  he  refuses  to  take  said  oath  his  vote  shall  be  rejected,  but 

29  if  he  takes  said  oath  then  his  ballot  shall  be  received   and 

30  name  written  thereon  and  placed  in  the  ballot-box,  and  after 

31  the  polls  are  closed  the  evidence  pertaining  to  his  right  to 

32  vote  shall  be  heard  and  the  judges  of  election  shall  then  de- 

33  termine  whether  or  not  said  vote  shall  be  rejected  :  and 

34  Provided,  that  each  city  and  county  shall  be  divided  into 

35  precincts  so  that  allowing  each  qualified  voter  two  minutes 

36  in  which  to  vote  there  shall  be  time  for  all  the  registered 

37  vote  of  the  precincts  to  vote  between  sunrise  and  sunset  of 

38  the  day  of  the  election  :  and 

39  Provided,  that  it  shall  be  made  the  duty  of  the  judges 

40  of  election  to  see  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  ballot-box  at 

41  the  opening  of  the  polls,  and  that  nothing  is  allowed  to  be 

42  placed  therein  during  the  time  of  holding  the  elections,  ex- 

43  cept  the  ballots  of  the  duly  qualified   electors   of  the   pre- 

44  cinct  who  apply  to  vote,  and  to  see  that  every  duly  qualified 

45  elector  at  said  precinct  who  applies  to  vote  shall  be  allowed 

46  to  vote  and  shall  keep  a  list  of  all  voters  who  vote  at  the 
precinct,  and  as  soon  as  the  polls  are  closed  to  count  the 
votes  cast,  and  ascertain  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each 
candidate,  and  make  and  sign  a  certificate  showing  number 
of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  at  the  precinct :  and 

Provided,  that  after  the  ballots  have  been  canvassed  and 
counted  at  any  voting  place  that  said  ballots  and  the  poll- 
books  and  certificate  showing  the  result  of  the  election  shall 
be  put  under  separate  covers  and  sealed,  and  shall  be  con- 
veyed by  one  of  the  judges  of  election,  to  be  selected  by 
lot,  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  or  city  in 
which  the  election  has  been  held,  and  the  clerk  to  whom  the 
ballots  are  delivered  shall,  without  breaking  the  seal,  keep 
same  safely  in  his  office  for  twelve  months,  and  he  shall  not 
allow  same  to  be  inspected,  except  in  cases  of  contested 
elections,  and  unless  they  become  necessary  to  be  used  in 
evidence:  and, 

Provided,  further,  tjiat  at  the  time  the  circuit  court  ap- 
points the  judges  and  clerks  of  election  for  the  various 
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65  precincts  of  the  counties  and  cities  that  it  shall  deeigam 

66  five  of  the  judges  so  appointed  as  commissioners  to  ascer^ 

67  tain  the  result  of  the  election  in  the  county  or  city  from  im

The  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  the  resolution  intro-

jferred,  has  had  that  matter  under  consideration,  and  begs 
aye  to  recommend  that  the  following  section  be  adopted  as  an 
^dependent  section,  to  be  incorporated  in  the  Constitution  by 
16  Committee  on  Final  Revision,  in  its  appropriate  place  : 

Section .  The  judge  of  the  corporation  court  of  any 

I  corporation  having  a  city  charter,  but  less  than  five  thousand 
i  inhabitants,  may  reside  outside  its  corporate  limits ;  and 
i  the  same  person  may  be  judge  of  such  corporation  court 
5  and  judge  of  the  corporation  court  of  some  other  city  having 
i  less  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  registration  of  voters  under  this  Constitution,  and 
prior  to  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  (1904). 

It  is  ordained  as  follows:  TJntil  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen 
hundred  and  four,  all  voters  shall  be  registered  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  ordinance,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Registration  shall  be  conducted  in  each  magisterial  dis- 
trict of  every  county,  and  in  each  ward  of  every  city,  by  a  board  of  regis- 
trars, composed  of  three  competent  citizens,  resident  in  such  district  or 
ward,  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided,  each  of  whom  shall  qualify  by 
signing  and  filing  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  their  respective 
counties,  or  the  corporation  court  of  their  respective  cities,  as  the  case 
may  be,  a  paper  signifying  their  acceptance  of  their  appointment,  and 
who  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and 
four;  except  that  in  the  city  of  Bristol  there  shall  be  only  one  board, 
composed  of  three  competent  citizens  thereof. 

The  board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  its  members  chairman 
and  another  secretarj'  of  the  board. 

If  any  person  appointed  refuse  or  fail  to  qualify  by  the  first  day  of 
August,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  or  to  serve,  or  if  a  vacancy  occur 
in  such  board,  the  judge  of  the  county  court  of  the  county,  or  of  the 
corporation  court  of  the  city,  shall  by  appointment  supply  the  place  or 
fill  such  vacancy ;  and  such  appointees  shall  qualify  in  the  same  manner 
as  those  appointed  by  this  ordinance. 

For  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  board,  each  member  shall  re- 
ceive a  compensation  of  two  dollars  per  day.  While  actually  engaged  in 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duties  as  to  registration,  each  member  of 
any  such  board  shall  have  the  authority  and  powers  of  conservators  of  the 
peace  as  defined  by  laws  existing  at  the  time  this  ordinance  becomes 
operative. 

Sec.  2.  Prior  to  the  jRfteenth  day  of  October,  nineteen  hundred  and 
two,  and  again  prior  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  nineteen  hundred  and 
three,  there  shall  be  a  general  registration  in  each  of  the  counties,  cities, 
and  towns  of  the  State;  and  each  board  of  registrars  for  each  district 
and  ward,  prior  to  each  of  the  foregoing  dates,  shall  convene  and  sit  at 
some  place'  and  time  to  be  designated  by  it  in  each  precinct  in  its  district 
:>r  ward,  at  least  one  day,  from  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  sunset 
In  the  counties,  and  from  twelve  o'clock  noon  to  nine  o'clock  P.  M.  in 
nties  and  towns,  and  at  such  other  places  within  the  district  or  ward 
IS  may  be  convenient  and  necessary  to  complete  the  registration"  of  the 
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TOters.  Each  board  may  determine  whether  it  will  sit  consecutiYdy  for 
the  period  hereafter  stated,  or  whether  it  will  sit  from  time  to  time  for 
such  number  of  days  within  said  period  as  it  may  determine.  At  the 
registration  to  be  held  prior  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  nineteen 
hundred  and  two,  the  aggregate  number  of  days  in  which  any  board  shall 
lit  within  any  one  district  or  ward  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  days;  and 
at  the  registration  to  be  had  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  the 
aggregate  number  of  days  in  which  any  board  shall  sit  within  any  one 
district  or  ward  shall  not  exceed  ten  days.  The  judge  of  the  county  oonit 
of  a  county,  or  of  a  corporation  court  of  a  city,  may,  on  the  motion  of 
the  board,  extend  the  time  for  either  of  such  registrations  for  a  further 
period  or  time  to  be  determined  by  such  judge,  and  shall  fix  the  d&p 
for  such  registration. 

The  board  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
or  places  at  which  it  will  open  books  for  registration  at  any  precinct,  by 
bills  posted  at  five  or  more  public  places  in  the  precinct,  and  also  b; 
weekly  advertisement  for  two  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper,  if  one 
be  published  in  the  county  or  city,  and  in  such  other  manner  as  it  may 
deem  expedient,  and  where  the  books  are  opened  for  more  than  one  pre- 
cinct, or  for  the  whole  district  or  ward,  then  like  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  shall  be  posted  in  five  or  more  public  places  within  each  precinct, 
for  which  such  registration  is  held,  and  advertised  by  publication  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  shall  register  all  persons  who  apply  for  registration, 
entitled  to  register  under  this  Constitution,  prior  to  January  the  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  four,  and  none  others;  and  it  shall  have  power 
to  administer  oaths  to,  and  examine  under  oath,  any  applicants  and  wit- 
nesses, and  to  receive  evidence  and  hear  testimony  touching  qualifications 
for  registration. 

The  act  of  a  majority  of  its  members  shall  be  the  act  of  the  board; 
and  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  all  business. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  shall  record  in  suitable  books,  hereinafter  provided 
for,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  names  of  all  persons  registered,  the  dat? 
of  birth  and  registration,  their  occupation  and  residence.  Separate 
books,  in  duplicate,  for  white  and  colored  voters  shall  be  kept  for  &lA 
precinct ;  one  of  each  of  which  shall,  after  the  completion  of  each  regis- 
tration, be  forwarded  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  to  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  of  the  county,  or  of  the  corporation  court  of  the  city,  to  be 
copied  in  a  proper  book  and  preserved  in  his  office. 

Until  January  the  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  the  board  shall 
have  the  custody  and  keeping  of  the  other  duplicate  of  said  r^istratioi 
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books;  but,  a  reasonable  time  before  the  elections  to  be  held  in  nineteen 
hundred  and  two  and  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  the  books  for  each 
precinct  shall  be  delivered  to  the  judges  appointed  at  such  precinct  to 
conduct  said  elections,  and  they,  a  reasonable  time  after  said  elections, 
shall  return  the  books  to  said  board. 

After  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  the  board 
fihall  deliver  the  registration  books  to  the  proper  registration  officers 
designated  by  law. 

At  the  completion  of  every  registration  conducted  by  it,  each  member 
of  the  board  shall  sign,  and  certify  the  accuracy  of  the  same  on  oath, 
upon  the  registration  books. 

Sec.  5.  Until  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  four, 
if  any  person  so  registered  shall  move  to  another  precinct,  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  register  therein  on  the  permanent  roll,  upon  a  transfer  issued 
by  the  secretary  of  the  board,  before  which  he  last  registered;  and  a  note 
of  such  transfer  shall  be  made  by  the  said  secretary  upon  the  permanent 
roll  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  who,  upon  his  examination,  shall  wilfully  make  a 
false  statement  of  any  material  fact  affecting  his  qualifications  as  a 
voter,  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  for- 
feit for  life  his  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  denied  registration  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal, 
without  payment  of  writ  tax  or  giving  security  for  costs,  to  the  circuit 
court  of  the  county  or  to  the  corporation  court  of  the  city,  in  which  he 
offers  to  register,  or  to  the  judge  thereof  in  vacation,  by  presenting  to 
such  court  or  judge,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  a  petition  in  writing  to 
have  his  right  to  register  determined,  containing  a  statement  of  the  facts 
proved  before  said  board ;  to  which  the  board  shall  make  answer  in  writ- 
ing. The  matter  shall  be  heard  and  determined  upon  such  petition  and 
answer,  and  such  evidence  as  may  be  introduced  in  support  thereof. 
Such  proceedings  shall  take  precedence  over  all  other  business  of  the 
said  court  or  judge,  and  shall  be  heard  as  soon  as  possible. 

Upon  the  filing  of  such  petition,  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  at  once 
give  notice  to  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  for  his  county  or  city,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  appear  and  defend  against  said  petition  in  behalf  of 
the  State. 

Judgment  in  favor  of  the  petitioner  shall  entitle  him  to  registration. 
From  judgment  rendered  against  him,  a  writ  of  error  shall  lie  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  in  favor  the  petitioner. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  have  prepared  suit- 
able books  for  the  registration  of  voters  and  forward  them  to  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  of  each  coimty,  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  corporation 
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court  of  each  city,  to  be  by  them  distributed  to  the  geveral  boards  of 
registrars  of  their  respective  counties  and  cities. 

The  books  shall  be  so  spaced  and  ruled  as  to  provide  for  the  con- 
venient entry  of  the  number  and  name  of  the  voter,  in  alphabetical 
order,  his  age,  occupation,  residence,  length  of  time  he  has  resided  in 
the  State  and  county  and  precinct,  and,  if  a  naturalized  citizen,  the 
date  of  his  naturalization  papers  and  the  court  by  which  issued,  if  known; 
and,  if  registered  as  a  voter  exempt  from  the  payment  of  a  poll  tax  as  a 
prerequisite  to  the  right  to  vote,  under  section  twenty-two  of  the  Con- 
stitution, for  the  statement  of  that  fact. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  before  the 
twentieth  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  to  forward  to  each  of 
the  persons  chosen  by  the  Convention  as  members  of  the  several  boards 
of  registration,  a  certificate  showing  that  such  person  has  been  so  chosen, 
which  certificate  shall  be  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  such  certificate,  the  member  of  the  r^istration 
board  named  therein  shall  signify  his  acceptance  in  writing  to  the  clerk 
of  his  county,  or  the  clerk  of  the  hustings  or  corporation  court  of  hi§ 
city,  upon  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  CommonwetltL 

The  Secretar}'  of  the  Commonwealth  shall,  with  said  certificate,  send  to 
each  member  of  said  board  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  of  this  regis- 
tration ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  nineteen  hundrd  and 
two,  the  treasurer  of  each  county  and  city  shall  furnish  to  the  board 
of  registrars  of  each  district  or  ward  of  his  county  or  city,  a  certified  hst 
containing  the  names  of  all  persons  within  such  district  or  ward  who,  for 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  have  paid  as  much  as  one  dollar 
in  state  tax  for  property  owned  by  and  assessed  against  them;  and,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  the 
said  treasurers  shall  furnish  to  said  boards  a  similar  list  of  those  who, 
for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  have  paid  as  much  as  one  dol- 
lar in  state  tax  for  property  owned  by  and  assessed  against  them. 

Sec.  10.  The  books  and  blank  forms  to  be  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth  shall  be  provided  at  the  expense  of  the  State ;  but  all 
other  costs  and  charges  of  registration,  including  postage,  stationery,  and 
publication  of  notices,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  countiee  and  eiti^  in 
which  such  registration  is  held. 

Sec.  11.  To  conduct  the  registration  provided  for  in  this  ordinance, 
the  persons  whose  names  appear  below  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed,  members  of  the  board  of  registrars  for  the  several  magis- 
terial districts  and  wards  of  the  several  counties  and  cities,  as  follows:

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AX  OEDINANCE. 

An  Ordinance  to  Preserve  and  Continue  the  Charters  of  Cor 
porations  Chartered  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  Virginia  un- 
til after  the  Organization  of  the  Corporation  Commission^ 
in  Cases  in  which  such  Charters  may  otherwise  Expire  or  be 
Forfeited. 

Be  it  ordaineil  by  the  delegates  of  the  people  of  Virginia,  in 
convention  assembled,  that: 

Sec.  1.  All  charters  heretofore  granted  by  special  acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  which  by  their  provisions 
may  expire,  or  which  may  be  forfeited  for  any  non-performance 
of  any  requirement  therein,  between  the  first  day  of  May,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  two,  and  the  first  day  of  May,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  three,  are  hereby  extended  to  the  first  day  of  May, 
nineteen  hundred  and  three ;  but  this  ordinance  shall  not  oper- 
ate to  extend  the  charter  of  any  corporation  or  to  postpone  any 
forfeiture  thereof  till  said  last-named  date,  unless  and  until  such 
company  shall  have  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  the 
charter  fee  now  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.     This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  VIRGINIA. 


Whereas,  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  ap- 
proved March  the  fifth,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred,  the 
question,  "shall  there  be  a  convention  to  revise  the  CouBtitution  and 
amend  the  same  ?"  was  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  State  of  Virginia, 
qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  an  election  held 
throughout  the  State  on  the  fourth  Thursday  in  May,  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred,  at  which  election  a  majority  of  the  electors  so  qualified 
voting  at  said  election  did  decide  in  favor  of  a  convention  for  such  pur- 
pose; and, 

Whereas,  the  General  Assembly  at  its  next  session  did  provide  by  law 
for  the  election  of  delegates  to  such  convention,  in  pursuance  whereof  the 
members  of  this  Convention  were  elected  by  the  good  people  of  Virginia, 
to  meet  in  convention  for  such  purpose. 

We,  therefore,  the  people  of  Virginia,  so  assembled  in  Convention 
through  our  representatives,  with  gratitude  to  God  for  His  past  favors, 
and  invoking  His  blessings  upon  the  result  of  our  deliberations-,  do  ordain 
and  establish  the  following  revised  and  amended  Constitution  for  the 
government  of  the  Commonwealth : 

AETICLE  I. 

BILL  OF  RIGHTS. 

A  DECLARATION  OF  RIGHTS,  made  hy  the  representatives  of  the 
good  people  of  Virginia  assembled  in  full  and  free  Convention; 
which  rights  do  pertain  to  them  and  their  posterity,  as  the  Basis  and 
Foundation  of  Government. 

Section  1.  That  all  men  are  by  nature  equally  free  and  independent, 
and  have  certain  inherent  rights,  of  which,  when  they  enter  into  a  state  of 
society,  they  cannot,  by  any  compact,  deprive  or  divest  their  posterity; 
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namely,  the  enjoyment  of  life  and  liberty,  with  the  means  of  acquiring 
and  possessing  property,  and  pursuing  and  obtaining  happiness  and 
safety. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  power  is  vested  in,  and  consequently  derived  from,  the 
people;  that  magistrates  are  their  trustees  and  servants,  and  at  all  times 
amenable  to  them. 

Sec.  3.  That  government  is,  or  ought  to  be,  instituted  for  the  common 
benefit,  protection  and  security  of  the  people,  nation  or  communis ;  of 
all  the  various  modes  and  forms  of  government,  that  is  best,  which  is 
capable  of  producing  the  greatest  degree  of  happiness  and.  safety,  and  is 
most  effectually  secured  against  the  danger  of  maladministration;  and, 
whenever  any  government  shall  be  found  inadequate  or  contrary  to  these 
purposes,  a  majority  of  the  commimity  hath  an  indubitable,  inalienable, 
and  indef^sible  right  to  reform,  alter  or  abolish  it,  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  judged  most  conducive  to  the  public  weal. 

Sec.  4.  That  no  man,  or  set  of  men,  is  entitled  to  exclusive  or  separate 
emolimients  or  privileges  from  the  communis,  but  in  consideraticm  of 
public  services;  which  not  being  descendible,  neither  ought  the  oflSces  of 
magistrate,  legislator  or  judge  to  be  hereditary. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  departments  of 
the  State  should  be  separate  and  distinct;  and  that  the  members  thereof 
may  be  restrained  from  oppression,  by  feeling  and  participating  the  bur- 
thens of  the  people,  they  should,  at  fixed  periods,  be  reduced  to  a  priyate 
station,  return  into  that  body  from  which  they  were  originally  taken,  and 
the  vacancies  be  supplied  by  regular  elections,  in  which  all  or  any  part  of 
the  former  members  shall  be  again  eligible,  or  ineligible,  as  the  laws  may 
direct. 

Sec.  6.  That  all  elections  ought  to  be  free;  and  that  all  men,  having 
sufficient  evidence  of  permanent  common  interest  with,  and  attachment 
to,  the  community,  have  the  right  of  suffrage,  and  cannot  be  taxed,  or 
deprived  of,  or  damaged  in,  their  property  for  public  use8|  without  thdr 
own  consent,  or  that  of  their  representatives  duly  elected,  or  bound  by 
any  law  to  which  lliey  have  not,  in  like  manner,  assented  for  the  public 
good. 

Sec.  7.  That  all  power  of  suspending  laws,  or  the  execution  of  laws,  by 
any  authority,  without  consent  of  the  representatives  of  the  people,  is 
injurious  to  their  rights,  and  ought  not  to  be  exercised. 

Sec.  8.  That  no  man  shall  be  deprived  of  his  life,  or  liberty,  except  by 
the  law  of  the  land,  or  the  judgment  of  his  peers;  nor  shall  any  man  be 
compelled  in  any  criminal  proceeding  to  give  evidence  against  himself, 
nor  be  put  twice  in  jeopardy  for  the  same  offence,  but  an  appeal  may  be 
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allowed  to  the  Commonwealth  in  all  prosecutions  for  the  violation  of  a 
law  relating  to  the  state  revenue. 

That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions  a  man  hath  a  right  to  demand  the 
cause  and  nature  of  his  accusation,  to  be  confronted  with  the  accusers  and 
witnesses,  to  call  for  evidence  in  his  favor,  and  to  a  speedy  trial  by  an 
impartial  jury  of  his  vicinage,  without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  can- 
not be  found  guilty;  provided,  however,  that  in  any  criminal  case,  upon 
a  plea  of  guilty,  tendered  in  person  by  the  accused,  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth,  entered  of  record,  the  court  shall, 
and  in  a  prosecution  for  an  offence  not  punishable  by  death,  or  confine- 
ment in  the  penitentiary,  upon  a  plea  of  not  guilty,  with  the  consent  of 
the  accused,  given  in  person,  and  of  the  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth, 
both  entered  of  record,  the  court,  in  its  discretion,  may  hear  and  deter- 
mine the.  case,  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury ;  and,  that  the  General 
Assembly  may  provide  for  the  trial  of  offences  not  punishable  by  death, 
or  confinement  in  the  penitentiary,  by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  without  a 
jury,  preserving  in  all  such  cases,  the  right  of  the  accused  to  an  appeal  to 
and  trial  by  jury  in  the  circuit  or  corporation  court ;  and  may  also  pro- 
vide for  juries  consisting  of  lees  than  twelve,  but  not  less  than  five,  for 
the  trial  of  offences  not  punishable  by  death,  or  confinement  in  the  peni- 
tentiary, and  may  classify  such  cases,  and  prescribe  the  number  of  jurors 
for  each  class. 

Sec.  9.  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

Sec.  10.  That  general  warrants,  whereby  an  ofl5cer  or  messenger  may 
be  commanded  to  search  suspected  places  without  evidence  of  a  fact  com- 
mitted, or  to  seize  any  person  or  persons  not  named,  or  whose  offence  is 
not  particularly  described  and  supported  by  evidence,  are  grievous  and 
oppressive,  and  ought  not  to  be  granted. 

Sec.  11.  That  no  person  shall  be  deprived  of  his  property  without  due 
process  of  law;  and  in  controversies  respecting  property,  and  in  suits 
between  man  and  man,  trial  by  jury  is  preferable  to  any  other,  and  ought 
to  be  held  sacred;  but  the  General  Assembly  may  limit  the  nimiber  of 
jurors  for  civil  cases  in  circuit  and  corporation  courts  to  not  less  than 
five  in  cases  now  cognizable  by  justices  of  the  peace,  or  to  not  less  than 
seven  in  cases  not  so  cognizable. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  freedom  of  the  press  is  one  of  the  great  bulwarks  of 
liberty,  and  can  never  be  restrained  but  by  despotic  governments;  and 
any  citizen  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish  his  sentiments  on  all  sub- 
jects, being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  right. 
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Sec.  13.  That  a  well-regulated  militia,  composed  of  the  body  of  the 
people,  trained  to  arms,  is  the  proper,  natural  and  safe  defence  of  a  fra 
state ;  that  standing  armies,  in  time  of  peace,  should  be  avoided  as  dan- 
gerous to  liberty;  and  that  in  all  cases  the  military  should  be  under  strict 
subordination  to,  and  governed  by,  the  civil  power. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  uniform  government;  and, 
therefore,  that  no  government  separate  from,  or  independent  of,  the  gOT- 
emment  of  Virginia,  ought  to  be  erected-  or  established  within  the  limits 
thereof. 

Sec.  15.  That  no  free  government,  or  the  blessing  of  liberty,  can  be 
preserved  to  any  people,  but  by  a  firm  adherence  to  justice,  moderation, 
temperance,  frugality  and  virtue,  and  by  frequent  recurrence  to  funda- 
mental principles. 

Sec.  16.  That  religion,  or  the  duty  which  we  owe  to  our  Creator,  and 
the  manner  of  discharging  it,  can  be  directed  only  by  reason  and  convic- 
tion, not  by  force  or  violence;  and,  therefore,  all  men  are  equally  entitled 
to  the  free  exercise  of  religion,  according  to  the  dictates  of  conscience; 
and  that  it  is  the  mutual  duty  of  all  to  practice  Christian  forbearance, 
love  and  charity  towards  each  other. 

Sec.  17.  The  rights  enumerated  in  this  Bill  of  Bights  shall  not  beccm- 
strued  to  limit  other  rights  of  the  people  not  therein  expressed. 

ARTICLE  II. 

ELECTIVE  FRANCHISE  AND   QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  OFFICE. 

Sec.  18.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  who  has  been  a  resident  of  the  State  two  years,  of  the  county,  city,  (ff 
town  one  year,  and  of  the  precinct  in  which  he  offers  to  vote,  thirty  days, 
next  preceding  the  election  in  which  he  offers  to  vote,  has  been  registered, 
and  has  paid  his  state  poll  taxes,  as  hereinafter  required,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  all  officers  elective  by 
the  people ;  but  removal  from  one  precinct  to  another,  in  the  same  county, 
city  or  town  shall  not  deprive  any  person  of  his  right  to  vote  in  the  pre- 
cinct from  which  he  has  moved,  imtil  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  after 
such  removal. 

Sec.  19.  There  shall  be  general  registrations  in  the  counties,  cities  and 
towns  of  the  State  during  the  years  nineteen  hundred  and  two  and  nine 
teen  hundred  and  three  at  such  times  and  in  such  mariner  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  an  ordinance  of  this  Convention.  At  such  registrations  eTery 
male  citizen  of  the  United  States  having  the  qualifications  of  age  and 
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residence  required  in  section  Eighteen  shall  be  entitled  to  register,  if  he 
be: 

First.  A  person  who,  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  served 
in  time  of  war  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  of  the  Confed- 
erate States,  or  of  any  state  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  Confederate 
States;  or. 

Second.  A  son  of  any  such  person ;  or. 

Third.  A  person,  who  owns  property,  upon  which,  for  the  year  next  pre- 
ceding that  in  which  he  offers  to  register,  state  taxes  aggregating  at  least 
one  dollar  have  been  paid;  or. 

Fourth.  A  person  able  to  read  any  section  of  this  Constitution  sub- 
mitted to  him  by  the  oflBcers  of  registration  and  to  give  a  reasonable  ex- 
planation of  the  same ;  or,  if  unable  to  read  such  section,  able  to  under- 
stand and  give  a  reasonable  explanation  thereof  when  read  to  him  by  the 
officers. 

A  roll  containing  the  names  of  all  persons  thus  registered,  sworn  to  and 
certified  by  the  officers  of  registration,  shall  be  filed,  for  record  and  pre- 
servation, in  the  clerk^s  office  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county,  or  the 
clerk^s  office  of  the  corporation  court  of  the  city,  as  the  case  may  be. 
Persons  thus  enrolled  shall  not  be  required  to  register  again,  unless  they 
shall  have  ceased  to  be  residents  of  the  State,  or  become  disqualified  by 
section  Twenty-three.  Any  person  denied  registration  under  this  section 
shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  of  his  county,  or  the 
corporation  court  of  his  city,  or  to  the  judge  thereof  in  vacation. 

Sec.  20.  After  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  four, 
every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  having  the  qualifications  of  age 
and  residence  required  in  section  Eighteen,  shall  be  entitled  to  register, 
provided : 

First.  That  he  has  personally  paid  to  the  proper  officer  all  state  poll 
taxes  assessed  or  assessable  against  him,  under  this  or  the  former  Con- 
stitution, for  the  three  }'ears  next  preceding  that  in  which  he  offers  to 
register;  or,  if  he  come  of  age  at  such  time  that  no  poll  tax  shall  have 
been  assessable  against  him  for  the  year  preceding  the  year  in  which  he 
offers  to  register,  has  paid  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  in  satisfaction  of  the 
first  year's  poll  tax  assessable  against  him ;  and. 

Second.  That,  unless  physically  unable,  he  make  application  to  regis- 
ter in  his  own  hand-writing,  without  aid,  suggestion,  or  memorandum,  in 
the  presence  of  the  registration  officers,  stating  therein  his  name,  age, 
date  and  place  of  birth,  residence  and  occupation  at  the  time  and  for  the 
two  years  next  preceding,  and  whether  he  has  previously  voted,  and,  if  so, 
the  state,  county,  and  precinct  in  which  he  voted  last ;  and. 
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Third.  That  he  answer  on  oath  any  and  all  questions  affecting  his 
qualifications  as  an  elector,  submitted  to  him  by  the  oflRcers  of  registra- 
tion, which  questions,  and  his  answers  thereto,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
certified  by  the  said  ofiicers,  and  preserved  as  a  part  of  their  official  re- 
cords. 

Sec.  21.  Any  person  registered  under  either  of  the  last  two  sections, 
shall  h^ve  the  right  to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  all 
officers  elective  by  the  people,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

That  he,  unless  exempted  by  section  Twenty-two,  shall,  as  a  prerequisite 
to  the  right  to  vote  after  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and 
four,  personally  pay,  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  election,  all  state 
poll  taxes  assessed  or  assessable  against  him,  imder  this  Constitutiwi, 
during  the  three  years  next  preceding  that  in  which  he  offers  to  Tote; 
provided  that,  if  he  register  after  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hnn- 
dred  and  four,  he  shall,  unless  physically  imable,  prepare  and  deposit  his 
ballot  without  aid,  on  such  printed  form  as  the  law  may  prescribe;  but 
any  voter  registered  prior  to  that  date  may  be  aided  in  the  preparation  of 
his  ballot  by  such  officer  of  election  as  he  himself  may  designate. 

Sec.  22.  No  person  who,  during  the  late  war  between  the  States,  served 
in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  the  Confederate  States^  or 
any  state  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  Confederate  States,  shall  at  any 
time  be  required  to  pay  a  poll  tax  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  right  to  register 
or  vote.  The  collection  of  the  state  poll  tax  assessed  against  any  one 
shall  not  be  enforced  by  legal  process  until  the  same  has  become  three 
years  past  due. 

Sec.  23.  The  following  persons  shall  be  excluded  from  registering  and 
voting:  Idiots,  insane  persons,  and  paupeij;  persons  who,  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  were  disqualified  from  voting,  by  convic- 
tion of  crime,  either  within  or  without  this  State,  and  whose  disabilities 
shall  not  have  been  removed;  persons  convicted  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution,  either  within  or  without  this  State,  of  treason,  or  of  anj 
felony,  bribery,  petit  larceny,  obtaining  money  or  property  under  false 
pretences,  embezzlement,  forgery,  or  perjury;  persons  who,  while  citizens 
of  this  State,  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  have  fought  a  duel 
with  a  deadly  weapon,  or  sent  or  accepted  a  challenge  to  fight  such  duel, 
either  within  or  without  this  State,  or  knowingly  conveyed  a  challenge, 
or  aided  or  assisted  in  any  way  in  the  fighting  of  such  dueL 

Sec.  24.  No  officer,  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine  of  the  United  States 
army  or  navy  shall  be  deemed  to  have  gained  a  residence  as  to  the  right  of 
suffrage,  in  the  State,  or  in  any  county,  city  or  town  thereof,  by  reason  of 
being  stationed  therein;  nor  shall  an  inmate  of  any  charitable  institn- 
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tion  or  a  student  in  any  institution  of  learning,  be  regarded  as  having 
either  gained  or  lost  a  resi<ience,  as  to  the  right  of  suffrage,  by  reason  of 
his  location  or  sojourn  in  such  institution. 

Sec.  25.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  annual  registra- 
•tion  of  voters  under  section  Twenty,  for  an  appeal  by  any  person  denied 
registration,  for  the  correction  of  illegal  or  fraudulent  registration,  there- 
under, and  also  for  the  proper  transfer  of  all  voters  registered  under  this 
Constitution. 

Sec.  26.  Any  person  who,  in  respect  to  age  or  residence,  would  be  quali- 
fied to  vote  at  the  next  election,  shall  be  admitted  to  registration,  not- 
withstanding that  at  the  time  thereof  he  is  not  so  qualified,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  said  election  if  then  qualified  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  27.  All  elections  by  the  people  shall  be  by  ballot;  all  elections  by 
any  representative  body  shall  be  viva  voce,  and  the  vote  recorded  in  the 
journal  thereof. 

The  ballot-box  shall  be  kept  in  public  view  during  all  elections,  and 
shall  not  be  opened,  nor  the  ballots  canvassed  or  counted,  in  secret. 

So  far  cs  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  the  abso- 
lute secrecy  of  the  ballot  shall  be  maintained. 

Sec.  28.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  ballots  without  any 
distinguishing  mark  or  ^mbol,  for  use  in  all  state,  county,  city,  and 
other  elections  by  the  people,  and  the  form  thereof  shall  be  the  same  in 
all  places  where  any  such  election  is  held.  All  ballots  shall  contain  the 
names  of  the  candidates,  and  of  the  offices  to  be  filled,  in  clear  print  and 
in  due  and  orderly  succession;  but  any  voter  may  erase  any  name  and 
insert  another. 

Sec.  29.  No  voter,  during  the  time  of  holding  any  election  at  which  he 
is  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be  compelled  to  perform  military  service,  except 
in  time  of  war  or  public  danger;  to  attend  any  court  as  suitor,  juror,  or 
witness;  and  no  voter  shall  be  subject  to  arrest  under  any  civil  process 
during  his  attendance  at  election  or  in  going  to  or  returning  therefrom. 

Sec.  30.  The  General  Assembly  may  prescribe  a  property  qualification 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  voters  in  any  county  or 
subdivision  thereof,  or  city  or  town,  as  a  prerequisite  for  voting  in  any 
election  for  officers,  other  than  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to 
be  wholly  elected  by  the  voters  of  such  county  or  subdivision  thereof,  or 
city,  or  town;  such  action,  if  taken,  to  be  had  upon  the  initiative  of  a 
representative  in  the  General  Assembly  of  the  county,  city  or  town 
affected :  provided,  that  the  General  Assembly  in  its  discretion  may  make 
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Buch  exemptions  from  the  operation  of  said  property  qualification  as  shaD 
not  be  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  31.  There  shall  be  in  each  county  and  city  an  electoral  board, 
composed  of  three  members,  appointed  by  the  circuit  court  of  the  county 
or  the  corporation  court  of  the  city,  or  the  judge  of  the  court  in  vacaticHL  ■ 
Of  those  first  appointed,  one  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year, 
one  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  a  term  of  three  years ;  and  th«e- 
af ter  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  the  full  term  of  three  years. 
Any  vacancy  occurring  in  any  board  shall  be  filled  by  the  same  authority 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

Each  electoral  board  shall  appoint  the  judges,  clerks,  and  registrars  of 
election  for  its  coimty  or  city ;  and,  in  appointing  judges  of  election,  rep- 
resentation as  far  as  possible  shall  be  given  to  each  of  the  two  political 
parties  which,  at  the  general  election  next  preceding  their  appointment, 
cast  the  highest  and  next  highest  number  of  votes. 

No  person,  nor  the  deputy  of  any  person,  holding  any  oflBce  or  post  of 
profit  or  emolument,  under  the  United  States  Government,  or  who  is  in 
the  employment  of  such  government,  or  holding  any  elective  office  of 
profit  or  trust  in  the  State,  or  in  any  county,  city,  or  town  thereof,  shall 
be  appointed  a  member  of  the  electoral  board,  or  registrar,  or  judge  of 
election. 

Sec.  32.  Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  of 
the  State,  or  of  any  county,  city,  town,  or  other  subdivision  of  the  State, 
wherein  he  resides,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution,  and 
except  that  this  provision  as  to  residence  shall  not  apply  to  any  office  elec- 
tive by  the  people  where'  the  law  provides  otherwise.  Men  and  women 
eighteen  years  of  age  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  notary  public,  and 
qualified  to  execute  the  bonds  required  of  them  in  that  capacity. 

Sec.  33.  The  terms  of  all  officers  elected  under  this  Constitution  shall 
begin  on  the  first  day  of  February  next  succeeding  their  election,  nnlese 
otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution.  All  officers,  elected  or  appointed, 
shall  continue  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  offices  after  their  terms  of 
service  have  expired  until  their  successors  have  qualified. 

Sec.  34.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  all  officers,  executive 
and  judicial,  elected  or  appointed  after  this  Constitution  goes  into  effect, 
shall,  before  they  enter  on  the  performance  of  their  public  duties,  sev- 
erally take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation : 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Virginia  or- 
dained by  the  Convention  which  assembled  in  the  city  of  Richmond  cm 
the  twelfth  day  of  June,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  and  that  I  will  faith- 
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fully  and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  on 

me  as ,  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability;  so  help  me 

God/' 

Sec.  35.  No  person  shall  vote  at  any  legalized  primary  election  for  the 
nomination  of  any  candidate  for  oflBce  imless  he  is  at  the  time  registered 
and  qualified  to  vote  at  the  next  succeeding  election. 

Sec.  36.  The  General  Assembly  shall  enact  such  laws  as  are  necessary 
and  proper  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  regularity  and  purity  of  gen- 
eral, local  and  primary  elections,  and  preventing  and  punishing  any  cor- 
rupt practices  in  connection  therewith ;  and  shall  have  power,  in  addition 
to  other  penalties  and  punishments  now  or  hereafter  prescribed  by  law 
for  such  offences,  to  provide  that  persons  convicted  of  them  shall  there- 
after be  disqualified  from  voting  or  holding  ofl&ce. 

Sec.  37.  The  General  Assembly  may  provide  for  the  use,  throughout 
the  State  or  in  any  one  or  more  counties,  cities,  or  towns  in  any  election, 
of  machines  for  receiving,  recording,  and  counting  the  votes  cast  thereat : 
provided,  that  the  secrecy  of  the  voting  be  not  thereby  impaired. 

Sec.  38.  After  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  four, 
the  treasurer  of  each  county  and  city  shall,  at  least  five  months  before 
each  regular  election,  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  his  county, 
or  of  the  corporation  court  of  his  city,  a  list  of  all  persons  in  his  county 
or  city,  who  have  paid  not  later  than  six  months  prior  to  such  election, 
the  state  poll  taxes  required  by  this  Constitution  during  the  three  years 
next  preceding  that  in  which  such  election  is  held;  which  list  shall  be 
arranged  alphabetically,  by  magisterial  districts  or  wards,  shall  state  the 
white  and  colored  persons  separately,  and  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of 
the  treasurer.  The  clerk,  within  ten  da}^  from  the  receipt  of  the  list, 
shall  make  and  certify  a  sufiicient  number  of  copies  thereof,  and  shall 
deliver  one  copy  for  each  voting  place  in  his  county  or  city,  to  the  sheriff 
of  the  county  or  sergeant  of  the  city,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  post  one 
copy,  without  delay,  at  each  of  the  voting-places,  and,  within  ten  days 
from  the  receipt  thereof,  to  make  return  on  oath  to  the  clerk,  as  to  the 
places  where  and  d^tes  at  which  said  copies  were  respectively  posted; 
which  return  the  clerk  shall  record  in  a  book  kept  in  his  oflBce  for  the 
purpose ;  and  he  shall  keep  in  his  oflBce  for  public  inspection,  for  at  least 
sixty  days  after  receiving  the  list,  not  less  than  ten  certified  copies  thereof, 
and  also  cause  the  list  to  be  published  in  such  other  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law;  the  original  list  returned  by  the  treasurer  shall  be 
filed  and  preserved  by  the  clerk  among  the  public  records  of  his  oflBce  for 
at  least  five  years  af fer  receiving  the  same.  Within  thirty  days  after  the 
list  has  been  so  posted,  any  person  who  shall  have  paid  his  capitation  tax. 
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but  whose  name  is  omitted  from  the  certified  list,  may,  after  fire  days' 
written  notice  to  the  treasurer,  apply  to  the  circuit  court  of  his  county,  or 
corporation  court  of  his  city,  or  to  the  judge  thereof  in  vacation,  to  haie 
the  same  corrected  and  his  name  entered  thereon,  which  application  the 
court  or  judge  shall  promptly  hear  and  decide. 

The  clerk  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  with  the  poll-books, 
at  a  reasonable  time  before  every  election,  to  one  of  the  judges  of  dection 
of  each  precinct  of  his  county  or  city,  a  like  certified  copy  of  the  list, 
which  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  voting.  The  clerk  shall  also,  within  sixty  days  after  the  filing  of 
the  list  by  the  treasurer,  forward  a  certified  copy  thereof,  with  such  cor- 
rections as  may  have  been  made  by  order  of  the  court  or  judge,  to  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  who  shall  charge  the  amount  of  the  poll 
taxes  stated  therein  to  such  treasurer  unless  previously  accounted  for. 

Further  evidence  of  the  prepayment  of  the  capitation  taxes  required 
by  this  Constitution,  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  right  to  register  and  vote, 
may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

AETICLE  III. 

DIVISION  OF  POWERS. 

Sec.  39.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  legislative,  executive,  and 
judiciary  departments  shall  be  separate  and  distinct,  so  that  neither  ei^- 
cise  the  powers  properly  belonging  to  either  of  the  others,  nor  any  person 
exercise  the  power  of  more  than  one  of  them  at  the  same  time. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

LEGISLATIVE  DEPABTMENT. 

Sec.  40.  The  legislative  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a  General 
Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates. 

Sec.  41.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  forty  and  not  less 
than  thirty-three  members,  who  shall  be  elected  quadrennially  by  the 
voters  of  the  several  senatorial  districts,  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding  the 
first  Monday  in  November. 

Sec.  42.  The  House  of  Delegates  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  and  not  less  than  ninety  members,  who  shall  be  elected  bi-enw* 
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ally  by  the  voters  of  the  several  house  districts,  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding 
the  first  Monday  in  November. 

Sec.  43.  The  apportionment  of  the  State  into  senatorial  and  house  dis- 
tricts, made  by  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  April  the 
second,  nineteen  hundred  and.  two,  is  hereby  adopted;  but  a  re-apportion- 
ment may  be  made  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred'  and  six,  and  shall  be 
made  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  every  tenth  year  there- 
after. 

Sec.  44.  Any  person  may  be  elected  senator  who,  at  the  time  of  election, 
is  actually  a  resident  of  the  senatorial  district  and  qualified  to  vote  for 
members  of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  any  person  may  be  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Delegates  who,  at  the  time  of  election,  is  actually  a 
resident  of  the  house  district  and.  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the 
General  Assembly.  But  no  person  holding  a  salaried  ofl&ce  under  the 
state  government,  and  no  judge  of  any  court,  attorney  for  the  Common- 
wealth, sheriff,  sergeant,  treasurer,  assessor  of  taxes,  commissioner  of  the 
revenue,  collector  of  taxes,  or  clerk  of  any  court,  shall  be  a  member  of 
either  house  of  the  General  Assembly  during  his  continuance  in  oflBce, 
and  the  election  of  any  such  person  to  either  house  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  his  qualification  as  a  member  thereof,  shall  vacate  any  such  oflBce 
held  by  him ;  and  no  person  holding  any  oflBce  or  post  of  profit  or  emolu- 
ment under  the  United  States  Government  or  who  is  in  the  employment 
of  such  government,  shall  be  eligible  to  either  house.  The  removal  of  a 
senator  or  delegate  from  the  district  for  which  he  is  elected,  shall  vacate 
his  oflBce. 

Sec.  45.  The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  receive  for  their 
services  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  law  and  paid  from  the  public  treasury; 
but  no  act  increasing  such  salary  shall  take  effect  until  after  the  end  of 
the  term  for  which  the  members  voting  thereon  were  elected;  and  no 
member  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  shall  be 
appointed  or  elected  to  any  civil  oflBce  of  profit  in  the  State  except  oflfices 
filled  by  election  by  the  people. 

Sec.  46.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  once  in  two  years  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  January  next  succeeding  the  election  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Delegates  and  not  oftener  unless  convened  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  this  Constitution.  No  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, after  the  first  under  this  Constitution,  shall  continue  longer  than 
sixty  days;  but  with  the  concurrence  of  three-fifths  of  the  members 
elected  to  each  house,  the  session  may  be  extended  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  days.  Except  for  the  first  session  held  under  this  Constitu- 
tion, members  shall  be  allowed  a  salary  for  not  exceeding  sixty  days  at 
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any  regular  session,  and  for  not  exceeding  thirty  days  at  any  extra  ses- 
sion. Xeither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  to 
another  place  nor  for  more  than  three  days.  A  majority  of  the  memba? 
elected  to  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  have  power  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  members  in  auch  manner  and  under  such  pen- 
alty as  each  house  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  47.  The  House  of  Delegates  shall  choose  its  own  speaker ;  and,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the 
office  of  Governor,  the  Senate  shall  choose  from  their  own  body  a  presi- 
dent pro  tempore.  Each  house  shall  select  its  officers,  settle  its  rul^  of 
procedure,  and  direct  writs  of  election  for  supplying  vacancies  which  may 
occur  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly;  but,  if  vacancies  occur 
during  the  recess,  such  writs  may  be  issued-  by  the  Governor,  under  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  Each  house  shall  judge  of  the 
election,  qualification,  and  returns  of  its  members;  may  punish  them  for 
disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expd  t 
member. 

Sec.  48.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall,  in  all  cases,  except 
treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during 
the  sessions  of  their  respective  houses;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in. 
either  house  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place.  They  shall  not  be 
subject  to  arrest,  under  any  civil  process,  during  the  sessions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  or  the  fifteen  days  next  before  the  beginning  or  after  ihe 
ending  of  any  session. 

Sec.  49.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  which  shall 
be  published  from  time  to  time,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of 
either  house  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those  pres- 
ent, be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  50.  No  law  shall  be  enacted  except  by  bill.  A  bill  may  originate 
in  either  house,  to  be  approved  or  rejected  by  the  other,  or  may  be 
amended  by  either,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  other. 

No  bill  shall  become  a  law  unless,  prior  to  its  passage,  it  has  been, 

(a)  Referred  to  a  committee  of  each  house,  considered  by  such  com- 
mittee in  session,  and  reported; 

(b)  Printed  by  the  house,  in  which  it  originated,  prior  to  its  passage 
therein ; 

(c)  Read  at  length  on  three  different  calendar  days  in  each  house; 
and  unless, 

(d)  A  yea  and  nay  vote  has  been  taken  in  eadi  house  upon  its  final 
passage,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  entered  on  the 
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journal,  and  a  majority  of  those  voting,  which  shall  include  at  least  two- 
fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  recorded  in  the  aflBrmative. 

And  only  in  the  manner  required  in  subdivision  (d)  ot  this  section 
shall  an  amendment  to  a  bill  by  one  house  be  concurred  in  by  the  other, 
or  a  conference  report  be  adopted  by  either  house,  or  either  house  dis- 
charge a  commitee  from  the  consideration  of  a  bill  and  consider  the  same 
as  if  reported ;  provided  that  the  printing  and  reading,  or  either,  required 
in  subdivisions  (b)  and  (c)  of  this  section,  may  be  dispensed  with  in  a 
bill  to  codify  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  in  any  case  of  emergency  by  a 
vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  voting  in  each  house  taken  by  the  yeas 
and  nays,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against,  entered  on 
the  journal;  and  provided  further,  that  no  bill  which  creates,  or  estab- 
lishes a  new  office,  or  which  creates,  continues,  or  revives  a  debt  or 
charge,  or  makes,  continues  or  revives  any  appropriation  of  public  or 
trust  money,  or  property,  or  releases,  discharges  or  commutes  any  claim 
or  demand  of  the  State,  or  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax, 
shall  be  passed  except  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  each  house,  the  vote  to  be  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  the 
names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against,  entered  on  the  journal. 
Every  law  imposing,  continuing  or  reviving  a  tax  shall  specifically  state 
such  tax  and  no  law  shall  be  construed  as  so  stating  such  tax,  which  re- 
quires a  reference  to  any  other  law  or  any  other  tax.  The  presiding 
officer  of  each  house  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  house  over  which  he  pre- 
sides, sign  every  bill  that  has  been  passed  by  both  houses  and  duly  en- 
rolled. Immediately  before  this  is  done,  all  other  business  being  sus- 
pended, the  title  of  the  bill  shall  be  publicly  read.  The  fact  of  signing 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  51.  There  shall  be  a  joint  committee  of  the  General  Assembly, 
consisting  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  and 
five  members  appointed  by  the  Senate,  which  shall  be  a  standing  commit- 
tee on  special,  private,  and  local  legislation.  Before  reference  to  a  com- 
mitteee,  as  provided  by  section  Fifty,  any  special,  private,  or  local  bill 
introduced  in  either  house  shall  be  referred  to  and  considered  by  such 
joint  committee  and  returned  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated  with  a 
statement  in  writing  whether  the  object  of  the  bill  can  be  accomplished 
under  general  law  or  by  court  proceeding;  whereupon,  the  bill,  with  the 
accompanying  statement,  shall  take  the  course  provided  by  section  Fifty. 
The  joint  committee  may  be  discharged  from  the  consideration  of  a  bill 
by  the  house  in  which  it  originated  in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
Fifty  for  the  discharge  of  other  committees. 

Sec.  52.  No  law  shall  embrace  more  than  one  object^  which  shall  be  ex- 
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pressed  in  its  title ;  nor  shall  any  law  be  revived  or  amended  with  refer- 
ence to  its  title,  but  the  act  revived  or  the  section  amended  shall  be  le- 
enacted  and  published  at  length. 

Sec.  53.  No  law,  except  a  general  appropriation  law,  shall  take  effect 
until  at  least  ninety  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  at  which  it  is  enacted,  unless  in  case  of  an  emergency 
(which  emergency  shall  be  expressed  in  the  body  of  the  bill),  tiie  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall  otherwise  direct  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  mem- 
bers voting  in  each  house,  such  vote  to  be  taken  by  the  yeas  and  nays^  and 
the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  entered  on  the  joumaL 

Sec.  54.  The  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Attorney-General, 
judges,  members  of  the  State  Corporation  Commission,  and  executive 
officers  at  the  seat  of  government,  and  all  officers  appointed  by  the  Got- 
ernor  or  elected  by  the  General  Assembly,  offending  against  the  State  by 
malfeasance  in  office,  corruption,  neglect  of  duty,  or  other  high  crime  or 
misdemeanor,  may  be  impeached  by  the  House  of  Delegates^  and  prose- 
cuted before  the  Senate  which  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  impeach- 
ment. When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  the  senators  shall  be  on  oath  or 
affirmation,  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  the  senators  present  Judgment  in  case  of  impeachment 
shall  not  extend  further  than  removal  from  office  and  disqualification  to 
hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  the  State;  but 
the  person  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  subject  to  indictment,  trial, 
judgment,  and  punishmeut  according  to  law.  The  Senate  may  sit  during 
the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the  trial  of  impeachments. 

Sec.  55.  The  General  Assembly  shall  by  law  apportion  the  State  into  dis- 
tricts, corresponding  with  the  number  of  representatives  to  which  it  may 
be  entitled  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States;  which  districts  shall  be  composed  of  contiguous  and  compact  ter- 
ritory containing,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  an  equal  number  of  inhabit- 
ants. 

Sec.  56.  The  manner  of  conducting  and  making  returns  of  elections, 
of  determining  contested  elections,  and  of  filling  vacancies  in  <Moey  in 
cases  not  specially  provided  for  by  this  Constitution,  shall  be  prescribed 
by  law,  and  the  General  Assembly  may  declare  the  cases  in  which  any 
office  shall  be  deemed  vacant  where  no  provision  is  made  for  that  purpose 
in  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  57.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power,  by  a  two-thirds  vote, 
to  remove  disabilities  incurred  under  section  Twenty^three,  of  Article 
Two,  of  this  Constitution,  with  reference  to  duelling. 

Sec.  58.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
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pended  unless  when  in  cases  of  invasion  or  rebellion,  the  public  safety 
may  require.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  pass  any  bill  of  attainder, 
or  any  ex  post  facto  law,  or  any  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts, 
or  any  law  abridging  the  freedom  of  speech  or  of  the  press.  It  shall  not 
enact  any  law  whereby  private  property  shall  be  taken  or  damaged  for 
public  uses,  without  just  compensation.  No  man  shall  be  compelled  to 
frequent  or  support  any  religious  worship,  place,  or  ministry  whatsoever, 
nor  shall  be  enforced,  restrained,  molested,  or  burthened  in  his  body  or 
goods,  nor  shall  otherwise  sufiEer  on  account  of  his  religious  opinions  or 
belief;  but  all  men  shall  be  free  to  profess,  and  by  argument  to  maintain, 
their  opinions  in  matters  of  religion,  and  the  same  shall  in  no  wise  dimin- 
ish, enlarge,  or  affect  their  civil  capacities.  And  the  General  Assembly 
shall  not  prescribe  any  religious  test  whatever,  or  confer  any  peculiar  privi- 
leges or  advantages  on  any  sect  or  denomination,  or  pass  any  law  requiring 
or  authorizing  any  religious  society,  or  the  people  of  any  district  within 
this  State,  to  levy  on  themselves  or  others  any  tax  for  the  erection  or 
repair  of  any  house  of  public  worship,  or  for  the  support  of  any  church 
or  ministry ;  but  it  shall  be  left  free  to  every  person  to  select  his  religious 
instructor,  and  to  make  for  his  support  such  private  contract  as  he  shall 
please. 

Sec.  59.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  gtant  a  charter  of  incorpora- 
tion to  any  church  or  religious  denomination,  but  may  secure  the  title  to 
church  property  to  an  extent  to  be  limited  by  law. 

Sec.  60.  No  lottery  shall  hereafter  be  authorized  by  law;  and  the  buy- 
ing, selling,  or  transferring  of  tickets  or  chances  in  any  lottery  shall  be 
prohibited. 

Sec.  61.  No  new  county  shall  be  formed  with  an  area  of  less  than  six 
hundred  square  miles;  nor  shall  the  county  or  counties  from  which  it  is 
formed  be  reduced  below  that  area ;  nor  shall  any  county  be  reduced  in 
population  below  eight  thousand.  But  any  county,  the  length  of  which  is 
three  times  its  mean  breadth,  or  which  exceeds  fifty  miles  in  length,  may 
be  divided  at  the  discretion  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  62.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  full  power  to  enact  local 
option  or  dispensary  laws,  or  any  other  laws  controlling,  regulating,  or 
prohibiting  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Sec.  63.  The  General  Assembly  shall  confer  on  the  courts  power  to 
grant  divorces,  change  the  names  of  persons,  and  direct  the  sale  of  estates 
belonging  to  infants  and  other  persons  under  legal  disabilities,  and  shall 
not,  by  special  legislation,  grant  relief  in  these  or  other  cases  of  which 
the  courts  or  other  tribunals  may  have  jurisdiction.  The  General  Assem- 
bly may  regulate  the  exercise  by  courts  of  the  right  to  punish  for  con- 
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tempt.    The  General  Assembly  shall  not  enact  any  local,  special,  or  pri- 
vate law  in  the  following  cases: 

1.  For  the  punishment  of  crime. 

2.  Providing  a  change  of  venue  in  civil  or  criminal  cases. 

3.  Regulating  the  practice  in,  or  the  jurisdiction  of,  or  changing  the 
rules  of  evidence  in  any  judicial  proceedings  or  inquiry  before,  the  courts 
or  other  tribunals,  or  providing  or  changing  the  methods  of  collectmg 
diebts  or  enforcing  judgments,  or  prescribing  the  effect  of  judicial  sales 
of  real  estate. 

4.  Changing  or  locating  county  seats. 

5.  For  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  except  as  to  animab 
which  the  General  Assembly  may  deem  dangerous  to  the  fanning  in- 
terests. 

6.  Extending  the  time  for  the  assessment  or  collection  of  taxes. 

7.  Exempting  property  from  taxation. 

8.  Remitting,  releasing,  postponing,  or  diminishing  any  obligation  or 
liability  of  any  person,  corporation,  or  association,  to  the  State  or  to  any 
political  subdivision  thereof. 

9.  Refunding  money  lawfully  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  or 
the  treasury  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof. 

10.  Granting  from  the  treasury  of  the  State,  or  granting  or  authoriiing 
to  be  granted  from  the  treasury  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  any 
extra  compensation  to  any  public  officer,  servant,  agent,  or  contractor. 

11.  For  conducting  elections  or  designating  the  places  of  voting. 

12.  Regulating  labor,  trade,  mining  or  manufacturing,  or  the  rate  of 
interest  on  money. 

13.  Granting  any  pension  or  pensions. 

14.  Creating,  increasing,  or  decreasing,  or  authorizing  to  be  created, 
increased,  or  decreased,  the  salaries,  fees,  percentages,  or  allowances  of 
public  officers  during  the  term  for  which  they  are  elected  or  appointed. 

15.  Declaring  streams  navigable,  or  authorizing  the  construction  of 
booms  or  dams  therein,  or  the  removal  of  obstructions  therefrom. 

16.  Affecting  or  regulating  fencing  or  the  boundaries  of  land,  or  the 
running  at  large  of  stock. 

17.  Creating  private  corporations,  or  amending,  renewing,  or  extending 
the  charters  thereof. 

18.  Granting  to  any  private  corporation,  association,  or  individual  any 
special  or  exclusive  right,  privilege  or  immunity. 

19.  Naming  or  changing  the  name  of  any  private  corporation  or  a^o- 
elation. 

20.  Remitting  the  forfeiture  of  the  charter  of  any  private  corporation 
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except  upon  the  condition  that  such  corporation  shall  thereafter  hold  its 
charter  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  and  the  laws  passed 
in  pursuance  thereof. 

Sec.  64.  In  all  the  cases  enumerated  in  the  last  section,  and  in  every 
other  case  which,  in  its  judgment,  may  be  provided  for  by  general  laws, 
the  General  Assembly  shall  enact  general  laws.  Any  general  law  shall  be 
subject  to  amendment  or  repeal,  but  the  amendment  or  partial  repeal 
thereof  shall  not  operate  directly  or  indirectly  to  enact,  and  shall  not  have 
the  effect  of  the  enactment  of  a  special,  private,  or  local  law. 

No  general  or  special  law  shall  surrender  or  suspend  the  right  and 
power  of  the  State,  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  to  tax  corpora- 
tions and  corporate  property,  except  as  authorized  by  Article  Thirteen. 
No  private  corporation,  association,  or  individual  shall  be  specially  ex- 
empted from  the  operation  of  any  general  law,  nor  shall  its  operation  be 
suspended  for  the  benefit  of  any  private  corporation,  association,  or  in- 
dividual. 

Sec.  65.  The  General  Assembly  may,  by  general  laws,  confer  upon  the 
boards  of  supervisors  of  counties,  and-  the  councils  of  cities  and  towns, 
such  powers  of  local  and  special  legislation,  as.  it  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  limitations  contained  in  this 
Constitution. 

Sec.  66.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  Keeper  of  the 
Eolls  of  the  State  but  shall  receive  no  compensation  from  the  State  for 
his  services  as  such. 

The  General  Assembly  by  general  law  shall  prescribe  the  number  of 
onployees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  including  the  clerks 
thereof,  and  fix  their  compensation  at  a  per  diem  for  the  time  actually 
employed  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Sec.  67.  The  General  -Assembly  shall  not  make  any  appropriation  of 
public  funds,  of  personal  property,  or  of  any  real  estate,  to  any  church*,  or 
sectarian  society,  association,  or  institution  of  any  kind  whatever,  which 
is  entirely  or  partly,  directly  or  indirectly,  controlled  by  any  church  or 
sectarian  society;  nor  shall  the  General  Assembly  make  any  like  appro- 
priation to  any  charitable  institution,  which  is  not  owned  or  controlled 
by  the  State;  except  that  it  may,  in  its  discretion,  make  appropriations  to 
non-sectarian  institutions  for  the  reform  of  youthful  criminals;  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prohibit  the  General  Assembly  from  au- 
thorizing counties,  cities,  or  towns  to  make  such  appropriations  to  any 
charitable  institution  or  association. 

Sec.  68.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  at  each  regular  session,  appoint 
a  standing  committee,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Senate  and  three 
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members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  Auditing 
Committee.  Such  committee  shall  annually,  or  of  tener  in  its  discretion, 
examine  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  First  Auditor,  the  State  Treasurer, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  other  executive  officers  at  the 
seat  of  government  whose  duties  pertain  to  auditing  or  accounting  for  the 
state  revenue,  report  the  result  of  its  investigations  to  the  Governor,  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  published  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation 
in  the  State.  The  Governor  shall,  at  the  beginning  of  each  session,  sub- 
mit said  reports  to  the  General  Assembly  for  appropriate  action-  The 
committee  may  sit  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  receive 
such  compensation  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  employ  one  or  more 
accountants  to  assist  in  its  investigations. 

ARTICLE  V. 

EXEC  DTI  VE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  69.  The  chief  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Governor.  He  shall  hold  oflBoe  for  a  term  of  four  years,  to  commence  on 
the  first  day  of  February  next  succeeding  his  election,  and  be  ineligible 
to  the  same  office  for  the  term  next  succeeding  that  for  which  he  was 
elected,  and  to  any  other  office  during  his  term  of  service. 

Sec.  70.  The  Governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
State  at  the  time  and  place  of  choosing  members  of  the  General  A^raiblj. 
Returns  of  the  election  shall  be  transmitted,  under  seal,  by  the  proper 
oflScers,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  who  shall  deliver  thorn  to 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  on  the  first  day  of  the  next  session 
of  the  General  Assembly.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall, 
within  one  week  thereafter,  in  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  Senate 
and  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  open  the  returns,  and  the  votes  shall  then 
be  counted.  The  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
declared  elected ;  but  if  two  or  more  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal 
number  of  votes,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  Governor  by  the  joint  vote 
of  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly.  Contested-  elections  for  Got- 
ernor  shall  be  decided  by  a  like  vote,  and  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  such 
cases  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  71.  No  person  except  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  shall  be  eligi- 
ble to  the  office  of  Governor;  and  if  such  person  be  of  foreign  birth,  he 
must  have  been  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  for  ten  years  next  preceding 
his  election ;  nor  shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  that  oflBce  unless  he  shall 
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have  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  have  been  a  resident  of  the 
State  for  jSve  years  next  preceding  his  election. 

Sec.  72.  The  Governor  shall  reside  at  the  seat  of  government;  shall 
receive  five  thousand  dollars  for  each  year  of  his  service,  and  while  in 
office  shall  receive  no  other  emolument  from  this  or  any  other  govern- 
ment. 

Sec.  73.  The  Governor  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  exe- 
cuted; communicate  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  every  session,  the  con- 
dition of  the  State;  recommend  to  its  consideration  such  measures  as  he 
may  deem  expedient,  and  convene  the  General  Assembly  on  application 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  both  houses  thereof,  or  when,  in  his 
opinion,  the  interest  of  the  State  may  require.  He  shall  be  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  State;  have  power  to  embody 
the  militia  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrection  and  enforce  the  execu- 
tion of  the  laws;  conduct,  either  in  person  or  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law,  all  intercourse  with  other  and  foreign  states;  and, 
during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  have  power  to  suspend 
from  office  for  misbehavior,  incapacity,  neglect  of  official  duty,  or  acts 
performed  without  due  authority  of  law,  all  executive  officers  at  the  seat 
of  government  except  the  Lieutenant-Governor;  but,  in  any  case  in  which 
this  power  is  so  exercised,  the  Governor  shall  report  to  the  General  As- 
sembly, at  the  beginning  of  the  next  session  thereof,  the  fact  of  such 
suspension  and  the  cause  therefor,  whereupon  the  General  Assembly  shall 
determine  whether  such  officer  shall  be  restored'  or  finally  removed;  and 
the  Governor  shall  have  power,  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, to  appoint,  pro  tempore,  successors  to  all  officers  so  suspended,  and  to 
fill,  pro  tempore,  vacancies  in  all  offices  of  the  State  for  the  filling  of 
which  the  Constitution  and  laws  make  no  other  provision;  but  his  ap- 
pointments to  such  vacancies  shall  be  by  commissions  to  expire  at  the  end 
of  thirty  da3rs  after  the  commencement  of  the  next  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  He  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  penalties  in  such 
cases,  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law, 
and  except  when  the  prosecution  has  been  carried  on  by  the  House  of 
Delegates,  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  after  conviction;  to  remove 
political  disabilities  consequent  upon  conviction  for  offences  committed 
prior  or  subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  and  to  commute 
capital  punishment;  but  he  shall  communicate  to  the  General  Assembly, 
at  each  session,  particulars  of  every  case  of  fine  or  penalty  remitted,  of 
reprieve  or  pardon  granted,  and  of  punishment  commuted,  with  his  rea- 
sons for  remitting,  granting,  or  commuting  the  same. 

Sec.  74.  The  Governor  may  require  information  in  writing,  under 
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oath,  from  the  officers  of  the  executive  department  and  superintendente 
of  state  institutions  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective offices  and  institutions;  and  he  may  inspect  at  any  time  their 
official  books,  accounts  and  vouchers,  and  ascertain  the  condition  of  tte 
public  funds  in  their  charge,  and  in  that  connection  may  employ  ac- 
countants. He  may  require  the  opinion  in  writing  of  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral upon  any  question  of  law  affecting  the  official  duties  of  the  Governor. 

Sec.  75.  Commissions  and  grants  shall  run  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Virginia,  and  be  attested  by  the  Governor,  with  the  seal  of 
the  Commonwealth  annexed. 

Sec.  76.  Every  bill,  which  shall  have  passed  the  Senate  and  Hoiise  of 
Delegates,  shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor. 
If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  but,  if  not,  he  may  return  it  with  his  ob- 
jections to  the  house  in  which  it  originated,  which  shall  enter  the  objec- 
tions at  large  on  its  journal  and  proceed  to  reconsider  the  same.  If,  after 
such  consideration,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  which  two-thirds 
shall  include  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  that  house,  shall  agree 
to  pass  the  bill  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objection^  to  the  other 
house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  present,  which  two-thirds  shall  include  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  elected  to  that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law,  not- 
withstanding the  objections.  The  Governor  shall  have  the  power  to  veto 
any  particular  item  or  items  of  an  appropriation  bill,  but  the  veto  diall 
not  affect  the  item  or  items  to  which  he  does  not  object.  The  item  or 
items  objected  to  shall  not  take  effect  except  in  the  manner  hereftofore 
provided  in  this  section  as  to  bills  returned  to  the  General  Assembly  with- 
out his  approval.  If  he  approve  the  general  purpose  of  any  bill,  but  dis- 
approve any  part  or  parts  thereof,  he  may  return  it,  with  recommenda- 
tions for  its  amendment,  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated,  wherenjxffl 
the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  both  houses  upon  the  bill  and  his 
recommendations  in  relation  to  its  amendment,  as  is  above  provided  in 
relation  to  a  bill  which  he  shall  have  returned  without  his  approval,  and 
with  his  objections  thereto :  provided,  that  if  after  such  reconsiderataon, 
both  houses,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  in  each,  shall 
agree  to  amend  the  bill  in  accordance  with  his  recommendations  in  lela- 
tion  thereto,  or  either  house  by  such  vote  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  so  amend 
it,  then,  and  in  either  case  the  bill  shall  be  again  sent  to  him,  and  he  may 
act  upon  it  as  if  it  were  then  before  him  for  the  first  time.  But  in  all  the 
cases  above  set  forth  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  ayes 
and  noes,  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  bill, 
or  item  or  items  of  an  appropriation  bill,  shall  be  entered  on  the  joumal 
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of  each  house.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within 
five  days  (Sunday  excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him, 
the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the 
General  Aseembly  shall,  by  final  adjournment,  prevent  such  return;  in 
which  case  it  shall  be  a  law  if  approved  by  the  Governor  in  the  manner 
and  to  the  extent  above  provided,  within  ten  days  after  such  adjourn- 
ment, but  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  77.  A  lieutenant-Governor  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  and 
for  the  same  term  as  the  Governor,  and  his  qualifications  and  the  man- 
ner and  ascertainment  of  his  election,  in  all  respects,  shall  be  the  same. 

Sec.  78.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  Governor  from  ofiice,  or  of  his 
death,  failure  to  qualify,  resignation,  removal  from  the  State,  or  inability 
to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  oflBce,  the  said  oflBce,  with  its 
compensation,  shall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant-Governor;  and  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  discharge  of  the  executive 
functions  in  other  necessary  cases. 

Sec.  79.  The  LieutenantrGovernor  shall  be  president  of  the  Senate,  but 
shall  have  no  vote  except  in  case  of  an  equal  division;  and  while  acting  as 
such,  shall  receive  a  compensation  equal  to  that  allowed  to  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Delegates. 

Sec.  80.  A  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  State  at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  term  as 
the  Governor;  and  the  fact  of  his  election  shall  be  ascertained  as  in  the 
case  of  the  Governor.  He  shall  keep  a  daily  record  of  the  official  acts  of 
the  Governor,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  Governor  and  attested  by  the 
Secretary,  and,  when  required,  he  shall  lay"  the  same,  and  any  papers, 
minutes  and  vouchers  pertaining  to  his  office,  before  either  house  of  the 
General  Assembly.  He  shall  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.  All  fees  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  monthly. 

Sec.  81.  A  State  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  State  at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  term  as  the  Governor;  and 
the  fact  of  his  election  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  same  manner.  His 
powers  and  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  82.  An  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shaU  be  elected  by  the  joint 
vote  of  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the  term  of  four  years. 
His  powers  and  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  83.  The  salary  of  each  officer  of  the  Executive  Department,  except 
in  those  cases  where  the  salary  is  determined  by  this  Constitution,  shall  be 
fixed  by  law ;  and  the  salary  of  no  such  officer  shall  be  increased  or  dimin- 
ished during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  or  appointed.

Sec.  84.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  an  efficient  system  of  checks  and  balances  be- 
tween the  officers  at  the  seat  of  government  entrusted  with  the  collection, 
receipt,  custody,  or  disbursement  of  the  revenues  of  the  State. 

Sec.  85.  All  state  officers,  and  their  deputies,  assistants  or  employees, 
charged  with  the  collection,  custody,  handling  or  disbursement  of  public 
funds,  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  such 
duties ;  the  amount  of  such  bond  in  each  case,  and  the  manner  in  whidi 
security  shall  be  furnished,  to  be  specified  and  regulated  by  law. 

Sec.  86.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  main- 
tain a  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Statistics,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  VL 

JUDICIARY  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  87.  The  Judiciary  Department  shall  consist  of  a  Supreme  Court 
of  Appeals,  circuit  courts,  city  courts,  and  such  other  courts  as  are  hffe- 
inafter  authorized.  The  jurisdiction  of  these  tribunals  and  tiie  judges 
thereof,  except  so  far  as  conferred  by  this  Constitution,  shall  be  re- 
lated by  law. 

Sec.  88.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  shall  consist  of  five  judges, 
any  three  of  whom  may  hold  a  court.  It  shall  have  original  jurisdiction 
in  cases  of  habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  and  prohibition ;  but  in  all  other 
cases,  in  which  it  shall  have  jurisdiction,  it  shall  have  appellate  jurisdic- 
tion only. 

Subject  to  such  reasonable  rules,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  as  to  the 
course  of  appeal,  the  limitation  as  to  time,  the  security  required,  if  any, 
the  granting  or  refusing  of  appeals,  and  the  procedure  therein,  it  shall 
by  virtue  of  this  Constitution,  have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  in- 
volving the  constitutionality  of  a  law  as  being  repugnant  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  or  involving  the  life  or  liber^ 
of  any  person ;  and  it  shall  also  have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  such  other 
cases,  within  the  limits  hereinafter  defined,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  lav; 
but  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  the  Commonwealth  in  any  case  involv- 
ing the  life  or  liberty  of  a  person,  except  that  an  appeal  by  the  Common- 
wealth may  be  allowed  by  law  in  any  case  involving  the  violation  of  a  lav 
relating  to  the  state  revenue.  No  bond  ^all  be  required  of  any  accused 
person  as  a  condition  of  appeal,  but  a  supersedeas  bond  may  be  required 
where  the  only  punishment  imposed  in  the  court  below  is  a  fine. 

The  court  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  in  civil  cases  where  the  matter  in 
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controversy,  exclusive  of  costs  and  of  interest  accrued  since  the  judgment 
in  the  court  belov^,  is  less  in  value  or  amount  than  three  hundred  dollars, 
except  in  controversies  concerning  the  title  to,  or  boundaries  of  land,  the 
condemnation  of  property,  the  probate  of  a  will,  the  appointment  or  quali- 
fication of  a  personal  representative,  guardian,  committee,  or  curator,  or 
concerning  a  mill,  roadway,  ferry,  or  landing,  or  the  right  of  the  State, 
county,  or  municipal  corporation,  to  levy  tolls  or  taxes,  or  involving  the 
construction  of  any  statute,  ordinance  or  county  proceeding  imposing 
taxes;  and,  except  in  cases  of  habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  and  prohibition, 
the  constitutionality  of  a  law,  or  some  other  matter  not  merely  pecuniary. 
After  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  the  General  Assembly  may 
change  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  in  matters  merely  pecuniary.  The 
assent  of  at  least  three  of  the  judges  shall  be  required  for  the  court  to 
determine  that  any  law  is,  or  is  not,  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States;  and  if,  in  a  case  involving  the  constitu- 
tionality of  any  such  law,  not  more  than  two  of  the  judges  sitting  agree 
in  opinion  on  the  constitutional  question  involved^  and  the  case  cannot  be 
determined,  without  parsing  on  such  question,  no  decision  shall  be  ren- 
dered therein,  but  the  case  shall  be  reheard  by  a  full  court;  and  in  no  case 
where  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  depends  solely  upon  the  fact  that  the 
constitutionality  of  a  law  is  involved,  shall  the  court  decide  the  case  upon 
its  merits,  amless  the  contention  of  the  appellant  upon  the  constitutional 
question  be  sustained.  Whenever  the  requisite  majority  of  the  judges 
sitting  are  amable  to  agree  upon  a  decision,  the  case  shall  be  reheard  by 
a  full  bench,  and  any  vacancy  caused  by  any  one  or  more  of  the  judges 
being  unable,  unwilling,  or  disqualified  to  sit,  shall  be  temporarily  filled 
in  a  maimer  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  89.  The  General  Assembly  may,  from  time  to  time,  provide  for  a 
Special  Court  of  Appeals  to  try  any  cases  on  the  docket  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Appeals  in  respect  to  which  a  majority  of  the  judges  are  so 
situated  as  to  make  it  improper  for  them  to  sit ;  and  also  to  try  any  cases 
on  said  docket  which  cannot  be  disposed  of  with  convenient  dispatch. 
The  said  special  court  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  five  of  the  judges  of  the  circuit  courts  and  city  courts  of  record  in 
cities  of  the  first  class,  or  of  the  judges  of  either  of  said  courts,  or  of  any 
of  the  judges  of  said  courts  together  with  one  or  more  of  the  judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals. 

Sec.  90.  When  a  judgment  or  decree  is  reversed  or  aflSrmed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  t>f  Appeals  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  stated  in  writing 
and  preserved  with  the  record  of  the  case. 

Sec.  91.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  shall  be  chosen 
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by  the  joint  vote  of  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly.  They  shall, 
when  chosen,  have  held  a  judicial  station  in  the  United  States^  or  diall 
have  practiced  law  in  this  or  some  other  state  few  five  years.  At  the  first 
election  imder  this  Constitution^  the  (General  Assembly  shall  elect  the 
judges  for  terms  of  four,  six,  eight,  ten,  and  twelve  years  respectively; 
and  thereafter  they  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  twelve  years. 

Sec.  92.  The  officers  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  diall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  court  or  by  the  judges  in  vacation.  Their  duties,  compen- 
sation, and  tenure  of  office  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  93.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  riiall  hold  its  sessions  at  two 
or  more  places  in  the  State,  to  be  fixed  by  law. 

Sec.  94.  The  State  shaH  be  divided  into  twenty-four  judicial  circuitfi, 
as  follows: 

The  counties  of  Norfolk,  Princess  Anne,  and  the  city  of  Portsmouth, 
shall  constitute  the  first  circuit 

The  counties  of  Nansemond,  Southampton,  Isle  of  Wight,  and  the  city 
of  Norfolk,  shall  constitute  the  second  circuit 

The  counties  of  Prince  George,  Surry,  Sussex,  Greenesville,  and  BruM- 
wick,  shall  constitute  the  third  circuit 

The  counties  of  Chesterfield,  Powhatan,  Dinwiddie,  Nottoway,  and 
Amelia,  and  the  city  of  Petersburg,  shall  constitute  the  fourth  circuit 

The  counties  of  Prince  Edward,  Cumberland,  Buckingham,  Appomat- 
tox, and  Charlotte,  shall  constitute  the  fifth  circuit 

The  counties  of  Lunenburg,  Mecklenburg,  Halifax,  Campbell,  and  the 
city  of  Lynchburg,  shall  constitute  the  sixth  circuit. 

The  counties  of  Pittsylvania,  Franklin,  Henry,  and  Patrick,  and  the 
city  of  Danville,  shall  constitute  the  seventh  circuit 

The  counties  of  Amherst,  Nelson,  Albemarle,  Fluvanna,  and  Gooch- 
land, shall  constitute  the  eighth  circuit. 

The  counties  of  Rappahannock,  Culpeper,  Madison,  Gre«ie,  Orange, 
and  Louisa,  shall  constitute  the  ninth  circuit 

The  county  of  Henrico  and  the  city  of  Richmond,  shall  constitute  the 
tenth  circuit 

The  counties  of  Accomac,  Northampton,  Elizabeth  City,  and  the  dty 
of  Newport  News,  shall  constitute  the  eleventh  circuit 

The  counties  of  Richmond,  Northumberland,  Westmoreland,  Lancas- 
ter, and  Essex,  shall  constitute  the  twelfth  circuit 

The  counties  of  Gloucester,  Mathews,  King  and  Queen,  King  William, 
and  Middlesex,  shall  constitute  the  thirteenth  circuit. 

The  counties  of  New  Kent,  Charles  City,  York,  Warwick,  James  City, 
and  the  city  of  Williamsburg,  shall  constitute  the  fourteenth  circuit 
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The  counties  of  King  George,  Stafford,  Spotsylvania,  Caroline,  and 
Hanover,  shall  constitute  the  fifteenth  circuit. 

The  counties  of  Fauquier,  Loudoun,  Prince  William,  Fairfax,  and 
Alexandria,  and  the  city  of  Alexandria,  shall  constitute  the  sixteenth 
circuit 

The  counties  of  Frederick,  Clarke,  Warren,  Shenandoah,  and  Page, 
shall  constitute  the  seventeenth  circuit. 

The  counties  of  Rockingham,  Augusta,  and  Rockbridge,  shall  consti- 
tute the  eighteenth  circuit. 

The  counties  of  Highland,  Bath,  Alleghany,  Craig,  and  Botetourt,  shall 
constitute  the  nineteenth  circuit. 

The  counties  of  Bedford,  Roanoke,  Montgomery,  and  Floyd,  and  the 
city  of  Roanoke,  shall  constitute  the  twentieth  circuit. 

The  counties  of  Pulaski,  Carroll,  Wythe,  and  Grayson,  shall  constitute 
the  twenty-first  circuit. 

The  counties  of  Bland,  Tazewell,  Giles,  and  Buchanan,  shall  constitute 
the  twenty-second  circuit. 

The  counties  of  Washington,  Russell,  and  Smyth,  shall  constitute  the 
twenty-third  circuit 

The  counties  of  Scott,  Lee,  Wise,  and  Dickenson,  shall  constitute  the 
twenty-fourth  circuit 

Sec.  95.  After  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  as 
the  public  interest  requires,  the  General  Assembly  may  rearrange  the 
said  circuits  and  increase  or  diminish  the  number  thereof.  But  no  new 
circuit  shall  be  created  containing,  by  the  last  United  States  census  or 
other  census  provided  by  law,  less  than  forty  thousand  inhabitants,  nor 
when  the  effect  of  creating  it  will  be  to  reduce  the  number  of  inhabitants 
in  any  existing  circuit  below  forty  thousand  according  to  such  census. 

Sec.  96.  For  each  circuit  a  judge  shall  be  chosen  by  the  joint  vote  of 
the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly.  He  shall,  when  chosen,  possess 
the  same  qualifications  as  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  and 
during  his  continuance  in  oflBoe  shall  reside  in  the  circuit  of  which  he  is 
judge.  At  the  first  election  under  this  Constitution,  the  General  Assembly 
shall  elect,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  one-fourth  of  the  entire  number  of 
judges  for  terms  of  two  years,  one-fourth  for  four  years,  one-fourth  for 
six  years,  and  the  remaining  fourth  for  eight  years,  respectively;  and 
thereafter  they  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  eight  years. 

Sec.  97.  The  number  of  terms  of  the  circuit  courts  to  be  held  for  each 
county  and  city,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  But  no  separate  circuit  court 
shall  be  held  for  any  city  of  the  second  class,  until  the  city  shall  abolish 
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its  existing  city  court.  The  judge  of  one  circuit  may  be  required  or  au- 
thorized to  hold  court  in  any  other  circuit  or  city. 

Sec.  98.  For  the  purposes  of  a  judicial  system,  the  cities  of  liie  State 
shall  be  divided  into  two  classes.  All  cities  shall  belong  to  the  first  dass 
which  contain,  as  shown  by  the  last  United  States  census  or  other  census 
provided  by  law,  ten  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  and  all  cities  diall 
belong  to  the  second  class  which  contain,  as  thus  shown,  less  than  ten 
thousand  inhabitants.  In  each  city  of  the  first  class,  there  shall  be,  in 
addition  to  the  circuit  court,  a  corporation  court.  In  any  city  containing 
thirty  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  the  General  Assembly  may  provide 
for  such  additional  courts  as  the  public  interest  may  require,  and  in 
every  such  city  the  city  courts,  as  they  now  exist,  shall  continue  until 
otherwise  provided  by  law.  In  every  city  of  the  second  class,  the  corpora- 
tion or  hustings  court  existing,  at  the  time  this  Constitution  goes  into 
effect,  shall  continue  hereafter  under  the  name  of  the  corporation  court 
of  such  city ;  but  it  may  be  abolished  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  such  city,  at  an  election  held  for  the  purpose,  and  when- 
ever the  oflBce  of  judge  of  a  corporation  or  hustings  court  of  a  city  of  tltt 
second  class,  whose  salary  is  less  than  eight  hundred  dollars,  shall  become 
and  remain  vacant  for  ninety  days  consecutively,  such  court  shall  thereby 
eease  to  exist.  In  case  of  the  abolition  of  the  corporation  or  hustings 
court  of  any  city  of  the  second  class,  such  city  shall  thereupon  come  in 
every  respect  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county 
wherein  it  is  situated,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  and  the  records  of 
such  corporation  or  hustings  court  shall  thereupon  become  a  part  of  the 
records  of  such  circuit  court,  and  be  transferred  thereto,  and  remain 
therein  until  otherwise  provided  by  law ;  and  during  the  existence  of  the 
corporation  or  hustings  court,  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which 
such  city  is  situated,  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  said  corpora- 
tion or  hustings  court  in  all  actions  at  law  and  suits  in  equity. 

Sec.  99.  For  each  city  court  of  record  a  judge  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
joint  vote  of  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly.  He  shall,  when 
chosen,  possess  the  same  qualifications  as  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Appeals,  and  during  his  continuance  in  oflSce  shall  reside  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  court  over  which  he  presides;  but  the  judge  of  the  corpora- 
tion court  of  any  corporation  having  a  city  charter,  and  less  than  five 
thousand  inhabitants,  may  reside  outside  its  corporate  limits;  and  the 
same  person  may  be  judge  of  such  corporation  court  and  judge  of  the  cor- 
poration court  of  some  other  city  having  less  then  ten  thousand  inhabit- 
ants. At  the  first  election  of  said  judges  under  this  Constitution,  the 
General  Assembly  shall  elect,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  one-fourth  of  the 
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entire  number  for  terms  of  two  years,  one-fourth  for  four  jesirs,  one- 
fourth  for  six  years,  and  the  remaining  fourth  for  eight  years;  and  there- 
after they  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  eight  years.  The  judges  of  city 
courts  in  cities  of  the  first  class  may  be  required  or  authorized  to  hold 
the  circuit  courts  of  any  coimty  and  the  circuit  courts  of  any  city. 

Sec.  100.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  establish  such 
court  or  courts  of  land  registration  as  it  may  deem  proper  for  the  admin- 
istration of  any  law  it  may  adopt  for  the  purpose  of  the  settlement,  regis- 
tration, transfer,  or  assurance  of  titles  to  land  in  the  State,  or  any  part 
thereof. 

Sec.  101.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  confer  upon  the 
clerks  of  the  several  circuit  courts  jurisdiction,  to  be  exercised  in  the  man- 
ner and  under  the  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  law,  in  the  matter  of 
the  admission  of  wills  to  probate,  and  of  the  appointment  and  qualifica- 
tion of  guardians,  personal  representatives,  curators,  appraisers,  and  com- 
mittees of  the  estates  of  persons  who  have  been  adjudged  insane  or  con- 
victed of  felony,  and  in  the  matter  of  the  substitution  of  trustees. 

Sec.  102.  All  the  judges  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor.  They 
shall  receive  such  salaries  and  allowances  as  may  be  determined  by  law 
within  the  limitations  fixed  by  this  Constitution,  the  amount  of  which 
shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  their  terms  of  oflBce.  Their 
terms  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  February  next  follow- 
ing their  election,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  oflBoe  of  judge, 
his  successor  shall  be  elected  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  103.  The  salaries  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals 
shall  be  not  less  than  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  shall  be  paid 
by  the  State. 

The  salary  of  the  judge  of  each  circuit  court  shall  be  not  less  than  two 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  one-half  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  State, 
the  other  half  by  the  counties  and  cities  composing  the  circuit,  according 
to  their  respective  population;  except  that  of  the  salary  of  the  judge  of 
the  circuit  court  of  the  city  of  Eichmond,  the  State  shall  pay  the  propor- 
tion which  would  otherwise  fall  to  the  city  of  Richmond.  The  salary  of  a 
judge  of  a  city  court  in  a  city  of  the  first  class  shall  be  not  less  than  two 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  one-half  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  State, 
the  other  half  by  the  city.  The  whole  of  the  aforesaid  salaries  of  said 
judges  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury,  the  State  to  be  reimbursed 
by  the  respective  counties  and  cities.  Any  city  may,  by  an  ordinance,  in- 
crease the  salaries  of  its  city  or  circuit  judges,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them 
as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  the  increase  shall  be  paid  wholly  by  the  city, 
but  shall  not  be  enlarged  or  diminished  during  the  term  of  office  of  the 
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judge.  Each  city  containing  less  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants  shall  pay 
the  salary  of  the  judge  of  its  corporation  or  hustings  court. 

Sec.  104.  Judges  may  be  removed  from  office  for  cause,  by  a  concurrent 
vote  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Ase^nbly;  but  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  elected  to  each  house  must  concur  in  such  vote,  and  the  cause  of 
removal  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  house.  The  judge  against 
whom  the  General  Assembly  may  be  about  to  proceed  shall  have  notice 
thereof,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  causes  alleged  for  his  removal,  at 
least  twenty  days  before  the  day  on  which  either  house  of  the  General 
Assembly  shall  act  thereon. 

Sec.  105.  No  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  of  the  circuit 
court,  or  of  any  city  court  of  record  shall  practice  law,  within  or  without 
this  State,  nor  shall  he  hold  any  other  office  of  public  trust  during  his 
continuance  in  office;  except  that  the  judge  of  a  corporation  or  hustings 
court  in  a  city  of  the  second  class,  may  hold  the  office  of  commissioner  in 
chancery  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  county  in  which  the  city  is  located- 

Sec.  106.  Writs  shall  run  in  the  name  of  the  "Commonwealth  of  Vir- 
ginia," and  be  attested  by  the  clerks  of  the  several  courts.  Indictments 
shall  conclude  "against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  Commonwealth." 

Sec.  107.  An  Attorney-General  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  State  at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  term  as  the  Governor;  and 
the  fact  of  his  election  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  same  manner.  He 
shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  perform  such  d'uties  and  receive 
such  compensation  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  shall  be  removable  in 
the  maimer  prescribed  for  the  removal  of  judges. 

Sec.  108.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  appointment  or 
election  and  for  the  jurisdiction  of  such  justices  of  the  peace  as  the  public 
interest  may  require. 

Sec.  109.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  whom,  and  in  what 
manner,  applications  for  bail  shall  be  heard  and  determined. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  GOVERNMENT  OF  COUNTIES. 

Sec.  110.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each  county, 
one  county  treasurer,  who  shall  not  be  elected  or  serve  for  more  than  two 
consecutive  terms,  nor  act  as  deputy  of  his  immediate  successor;  one 
sheriff,  one  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth,  and  one  county  clerk,  who 
shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.  There  shall  be  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, for  four  years,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  provide,  commis-

fioners  of  the  revenue,  for  each  county,  the  number,  duties  and  compensa- 
tion of  whom  shall  be  prescribed  by  law;  but  should  such  commissioners 
of  the  revenue  be  chosen  by  election  by  the  people  then  they  shall  be  in- 
eligible for  re-election  to  the  oflBce  for  the  next  succeeding  term. 

There  shall  be  appointed,  for  each  county,  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
provided  by  law,  one  superintendent  of  the  poor,  and  one  county  surveyor. 

Sec  111.  The  magisterial  districts  shall,  until  changed  by  law,  remain 
as  now  constituted :  provided,  that  hereafter  no  additional  districts  shall 
be  made  containing  less  than  thirty  square  miles.  In  each  district  there 
shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  one  supervisor.  The  super- 
visors of  the  districts  shall  constitute  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
coimty,  which  shall  meet  at  stated  periods  and  at  other  times  as  often  as 
may  be  necessary,  lay  the  county  and  district  levies,  pass  upon  all  claims 
against  the  county,  subject  to  such  appeal  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  and 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

Sec.  112.  All  regular  elections  for  county  and  district  oflBcers  shall  be 
held  on  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  and  all  of  said 
oflSoers  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  oflSces  on  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary next  succeeding  their  election,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  oflBces 
for  the  term  of  four  years,  except  that  the  county  clerk  shall  hold  oflSce 
for  eight  years;  provided  that  the  term  of  the  clerks  first  elected  under 
this  Constitution  shall  begin  on  the  first  of  February,  nineteen  hundred 
and  four,  and  end  on  the  first  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve. 

Sec.  113.  No  person  shall  at  the  same  time  hold  more  than  one  of  the 
offices  mentioned  in  this  article.  Any  oflBcer  required  by  law  to  give  bond 
may  be  required  to  give  additional  security  thereon,  or  to  execute  a  new 
bond,  and  in  default  of  so  doing  his  oflBce  shall  be  declared  vacant. 

Sec.  114.  Counties  shall  not  be  made  responsible  for  the  acts  of  the 
sheriffs. 

Sec.  115.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  examination  of 
the  books,  accounts  and  settlements  of  county  and  city  officers  who  are 
charged  with  the  collection  and  disbursement  of  public  funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  GOVERNMENT  OF  CITIES  AND  TOWNS. 

Sec.  116.  As  used  in  this  article  the  words  "incorporated  communi- 
ties" shall  be  construed  to  relate  only  to  cities  and  towns.  All  incorpo- 
rated communities,  having  within  diefined  boundaries  a  population  of  five 
thousand  or  more,  shall  be  known  as  cities;  and  all  incorporated  commu- 
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nities,  having  within  defined  boundaries  a  population  of  less  than  five 
thousand,  shall  be  known  as  towns.  In  determining  the  population  of 
such  cities  and  towns  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  governed  by  the  biat 
United  States  census,  or  such  other  enumeration  as  may  be  made  by  an- 
thority  of  the  General  Assembly;  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  to  repeal  the  charter  of  any  incorporated  community  of  le^ 
than  five  thousand  inhabitants  having  a  city  charter  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  or  to  prevent  the  abolition  by  such  incor- 
porated communities  of  the  corporation  or  hustings  court  thereof. 

Sec.  117.  General  laws  for  the  organization  and  government  of  cities 
and  towns  shall  be  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  no  special  act 
shall  be  passed  in  relation  thereto,  except  in  the  maimer  provided  in 
Article  Four  of  this  Constitution,  and  then  only  by  a  recorded  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house.  But  each  of  the  cities  and 
towns  of  the  State  having  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitu- 
tion a  municipal  charter  may  retain  the  same,  except  so  far  as  it  shall  be 
repealed  or  amended  by  the  General  Assembly :  provided,  that  every  snch 
charter  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  conform  to  all  the  provisions,  restric- 
tions, limitations  and  powers  set  forth  in  this  article,  or  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  Constitufion, 

Sec.  118.  In  each  city  which  has  a  court  in  whose  office  deeds  are  ad- 
mitted to  record,  there  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  eight  years  by  tie 
qualified  voters  of  such  city  a  clerk  of  said  court,  who  shall  perform  snch 
other  duties  as  may  be  required'  by  law. 

There  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner  and'  for  a  like  term  all  such  addi- 
tional clerks  of  courts  for  cities  as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe, 
or  as  are  now  authorized  by  law,  so  long  as  such  courts  shall  continue  in 
existence.  But  in  no  city  of  less  than  thirty  thousand  inhabitants  diall 
there  be  more  than  one  clerk  of  the  court,  who  shall  be  clerk  of  all  the 
courts  of  record  in  such  city. 

Sec.  119.  In  every  city,  so  long  as  it  has  a  corporation  court,  or  a  sepa- 
rate circuit  court,  there  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  such  city,  one  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth,  who 
shall  also,  in  those  cities  having  a  separate  circuit  court,  be  the  attorney 
for  the  Commonwealth,  for  such  circuit  court 

In  every  city  there  shall  be  elected],  or  appointed,  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  in  a  manner  to  be  provided'  by  law,  one  commissioner  of  revenue, 
whose  duties  and  compensation  shall  be  prescribed  by  law;  but  should  he 
be  elected  by  the  people,  he  shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election  to  the  ofiSce 
for  the  next  succeeding  term. 

Sec.  120.  In  every  city  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters

Uiereof  one  city  treasurer,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  but  he  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms,  nor  act  as  deputy  for  his 
immediate  successor;  one  city  sergeant,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  whose 
duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law;  and,  a  mayor,  for  a  term  of  four  years, 
who  shall  be  the  chief  executive  oflBcer  of  such  city.  All  city  and  town 
officers,  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  provided  for  by  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  such  cities  and  towns,  or  of 
eome  division  thereof,  or  appointed  by  such  authorities  thereof  as  the 
General  Assembly  shall  designate. 

The  mayor  shall  see  that  the  duties  of  the  various  city  ofl5cers,  mem- 
bers of  the  police  and  fire  departments,  whether  elected'  or  appointed,  in 
and  for  such  city,  are  faithfully  performed'.  He  shall  have  power  to  in- 
vestigate their  acts,  have  access  to  all  books  and  documents  in  their  oflBces, 
and  may  examine  them  and  their  subordinates  on  oath.  The  evidence 
given  by  persons  so  examined  shall  not  be  used  against  them  in  any  crimi- 
nal proceedings.  He  shall  also  have  power  to  suspend  such  officers  and 
the  members  of  the  police  and  fire  departments,  and  to  remove  such 
officers,  and  also  such  members  of  said  departments  when  authorized  by 
the  General  Assembly,  for  misconduct  in  office  or  neglect  of  duty,  to  be 
specified  in  the  order  of  suspension  or  removal ;  but  no  such  removal  shall 
be  made  without  reasonable  notice  to  the  officer  complained  of,  and  an 
oppori:unity  afforded  him  to  be  heard  in  person,  or  by  counsel,  and  to 
present  testimony  in  his  defense.  From  such  order  of  suspension  or  re- 
moval, the  city  officer  so  suspended  or  removed  shall  have  an  appeal  of 
right  to  the  corporation  court,  or,  if  there  be  no  such  couri;,  to  the  circuit 
court  of  such  city,  in  which  court  the  case  shall  be  heard  de  novo  by  the 
judge  thereof,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.  He  shall  have  all  other 
powers  and  duties  which  may  be  conferred  and  imposed  upon  him  by 
general  laws. 

Sec.  121.  There  shall  be  in  every  city  a  council,  composed  of  two 
branches  having  a  different  number  of  members,  whose  powers  and  terms 
of  office  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  whose  members  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  such  city,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  but  so 
as  to  give  as  far  as  practicable,  to  each  ward  of  such  city,  equal  represent 
tition  in  each  branch  of  said  council  in  proportion  to  the  population  of 
such  ward';  but  in  cities  of  under  ten  thousand  population  the  General 
Assembly  may  permit  the  council  to  consist  of  one  branch.  No  member 
of  the  council  shall  be  eligible  during  his  tenure  of  office  as  such  member, 
or  for  one  year  thereafter,  to  any  office  to  be  filled  by  the  council  by  elec- 
tion or  appointment  The  council  of  every  city  may,  in  a  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law,  increase  or  diminish  the  number,  and  change  the  boun- 
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daries,  of  the  wards  thereof,  and  ahall,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
three,  and  in  every  tenth  year  thereafter,  and  also  whenever  the  bounda- 
ries of  such  wards  are  changed,  re-apportion  the  representation  in  the 
council  among  the  wards  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  law;  and  whaiever 
the  council  of  any  such  city  shall  fail  to  perfonn  the  duty  so  prescribed,  a 
mandamus  shall  lie  on  behalf  of  any  citizen  thereof  to  compd  its  per- 
formance. 

Sec.  122.  The  mayors  and  councils  of  cities  shall  be  elected  cm  lie 
second  Tuesday  in  June,  and  their  tenns  of  oflSoe  shall  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  September  succeeding.  All  other  elective  oflSoers,  provided  for  by 
this  ariicle,  or  hereafter  authorized  by  law,  shall  be  elected  on  the  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  and  their  terms  of  oflBce  shall  begin 
on  the  first  day  of  January  succeeding,  except  that  the  terms  of  oflSce  of 
clerks  of  the  city  courts  shall  begin  coincidently  with  that  of  the  judges 
of  said  courts :  provided,  that  the  General  Assembly  may  change  the  time 
of  election  of  all  or  any  of  the  said  oflBcers,  except  that  the  electicm  and 
the  beginning  of  the  terms  of  mayors  and  councils  of  cities  shall  not  be 
made  by  the  General  Assembly  to  occur  at  the  same  time  with  the  election 
and  beginning  of  the  terms  of  oflSce  of  the  other  elective  oflBcers  provided 
for  by  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  123.  Every  ordinance,  or  resolution  having  the  effect  of  an  ordi- 
nance, shall,  before  it  becomes  operative,  be  presented  to  the  mayor.  If 
he  approve  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not,  if  the  council  consist  of  tvo 
branches,  he  may  return'  it,  with  his  objections  in  writing,  to  the  clerk,  or 
other  recording  officer,  of  that  branch  in  which  it  originated;  whidi 
branch  shall  enter  the  objections  at  length  on  its  journal  and  proceed  to 
reconsider  ii.  If  after  such  consideration  two-thirds  of  all  the  membeis 
elected  thereto  shall  agree  to  pass  the  ordinance  or  resolution  it  shall  be 
sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  branch,  by  which  it  shall 
likewise  be  considered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  membos 
elected  thereto,  it  shall  become  operative  notwithstanding  the  objectiwis 
of  the  ma}X)r.  But  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  branches  of  the 
council  shall  be  determined  by  yeae  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  mem- 
bers voting  for  and  against  the  ordinance  or  resolution  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journal  of  each  branch.  If  the  council  consist  of  a  single  branch, 
the  mayor's  objections  in  writing  to  any  ordinance,  or  resolution  having 
the  effect  of  an  ordinance,  shall  be  returned*  to  the  clerk,  or  other  recwi- 
ing  officer  of  the  council,  and  be  entered  at  length  on  its  journal ;  where- 
upon the  council  shall  proceed  to  reconsider  the  same.  Upon  such  con- 
sideration the  vote  shall  be  taken  in  the  same  manner  as  where  the  council 
consists  of  two  branches,  and  if  the  ordinance  or  resolution  be  approred 
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by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  council,  it  shall  become 
operatic  notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  mayor.  If  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  mayor  within  five  days  (Sunday 
excepted),  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  become  opera- 
tive in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  his  term  of  ofiBce,  or  that 
of  the  council,  shall  expire  within  said  five  days. 

The  mayor  shall  have  the  power  to  veto  any  particular  item  or  items 
of  an  appropriation  ordinance  or  resolution ;  but  the  veto  shall  not  afiEect 
any  item  or  items  to  which  he  does  not  object.  The  item  or  items  ob- 
jected to  shall  not  take  effect  except  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion as  to  ordinances  or  reeolutions  not  approved  by  the  mayor.  No  ordi- 
nance  or  resolution  appropriating  money  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  imposing  taxes,  or  authorizing  the  borrowing  of  money, 
shall  be  passed,  except  by  a  recorded  aflBrmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  elected  to  the  council  or  to  each  branch  thereof  where  there 
are  two;  and  in  case  of  the  veto  by  the  mayor  of  such  ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion, il  shall  require  a  recorded  aflSrinative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  elected  to  the  council,  or  to  each  branch  thereof  where  there  are 
two,  to  pass  the  same  over  such  veto  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion. Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  operate  to  repeal  or  amend 
any  provision  in  any  existing  city  charter  requiring  a  two-thirds  vote  for 
the  passage  of  any  ordinance  as  to  the  appropriation  of  money,  imposing 
taxes  or  authorizing  the  borrowing  of  money. 

Sec.  124.  No  street  railway,  gas,  water,  steam,  or  electric  heating,  elec- 
tric light  or  power,  cold  storage,  compressed  air,  viaduct,  conduit,  tele- 
phone, or  bridge,  company,  nor  any  corporation,  association,  person  or 
partnership,  engaged  in  these  or  like  enterprises,  shall  be  permitted  to  use 
the  streets,  alleys,  or  public  grounds  of  a  city  or  town  without  the  previous 
consent  of  the  corporate  authorities  of  such  city  or  town. 

Sec.  125.  The  rights  of  no  city  or  town  in  and  to  its  water  front,  wharf 
property,  public  landings,  wharves,  docks,  streets,  avenues,  parks,  bridges, 
and  other  public  places,  and  its  gas,  water,  and  electric  works  shall  be 
Bold  except  by  an  ordinance  or  resolution  passed  by  a  recorded  aflSrmative 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  council,  or  to  each 
branch  thereof  where  there  are  two,  and  under  such  other  restrictions  as 
may  be  imposed  by  law ;  and  in  case  of  the  veto  by  the  mayor  of  such  an 
ordinance  or  resolution,  it  shall  require  a  recorded  affirmative  vote  of 
three-fourths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  council,  or  to  each  branch 
thereof  where  there  are  two,  had  in  the  manner  heretofore  provided  for  in 
this  article,  to  pass  the  same  over  the  veto.  No  franchise,  lease  or  right 
of  any  kind  to  use  any  such  public  property  or  any  other  public  property 
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or  easement  of  any  description,  in  a  manner  not  permitted  to  the  general 
public,  shall  be  granted  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty  years.^  Before 
granting  any  such  franchise  or  privilege  for  a  term  of  years,  except  for  a 
trunk  railway,  the  municipality  shall  first,  after  due  advertisement,  re- 
ceive bids  therefor  publicly,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law, 
and  shall  then  act  as  may  be  required  by  law.  Such  grant,  and  any  ex- 
tract in  pursuance  thereof,  may  provide  that  upon  the  termination  of  the 
grant  the  plant  as  well  as  the  property,  if  any,  of  the  grantee  in  the 
streets,  avenues,  and  other  public  places  shall  thereupon,  without  com- 
pensation to  the  grantee,  or  upon  the  pa\*ment  of  a  fair  valuation  there- 
for, be  and  become  the  property  of  the  said  city  or  town;  but  the  grantee 
shall  be  entitled  to  no  payment  by  reason  of  the  value  of  the  franchise; 
and  any  such  plant  or  property  acquired  by  a  city  or  town  may  be  sold  or 
leased,  or,  if  authorized  by  law,  maintained,  controlled  and  operated,  bv 
such  city  or  town.  Every  such  grant  shall  specify  the  mode  of  determin- 
ing any  valuation  therein  provided  for,  and  shall  make  adequate  provision 
by  way  of  forfeiture  of  the  grant,  or  otherwise,  to  secure  efficiency  of  pub- 
lic service  at  reasonable  rates,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  property  in 
good  order  throughout  the  term  of  the  grant.  Nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  as  preventing  the  General  Assembly  from  prescribing 
additional  restrictions  on  the  powers  of  cities  and  towns  in  granting  fran- 
chises or  in  selfing  or  leasing  any  of  their  property,  or  as  repealing  any 
additional  restriction  now  required  in  relation  thereto  in  any  existing 
municipal  charter. 

Sec.  126.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  general  laws  for  the 
extension  and  the  contraction,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  corporate  limits 
of  cities  and  towns ;  and  no  special  act  for  such  purpose  shall  be  valid- 
Sec.  127.  No  city  or  town  shall  issue  any  bonds  or  other  interest-bear- 
ing obligations  for  any  purpose,  or  in  any  manner,  to  an  amount  which, 
including  existing  indebtedness,  shall,  at  any  time,  exceed  eighteen  per 
centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  estate  in  the  city  or  town 
subject  to  taxation,  as  shown  by  the  last  preceding  assessment  for  taxes: 
provided,  however,  that  nothing  above  contained  in  this  section  shall 
apply  to  those  cities  and  towns  whose  charters  existing  at  the  adoption  of 
this  Constitution  authorize  a  larger  percentage  of  indebtedness  than  is 
authorized  by  this  section :  and  provided  further,  that  in  determining  the 
limitation  of  the  power  of  a  city  or  town  to  incur  indebtedness  there  shall 
not  be  included  the  following  classes  of  indebtedness : 

(a.)  Certificates  of  indebtedness,  revenue  bonds  or  other  obligations 
issued  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  the  revenue  of  such  city  or 
town  for  the  then  current  year ;  provided  that  such  certificates^  bonds  or 
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other  obligations  mature  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  issue,  and 
be  not  past  due,  and  do  not  exceed  the  revenue  for  such  year; 

(b.)  Bonds  authorized  by  an  ordinance  enacted  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion One  Hundred  and  Twenty-three,  and  approved  by  the  affirmative  vote 
of  the  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  or  town  voting  upon  the 
question  of  their  issuance,  at  the  general  election  next  succeeding  the 
enactment  of  the  ordinance,  or  at  a  special  election  held  for  that  purpose, 
for  a  supply  of  water  or  other  specific  undertaking  from  which  the  city 
or  town  may  derive  a  revenue;  but  from  and  after  a  period  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  council,  not  exceeding  five  years  from  the  date  of  such  elec- 
tion, whenever  and  for  so  long  as  such  undertaking  fails  to  produce  suffi- 
cient revenue  to  pay  for  cost  of  operation  and  administration  (including 
interest  on  bonds  issued  therefor,  and  the  cost  of  insurance  against  loss  by 
injury  to  persons  or  property),  and  an  annual  amoimt  to  be  covered  into 
a  sinking  fimd  sufficient  to  pay,  at  or  before  maturity,  all  bonds  issued  on 
account  of  said  undertaking,  all  such  bonds  outstanding  shall  be  included 
in  determining  the  limitation  of  the  power  to  incur  indebtedness,  unless 
the  principal  and  interest  thereof  be  made  payable  exclusively  from  the 
receipts  of  the  undertaking. 

Sec.  1S8.  In  cities  and  towns  the  assessment  of  real  estate  and  personal 
property  for  the  purpose  of  mimicipal  taxation,  shall  be  the  same  as  the 
assessment  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  state  taxation,  whenever  there  shall 
be  a  state  assessment  of  such  property. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

EDUCATION  AND  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

Sec.  129.  The  General  Assembly  shall  establish  and  maintain  an  effi- 
cient system  of  public  free  schools  throughout  the  State. 

Sec.  130.  The  general  supervision  of  the  school  system  shall  be  vested 
in  a  State  Board  of  Education,  composed  of  the  Governor,  Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  three  experienced  educa- 
tors to  be  elected  quadrennially  by  the  Senate,  from  a  list  of  eligibles, 
consisting  of  one  from  each  of  the  faculties,  and  nominated  by  the  respec- 
tive boards  of  visitors  or  trustees,  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  the  Vir- 
ginia Military  Institute,  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  the  State 
Female  Normal  School  at  Farmville,  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind, 
and  also  of  the  College  of  William  and  Mary,  so  long  as  the  State  con- 
tinue its  annual  appropriation  to  the  last  named  institution. 

The  board  thus  constituted  shall  select  and  associate  with  itself  two 
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division  superintendents  of  schools,  one  from  a  county  and  the  other  from 
a  city,  who  shall  hold  oflBce  for  two  years,  and  whose  powers  and  duties 
shall  be  identical  with  those  of  other  members,  except  that  they  shall  not 
participate  in  the  appointment  of  any  public  school  oflBciaL 

Any  vacancy  occurring  during  the  term  of  any  member  of  the  board 
shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  said  boaitl. 

Sec.  131.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  who  shall  be  an 
experienced  educator,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  State 
at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  term  as  the  Governor.  Any  vacancy 
in  said  oflBce  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  said  board. 

His  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  of 
which  he  shall  be  ex-officio  president;  and  his  compensation  shall  be 
fixed  by  law. 

Sec.  132.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
shall  be  as  follows : 

FirsL  It  may,  in  its  discretion,  divide  the  State  into  appropriate 
school  divisions,  comprising  not  lees  than  one  county  or  city  each,  but  no 
county  or  city  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  such  divisions.  It 
shall,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Senate,  appoint,  for  each  of  such 
divisions,  one  superintendent  of  schools,  who  shall  hold  oflBce  for  four 
years,  and  shall  prescribe  his  duties,  and  may  remove  him  for  cause  and 
upon  notice. 

Second.  It  shall  have,  regulated  by  law,  the  management  and  invest- 
ment of  the  school  fund. 

Third.  It  shall  have  authority  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  r^nla- 
tions  for  the  management  and  conduct  of  the  schools,  which,  when  pub- 
lished and  distributed',  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law,  subject  to 
the  authority  of  the  General  Assembly  to  revise,  amend,  or  repeal  the 
same. 

Fourth.  It  shall  select  text  books  and  educational  appliances  for  use 
in  the  schools  of  the  State,  exercising  such  discretion  as  it  may  see  fit  in 
the  selection  of  books  suitable  for  the  schools  in  the  cities  and  counties 
respectively. 

Fifth.  It  shall  appoint  a  board  of  directors,  consisting  of  five  mem- 
bers, to  serve  without  compensation,  which  shall  have  the  managemeit 
of  the  State  Library,  and  the  appointment  of  a  librarian  and  other  em- 
ployees thereof,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  G«jeial 
Assembly  shall  prescribe ;  but  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  shall  have 
the  management  of  the  law  library  and  the  appointment  of  the  librarian 
and  other  employees  thereof. 

Sec.  133.   Each  magisterial  district  shall  constitute  a  separate  school 
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district,  unless  oth-erwise  provided  b}'  law.  In  each  school  district  there 
shall  be  three  trustees  selected,  in  the  manner  and  for  the  term  of  office 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  134.  The  General  Assembly  shall  set  apart  as  a  permanent  and 
perpetual  literary  fund,  the  present  literary  fund  of  the  State;  the  pro- 
ceeds of  all  public  lands  donated  by  Congress  for  public  free  school  pur- 
poses; of  all  escheated  property;  of  all  waste  and  unappropriated  lands; 
of  all  property  accruing  to  the  State  by  forfeiture,  and  all  fines  collected 
for  offences  committed  against  the  State,  and  such  other  sums  as  the 
General  Assembly  may  appropriate. 

Sec.  135.  The  General  Assembly  shall  apply  the  annual  interest  on  the 
Uterary  fund;  that  portion  of  the  capitation  tax  provided  for  in  the  Con- 
stitution to  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  and  not  returnable  to  the 
counties  and  cities;  and  an  annual  tax  on  property  of  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  five  mills  on  the  dollar  to  the  schools  of  the  primary  and 
grammar  grades,  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  of  the  people  of  the  State, 
to  be  apportioned  on  a  basis  of  school  population;  the  number  of  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  seven  and  twenty  years  in  each  school  district 
to  be  the  basis  of  such  apportionment:  but  if  at  any  time  the  several 
kinds  or  classes  of  property  shall  be  segregated  for  the  purposes  of  taxa- 
tion, so  as  to  specify  and  determine  upon  what  subjects  state  taxes  and 
upon  what  subjects  local  taxes  may  be  levied,  then  the  General  Assembly 
may  otherwise  provide  for  a  fixed  appropriation  of  state  revenue  to  the 
support  of  the  schools  not  less  than  that  provided  in  this  section. 

Sec.  136.  Each  county,  city,  town  if  the  same  be  a  separate  school  dis- 
trict, and  school  district  is  authorized  to  raise  additional  sums  by  a  tax 
on  property,  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  five  mills  on  the  dollar  in  any 
one  }'ear,  to  be  apportioned  and  expended  by  the  local  school  authorities 
of  said  counties,  cities,  towns  and  districts  in  establishing  and  maintain- 
ing such  schools  as  in  their  judgment  the  public  welfare  may  require: 
provided,  that  such  primary  schjools  as  may  be  established  in  any  school 
year,  shall  be  maintained  at  least  four  months  of  that  school  year,  before 
any  part  of  the  fund  assessed  and  collected  may  be  devoted  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  schools  of  higher  grade.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the 
several  counties,  and  the  councils  of  the  several  cities,  and  towns  if  the 
same  be  separate  school  districts,  shall  provide  for  the  levy  and  collec- 
tion of  such  local  school  taxes. 

Sec.  137.  The  General  Assembly  may  establish  agricultural,  normal, 
manual  training  and  technical  schools,  and  such  grades  of  schools  as 
shall  be  for  the  public  good. 

Sec.  138.  The  General  Assembly  may,  in  its  discretion,  provide  for  the

compulsory  education  of  children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  twelie 
years,  except  such  as  are  weak  in  body  or  mind,  or  can  read  and  write,  (x 
are  attending  private  schools,  or  are  excused  for  cause  by  the  district 
school  trustees. 

Sec.  139.  Provision  shall  be  made  to  supply  children  attending  the 
public  schools  with  necessary  text-books  in  cases  where  the  parent  or 
guardian  is  unable,  by  reason  of  poverty,  to  furnish  them. 

Sec.  140.  White  and  colored  children  shall  not  be  taught  in  the  same 
school. 

Sec.  141.  No  appropriation  of  public  funds  shall  be  made  to  any  schod 
or  institution  of  learning  not  owned  or  exclusively  controlled  by  the 
State  or  some  political  subdivision  thereof :  provided,  first,  that  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  may,  in  its  discretion,  continue  the  appropriations  to  tlie 
College  of  William  and;  Mary ;  second,  that  this  section  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  requiring  or  prohibiting  the  continuance  or  discontinuance  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  payment  of  interest  on  certain  bonds  held 
by  certain  schools  and  colleges  as  provided  by  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  approved  February  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
two,  relating  to  bonds  held  by  schools  and  colleges;  third,  that  counties, 
cities,  towns,  and  districts  may  make  appropriations  to  non-sectarian 
schools  of  manual,  industrial,  or  technical  training,  and  also  to  any 
school  or  institution  of  learning  owned  or  exclusively  controlled  by 
such  county,  city,  town,  or  school  district 

Sec.  142.  Members  of  the  boards  of  visitors  or  trustees  of  educational 
institutions  shall  be  appointed  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  and  shall  hold 
for  the  term  of  four  years :  provided,  that  at  the  first  appointment,  if  the 
board  be  of  an  even  number,  one-half  of  them,  or,  if  of  an  odd  number, 
the  least  majority  of  them,  shall  be  appointed  for  two  years. 

ARTICLE  X. 

AGRICULTURE  AND  IMMIGRATION. 

Sec.  143.  There  shall  be  a  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Immigra- 
tion, which  shall  be  permanently  maintained  at  the  capital  of  the  State, 
and  which  shall  be  under  the  management  and  control  of  a  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  Immigration,  composed  of  one  member  from  each  con- 
gressional district,  who  shall  be  a  practical  farmer,  appointed  by  the 
Governor  for  a  term  of  four  years,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Senate, 
and  the  president  of  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  who  shall  be 
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ex-offido  a  member  of  the  board:  provided,  that  members  of  the  board 
first  appointed  under  this  Constitution  from  the  congressional  districts 
bearing  odd  numbers  shall  hold  oflBce  for  two  years. 

Sec.  144.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  board  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law :  provided,  that  it  shall  have  power  to  elect  and  remove  its  officers, 
and  establish  elsewhere  in  the  State  subordinate  branches  of  said  depart- 
ment. 

Sec.  145.  There  shall  be  a  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Immi- 
gration, whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four  years,  and  who  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  State,  and  whose  powers  and  duties  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Immigration  until  other- 
wise provided  by  law. 

Sec.  146*  The  president  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Immigration 
shall  be  ez-ofjicio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Virginia 
Polytechnic  Institute. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS  AND  PRISONS. 

Sec.  147.  There  shall  be  a  state  penitentiary,  with  such  branch  prisons 
and  prison  farms  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  148.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  the  Senate,  a  board  of  five  directors  which,  subject  to  such 
regulations  and  requirements  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  shall  have  the 
government  and  control  of  the  penitentiary,  branch  prisons,  and  prison 
farms,  and  shall  appoint  the  superintendents  and  surgeons  thereof.  The 
respective  superintendents  shall  appoint,  and  may  remove,  all  other 
officers  and  employees  of  the  penitentiary,  branch  prisons,  and  prison 
farms,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  directors.  The  superin- 
tendents and  surgeons  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and 
be  removable  by  the  board  of  directors  for  misbehavior,  incapacity,  neglect 
of  official  duty,  or  acts  performed  without  authority  of  law.  The  terms 
of  the  directors  first  appointed*  shall  be  one,  two,  three,  four,  and  five 
years,  respectively ;  and  thereafter,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  a 
director,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Sec.  149.  For  each  state  hospital  for  the  insane  now  existing,  or  here- 
after established,  there  shall  be  a  special  board  of  directors,  consisting  of 
three  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  the  Senate;  such  board  shall  have  the  management  of  the 
hospital  for  which  it  is  appointed,  under  the  supervi^on  and  con-

irol  of  the  general  board  of  directors  hereinafter  constituted.  The  tenns 
of  the  directors  first  appointed  shall  be  two,  four,  and  six  years,  respec- 
tively, and  thereafter,  upon  the  expiration*  of  the  term  of  a  member,  his 
successor  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

Sec.  150.  There  shall  be  a  general  board  of  directors  for  ihe  control 
and  management  of  all  the  state  hospitals  for  the  inscme  now  existing  or 
hereafter  established,  which  shell  consist  of  all  the  directors  appointed 
members  of  the  several  special  boards.  The  general  board  of  directors 
shall  be  subject  to  such  regulations  and  requirements  as  the  General 
Aseembly  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  and  shall  have  full  power  and 
control  over  the  special  boards  of  directors  and  all  of  the  (^cers  and 
employees  of  the  said  hospitals. 

Sec.  151.  The  general  board  of  directors  shall  appoint  for  a  term  of 
four  j-ears  a  superintendent  for  each  hospital,  who  shall  be  removable 
by  said  board  for  misbehavior,  incapacity,  neglect  of  official  duty,  or 
acts  performed  without  authority  of  law.  The  special  board  of  each 
hospital,  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  general  board,  appoint  for  a 
term  of  four  years  all  other  resident  officers.  The  superintendent  of 
each  hospital  shall  appoint,  and  may  remove,  with  the  approval  of  the 
special  borfrd,  all  other  employees  of  such  hospital. 

Sec.  152.  There  shall  be  a  Commissioner  of  State  Hospitals  for  the 
Insane,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  Senate,  for  a  term  of  four  years.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman 
of  the  general  and  of  each  of  the  special  boards  of  directors,  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  proper  disbursement  of  all  moneys  appropriated  or 
received  from  any  source  for  the  maintenance  of  such  hospitals ;  he  shall 
cause  to  be  established  and  maintained'  at  all  of  the  hospitals  a  uniform 
system  of  keeping  the  records  and  the  accounts  of  money  received  and 
disbursed  and  of  making  the  reports  thereof.  He  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  and  shall  execute  such  bond  and  receive  such  salary  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

CORPORATIONS. 

Sec.  153.  As  used  in  this  article,  the  term  "corporation'*  or  "com- 
pany" shall  include  all  trusrts,  associations  and  joint  stock  companies 
having  any  powers  or  privileges  not  possessed  by  individuals  or  unlimited 
partnerships,  and  exclude  all  municipal  corporations  and  public  institn- 
tions  owned  or  controlled  by  the  State;  the  term  "charter"'  shall  be  con- 
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stnied  to  mean  the  charter  of  incorporation  by,  or  under,  which  any  such 
corporation  is  formed ;  the  term  "transportation  company^'  shall  include 
any  company,  trustee,  or  other  person  owning,  leasing  or  operating  for 
hire  a  railroad,  street  railway,  canal,  steamboat  or  steamship  line,  and 
also  any  freight  car  company,  car  association,  or  car  trust,  express  com- 
pany, or  company,  trustee  or  person  in  any  way  engaged  in-  business  as  a 
common  carrier  over  a  route  acquired  in  whole  or  in  part  under  the  right 
of  eminent  domain ;  the  term  "rate"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  "rate  of 
charge  for  any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered";  the  terms  "rate,*^ 
"charge"  and  "regulation,"  shall  include  joint  rates,  joint  charges,  and 
joint  regulations,  respectively;  the  term  "transmission  company^'  shall 
include  any  company  owning,  leasing,  or  operating  for  hire,  any  tele- 
graph or  telephone  line;  the  term  "freight*^  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
any  property  transported,  or  received  for  transportation,  by  any  trans- 
portation company;  the  term  "public  service  corporation"  shall  include 
all  transportation  and  transmission  companies,  all  gas,  electric  light,, 
heat  and  power  companies,  and  all  persons  authorized  to  exercise  the 
right  of  eminent  domain,  or  to  use  or  occupy  any  street,  alley  or  publie 
highway,  whether  along,  over,  or  under  the  same,  in  a  manner  not  per- 
mitted to  the  general  public;  the  term  "person,"  as  used  in  this  article, 
shall  include  individuals,  partnerships  and  corporations,  in  the  singular 
as  well  as  plural  number;  the  term  ^^ond"  shall  mean  all  certificates,  or 
written  evidences,  of  indebtedness  issued  by  any  corporation  and  secured 
by  mortgage  or  trust  deed;  the  term  "frank"  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
any  writing  or  token,  issued  by,  or  under  authority  of,  a  transmission 
company,  entitling  the  holder  to  any  service  from  such  company  free  of 
charge.  The  provisions  of  this  article  shall  always  be  so  restricted  in 
their  application  as  not  to  conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  as  if  the  necessary  limitations  upon 
their  interpretation  had  been  herein  expressed  in  each  case. 

Sec.  154.  The  creation  of  corporations,  and  the  extension  and  amend- 
ment of  charters  (whether  heretofore  or  hereafter  granted),  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  by  general  laws,  and  no  charter  shall  be  granted,  amended  or 
extended  by  special  act,  nor  shall  authority  in  such  matters  be  con- 
ferred upon  any  tribunal  or  officer,  except  to  ascertain  whether  the  ap- 
plicants have,  by  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  entitled 
themselves  to  the  charter,  amendment  or  extension  applied  for,  and  to 
issue,  or  refuse,  the  same  accordingly.  Such  general  laws  may  be 
amended  or  repealed  by  the  General  Assembly;  and  all  charters  and 
amendments  of  charters,  now  existing  and  revocable,  or  hereafter  granted 
or  extended,  may  be  repealed  at  any  time  by  special  act.    Provision  shall 
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be  made,  by  general  laws,  for  the  voluntary  surrender  of  ita  charter  by 
any  corporation,  and  for  the  forfeiture  thereof  for  non-user  or  mis-user. 
The  General  Assembly  shall  not,  by  special  act,  regulate  the  affairs  of 
any  corporation,  nor,  by  such  act,  give  it  any  rights,  powers  or  privileges. 
Sec.  155.  A  permanent  commission,  to  consist  of  three  members^  is 
hereby  created,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  State  CJorporation  Commis- 
sion. The  commissioners  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  General  Assembly  in  joint  session,  and  their  r^tdar 
terms  of  office  shall  be  six  years,  respectively,  except  those  first  appointed 
under  this  Constitution,  of  whom,  one  shall  be  appointed  to  hold  oSce 
'.intil  the  first  day  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  one,  mitil 
I  he  first  day  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  and  one,  until  the 
^rst  day  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight  Whenever  a  vacancy 
in  the  commission  shall  occur,  the  Governor  shall  forthwith  appoint  a 
qualified  person  to  fill  the  same  for  the  unexpired  term,  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  the  General  Assembly  as  aforesaid.  Confmissioners  ap- 
pointed for  regular  terms  shall,  at  the  beginning  of  the  terms  for  which 
appointed,  and  those  appointed  to  fill  vacancies  shall,  immediately  upon 
their  appointments,  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office ;  but  no  pers(m 
so  appointed,  either  for  a  regular  term,  or  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  enter 
upon,  or  continue  in,  office  after  the  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  have  refused 
to  confirm  his  appointment,  or  adjourned  sine  die  without  confirming 
the  same,  nor  shall  he  be  eligible  for  re-appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  such  refusal  or  failure  to  confirm.  No  person  while  employed 
by,  or  holding  any  office  in  relation  to,  any  transportation  or  trananis- 
sion  company,  or  while  in  any  wise  financially  in^terested  therein,  (wr 
while  engaged  in  practicing  law,  shall  hold  office  as  a  member  of  said 
commission,  or  perform  any  of  the  duties  thereof.  At  least  one  of  the 
commissioners  shall  have  the  qualifications  prescribed  for  judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Appeals;  and  any  commissioner  may  be  impeached  or 
removed  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  impeachment  or  removal  of  a 
judge  of  said  court.  The  commission  shall  annually  elect  one  of  their 
members  chairman  of  the  same,  and  shall  have  one  clerk,  one  bailiff 
and  such  other  clerks,  officers,  assistants  and  subordinates  as  may  be 
provided  by  law,  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed,  and  subject  to  removal, 
by  the  commission.  It  shall  prescribe  its  own  rules  of  order  and  pro- 
cedure, except  so  far  as  the  same  are  specified  in  this  Constitution  or 
any  amendment  thereof.  The  General  Aseembly  may  establish  within 
the  department,  and  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control,  of  the  c<Hn- 
mission,  subordinate  divisions,  or  bureaus,  of  insurance,  banking  or  other 
special  branches  of  the  business  of  that  department.     All  sessions  of 
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the  commission  shall  be  public,  and  a  permanent  record  shall  be  kept 
of  all  its  judgments,  rules,  orders,  findings  and  decisions,  and  of  all  re- 
ports made  to,  or  by,  it.  Two  of  the  commissioners  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  whether  there  be  a  vacancy  in 
the  commission  or  not.  The  commission  shall  keep  its  oflSoe  open  for 
business  on  every  day  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays.  Transporta- 
tion companies  shall  at  all  times  transport,  free  of  charge,  within  this 
State,  the  members  of  said  commission  and  its  oflScers,  or  any  of  them, 
when  engaged  on  their  official  duties.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pro- 
vide suitable  quarters  for  the  commission  and  funds  for  its  lawful  ex- 
penses, including  pay  for  witnesses  summoned,  and  costs  of  executing 
processes  issued,  by  the  commission  of  its  own  motion;  and  shall  fix  the 
salaries  of  the  members,  clerks,  assistants  and  subordinates  of  the  com- 
mission and  provide  for  the  payment  thereof;  but  the  salary  of  each 
commissioner  shall  not  be  less  than  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 
After  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  the  General 
Assembly  may  provide  for  the  election  of  the  members  of  the  commission 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  State;  in  which  event,  vacancies  there- 
after occurring  shall  be  filled  as  hereinbefore  provided,  until  the  expira- 
tion of  twenty  days  after  the  next  general  election,  held  not  less  than 
sixty  days  after  the  vacancy  occurs,  at  which  election  the  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  156.  (a)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  and  to 
such  requirements,  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law, 
the  State  Corporation  Commission  shall  be  the  department  of  govern- 
ment through  which  shall  be  issued  all  charters  and  amendments  or  ex- 
tensions thereof,  for  domestic  corporations,  and  all  licenses  to  do  busi- 
ness in  this  State  to  foreign  corporations;  and  through  which  shall  be 
carried  out  all  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  and  of  the  laws  made 
in  pursuance  thereof,  for  the  creation,  visitation,  supervision,  regula- 
tion and  control  of  corporations  chartered  by,  or  doing  business  in,  this 
State.  The  commission  shall  prescribe  the  forms  of  all  reports  which 
may  be  required  of  such  corporations  by  this  Constitution  or  by  law ;  it 
shall  collect,  receive,  and  preserve  such  reports,  and  annually  tabulate 
and  publish  them  in  statistical  form;  it  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
powers  of,  and  perform  all  the  duties  devolving  upon,  the  Eailroad  Com- 
missioner and  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  at  the  time  this  Constitution 
goes  into  effect,  except  so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with  this  Consti- 
tution, or  may  be  hereafter  abolished  or  changed  by  law. 

(fe)  The  commission  shall  have  the  power,  and  be  charged  with  the 
duty,  of  supervising,  regulating  and  controlling  all  transportation  and 
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transmission  companies  doing  business  in  this  State,  in  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  perfonnance  of  their  public  duties  and  their  charges  there- 
for, and  of  correcting  abuses  therein  by  such  companies;  and  to  that 
end  the  commission  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe,  and  enforce 
against  such  companies,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  authorized,  such  rates, 
charges,  classifications  of  traffic,  and  rules  and  regulations,  and  shall  re- 
quire them  to  establish  and  maintain  all  such  public  service,  facilities 
and  conveniences,  as  may  be  reasonable  and  just,  which  said  rates, 
charges,  classifications,  rules,  regulations  and  requirements,  the  com- 
mission' may,  from  time  to  time,  alter  or  amend.     All  rates,  charges, 
classifications,  rules  and  regulations  adopted,  or  acted  upon,  by  any  such 
company,  inconsistent  with  those  prescribed  by  the  commission,  within 
the  scope  of  its  authority,  shall  be  unlawful  and  void.    The  commission 
shall  also  have  the  right  at  all  times  to  inspect  the  books  and  papers  of 
all  transportation  and  transmission  companies  doing  business  in  this 
State,  and  to  require  from  such  companies,  from  time  to  time,  special 
reports  and  statements  under  oath,  concerning  their  business;  it  shall 
keep  itself  fully  informed  of  the  physical  condition  of  all  the  railroads 
of  the  State,  as  to  the  manner  in-  which  they  are  operated,  with  reference 
to  the  security  and  accommodation  of  the  public,  and  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  make  and  enforce  such  requirements,  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  necessary  to  prevent  unjust  or  unreasonable  discriminations  by 
any  transportation  or  transmission  company  in  favor  of,  or  against,  any 
person,  locality,  community,  connecting  line,  or  kind  of  traffic,  in  the 
matter  of  car  service,  train  or  boat  schedule,  efficiency  of  transportation 
or  otherwise,  in  connection  with  the  public  duties  of  such  company. 
Before  the  commission  shall  prescribe  or  fix  any  rate,  charge,  or  classi- 
fication of  traffic,  and  before  it  shall  make  any  order,  rule,  regulation  or 
requirement  directed  against  any  one  or  more  companies  by  name,  the 
company  or  companies  to  be  affected  by  such  rate,  charge,  classification, 
order,  rule,  regulation  or  requirement,  shall  first  be  given,  by  the  com- 
mission, at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place,  when  and  where 
the  contemplated  action  in  the  premises  will  be  considered  and  disposed 
of,  and  shall  be  afforded  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  introduce  eviddce 
and  to  be  heard  thereon,  to  the  end  that  justice  may  be  done,  and  shall 
have  process  to  enforce  the  attendance  of  witnesses ;  and  before  the  com- 
mission shall  make  or  prescribe  any  general  order,  rule,  regulation  or 
requirement,  not  difected  against  any  specific  company  or  companies  by 
name,  the  contemplated  general  order,  rule,  regulation  or  requirement 
shall  first  be  published  in  substance,  not  less  than  once  a  week  for  four 
consecutive  weeks  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  of  general  circulatiwi 
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published  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  together  with  notice  of  the 
time  and  place,  when  and  where  the  commission  will  hear  any  objections 
which  may  be  urged  by  any  person  interested,  against  the  proposed  order, 
rule,  regulation  or  requirement;  and  every  such  general  order,  rule,  reg- 
ulation or  requirement,  made  by  the  commission  shall  be  published  at 
length,  for  the  time  and  in  the  manner  above  specified,  before  it  shall  go 
into  effect,  and  shall  also,  as  long  as  it  remains  in  force,  be  published 
in  each  subsequent  annual  report  of  the  commission.  The  authority  of 
the  commission  (subject  to  review  on  appeal  as  hereinafter  provided) 
to  prescribe  rates,  charges  and  classifications  of  traffic,  for  transportation 
and  transmission  companies,  shall  be  paramoimt;  but  its  authority  to 
prescribe  any  other  rules,  regulations  or  requirements  for  corporations  or 
other  persons  shall  be  subject  to  the  superior  authority  of  the  (Jeneral 
Assembly  to  legislate  thereon  by  general  laws:  provided,  however,  that 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  impair  the  right  which  has  heretofore  been, 
or  may  hereafter  be,  conferred  by  law  upon  the  authorities  of  any  city, 
town  or  county  to  prescribe  rules,  regulations  or  rates  of  charge  to  be 
observed  by  any  public  service  corporation  in  connection  with  any  ser- 
vices performed  by  it  imder  a  municipal  or  county  franchise  granted  by 
such  city,  town  or  county,  so  far  as  such  services  may  be  wholly  within 
the  limits  of  the  city,  town  or  county  granting  the  franchise.  Upon  the 
request  of  the  parties  interested,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission, 
as  far  as  possible,  to  effect,  by  mediation,  the  adjustment  of  claims,  anft 
the  settlement  of  controversies,  between  transportation  or  transmission 
companies  and  their  patrons. 

(c)  In  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  public  visitation,  regulation  or 
control  of  corporations,  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commission, 
it  shall  have  the  powers  and  authority  of  a  court  of  record,  to  administer 
oaths,  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  papers, 
to  punish  for  contempt  any  person  guilty  of  disresp«;tful  or  disorderly 
conduct  in  the  presence  of  the  commission  while  in  session,  and  to  en- 
force compliance  with  any  of  its  lawful  orders  or  requirements  by  ad- 
judging, and  enforcing  by  its  own  appropriate  process,  against  the  delin- 
quent or  offending  company  (after  it  shall  have  been  first  duly  cited, 
proceeded  against  by  due  process  of  law  before  the  commission  sitting  as 
a  court,  and  afforded  opportunity  to  introduce  evidence  and  to  be  heard, 
as  well  against  the  validity,  justness  or  reasonableness  of  the  order  or 
requirement  alleged  to  have  been  violated,  as  against  the  liability  of 
the  company  for  the  alleged  violation),  such  fines  or  other  penalties  as 
may  be  prescribed  or  authorized  by  this  Constitution  or  by  law.  The 
commission  may  be  vested  with  such  additional  powers,  and  charged  with 
such  other  duties  (not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution)  as  may  be 
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prescribed  by  law,  in  connection  with  the  visitation,  regulation  or  con- 
trol of  corporations,  or  with  the  prescribing  and  enforcing  of  rates  and 
charges  to  be  observed  in  the  conduct  of  any  business  where  the  State  has 
the  right  to  prescribe  the  rates  and  charges  in  connection  therewith,  or 
with  the  assessment  of  the  property  of  corporations,  or  the  appraisement 
of  their  franchises,  for  taxation,  or  with  the  investigation  of  the  subject 
of  taxation  generally.  Any  corporation  failing  or  refusing  to  obey  any 
valid  order  or  requirement  of  the  commission,  within  such  reasonable 
time,  not  less  than  ten  days,  as  shall  be  fixed  in  the  order,  may  be  fined  bj 
the  commission  (procee'ding  by  due  process  of  law  as  aforesaid)  such 
sum,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  as  the  commission  may  deem 
proper,  or  such  sum,  in  excess  of  five  hundred  dollars,  as  may  be  pre- 
Bcribed,  or  authorized,  by  law ;  and  each  day^s  continuance  of  such  fail- 
ure or  refusal,  after  due  service  upon  such  corporation  of  the  order  or 
requirement  of  the  commission,  shall  be  a  separate  offence:  provided, 
that  should  the  operation  of  such  order  or  requirement  be  suspended 
pending  an  appeal  therefrom,  the  period  of  such  suspension  shall  not 
be  computed  against  the  company  in  the  matter  of  its  liability  to  fines 
or  penalties. 

(d)  From  any  action  of  the  commission  prescribing  rates,  charges  or 
classifications  of  traffic,  or  affecting  the  train  schedule  of  any  transpwia- 
tion  company,  or  requiring  additional  facilities,  conveniences  or  public 
Service  of  any  transportation  or  transmission  company,  or  refusing  to 
approve  a  suspending  bond,  or  requiring  additional  security  thereon  or 
an  increase  thereof,  as  provided  for  in  sub-section  e  of  this  section,  an 
appeal  (subject  to  such  reasonable  limitations  as  to  time,  regulations  as 
to  procedure  and  provisions  as  to  costs,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law)  may 
be  taken  by  the  corporation  whose  rates,  charges  or  classifications  of 
traffic,  schedule,  facilities,  conveniences  or  service,  are  affected,  or  by 
any  person  deeming  himself  aggrieved  by  such  action,  or  (if  allowed  by 
law)  by  the  Commonwealth.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  such  ap- 
peal shall  be  taken  in  the  manner  in  which  appeals  may  be  taken  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  from  the  inferior  courts,  except  that  such  an 
appeal  shall  be  of  right,  and-  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  may  pro- 
vide by  rule  for  proceedings  in  the  matter  of  appeals  in  any  particular 
in  which  the  existing  rules  of  law  are  inapplicable.  If  such  appeal  be 
taken  by  the  corporation  whose  rates,  charges  or  classifications  of  traflBc, 
schedules,  facilities,  conveniences  or  service  are  affected,  the  Common- 
wealth shall  be  made  the  appellee;  but,  in  the  other  cases  mentioned, 
the  corporation  so  affected  shall  be  made  the  appellee.  The  General 
Assembly  may  also,  by  general  laws,  provide  for  appeals  from  any  other 
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action  of  the  commisBion,  by  the  Common-wealth  or  by  any  person  inter- 
ested, irrespective  of  the  amount  involved.  All  appeals  from  the  com- 
mission shall  be  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeak  only;  and  in  all  ap- 
peals to  which  the  Commonwealth  is  a  party,  it  shall  be  represented  by 
the  Attorney-General  or  his  legally  appointed  representative.  No  court 
of  this  Commonwealth  (except  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  by  way 
of  appeals  as  herein  authorized),  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  review,  re- 
verse, correct  or  annul  any  action  of  the  commission,  within  the  scope  of 
its  authority,  or  to  suspend  or  delay  the  execution  or  operation  thereof, 
or  to  enjoin,  restrain  or  interfere  with  the  commission  in  the  per- 
formance of  its  official  duties :  provided,  however,  that  the  writs  of  man- 
damus and  prohibition  shall  lie  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  to 
the  commission  in  all  cases  where  such  writs,  respectively,  would  lie  to 
any  inferior  tribunal  or  officer. 

(e)  Upon  the  granting  of  an  appeal,  a  writ  of  supersedeas  may  be 
awarded  by  the  appellate  court,  suspending  the  operation  of  the  action 
appealed  from  until  the  final  disposition  of  the  appeal ;  but,  prior  to  the 
final  reversal  thereof  by  the  appellate  court,  no  action  of  the  commis- 
sion prescribing  or  affecting  the  rates,  charges  or  classifications  of  traffic 
of  any  transportation  or  transmission  company  shall  be  delayed,  or  sus- 
pended, in  its  operation,  by  reason  of  any  appeal  by  such  corporation,  or 
by  reason  of  any  proceedings  resulting  from  such  appeal,  until  a  suspend- 
ing bond  shall  first  have  been  executed  and  filed  with,  and  approved  by, 
the  commission  (or  approved  on  review  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ap- 
peals), payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  and  sufficient  in  amoimt  and  se- 
curity to  insure  the  prompt  refunding,  by  the  appealing  corporation  to 
the  parties  entitled  thereto,  of  all  charges  which  such  company  may  col- 
lect or  receive,  pending  the  appeal,  in  excess  of  those  fixed,  or  authorized, 
by  the  final  decision  of  the  court  on  appeal.    The  commission,  upon  the 
execution  of  such  bond,  shall  forthwith  require  the  appealing  company, 
under  penalty  of  the  immediate  enforcement  (pending  the  appeal  and 
notwithstanding  any  supersedeas),  of  the  order  or  requirement  appealed 
from,  to  keep  such  accounts,  and  to  make  to  the  commission,  from  time  to 
time,  such  reports,  verified  by  oath,  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  com- 
mission, suffice  to  show  the  amounts  being  charged  or  received  by  the 
company,  pending  the  appeal,  in  excese  of  the  charge  allowed  by  the 
action  of  the  commission  appealed  from,  together  with  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  persons  to  whom  such  overcharges  will  be  refundable  in 
case  the  charges  made  by  the  company  pending  the  appeal,  be  not  sus- 
tained on  such  appeal ;  and  the  commission  shall  also,  from  time  to  time, 
require  such  company,  imder  like  penalty,  to  give  additional  security  on, 
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or  to  increase,  the  said  suspending  bond,  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  commiesion,  the  same  may  be  necessary  to  insure  the  prompt  refund- 
ing of  the  overcharges  aforesaid.  Upon  the  final  decision  of  such  ap- 
peal, all  amounts  which  the  appealing  company  may  have  collected, 
pending  the  appeal,  in  excess  of  that  authorized  by  such  final  decisiwi, 
shall  be  promptly  refunded  by  the  company  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto, 
in  such  manner,  and  through  such  methods  of  distribution,  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  commission,  or  by  law.  All  such  appeals  affecting 
rates,  charges  or  classifications  of  traflBc,  shall  have  precedence  upon 
the  docket  of  the  appellate  court,  and  shall  be  heard  and  disposed  of 
promptly  by  the  court,  irrespective  of  its  place  of  session,  next  after  the 
habeas  corpus,  and  Commonwealth's,  cases  already  on  the  docket  of  the 
court 

(f)  In  no  case  of  appeal  from  the  commission  shall  any  new  or  addi- 
tional evidence  be  introduced  in  the  appellate  court;  but  the  chairman  of 
the  commission,  under  the  seal  of  the  commission,  shall  certify  to  the 
appellate  court  all  the  facts  upon  which  the  action  appealed  from  was 
based  and  which  may  be  essential  for  the  proper  decision  of  the  appeal, 
together  with  such  of  the  evidence  introduced  before,  or  considered  by, 
the  commission  as  may  be  selected,  specified  and  required  to  be  certified, 
by  any  party  in  interest,  as  well  as  such  other  evidence,  so  introduced  or 
considered,  as  the  commission  may  deem  proper  to  certify.  The  com- 
mission shall,  whenever  an  appeal  is  taken  therefrom,  file  with  the  record 
of  the  case,  and  as  a  part  thereof,  a  written  statement  of  the  reasons 
upon  which  the  action  appealed  from  was  based,  and  such  statement  shall 
be  read  and  considered  by  the  appellate  court,  upon  disposing  of  the 
appeal.  The  appellate  court  shall  have  jurisdiction,  on  such  appeal,  to 
consider  and  determine  the  reasonableness  and  justness  of  the  action  of 
the  commission  appealed  from,  as  well  as  any  other  matter  arising  under 
such  appeal :  provided,  however,  that  the  action  of  the  commission  ap- 
pealed from  shall  be  regarded  as  prima  facie  just,  reasonable  and  cor- 
rect ;  but  the  court  may,  when  it  deems  necessary,  in  the  interest  of  jus- 
tice, remand  to  the  commission  any  case  pending  on  appeal,  and  require 
the  same  to  be  further  investigated  by  the  commission,  and  reported 
upon  to  the  court  (together  with  a  certificate  of  such  additional  evidence 
as  may  be  tendered  before  the  commisaon  by  any  party  in  interest), 
before  the  appeal  is  finally  decided. 

(g)  Whenever  the  court,  upon  appeal,  shall  reverse  an  order  of  the 
commission  affecting  the  rates,  charges  or  the  classification  of  traflSc  of 
any  transportation  or  transmission  company,  it  shall,  at  the  same  time, 
substitute  therefor  such  order  as,  in  its  opinion,  the  commission  should 
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have  made  at  the  time  of  entering  the  order  appealed  from;  otherwise, 
the  reversal  order  shall  not  be  valid.  Such  substituted  order  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  (and  none  other)  as  if  it  had  been  entered  by 
the  commission  at  the  time  the  original  order  appealed  from  was  en- 
tered. The  right  of  the  commission  to  prescribe  and  enforce  rates, 
charges,  classifications,  rules  and  regulations,  affecting  any  or  all  actions 
of  the  commission  theretofore  entered  by  it  and  appealed  from,  but 
based  upon  circumstances  or  conditions  different  from  those  existing  at 
the  time  the  order  appealed  from  was  made,  shall  not  be  suspended  or 
impaired  by  reason  of  the  pendency  of  such  appeal ;  but  no  order  of  the 
commission,  prescribing  or  altering  such  rates,  charges,  classifications, 
rules  or  regulations,  shall  be  retroactive. 

(h)  The  right  of  any  person  to  institute  and  prosecute  in  the  ordinary 
courts  of  justice,  any  action,  suit  or  motion  against  any  transportation  or 
transmission  company,  for  any  claim  or  cause  of  action  against  such 
company,  shall  not  be  extinguished  or  impaired,  by  reason  of  any  fine 
or  other  penalty  which  the  commission  may  impose,  or  be  authorized  to 
impose,  upon  such  company  because  of  its  breach  of  any  public  duty,  or 
because  of  its  failure  to  comply  with  any  order  or  requirement  of  the 
commission ;  but,  in  no  such  proceeding  by  any  person  against  such  cor- 
poration, nor  in  any  collateral  proceeding,  shall  the  reasonableness, 
justness  or  validity  of  any  rate,  charge,  classification  of  traffic,  rule,  regu- 
lation or  requirement,  theretofore  prescribed  by  the  commission,  within 
the  scope  of  its  authority,  and  then  in  force,  be  questioned:  provided, 
however,  that  no  case  based  upon  or  involving  any  order  of  the  commis- 
sion shall  be  heard,  or  disposed  of,  against  the  objection  of  either  party, 
so  long  as  such  order  is  suspended  in  its  operation  by  an  order  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  as  authorized  by  this  Constitution  or  by  any 
law  passed  in  pursuance  thereof. 

(i)  The  commission  shall  make  annual  reports  to  the  Governor  of  its 
proceedings,  in  which  reports  it  shall  recommend,  from  time  to  time,  such 
new  or  additional  legislation  in  reference  to  its  powers  or  duties,  or  to 
the  creation,  supervision,  regulation  or  control  of  corporations,  or  to  the 
subject  of  taxation,  as  it  may  deem  wise  or  expedient,  or  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  law. 

(k)  Upon  the  organization  of  the  State  Corporation  Commission,  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  oflSce  of  Railroad  Commissioner,  shall 
cease  to  exist;  and  all  books,  papers  and  documents  pertaining  thereto, 
shall  be  transferred  to,  and  become  a  part  of  the  records  of,  the  oflSce 
of  the  State  Corporation  Commission. 

(I)  After  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  in  ad- 
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dition  to  the  modes  of  amendment  provided  for  in  Article  Fifteen  of 
this  Constitution,  the  General  Assembly,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  State  Corporation  Commission,  may,  by  law,  from  time  to  time, 
amend  sub-sections  a  to  t,  inclusive,  of  this  section,  or  any  of  than,  or 
any  such  amendment  thereof :  provided,  that  no  amendment  made  under 
authority  of  this  sub-section  shall  contravene  the  provisions  of  any  part 
of  this  Constitution  other  than  the  sub-sections  last  above  referred  to  or 
any  such  amendment  thereof. 

Sec.  157.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  general  laws  for  the  payment  of  a 
fee  to  the  Commonwealth  by  every  domestic  corporation,  upon  the 
granting,  amendment  or  extension  of  its  charter,  and  by  every  foreign 
corporation  upon  obtaining  a  license  to  do  business  in  this  State  as  speci- 
fied in  this  section;  and  also  for  the  payment,  by  every  domestic  corpo- 
ration, and  foreign  corporation  doing  business  in  this  State,  of  an  annual 
registration  fee  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five 
dollars,  which  shall  be  irrespective  of  any  specific  license,  or  other,  tax 
imposed  by  law  upon  such  company  for  the  privilege  of  carrying  on  its 
business  in  this  State,  or  upon  its  franchise  or  property;  and  for  the 
making,  by  every  such  corporation  (at  the  time  of  paying  such  annual 
registration  fee),  of  such  report  to  the  State  Corporation  Commission, 
of  the  status,  business  or  condition  of  such  corporation,  as  tiie  General 
Assembly  may  prescribe.  No  foreign  corporation  shall  have  authori^ 
to  do  business  in  this  State,  until  it  shall  have  first  obtained  from  the 
commission  a  lioense  to  do  business  in  this  State,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  failure  by  any  corporation 
for  two  successive  years  to  pay  its  annual  registration  fee,  or  to  make 
its  said  annual  reports,  shall,  when  such  failure  shall  have  continued  iat 
ninety  days  after  the  expiration  of  such  two  years,  operate  as  a  revocsr 
tion  and  annulmeM  of  the  charter  of  such  corporation  if  it  be  a  domestic 
company,  or,  of  its  license  to  do  business  in  this  State  if  it  -be  a  foreign 
company;  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  provide  additional  and  suit- 
able penalties  for  the  failure  of  any  corporation  to  comply  promptly  with 
tlie  requirements  of  this  section,  or  of  any  laws  passed  in  pursuance 
thereof.  The  commission  shall  compel  all  corporations  to  comply 
promptly  with  such  requirements,  by  enforcing,  in  the  maimer  herein- 
before authorized,  such  fines  and  penalties  against  the  delinquent  com- 
pany as  may  be  provided  for,  or  authorized  by,  this  article;  but  the 
General  Assembly  may  relieve  from  the  payment  of  the  said  registration 
fee  any  purely  charitable  institution  or  institutions. 

Sec.  158.  Every  corporation  heretofore  chartered  in  this  State,  which 
shall  hereafter  accept,  or  effect,  any  amendment  or  extension  of  its 
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charter,  shall  be  conclusively  presumed  to  have  thereby  surrendered  every 
exemption  from  taxation,  and  every  non-iepealable  feature  of  its  charter 
and  of  the  amendments  thereof,  and  also  all  exclusive  rights  or  privileges 
theretofore  granted  to  it  by  the  General  Assembly  and  not  enjoyed  by 
other  corporations  of  a  similar  general  character;  and  to  have  thereby 
agreed  to  thereafter  hold  its  charter  and  franchises,  and  all  amendments 
thereof,  under  the  provisions  and  subject  to  all  the  requirements,  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  Constitution  and  of  any  laws  passed  in  pursuance 
thereof,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable  to  such  corporation^ 

Sec.  169.  The  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain  shall  never  be 
abridged,  nor  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  General  Assembly  from 
taMng  the  property  and  franchises  of  corporations  and  subjecting  them 
to  public  use,  the  same  as  the  property  of  individuals;  and  the  exercise 
of  the  police  power  of  the  State  shall  never  be  abridged,  nor  so  con- 
strued as  to  permit  corporations  to  conduct  their  business  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  infringe  the  equal  rights  of  individuals  or  the  general  well- 
being  of  the  State. 

Sec.  160.  No  transportation  or  transmission  company  shall  charge  or 
receive  any  greater  compensation,  in  the  aggregate,  for  transporting  the 
same  class  of  passengers  or  property,  or  for  transmitting  the  same  class 
of  messages,  over  a  shorter  than  over  a  longer  distance,  along  the  same 
line  and  in  the  same  direction — ^the  shorter  being  included  in  the  longer 
distance ;  but  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  any  such 
company  to  charge  or  receive  as  great  compensation  for  a  shorter  as  for 
a  longer  distance.  The  State  Corporation  Commission  may,  from  time 
to  time,  authorize  any  such  company  to  disregard  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  section,  by  charging  such  rates  as  the  commission  may  prescribe 
as  just  and  equitable  between  such  company  and  the  public,  to  or  from 
any  junctional  or  competitive  points  or  localities,  or  where  the  competi- 
tion of  points  located  without  this  State  may  make  necessary  the  prescrib- 
ing of  special  rates  for  the  protection  of  the  commerce  of  this  State ;  but 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  mileage  tickets,  or  to  any  special  excur- 
sion, or  commutation,  rates,  or  to  special  rates  for  services  rendered  to 
the  government  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the  interest 
of  some  public  object,  when  such  tickets  or  rates  shall  have  been  pre- 
scribed or  authorized  by  the  commission. 

Sec.  161.  No  transportation  or  transmission  company  doing  business 
in  this  State  shall  grant  to  any  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  to 
any  state,  county,  district  or  municipal  officer,  except  to  members  and 
oflBcers  of  the  State  Corporation  Commission  for  their  personal  use 
while  in  oflBce,  any  frank,  free  pass,  free  transportation,  or  any  rebate 
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or  reduction  in  the  rates  charged  by  such  company  to  the  general  public 
for  like  services.  For  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  the 
offending  company  shall  be  liable  to  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law;  and  any  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  any  such  oflBcer, 
who  shall,  while  in  oflSce,  accept  any  gift,  privilege  or  benefit  as  is  pro- 
hibited by  this  section,  shall  thereby  forfeit  his  oflBce,  and  be  subject  to 
such  further  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed. by  law;  but  this  section  shall 
not  prevent  a  street  railway  company  from  transporting  free  of  charge 
any  member  of  the  police  force  or  fire  department  while  in  the  discharge 
of  his  oflScial  duties,  nor  prohibit  the  acceptance  by  any  such  policemaB  or 
fireman  of  such  free  transportation. 

Sec.  162.  The  doctrine  of  fellow-servant,  so  far  as  it  affects  the  lia- 
bility of  the  master  for  injuries  to  his  servant  resulting  from  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  any  other  servant  or  servants  of  the  common  master,  is, 
to  the  extent  hereinafter  stated,  abolished  as  to  every  employee  of  a 
railroad  company,  engaged  in  the  physical  construction,  repair  or  main- 
tenance of  its  roadway,  track  or  any  of  the  structures  connected  there- 
with, or  in  any  work  in  or  upon  a  car  or  engine  standing  upon  a  tnui, 
or  in  the  physical  operation  of  a  train,  car,  engine,  or  switch,  or  in  any 
service  requiring  his  presence  upon  a  train,  car  or  engine;  and  every  such 
employee  shall  have  the  same  right  to  recover  for  every  injury  suffered 
by  him  from  the  acts  or  omissions  of  any  other  employee  or  employeea 
of  the  common  master,  that  a  servant  would  have  (at  the  time  when  this 
Constitution  goes  into  effect),  if  such  acts  or  omissions  were  those  of  the 
master  himself  in  the  performance  of  a  non-assignable  duty:  provided, 
that  the  injury,  so  suffered  by  such  railroad  employee,  result  from  the 
negligence  of  an  officer,  or  agent,  of  the  company  of  a  higher  grade  of 
service  than  himself,  or  from  that  of  a  person,  employed  by  the  com- 
pany, having  the  right,  or  charged  with  the  duty,  to  control  or  direct  the 
general  services  or  the  immediate  work  of  the  party  injured,  or  the  gen- 
eral services  or  the  immediate  work  of  the  co-employee  through,  or  by, 
whose  act  or  omission  he  is  injured ;  or  that  it  result  from  the  negligence 
of  a  co-employee  engaged  in  another  department  of  labor,  or  engaged 
upon,  or  in  charge  of,  any  car  upon  which,  or  upon  the  train  of  which 
it  is  a  part,  the  injured  employee  is  not  at  the  time  of  receiving  the 
in^jury,  or  who  is  in  charge  of  any  switch,  signal  point,  or  loccwnotive 
engine,  or  is  charged  with  dispatching  trains  or  transmitting  tele- 
graphic or  telephonic  orders  therefor;  and  whether  such  negKgence  be 
in  the  performance  of  an  assignable  or  non-assignable  duty.  The  physi- 
cal construction,  repair  or  mainten«mce  of  the  roadway,  track  w  any 
of  the  structures  connected  therewith,  and  the  physical  construction, 
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repair,  maintenance,  cleaning  or  operation  of  trains,  cars  or  engines, 
shall  be  regarded  as  different  departments  of  labor  within  the  meaning 
of  this  section.  Knowledge,  by  any  such  railroad  employee  injured,  of 
the  defective  or  unsafe  character  or  condition  of  any  machinery,  ways, 
appliances  or  structures,  shall  be  no  defence  to  an  action  for  injury 
caused  thereby.  When  death,  whether  instantaneous  or  not,  results  to 
such  an  employee  from  any  injury  for  which  he  could  have  recovered, 
under  the  above  provisions,  had  death  not  occurred,  then  his  legal  or 
personal  representative,  surviving  consort,  and  relatives  (and  any  trus- 
tee, curator,  committee  or  guardian  of  such  consort  or  relatives)  shall, 
respectively,  have  the  same  rights  and  remedies  with  respect  thereto  as 
if  his  death  had  been  caused  by  the  negligence  of  a  co-employee  while  in 
the  performance,  as  vice-principal,  of  a  non^assignable  duty  of  the 
master.  Every  contract  or  agreement,  express  or  implied,  made  by  an 
employee,  to  waive  the  benefit  of  this  section,  shall  be  null  and  void. 
This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  deprive  any  employee,  or  his  legal 
or  personal  representative,  surviving  consort  or  relatives  (or  any  trustee, 
curator,  committee  or  guardian  of  such  consort  or  relatives),  of  any 
rights  or  remedies  that  he  -or  they  may  have  by  the  law  of  the  land,  at 
the  time  this  Constitution  goes  into  effect.  Nothing  contained  in  this 
section  shall  restrict  the  power  of  the  General  Assembly  to  further  en- 
large, for  the  above-named  class  of  employees,  the  rights  and  remedies 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  or  to  extend  such  rights  and  remedies  to,  or 
otherwise  enlarge  the  present  rights  and  remedies  of,  any  other  class  of 
employees  of  railroads  or  of  employees  of  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion. 

Sec.  163.  No  foreign  corporation  shall  be  authorized  to  carry  on,  in 
this  State,  the  business,  or  to  exercise  any  of  the  powers  or  functions,  of 
a  public  service  corporation,  or  be  permitted  to  do  anything  which  domes- 
tic corporations  are  prohibited  from  doing,  or  be  relieved  from  com- 
pliance with  any  of  the  requirements  made  of  similar  domestic  corpora- 
tions by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  where  the  same  can  be 
made  applicable  to  such  foreign  corporation  without  discriminating 
against  it.  But  this  section  shall  not  affect  any  public  service  corpora- 
tion whose  line  or  route  extends  across  the  boundary  of  this  Common- 
wealth, nor  prevent  any  foreign  corporation  from  continuing  in  such 
lawful  business  as  it  may  be  actually  engaged  in  within  this  State,  when 
this  Constitution  goes  into  effect;  but  any  such  foreign  public  service 
corporation,  so  engaged,  shall  not,  without  first  becoming  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  be  authorized  to  acquire,  lease,  use  or 
operate,  within  this  State,  any  public  or  municipal  franchise  or  fran- 
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chises  in  addition  to  such  as  it  may  own^  lease^  use  or  operate  when  this 
Constitution  goes  into  effect  The  property,  \rithin  this  State,  of  foreign 
corporations  shall  always  be  subject  to  attachment,  the  same  as  that  of 
non-resident  individuals;  and  nothing  in  this  section  shall  restrict  the 
power  of  the  General  Assembly  to  discriminate  against  foreign  corpora- 
tions whenever,  and  in  whatsoever  respect,  it  may  deem  wise  or  expe- 
dient 

Sec.  164.  The  right  of  the  Commonwealth,  through  such  instrumen- 
talities as  it  may  select,  to  prescribe  and  define  the  public  duties  of  all 
common  carriers  and  public  service  corporations,  to  regulate  and  contrd 
them  in  the  performance  of  their  public  duties,  and  to  fix  and  limit 
their  charges  therefor,  shall  never  be  surrendered  nor  abridged. 

Sec.  165.  The  General  Assembly  shall  enact  laws  preventing  all  truate, 
combinations  and  monopolies,  inimical  to  the  public  welfare. 

Sec.  166.  The  exclusive  right  to  build  or  operate  railroads  parallel  to 
its  own,  or  any  other,  line  of  railroad,  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  com- 
pany; but  every  railroad  company  shall  have  the  right,  subject  to  such 
reasonable  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  to  parallel,  inter- 
sect, connect  with  or  cross,  with  its  roadway,  any  other  railroad  or  rail- 
roads ;  but  no  railroad  company  shall  build  or  operate  any  line  of  rail- 
road not  specified  in  its  charter,  or  in  some  amendment  thereof.  AU 
railroad  companies,  whose  lines  of  railroad  connect,  shall  receive  and 
transport  each  other's  passengers,  freight,  and  loaded  or  empty  cars,  with- 
out delay  or  discrimination.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  deprive  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  right  to  prevent  by  statute,  repealable  at 
pleasure,  any  railroad  from  being  built  parallel  to  the  present  line  of 
the  Richmond,  Fredericksburg  and  Potomac  railroad. 

Sec.  167.  The  General  Assembly  shall  enact  general  laws  regulating 
and  controlling  all  issues  of  stock  and  bonds  by  corporations.  Wbai- 
ever  stock  or  bonds  are  to  be  issued  by  a  corporation,  it  shaU,  before 
issuing  the  same,  file  with  the  State  Corporation  Commission  a  state- 
ment (verified  by  the  oath  of  the  president  or  secretary  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  in  such  form  ss  may  be  prescribed  or  permitted  by  the  commis- 
sion) setting  forth  fully  and  accurately  the  basis,  or  financial  plan,  upon 
which  such  stock  or  bonds  are  to  be  issued;  and  where  such  basis  or 
plan  includes  services  or  property  (other  than  money),  received  or  to 
be  received  by  the  company,  such  statement  shall  accurately  specify  and 
describe,  in  the  manner  prescribed,  or  permitted,  by  the  commission,  the 
services  and  property,  together  with  the  valuation  at  which  the  same  aie 
received  or  to  be  received;  and  such  corporation  shall  comply  with  any 
other  requirements  or  restrictions  which  may  be  imposed  by  law.    The 
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Gteneral  Assembly  shall  provide  adequate  penalties  for  the  violation  of 
this  section,  or  of  any  laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  commission  to  adjudge,  and  enforce  (in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  provided),  against  any  corporation  refusing  or  failing  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  of  any  laws  passed  in 
pursuance  thereof,  such  fines  and  penalties  as  are  authorized  by  this 
Constitution,  or  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

TAXATION  AND  FINANCE. 

Sec.  168.  All  property,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  taxed; 
all  taxes,  whether  state,  local,  or  municipal,  shall  be  uniform  upon  the 
same  class  of  subjects  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  authority  levy- 
ing the  tax,  and  shall  be  levied  and  collected  under  general  laws* 

Sec.  169.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  all  assessments  of  real  estate 
and  tangible  personal  property  shall  be  at  their  fair  market  value,  to  be 
ascertained  as  prescribed  by  law.  The  General  Assembly  may  allow  a 
lower  rate  of  taxation  to  be  imposed  for  a  period  of  years  by  a  city  or 
town  upon  land  added  to  its  corporate  limits,  than  is  imposed  on  similar 
property  within  its  limits  at  the  time  such  land  is  added.  Nothing  in 
this  Constitution  shall  prevent  the  General  Assembly,  after  the  first  day 
of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  from  segregating  for  the 
purposes  of  taxation,  the  several  kinds  or  classes  of  property,  so  as  to 
specify  and  determine  upon  what  subjects,  state  taxes,  and  upon  what 
subjects,  local  taxes  may  be  levied. 

Sec.  170.  The  General  Assembly  may  levy  a  tax  on  incomes  in  excess 
of  six  himdred  dollars  per  annum;  may  levy  a  license  tax  upon  any  busi- 
ness which  cannot  be  reached  by  the  ad  valorem  system ;  and  may  impose 
state  franchise  taxes,  and  in  imposing  a  franchise  tax,  may,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, make  the  same  in  lieu  of  taxes  upon  other  property,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  of  a  transportation,  industrial,  or  commercial  corporation. 
Whenever  a  franchise  tax  shall  be  imposed  upon  a  corporation  doing 
business  in  this  State,  or  whenever  all  the  capital,  however  invested,  of 
a  corporation  chartered  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  diall  be  taxed,  the 
shares  of  stock  issued  by  any  such  corporation,  shall  not  be  further  taxed. 
No  city  or  town  shall  impose  any  tax  or  assessment  upon  abutting  land 
owners  for  street  or  other  public  local  improvements,  except  for  making 
and  improving  the  walkways  upon  then  existing  streets,  and  improving 
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and  paving  then  existing  alleys,  and  for  either  the  constniction,  or  for 
the  use  of  sewers;  and  the  same  when  imposed,  shall  not  be  in  excess  of 
the  peculiar  benefits  resulting  therefrom  to  such  abutting  land  owners. 
Except  in  cities  and  towns,  no  such  taxes  or  assessments,  for  local  public 
improvements  shall  be  imposed  on  abutting  land  owners. 

Sec.  171.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  a  re-assessment  of 
real  estate,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  and  every  fifth  year 
thereafter,  except  that  of  railway  and  canal  corporations,  which,  after 
January  the  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  may  be  assessed  as 
the  General  Assembly  may  provide. 

Sec.  172.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  special  and  sep- 
arate assessment  of  all  coal  and  other  mineral  land;  but  until  such  special 
assessment  is  made,  such  land  shall  be  assessed  tmder  existing  laws. 

Sec.  173.  The  General  Assembly  shall  levy  a  state  capitation  tax  of, 
and  not  exceeding,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  annum  on  every  male 
resident  of  the  State  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  except  those 
pensioned  by  this  State  for  military  services ;  one  dollar  of  which  shall 
be  applied  exclusively  in  aid  of  the  public  free  schools,  in  proportion  to 
the  school  population,  and  the  residue  shall  be  returned  and  paid  by  the 
Stat^  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  or  city  in  which  it  was  collected, 
to  be  appropriated  by  the  proper  coimty  or  city  authorities  to  such  county 
or  city  purposes  as  they  shall  respectively  determine;  but  said  state 
capitation  tax  shall  not  be  a  lien  upon,  nor  collected  by  legal  process  from, 
the  personal  property  which  may  be  exempt  from  levy  or  distress  under 
the  poor  debtor's  law*  The  General  Assembly  may  authorize  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  any  county,  or  the  council  of  any  city  or  town,  to  kvy  an 
additional  capitation  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  annum  on  every 
such  resident  within  its  limits,  which  shall  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  such  county,  city  or  town,  or  for  such  other  county,  city  or 
town  purposes  as  they  shall  determine. 

Sec.  174.  After  this  Constitution  shall  be  in  force,  no  statute  of  limi- 
tation shall  run  against  any  claim  of  the  State  for  taxes  upon  any  prop- 
erty; nor  shall  the  failure  to  assess  property  for  taxation  defeat  a  sub- 
sequent assessment  for  and  collection  of  taxes  for  any  preceding  year 
or  years,  unless  such  property  shall  have  passed  to  a  bona  fide  pur- 
chaser for  value,  without  notice ;  in  which  latter  case  the  property  shall 
be  assessed  for  taxation  against  such  purchaser  from  the  date  of  his 
purchase. 

Sec.  175.  The  natural  oyster  beds,  rocks,  and  shoals,  in  the  waters  of 
this  State,  shall  not  be  leased,  rented  or  sold,  but  shall  be  held  in  trust 
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for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  this  State,  subject  to  such  regulations  and 
restrictions  as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe,  but  the  General 
Assembly  may,  from  time  to  time,  define  and  determine  such  natural 
beds,  rocks  or  shoals,  by  surveys  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  176.  The  State  Corporation  Commission  shall  annually  ascertain 
and  assess,  at  the  time  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  in  the  manner  required 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  by  the  law  in  force  on  January  the  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  two,  the  value  of  the  roadbed,  and  other  real  estate, 
rolling  stock,  and  all  other  personal  property  whatsoever  (except  its 
franchise  and  the  non-taxable  shares  of  stock  issued-  by  other  corpora- 
tions) in  this  State,  of  each  railway  corporation,  whatever  its  motive 
power,  now  or  hereafter  liable  for  taxation  upon  such  property;  the 
canal  bed  and  other  real  estate,  the  boats  and  all  other  personal  prop- 
erty whatsoever  (except  its  franchise  and  the  non-taxable  shares  of 
stock  issued  by  other  corporations)  in  this  State,  of  each  canal  corpora- 
tion, empowered  to  conduct  transportation;  and  such  property  shall  be 
taxed  for  state,  county,  city,  town,  and  district  purposes  in  the  same 
maimer  as  authorized  by  said  law,  at  such  rates  of  taxation  as  may  be 
imposed  by  them,  respectively,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  real  estate 
and  personal  property  of  natural  persons:  provided,  that  no  tax  shall 
be  laid  upon  the  net  income  of  such  corporations. 

Sec.  177.  Each  such  railway  or  canal  corporation,  including  also  any 
such  as  is  exempt  from  taxation  as  to  its  works,  visible  property,  or 
profits,  shall  also  pay  an  annual  state  franchise  tax  equal  to  one  per 
centum  upon  the  gross  receipts  hereinafter  specified  in  section  One  Hun- 
dred and  Seventy-eight,  for  the  privilege  of  exercising  its  franchises  in 
this  State,  which,  with  the  taxes  provided  for  in  section  One  Hundied 
and  Seventy-six,  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  or  license  charges 
whatsoever  upon  the  franchises  of  such  corporation,  the  shares  of  stock 
issued  by  it,  and  upon  its  property  assessed  tmder  section  One  Hundred 
and  Seventy-six:  provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  exempt 
such  corporation  from  the  annual  fee  required  by  section  One  Hundred 
and  Fifty-seven  of  this  Constitution,  or  from  assessments  for  street  and 
other  public  local  improvements  authorized  by  section  One  Hundred 
and  Seventy;  and  provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
annul  or  interfere  with,  or  prevent  any  contract  or  agreement  by  ordi- 
nance between  street  railway  corporations  and  municipalities,  as  to  com- 
pensation for  the  use  of  the  streets  of  alleys  of  such  municipalities  by 
such  railway  corporations. 

Sec.  178.  The  amount  of  such  franchise  tax  shall  be  equal  to  one  per 
centum  of  the  gross  transportation  receipts  of  such  corporations  for  the 
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year  ending  June  the  thirtieth  of  each  year,  to  be  ascertained  by  the 
State  Corporation  Commission,  in  the  following  maimer : 

(a)  When  the  road  or  canal  of  the  corporation  lies  wholly  within  this 
State,  the  tax  shall  be  equal  to  one  per  centum  of  the  entire  gross  trans- 
portation receipts  of  such  corporation. 

(b)  When  the  road  or  canal  of  the  corporation  lies  partly  within  and 
partly  without  this  State,  or  is  operated  as  a  part  of  a  line  or  system 
extending  beyond  this  State,  the  tax  shall  be  equal  to  one  per  centum  of 
the  gross  transportation  receipts  earned  within  this  State,  to  be  de- 
termined as  follows:  By  ascertaining  the  average  gross  transportation 
receipts  per  mile  over  its  whole  extent  within  and  without  this  State, 
and  multiplying  the  result  by  the  number  of  miles  operated  within  this 
State :  provided,  that  from  the  sum  so  ascertained  there  may  be  a  reason- 
able deduction  because  of  any  excess  of  value  of  the  terminal  facilities  or 
other  similar  advantages  in  other  states  over  similar  facilities  or  advan- 
tages in  this  State. 

Sec.  179.  Each  corporation  mentioned  in  sections  One  Hundred  and 
Seventy-six  and  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seven  shall  annually,  on 
the  first  day  of  September,  malce  to  the  State  Corporation  Commissioii 
the  report  which  the  law,  in  force  January  the  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  two,  required  to  be  made  annually  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  by 
every  railroad  and  canal  company  in  this  State,  not  exempt  from  taxation 
by  virtue  of  its  charter,  which  report  shall  also  show  the  property  taxable 
in  this  State  belonging  to  the  corporation  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June 
preceding,  and  its  total  gross  transportation  receipts  for  the  year  ending 
on  that  date.  Upon  receiving  such  report  the  State  Corporation  Com- 
mission shall,  after  thirty  days'  notice  previously  given,  as  provided  by 
said  law,  assess  the  value  of  the  property  not  exempt  from  taxation,  of 
the  corporation,  and  ascertain  the  amoimt  of  the  franchise  tax  and  other 
state  taxes  chargeable  against  it.  All  taxes  for  which  the  corporation  is 
liable  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  following.  The 
provisions  of  said  law,  except  as  changed  by  this  article,  shall  apply  to  the 
ascertainment  and  collection  of  the  franchise,  as  well  as  other  taies  of 
such  corporations.  Said  taxes,  until  paid,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  prop- 
erty within  this  State  of  the  corporation  owning  the  same,  and  take  pre- 
cedence of  all  other  liens  or  incumbrances. 

Sec.  180.  Any  corporation  aggrieved  by  the  assessment  and  ascertain- 
ment made  under  sections  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-six  and  One  Hun- 
dred  and  Seventy-eight  may,  within  thirty  days  after  receiving  a  certified 
copy  thereof,  apply  for  relief  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  city  of  Rich- 
mond.    Notice  of  the  application,  setting  forth  the  grounds  of  cwn- 
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plaint,  verified  by  aflSdavit,  shall  be  served  on  the  State  Corporation 
Commission,  and  on  the  Attomey-Gkneral  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
represent  the  State.  The  court,  if  of  opinion  that  the  assessment  or  tax 
is  excessive,  shall  reduce  the  same;  but,  if  of  opinion,  that  it  is  insuffi- 
cient, shall  increase  the  same.  Unless  the  applicant  paid  the  taxes  under 
protest,  when  due,  the  court,  if  it  disallow  the  application,  shall  give 
judgment  against  it  for  a  sum,  by  way  of  damages,  equal  to  interest  at 
the  rate  of  one  per  centum  per  month  upon  the  amount  of  taxes  from 
the  time  the  same  were  payable.  If  the  application  be  allowed,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  appropriate  relief  shall  be  granted,  including  the  right 
to  recover  any  excess  of  taxes  that  may  have  been  paid,  with  legal  inter- 
est thereon,  and  costs,  from  the  State  or  local  authorities,  or  both,  as 
the  case  may  be ;  the  judgment  to  be  enforceable  by  mandamus  or  other 
proper  process  issuing  from  the  court  finally  adjudicating  the  applica- 
tion. Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  Six  of  this  Constitution,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  may  allow  a  writ  of  error  to  either  party. 

Sec.  181.  After  January  the  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  the  sys- 
tem of  taxation,  as  to  the  corporations  mentioned  in  sections  One  Hun- 
dred and  Seventy-six  and  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seven,  shall  be  as 
set  forth  in  sections  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-six  to  One  Hundred  and 
Eighty,  inclusive;  and  for  that  year  the  franchise  tax  shall  be  based  upon 
such  gross  receipts  for  the  year  ending  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  three,  and  such  system  shall  so  remain  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  thereafter  until 
modified  or  changed,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law :  provided,  that,  if  the 
said  system  shall  for  any  reason  become  inoperative,  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall  have  power  to  adopt  some  other  system. 

Sec.  182.  Until  otherwise  prescribed  by  law,  the  shares  of  stock  issued 
by  trust  or  security  companies  chartered  by  this  State,  and  by  incor- 
porated banks,  shall  be  taxed  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  shares  of 
stock  issued  by  incorporated  banks  were  taxed,  by  the  law  in  force  Jan- 
uary the  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two;  but  from  the  total  assessed 
value  of  the  shares  of  stock  of  any  such  company  or  bank,  there  shall  be 
deducted  the  assessed  value  of  its  real  estate  otherwise  taxed  in  this 
State,  and  the  value  of  each  share  of  stock  shall  be  its  proportion  of  the 
remainder. 

Sec.  183.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution,  the  fol- 
lowing property  and  no  other,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  state  and 
local;  but  the  General  Assembly  may  hereafter  tax  any  of  the  property 
hereby  exempted  save  that  mentioned  in  sub-section  (a) : 

(a)  Property  directly  or  indirectly  owned  by  the  State,  however  held. 
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and  property  lawfully  owned  and  held  by  counties,  cities,  towns,  or  school 
districts,  used  wholly  and  exclusively  for  county,  city,  town,  or  public 
school  purposes,  and  obligations  issued  by  the  State  since  the  fourteenth 
day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two  or  hereafter  ex- 
empted by  law. 

(b)  Buildings  with  land  they  actually  occupy,  and  the  furniture  and 
furnishings  therein  lawfully  owned  and  held  by  churches  or  religious 
bodies,  and  wholly  and  exclusively  used  for  religious  worship,  or  for  the 
residence  of  the  minister  of  any  such  church  or  religious  body,  together 
with  the  additional  adjacent  land  reasonably  necessary  for  the  con- 
venient use  of  any  such  building. 

(c)  Private  family  burying-grounds  not  exceeding  one  acre  in  area, 
reserved  as  such  by  will  or  deed,  or  shown  by  other  sufficient  evidence  to 
be  reserved  as  such,  and  so  exclusively  used,  and  public  burying-grounas 
and  lots  therein  exclusively  used  for  burial  purposes,  and  not  conducted 
for  profit,  whether  owned  or  managed  by  local  authorities  or  by  private 
corporations. 

(d)  Buildings  with  the  land  they  actually  occupy  and  the  furniture, 
furnishings,  books  and  instruments  therein,  wholly  devoted  to  educational 
purposes,  belonging  to,  and  actually  and  exclusively  occupied  and  used 
by  churches,  public  libraries,  incorporated  colleges,  academies,  industrial 
schools,  seminaries,  or  other  incorporated  institutions  of  learning,  in- 
cluding the  Virginia  Historical  Society,  which  are  not  corporations 
having  shares  of  stock  or  otherwise  owned  by  individuals  or  other  cor- 
porations; together  with  such  additional  adjacent  land  owned  by  such 
churches,  libraries  and  educational  institutions  as  may  be  reasonably 
necessary  for  the  convenient  use  of  such  buildings,  respectively ;  and  also 
the  buildings  thereon  used  as  residences  by  the  officers  or  instructors  of 
such  educational  institutions ;  and  also  the  permanent  endowment  funds 
held  by  such  libraries  and  educational  institutions  directly  or  in  trust, 
and  not  invested  in  real  estate :  provided,  that  such  libraries  and  educa- 
tional institutions  are  not  conducted  for  profit  of  any  person  or  persons, 
natural  or  corporate,  directly,  or  under  any  guise  or  pretence  whatsoever. 
But  the  exemption  mentioned  in  this  sub-section  shall  not  apply  to  any 
industrial  school,  individual  or  corporate,  not  the  properiy  of  tiie  State, 
which  does  work  for  compensation,  or  manufactures  and  sells  articles,  in 
the  community  in  which  such  school  is  located;  provided,  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  restrict  any  such  school  from  doing  work  for  or 
selling  its  own  products  or  any  other  articles  to  any  of  its  stud^ts  w 
employees. 

(e)  Real  estate  belonging  to,  actually  and  exclusively  occupied,  and 
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used  by,  and  personal  property,  including  endowment  funds,  belonging 
to  Young  Men's  Christian  Associations,  and  other  similar  religious 
associations,  orphan  or  other  asylums,  refonnatories,  hospitals  and  nun- 
neries, which  are  not  conducted  for  profit,  but  purely  and  completely  as 
charities. 

(f)  Buildings  with  the  land  they  actually  occupy,  and  the  furniture 
and  furnishings  therein,  belonging  to  any  benevolent  or  charitable  asso- 
ciation and  used  exclusively  for  lodge  purposes  or  meeting  rooms  by 
such  association,  together  with  such  additional  adjacent  land  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  convenient  use  of  the  buildings  for  such  purposes;  and 

(g)  Properi:y  belonging  to  the  Association  for  the  Preservation  of  Vir- 
ginia Antiquities,  the  Confederate  Memorial  Literary  Society,  and  the 
Mount  Vernon  Ladies'  Association  of  the  Union. 

No  inheritance  tax  shall  be  charged,  directly  or  indirectly,  against  any 
legacy  or  devise  made  according  to  law  for  the  benefit  of  any  institution 
or  other  body  or  any  natural  or  corporate  person  whose  property  is  ex- 
empt from  taxation  as  hereinbefore  mentioned  in  this  section. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  from 
taxation  the  property  of  any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation, 
who  shall,  expressly  or  impliedly,  directly  or  indirectly,  contract  or 
promise  to  pay  any  sum  of  money  or  other  benefit,  on  account  of  death, 
sickness,  or  accident  to  any  of  its  members  or  any  other  person;  and 
whenever  any  building  or  land,  or  part  thereof,  mentioned  in  this  section 
and  not  belonging  to  the  State,  shall  be  leased  or  shall  be  a  source  of 
revenue  or  profit,  all  of  such  buildings  and  land  shall  be  liable  to  taxation 
as  other  land  and  buildings  in  the  same  county,  city,  or  town;  and 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  authorizing  or  requiring 
any  county,  city,  or  town  to  tax  for  county,  city  or  town  purposes,  in 
violation  of  the  rights  of  the  lessees  thereof  existing  under  any  lawful 
contract  heretofore  made,  any  real  estate  owned  by  such  county,  city 
or  town,  and  heretofore  leased  by  it 

Obligations  issued  by  counties,  cities,  or  towns  may  be  exempted  by 
the  authorities  of  such  localities  from  local  taxation. 

Sec.  184.  No  debt  shall  be  contracted  by  the  State  except  to  meet  casual 
deficits  in  the  revenue,  to  redeem  a  previous  liability  of  the  State,  to 
suppress  insurrection,  repel  invasion,  or  defend  the  State  in  time  of  war. 
No  scrip,  certificate,  or  other  evidence  of  state  indebtedness,  shall  be 
issued  except  for  the  transfer  or  redemption  of  stock  previously  issued, 
or  for  such  debts  as  are  expressly  authorized  in  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  185.  Neither  the  credit  of  the  State,  nor  of  any  county,  city,  or 
town,  shall  be,  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  device  or  pretence  what- 
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soever,  granted  to  or  in  aid  of  any  person,  association,  or  corporation; 
nor  shall  the  State,  or  any  county,  city,  or  town  subscribe  to  or  become 
interested  in  the  stock  or  obligations  of  any  company,  association,  or 
corporation,  for  the  pxirpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  or  mainte- 
nance of  its  work ;  nor  shall  the  State  become  a  party  to  or  become  inter- 
eeted  in  any  work  of  internal  improvement,  except  public  roads,  or  en- 
gaged in  carrying  on  any  such  work;  nor  assume  any  indebtedness  of 
any  county,  city,  or  town,  nor  lend  its  credit  to  the  same ;  but  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  prevent  a  coimty,  city  or  town  from  perfecting  a  subscrip- 
tion to  the  capital  stock  of  a  railroad  company  authorized  by  existing 
charter  conditioned  upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  the  voters  and  free- 
holders of  such  county,  city  or  town  in  favor  of  such  subscription :  pro- 
vided, that  such  vote  be  had  prior  to  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
three. 

Sec.  186.  All  taxes,  licenses,  and  other  revenue  of  the  State,  shall  be 
collected  by  its  proper  officers  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury.  No 
money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury  except  in  pursuance  of  ap- 
propriations made  by  law;  and  no  such  appropriation  shall  be  made 
which  is  payable  more  than  two  years  after  the  end  of  the  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  at  which  the  law  is  enacted  authorizing  the  same;  and 
no  appropriation  shall  be  made  for  the  payment  of  any  debt  or  obliga- 
tion created  in  the  name  of  the  State  during  the  war  between  the  Con- 
federate States  and  the  United  States.  Nor  shall  any  coimty,  city,  or 
town  pay  any  debt  or  obligation  created  by  such  coxmty,  city,  or  town  in 
aid  of  said  war. 

Sec.  187.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  and  maintain  a  ank- 
ing  fund  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  Ten  of  the  act, 
approved  February  the  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two, 
entitled  "an  act  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  the  public  debt  of  Vir- 
ginia not  fimded  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  ascer- 
tain and  declare  Virginia's  equitable  share  of  the  debt  created  before, 
and  actually  existing  at  the  time  of  the  partition  of  her  territory  and 
resources,  and  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  covering  the  same^ 
and  the  regular  and  prompt  payment  of  the  interest  thereon,  approved 
February  the  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two."  Eveiy 
law  hereafter  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  creating  a  debt  or 
authorizing  a  loan,  shall  provide  for  the  creation  and  maintenance  of 
a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  the  same. 

Sec.  188.  No  other  or  greater  amount  of  tax  or  revenue  shall,  at  any 
time,  be  levied  than  may  be  required  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
government,  or  to  pay  the  indebtedness  of  the  State. 
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Sec.  189.  On  all  lande  and  the  improvements  thereon,  and  on  aU 
tangible  personal  property,  not  exempt  from  taxation  by  the  provisions 
of  this  article,  the  rate  of  state  taxation  shall  be  twenty  cents  on  every 
hundred  dollars  of  the  assessed  value  thereof,  the  proceeds  of  which  shall 
be  applied  to  the  expenses  of  the  government  and  the  indebtedness  of  the 
State,  and  a  further  tax  of  ten  cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  of  the  as^ 
sessed  value  thereof,  which  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  public 
free  schools  of  the  State:  provided,  that  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  the  tax  rate  upon  said  real  and  personal 
property,  for  such  purposes  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  But  the  General 
Assembly  during  such  period  of  four  years,  in  addition  to  making  an- 
nually an  appropriation  for  pensions  not  to  exceed  the  last  appropriation 
made  for  such  purpose  prior  to  September  the  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  one,  may  levy  annually,  a  special  tax  for  pensions,  on  such  real 
and  personal  property  of  not  exceeding  five  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars 
of  the  assessed  value  thereof. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 
MISCELLANEOUS    PROVISIONS. 

HOMESTEAD  AND  OTHER  EXEMPTIONS. 

Sec.  190.  Every  householder  or  head  of  a  family  shall  be  entitled,  in 
addition  to  the  articles  now  exempt  from  levy  or  distress  for  rent,  to  hold 
exempt  from  levy,  seizure,  garnishment,  or  sale  under  any  execution, 
order,  or  other  process  issued  on  any  demand  for  a  debt  hereafter  con- 
tracted, his  real  and  personal  property,  or  either,  including  money  and 
debts  due  him,  to  the  value  of  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
selected  by  him :  provided,  that  such  exemption  shall  not  extend  to  any 
execution,  order,  or  other  process  issued  on  any  demand  in  the  following 
cases  : 

First.  For  the  purchase  price  of  said  property,  or  any  part  thereof.  If 
the  property  purchased,  and  not  paid  for,  be  exchanged  for,  or  converted 
into,  other  property  by  the  debtor,  such  last-named  property  shall  not  be 
ex«npted  from  the  payment  of  such  unpaid  purchase  money  under  the 
provisions  of  this  article; 

Second.  For  services  rendered  by  a  laboring  person  or  mechanic; 

Third.  For  liabilities  incurred  by  any  public  oflRcer,  or  oflBcer  of  a 
court,  or  any  fiduciary,  or  any  attomey-at-law  for  money  collected ; 
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Fourth.  For  a  lawful  claim  for  any  taxee^  levies,  or  assessments  accru- 
ing after  the  first  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six; 

Fifth.  For  rent; 

Sixth.  For  the  legal  or  taxable  fees  of  any  public  oflScer  or  ofiScer  of  a 
court 

Sec.  191.  The  said  exemption  shall  not  be  claimed  or  held  in  a  shifting 
stock  of  merchandise,  or  in  any  property,  the  conveyance  of  which  by 
the  homestead  claimant  has  been  set  aside  on  the  ground  of  fraud  or 
want  of  consideration. 

Sec.  192.  The  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  prescribe  the  manner  and  the 
conditions  on  which  a  householder  or  head  of  a  family  shall  set  apart  and 
hold  for  himself  and  family  a  homestead  in  any  of  the  property  herein- 
before mentioned.  But  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing 
the  General  Assembly  to  defeat  or  impair  the  benefits  intended  to  be  con- 
ferred by  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Sec.  193.  Nothing  contained  in  this  article  shall  invalidate  any 
homestead  exemption  heretofore  claimed  imder  the  provisions  of  the 
former  Constitution ;  or  impair  in  any  manner  the  right  of  any  house- 
holder or  head  of  a  family  existing  at  the  time  that  this  Constitution 
goes  into  effect,  to  select  the  exemption,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  which 
he  was  entitled  under  the  former  Constitution;  provided  that  such  right, 
if  hereafter  exercised,  be  not  in  conflict  with  the  exemptions  set  forth  in 
sections  One  Hundred  and  Ninety  and  One  Hundred  and  Ninety-one. 
But  no  person  who  has  selected  and  received  the  full  exemption  alloired 
by  the  former  Constitution  shall  be  entitled  to  select  an  additional  ex- 
emption under  this  Constitution;  and  no  person  who  has  selected  and 
received  part  of  the  exemption  allowed  .by  the  former  Constitution  ahall 
be  entitled  to  select  an  additional  exemption  beyond  the  difference 
between  the  value  of  such  part  and  a  total  valuation  of  two  thousand 
dollars.  So  far  as  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  section  the 
provisions  of  chapter  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-eight  of  the  Code  of 
Virginia,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  shall  remain  in  force  untfl 
repealed  by  the  General  Assembly.  The  provisions  of  this  article  shall 
be  liberally  construed. 

Sec.  194.  The  General  Assembly  is  hereby  prohibited  from  passing 
any  law  staying  the  collection  of  debts,  commonly  known  as  ''stay  laws"; 
but  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  as  prohibiting  any  legislation 
which  the  General  Assembly  may  deem  necessary  to  fully  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  article. 
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HEIKS  OF  PROPERTY. 


Sec.  195.  The  children-  of  parents,  one  or  both  of  whom  were  slaves  at 
and  during  the  period  of  cohabitation,  and  who  were  recognized  by  the 
father  as  his  children,  and  whose  mother  was  recognized  by  such  father 
as  his  wife,  and  was  cohabited  with  as  such,  shall  be  as  capable  of 
inheriting  any  estate  whereof  such  father  may  have  died  seised,  or 
possessed,  or  to  which  he  was  entitled,  as  though  they  bad  been  bom 
in  lawful  wedlock. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

FUTURE  CHANGES  IN  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Sec.  196.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be 
proposed  in  the  Senate  ojr  House  of  Delegates,  and  if  the  same  shall  be 
agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses, 
such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  entered  on  their 
journals,  with  the  ayes  and  noes  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the 
General  Assembly  at  its  first  regular  session  held  after  the  next  general 
election  of  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  shall  be  published 
for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of  such  election.  If,  at  such  regu- 
lar session  the  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  by 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  submit  such  proposed  amendment  or 
amendments  to  the  people,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  it  shall 
prescribe;  and  if  the  people  shall  approve  and  ratify  such  amendment 
or  amendments  by  a  majority  of  the  electors,  qualified  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  voting  thereon,  such  amendment  or  amend- 
ments shall  become  part  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  197.  At  such  time  as  the  General  Assembly  may  provide,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  being  recorded  in  the  affirma- 
tive, the  question,  ^^shall  there  be  a  convention  to  revise  the  Constitution 
and  amend  the  same?"  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  qualified  to 
vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly;  and  in  case  a  majority  of 
the  electors  so  qualified,  voting  thereon,  shall  vote  in  favor  of  a  conven- 
tion for  such  purpose,  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  next  session,  shall 
provide  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  such  convention;  and  no  con- 
vention for  such  purpose  shall  be  otherwise  called. 
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That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  adoption  of  this  Constitu- 
tion, and  in  order  to  provide  for  carrying  it  into  complete  operation,  it 
is  hereby  ordained  that: 

Section  1.  The  conmion  law  and  the  statute  laws  in  force  at  the  time 
this  Constitution  goes  into  effect,  so  far  as  not  repugnant  thereto  or 
repealed  thereby,  shall  remain  in  force  imtil  they  expire  by  their  own 
limitation,  or  are  altered  or  repealed  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  All  ordinances  adopted  by  this  Convention,  and  appwided  to 
the  oflScial  original  draft  of  the  Constitution  delivered  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect,  as  if  they 
were  parts  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  Except  as  modified  by  this  Constitution,  all  writs,  actions  and 
causes  of  action,  prosecutions,  rights  of  individuals,  of  bodies  corporate 
or  politic,  and  of  the  State,  shall  continue.  All  legal  proceedings,  civil 
and  criminal,  pending  at  the  time  this  Constitution  goes  into  effect,  or 
instituted  prior  to  the  first  day  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and  four, 
in  any  county  or  circuit  court  as  now  existing,  shall  be  prosecuted 
therein :  provided,  that  all  such  matters,  which  are  not  finally  terminated 
bo^re  the  day  last  above  mentioned,  shall,  on  that  date,  by  operation 
of  this  Constitution  and  Schedule,  be  transferred  to  the  circuit  court  of 
the  county  or  city  created  imder  this  Constitution,  and  shall  be  proceeded 
with  therein.  All  such  matters  pending  in  the  city  court*,  preserred 
by  this  Constitution,  when  the  same  goes  into  effect,  or  thereafter  insti- 
tuted therein,  shall  continue  in  said  courts,  and  be  therein  proceeded 
with,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law.  All  matters  before  justices  of 
the  peace  or  police  justice©  at  the  time  this  Constitution  goes  into  effect, 
shall  be  proceeded  with  before  them,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
All  legal  proceedings  prosecuted  after  this  Constitution  goes  into  effect, 
whether  in  any  of  the  courts  now.  existing,  or  in  those  created  by  tbi? 
Constitution,  shall  be  proceeded  with  in  the  manner  now  or  hereafter 
provided  by  law,  except  as  otherwise  required  by  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  All  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures  and  escheats,  accrued 
or   accruing  to   the   Commonwealth,   or  to  any  political   subdivision 
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thereof,  under  the  present  Constitution,  or  under  the  laws  now  in  force, 
shall,  under  this  Constitution,  enure  to  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth, 
or  of  such  subdivision  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  All  recognizances,  and  other  obligations,  and  all  other  instru- 
ments entered  into  or  executed  before  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
or  before  the  complete  organization  of  the  departments  thereunder,  to 
the  Commonwealth,  or  to  any  county,  or  political  subdivision  thereof, 
city,  town,  board,  or  other  public  corpcwration,  or  institution  therein,  or 
to  any  public  oflScer,  shall  remain  binding  and  valid,  and  rights  and 
liabilities  thereunder  shall  continue  and  may  be  enforced  or  prosecuted 
in  the  courts  of  this  State  as  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  From  the  day  this  Constitution  goes  into  effect,  the  present 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  or  their  successors  then  in 
o&ce,  shall  be  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  created  by 
this  Constitution,  and  continue  in  oflSce,  unless  sooner  removed,  until 
February  the  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven.  The  jurisdiction  of  the 
court  shall  be  as  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  law,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Constitution.  All  proceedings,  then  pending  in  the  court 
as  now  organized,  shall,  by  virtue  of  this  Constitution,  be  transferred 
to  and  disposed  of  by  the  court  created  by  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  7.  The  present  judicial  system  of  coimty  and  circuit  courts  of 
the  Commonwealth  is  continued,  and  the  terms  of  the  several  judges 
thereof,  with  the  powers  and  duties  now  possessed  by  them  respectively, 
are  continued,  imtil  the  first  day  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and 
four,  as  if  this  Constitution  had  not  been  adopted;  on  which  day  the 
judicial  system  of  circuit  courts  created  by  this  Constitution  shall  go 
into  operation.  The  terms  of  the  judges  of  the  city  courts,  as  preserved 
by  this  Constitution,  of  the  cities  of  Alexandria,  Charlottesville,  Dan- 
ville, Fredericksburg,  Lynchburg,  Petersburg,  Norfolk,  Portsmouth, 
Richmond,  Staunton,  Manchester,  Roanoke,  Winchester,  and  Newport 
News,  shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  February,  nineteen  himdred 
and  seven;  and  the  terms  of  the  judges  of  the  city  courts,  as  preserved 
by  this  Constitution,  of  the  cities  of  Bristol,  Radford  and  Buena  Vista, 
shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and 
four,  unless  the  said  courts  shall  be  sooner  abolished.  The  privilege 
now  allowed  by  statute  to  judges  of  county  courts  and  to  judges  of  cer- 
tain city  courts  to  practice  law,  shall  continue  during  the  terms  of  the 
judges  whose  terms  are  continued  by  this  Schedoile,  unless  otherwise 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  The  terms  of  the  clerks  of  the  county  and  circuit  courts  now 
in  oflSce,  or  their  successors,  shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
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ruar}',  nineteen  hundred  and  four;  and  thereupon,  the  several  clerks  of 
the  county  courts  im  those  counties  in  which  such  clerks  are  now 
eX'Officio  clerks  of  the  circuit  courts  of  said  counties  shall  be  and 
become  the  county  clerks  of  their  respective  counties,  and  the  clerks  of 
all  the  other  county  courts  of  the  State,  except  the  counties  of  Accomac, 
Augusta,  Bedford,  Campbell,  Elizabeth  City,  Fairfax,  Lee,  Loudoun, 
Hanorver,  Henrico,  Rockingham,  Nansemond,  Southampton,  Pittsvl- 
vania.  Nelson,  and  Fauquier,  and,  as  such,  the  clerks  of  the  circuit  courts 
created  therefor  by  this  Constitution,  and  shall  hold  office  as  such  until 
the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and-  six,  unless  soon^ 
removed,  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  on  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  in  November,  nineteen  hundred  and  five;  provided  that  the 
first  term  of  the  clerks  so  elected  be  for  six  years.  In  the  counties  of 
Accomac,  Augusta,  Bedford,  Campbell,  Elizabeth  City,  Fairfax,  Lee, 
Loudoun,  Hanover,  Henrico,  Rockingham,  Nansemond,  Southampton, 
Pittsylvania,  Nelson,  and  Fauquier,  in  which  there  are  now  separate  clerks 
for  the  county  and  circuit  courts  thereof,  there  shall  be  elected  on  Tues- 
day after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  nineteen  himdred  and  three, 
county  clerks  for  such  counties.  The  terms  of  the  clerks  now  in  oflfce, 
or  their  successors,  of  the  several  city  courts  preserved  by  this  Constitu- 
tion, shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven;  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  on  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  in  November,  nineteen  hundred  and  five;  but  if  any  of  such 
city  courts  shall  be  sooner  abolished  as  provided  in  this  Constitution  or 
by  law,  then  the  term  of  the  clerk  of  any  such  court  shall  thereupon 
determine. 

Sec.  9.  The  first  election  of  the  Governor  and  of  all  oflBoers  required 
by  this  Constitution,  to  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  State  at 
large,  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November, 
nineteen  himdred  and  five,  and  their  terms  of  office  shall  begin  on  the 
first  day  of  February  following  their  election.  The  present  incumbents 
of  said  oflices,  or  their  successors,  shall  continue  in  oflBce  until  the  last- 
named  day. 

Sec.  10.  The  first  election  of  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates^  and 
of  all  county  and  district  oflBcers,  to  be  elected  by  the  people  under  this 
Constitution,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Schedule,  shall  l)e 
held  on  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  three;  and  the  terms  of  office  of  the  several  oflScen 
elected  at  that  or  any  subsequent  election  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  next  after  their  election,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
Constitution  or  in  this  Schedule.     And  the  terms  of  the  ofiice  of  tk 
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sheriff,  commonwealth's  attorney,  treasurer,  commissioners  of  the  rev- 
enue, superintendents  of  the  poor,  supervisors  of  the  several  coimties, 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  of  any  incumbent 
of  any  other  county  or  district  ofl&oe  not  abolished  by  this  Constitution, 
nor  herein  specifically  mentioned,  now  in  office,  or  their  successors,  or 
whose  terms  of  office  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  two,  are  continued  until  January  the  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  four. 

The  terms  of  the  present  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  the 
terms  of  the  senators  now  in  office,  or  (in  case  of  vacancies  therein), 
their  successors,  representing  the  senatorial  districts  bearing  even  num- 
bers, are  extended  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  January,  nineteen 
hundred  and  four;  provided,  that  the  term  of  the  senator,  now  residing 
in  the  city  of  Richmond,  who  by  the  provisions  of  the  apportionment 
act,  approved  April  the  second,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  is  continued 
in  office  as  one  of  the  senators  from  the  thirty-eighth  senatorial  district 
thereby  created,  be  extended  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  six.  The  terms  of  the  senators  now  in  office,  or 
(in  case  of  vacancies  therein),  their  successsors,  representing  the  sena- 
torial districts  bearing  odd  numbers  are  extended  until  the  second  Wed- 
nesday in  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  six. 

In  the  senatorial  districts  bearing  even  numbers,  there  shall  be  elected, 
on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  nineteen  himdred 
and  three,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  to  begin  on  the  second  Wednesday 
in  January  succeeding  their  election,  members  of  the  Senate  to  represent 
such  districts;  in  the  senatorial  districts  bearing  odd  numbers,  and  in 
the  city  of  Richmond  to  fill  the  vacancy,  which  will,  as  above  provided, 
occur  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  six, 
there  shall  be  elected,  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  Novem- 
ber, nineteen  hundred  and  five,  for  a  term  of  two  years,  to  begin  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  January  succeeding  their  election,  members  of  the 
Senate  to  represent  such  districts;  and  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  in  November,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  there  shall  be  elected, 
for  the  term  of  four  years,  to  begin  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  January 
succeeding  their  election,  a  senator  from  each  senatorial  district  in  the 
State. 

Sec.  11.  All  other  state,  county,  and  district  officers,  and  their  succes- 
sors, who  may  be  in  office  at  the  time  this  Constitution  goes  into  effect, 
except  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  the  Second  Auditor,  the  Register 
of  the  Land  Office,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Printing,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics,  Railroad  Commissioner,  nota- 
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ries  public,  the  Adjutant-General,  the  Superintendent  and  the  Surgeon 
of  the  Penitentiary,  the  Manager  and  the  Surgeon  of  the  State  Prison 
Farm,  the  superintendents  of  the  several  state  hospitals,  and  the  school 
superintendents  for  counties  and  cities,  and  school  trustees,  shall,  unfesB 
their  respective  offices  be  abolished,  or  unless  otherwise  provided  by  this 
Constitution  or  Schediile,  hold  their  respective  offices,  and  discharge  the 
respective  duties  and  exercise  the  respective  powers  thereof,  until  Jan* 
uary  the  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four.  The  terms  of  the  present 
incumbents  in  the  offices  of  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts^  Second  Auditor, 
Register  of  the  Land  Office,  Superintendent  of  Public  Printing,  and 
Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics,  shall  continue  until 
March  the  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four.  The  term  of  the  Railroad 
Commissioner  shall  end  as  soon  as  the  State  Corporation  Conmussion 
shall  be  organized.  Notaries  public  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
respective  commissions  shall  expire.  The  term  of  the  office  of  Adjutant- 
General  shall  expire  March  the  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  six.  The 
Superintendent  and  the  Surgeon  of  the  Penitentiary,  the  Manager  and 
the  Surgeon  of  the  State  Prison  Farm,  the  superintendents  of  the  sev- 
eral state  hospitals,  shall  continue  in  office  imtil  their  successors  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  respective  boards  empowered  under  this  Constitu- 
tion to  make  the  several  appointments.  The  school  superintendents  for 
counties  and  cities  shall  remain  in  office  for  their  respective  terms,  and 
until  their  successors  are  appointed.  School  trustees  now  in  office,  or 
their  successors,  shall  remain  in  office  until  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
Electoral  boards  with  the  powers  conferred  by  existing  laws,  except  the 
appointment  of  registrars,  shall  remain  in  office  imtil  March  the  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  four. 

Sec.  12.  The  terms  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  tlie  State  Cor- 
poration Commission,  and  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Immigration, 
the  directors  of  public  institutions  and  prisons,  and  of  each  state  hos- 
pital, and  the  Commissioner  of  State  Hospitals,  to  be  first  elected,  or 
appointed,  under  this  Constitution,  shall  begin  on  March  the  first,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  three.  The  board  of  any  of  the  above-named  depart- 
ments and  institutions  as  now  constituted  shall  continue  until  the  boards 
created  under  this  Constitution  for  such  departments  and  institutions 
respectively  are  duly  organized.  And  the  terms  of  the  members  of  ihe 
Board  of  Fisheries  are  continued  until  March  the  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  six.  The  terms  of  the  trustees  or  visitors  of  the  state  educational 
institutions,  and  other  honorary  appointments  made  by  the  Governor,  are 
continued  until  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  13.    Charters  of  incorporation  may,  until  the  first  day  of  April, 
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nineteen  hundred  and  three,  be  granted  or  amended  by  the  coiirts  of  the 
State  in  accordance  with  the  law8  in  force  when  this  Constitution  goes 
into  eflEect,  unless  the  General  Assembly  shall  sooner  provide  for  the 
creation  of  corporations  as  required  by  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  14.  The  terms  of  all  oflBcers  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  a 
city,  and  of  their  successors,  in  oflBce  at  the  time  this  Constitution  goes 
into  eflEect,  of  whose  terms  of  oflBce  begin  on  the  first  day  of  July,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  two,  except  the  terms  of  mayors,  of  members  of  city 
councils  and  of  the  clerks  of  city  courts,  are  continued  until  January 
the  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  six;  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected 
on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  nineteen  hundred 
and  five.  The  terms  of  all  city  officers,  not  so  elected,  shall  expire  as 
provided  in  the  charters  of  the  several  cities,  or  as  may  be  provided  by 
law. 

Sec.  15.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  mayors  of  the  several 
cities  shall  continue  in  oflBce  until  September  the  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  four,  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  the  second  Tuesday  in 
June,  nineteen  hundred  and  four.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the 
members  of  the  several  city  councils  shall  continue  in  oflfice  for  the 
terms  prescribed  in  the  charters  of  their  respective  cities,  except  that 
where  their  terms  are  prescribed  as  ending  on  the  first  day  of  July  of 
any  year,  they  shall  be  extended  until  the  first  day  of  September  fol- 
lowing. 

Sec.  16.  Vacancies  in  any  oflBce,  the  term  of  which  is  confirmed  or 
extended  by  this  Schedule,  occurring  during  such  term  or  extension 
thereof,  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  17.  All  oflBcers,  whose  terms  of  oflBoe  are  extended  by  this  Sched- 
ule, required  by  law  or  municipal  ordinance  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  oflGces,  shall,  prior  to  the  expi- 
ration of  the  terms  for  which  they  were  respectively  chosen,  before  the 
court  or  other  authority  before  whom  such  oflBcer  was  required  by  law  or 
municipal  ordinance  to  give  such  bond,  enter  into  a  new  bond,  in  the  same 
penalty  and  with  such  security  as  was  prescribed  by  law  or  municipal 
ordinance  in  respect  to  his  former  bond,  and  with  like  conditions  as 
therein  prescribed,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  oflBce 
for  the  extended  term  herein  provided  for,  and  until  his  successor  shall 
have  been  duly  chosen,  and  shall  have  qualified  according  to  law.  Upon 
failure  to  give  such  bond  within  the  time  above  prescribed,  the  oflBce 
shall,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  the  incumbent  thereof 
was  chosen,  become  vacant. 

Sec.  18.   In  all  elections  held  after  this  Constitution  goes  into  eflfect, 
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the  qualifications  of  electors  shall  be  those  required  by  Article  Two  of 
this  Constitution'. 

Sec.  19.  The  General  Assembly  which  convened  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day in  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  shall  be  called  by  the  Gov- 
ernor to  meet  in  session  at  the  Capitol  at  twelve  o^clock  M.,  on  Tuesday, 
the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  nineteen  hxmdred  and  two.  It  shall  be  ve^ed 
with  all  the  powers,  charged  with  all  the  duties,  and  subject  to  all  the 
limitations  prescribed  by  this  Constitution  in  reference  to  the  Gkneral 
Assembly,  except  as  to  the  limitation  upon  the  period  of  its  session, 
qualifications  of  members,  and  as  to  the  time  at  which  any  of  its  acts 
shall  take  effect;  but  the  ineligibility  of  the  members  thereof  to  be 
elected  to  any  other  oflBce  during  their*  terms  as  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  shall  be  such  as  is  imposed  by  this  Constitution.  The  said 
General  Assembly  shall  elect  judges  for  all  of  the  circuit  courts  pro- 
vided for  in  this  Constitution,  and  also"  of  the  corporation  courts  for 
Bristol,  Radford,  and  Buena  Vista,  unless  said  city  courts  are  sooner 
abolished. 

Sec.  20.  The  said  General  Assembly  shall  enact  such  laws  as  may  be 
deemed  proper,  including  those  necessary  to  put  this  Constituticm  into 
complete  operation ;  to  confirm  those  oflScers  whose  appointment  is  made 
by  this  Constitution  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  General  Assembly  or 
either  house  thereof;  and  to  transact  other  proper  business;  and  such 
session  shall  continue  so  long  as  may  be  necessary.  The  members  shall 
receive  for  their  services  four  dollars  per  day,  for  the  time  when  the 
General  Assembly  is  actually  in  session,  including  Simdays  and  recedes 
of  not  exceeding  five  days,  and  the  mileage  provided  by  law;  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Delegates  and  President  of  the  Senate  shall  each  receiie 
seven  dollars  per  day  for  the  same  period  and  the  nuleage  provided  by 
law;  and  the  other  oflBcers  and  employees  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion for  their  services  as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe.  Pro- 
vision may  be  made  for  compensation  at  said  rate  of  four  dollars  per 
day  of  members  of  legislative  committees  which  may  sit  during  any 
recess  of  said  session. 

Sec.  21.  The  compensation  and  duties  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Delegates  and  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  continue  as  now  fixed  by 
law  until  the  first  of  Januar}',  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  after  which 
date  their  compensation  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  section;  Sixty-sii  of 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  22.  When  the  General  Assembly  convenes  on  the  fifteenth  day 
of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  its  members  and  oflScers,  before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  severally  take  and 
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subscribe  the  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  section  Thirty-four  of  the 
Constitution.  And  not  later  than  the  twentieth  day  of  July,  nineteen 
hundred  and  two,  the  Governor  and  all  other  executive  oflScers  of  the 
State,  whose  oflBces  are  at  the  seat  of  government,  and  all  judges  of 
courts  of  record,  shall  severally  take  and  subscribe  such  oath  or  aJBSrma- 
tion;  and  upon  the  failure  of  any  such  officer,  executive  or  judicial,  to 
take  such  oath  by  the  day  named,  his  office  shall  thereby  become  vacant. 
Such  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed  before  any  person 
authorized  by  existing  laws  to  administer  an  oath.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  shall  cause  to  be  printed  the  necessary  blanks  for  carry- 
ing into  efifect  this  provision,  and  the  said  oaths  and  affirmations  so  taken 
and  subscribed,  except  of  the  members  and  officers  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, shall  be  returned  to  and  filed  in  his  office;  and  those  taken  by  the 
members  and  officers  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  preserved  in  the 
records  of  the  respective  houses. 

Sec.  23.  The  official  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  Schedule,  and  of 
any  ordinance  adopted  by  the  Convention,  shall,  as  soon  as  they  shall  be 
enrolled,  be  signed  by  the  President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  and  the  President  will  thereupon  cause  the  same  to  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  who  will  file  and  preserve 
the  same  securely,  among  the  archives  of  the  State  in  his  custody. 

The  Secretary  of  .the  Commonwealth  will  cause  the  Constitution, 
Schedule,  and  said  ordinances  to  be  transcribed  in  a  book  to  be  provided 
for  the  purpose  and  safely  kept  in  his  office. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  will  immediately  upon  the  adoption 
of  this  Schedule,  deliver  a  certified  copy  of  the  Constitution  and 
Schedule,  and  of  said  ordinances,  to  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Sec.  24.  The  Governor  is  authorized  and  directed  to  immediately  issue  his 
proclamation  announcing  that  this  revised  and  amended  Constitution  has 
been  ordained  by  the  people  of  Virginia,  assembled  in  Convention,  through 
their  representatives,  as  the  Constitution  for  the  government  of  the 
people  of  the  State,  and  will  go  into  effect  as  such,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Schedule  annexed  thereto,  on  the  tenth  day  of  July,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  two,  at  noon,  and  calling  upon  all  the  people  of  Vir- 
ginia to  render  their  true  and  loyal  support  to  the  same,  as  the  organic 
law  of  the  Commonwealth.
